we believe, had ever Ic/ore been in the royal navy, excepting 
Captain Boyle Walsiiighain who was lost in the Thunderer, and 
to whom the subject of this Memoir was nearly rclattd. 

The Honourable Courtenay Boyle was born on the 3d of Sep¬ 
tember, 1770 ; and, as appears from the documents before us, 
which have been furnished by one of ttiosc who had long the hap¬ 
piness of serving under him, he derived his first inclination for the 
uaval service, from haviicg passed the vacation (September, 1780) 
with his father, the Karl^ef Cork, at'l^lymouth ; who was then 
LieiiienaDl-coloc.dl of the Somerset militia, ^ ^ud commanded a 
division of ligh^ Infantry at Maker Heights, '/he sc».. which 
every day tliere prcs(|nted, dcrtiiiuly gave a naval bias to* .'e 
enterprising mind of our young seaman: As the celebrated 
writer whence wo have taken our motto justly observes im 
MariAion— ' 

“ That secret Power by ail obey’d ! 

W'iietlier atr impulse, that has birth . 

Soon as the infant wakes on earth, 

Ojie with our feelin!;s aiul our powers, 
i\nd rather part of us, than ours; 

, . Or wbetbei'fitlier termed, the sway

The decided turn for the navy which his son had thus taken; 
was irnir ..V-tcly encouraged by il.., Karl of Cork; and he con- 
senied that the young fr .n should try llio strength of his mind 
and constitution, by taking a cruise (Sept. 13—I8th Oct. 1780), 
with CajJtain John Carter Allen, in the Gibraltar, of 80 guns, 
then attached toJj[|LC CiiLuiicl fleet. The lion. C. Boyle was thus 
introduced into the service, under one of its first officers ; whose 
character at that time and ever after tardr:, stood deservedly high

When Lord Cork had/afficicntly provedvthe inclination of hi# 
Bnterprising son, by this his first cruise, he was removed on*his. 
return for some time^fo a naval academy at (freenwich; aod 
then again sent to sea, February t9, 1781, in the lAtbna fVigate, • 
of 30 guns, comnianded Sir Ilyde«parker. In this ship, Mr. 
Boyle commcnrcik bis career as a midshipman/*and^as a due dis« 
change of the dutiee of that^tation, are of sbqji essential consc- * 
tjfucnce t«i the reputation aild prof&tfional character of every officer, 
we shall here subjoin the admirable' letter which our lamented . 
Nelson, the subsequent friend and dothmander of Mr. Boyle, sent 
to a young man on his attaining that first stfcp in the rank*of the 
British navy :—Dear Charles: As Captain HUtycr has been 
so good as to sUif he vDOuld rate ^oit Min, / sincere/if hope that * 
^ur conduct will^ver contiiiut to deserte his kind notice and pro^ • 
tection, hi) a strict and very active attention to your duty, if 
you deserve zoell, you are surc^ofmy msis(ance, t^lr. S'cott 
furnish you Kith money to begin your jl/cs.v, and I shall ulloioyou 
thirty pounds a year, if it be necessary, rshkh Caplain Hillyer 
toill supply you xcith.—And as you from this day *starl the 
uorld as»a man^ i trust that your future conduct in life ifill prove 
ySu both an oJiker ami a gentleman : recollect, that you must tte 
a seaman to be an q//icer ; and also, that ytiu cannot he a good 
officer veahout being a gcytleman. am alxcnys, rcith most sin»

'February 19—rOcfoIjer 31. 1781.' The Latona was em|floyed

til Ajiril 8th, 1783, 'wln^p he was scut to The Royal Academy *at ‘ 
Portsmouth, where kp remaiaed natU Marchj^ 178 L 
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(1804'.) The Hont C. Boyle (iheii rc-commcnced his iiBvaf 
career With renewed spirit^ under the ausp'cea of the groat Nelson^ 
in the Boreas Irrigate, of 28 guns, aiul sailed in her to the West 
Indies, on the t9th of ?.lay. The following extract fPom a letter 
written by Ijady Hughes, who was on board, which has appcareil; 
in the splendid Life of that Admiral,will shew the manner in 
,whkh the young men in that ship were'trained and gradually 
enured to bardiliood and enterprise by thfir parental commander. 

As ‘a wdinun, 1 can only speak of those parts of bis pro.

fcssional conduct which Icoi«!d coinprchtmd; such as his attentiota 
to the young-gentlemen who had the happiness oi being on hi« 

quarter-deak. It diay rcasonabiy he supposed, that among'* the

number of 30, there must have been,timid spirits, as well bold 
the timid be never rebuked } but always wished to shew them, 
he desired nothing that he wdUid not instantly do himself: And 1' 
have kdown him say— Well^ Sir^ I am ^oing a roce to the masif 
headf and heg I may meet you there. No denial could be given 
to such a request, and the' pobr little fellow instantly began to. 
elimb tiic shrouds. Captain Nelson never took the least notice 
in what manner it wasr done ; but, when they met in the top, 
spojkc in the most cheerful terms to the midishipman, and ob. 
serveil—//ow much any person is as to be pilU-d, who coiUd fancy 
there teas any danger^ or even any thing disagreeahlcy in ihn 
attempt. 

‘‘After this excellent example, I have seen'(continT.es Lady 
Hughes) the same youth, who before was so timid, lead another 
in like manner and repeat his commander’s words. How wise 
and attentive was such conduct in Captqiq, Ndson ! Oh the same 
principle^, j^very day wenj; Into tnu sdiooUrooth, and saw the 
]noile*in which they pursued'^beir nautical acquirements ; and at 
twelve o’clock, he was always the. first on deck, with his quadrant; 
•<~no one could (hen neglect l^is duty. There is also another ancc. 
.dote, which descrve§^to be mentioned :—Theday wo landed atBar« 
ba^oes^ and were to dine at the Governor’,s, oi^r dear commander

• The transactions of the Boreas, in the West'indies, have been 
detailed with so much accuracy and interest‘by Mr.jClarke, in ' 
the Lifopf this great Admiral, toggtherVith his uniform attention 
to his midshipmen, that wc shall condense a small part, in order . 
the better to illustrate the public 'services of Mr. Boyle.—'I'lio 
Boreas, according tp this Biographer,* “'arrived at Madeira on 
the first of June (^784) ; and on the 2d, after breakfast, the go. 
ternor sent the major of his guards^, with his slatcJiarge, to con. * 
Tey Lady llughc« and her shite on shore, w Inch ^ was politely 
dcclined.<-*At haif.past ten, the ship being completely manned, 
Lady Hughes and her daughter, *atienJed by (.'aptain Nelson, 
lieutenants, the lieutenant of marines, and the Uev. William Ncl. 
sun, went into the barge ; and as soon as she was got to a conve. 
nient distance, she was sainted with eleven guns, and three cheers,

On the 17th of June, the Kangaroo got under weigh, 
having under her charge a transport wilji two companies of 
Irish artillery on board^ and standing alir>iig the French coast, 
she *011 the captured t^^Surpgi^c luggei^ of 8 ^insj and 49 
laen, from Crosic. After chasing 'Sc?Vcr.'il of the encmy'swessels, 
.Captain Boyle,^ on tl\p 4th of %W»1^', boarded and took possession 
of a Spanish Despatch boat, three daysi from Rota, bound to 
South America. On the 6th, he recaptured a Swedish brig, from 
Stockholm to Naples, ^hich was in possession of the Siianiyds ; 
and, having beat off the Sjianish * gun-boats that atfacked him 
jn the gut, the Kangaroo anchorf^d* in Gibraltar Bay,, with her 
and four prist^s in tow* After varicftis other act^c service 
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in this ship, Captain Boyle was advanced td post rank, Jane 30th, 
1797, and was saccee^dcd in the Kangaroo by Captain E. Brace. 

(17CS.) ,Until the beginning of the ensuing year. Captain 
Bo5de^Teniaincd on half pay, when lie was appointed to the Hysena, 
on the 2dth of March, at Plymouth, andT served in her od' Chcr> 
bnrg, St. Maloes, and the Isle of Bas.' iBuring this service, the 
Hyaena was iwice in a perilous sitnation; particularly on the 
10th of September, 179t?, when after having anchored in Grave- 
Jrng Bay, on standing out to sea, she suddenly struck on a rock.

Whilst on this service, Captain Boyle met with the most gracious 

consideration from the King and the Koyal Family. He was 

afterward.'ordered to l^ortsinoutli, to fit for foreign service, and 

tltencc proceKled, with the I’omone frigate, Captain Carthe.v 

Reynolds, and the Argo frigate, Captain James Bowen, to cun- 

toy the trade bound to the coasts of Spain, Portugal, and the 

Mediterranean. On the passage onl,^tbe. Cormorant was ordered 

to leeward of the convoy, take a bad sailing brig in tow. Oft 

this service she parted compan) with, the rest, and dnrlng her 

passage to JJsbon, hade (he good fortune to recapture an English 

W^est Indiaman, and a Spanish brig, of 16 guns. From Lisbon, 

the Cormorant took convoy G'Ibralta’’, and thence procmlcd 

to join fiOrd Keith at*Lcghorn, whpre she rived the day aft('r 

the unfoptunSte accident of t^e.dcstru&tion of the Queen Charlotte 

by fire. Lord Kcitlf immediately hoistcxl bis Hag on board the 
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Audacious, Captain D. Gbuld, and iaking with him tha.Cormo. 
tant, proceeded off Genoa,’ to act in concert with the Ruosiaaa, 
under General Mclas. This squadron v^as moswactirely emfdojed 
in co-operation with th9 llussian troops, binpaptain Boyle wa» 
detached from that scrviSc^ and sent to Egypt. 

(1800.) The circumstances which attended the subsequent loss 
of the Cormorant,* off*Damietta, during«this year, owing to thn 
great incorrectness of the charts, when that ship was on her way teS ‘

The Court do, therefore,*unanimous^ adjudge, that the Hon. Captain 
Courtenay Boyle, hie oliicei^ ai^d ship's clinpuny, be lully acquitted, and 
he is hertoby fully and uunnhnuiihly acquitted accorflingly.

Tjrentyiiof El Arish; and the subsequent cruel imprisonment and 
sa^a^o treatmont'^f Captain Boyle by the French,' contrary to 
the usages of wary^itre so interesting, that we have endeiivoiired 
by means of different friends, to collert .cxi^y document that could 
be obtained ;* the. principal of which, arc a correct copy of Captain 
Boyle's own journal, and of a letter addressed to his wife when 
‘General Mcnqii had tol^him, hq must consider h'insclf as an 
hpstage for the safety of ^Bodot, who had, been an alde-dc-camp 
to Buonaparte, aud/AajS then in the ha of /hd'Grand Vizier. 

Journal kept btf Captain Mople, of the J'/W oi' 11. M.fSsf Cormorrint, on the 

Coast of Cippt; and of ike treatment 'ecched l>p the Oncers and Crew, 

from ike Fre^ch^^whom thep made'FrU rjt-v^,: 

“ On the 21st of April, lOOO, «^!^n oiT Geiioj^l rc^ci^< d ic oiileis of 
Vice-admiPil L.rd Kfitli, onn-nandcr'in-chief'n'l the Meditermneau, to 
proceed m ll.M. Ship under my command, withot't los" of tune, oir Alexan¬ 
dria, being the bearer of rie-patches of the grcutc&t coiisemuMn’e ibr Sir 
Sidney Smith, who commanded a squadron on ilie epast of Egypt. J iiad 
permidsiou to '-ii.chor in Ltghorn Roatls, for'ihe purpose of completing rny 
provislbns, &c. n.nl 1 left t^iat anchorage on the ensuing 27th. Ikving 
passed the Tslaiuis of Sicily and Malta, we » 2 iw no land until the IStii oil 
May. pn that day, wlien ofl'lhe coast of Libya, I ^oarded a Greek vessel, 
master of which pol'iled out to ine the entrance* of fiengaraa, a snlali 
port a little to the westward of the Ammnean Ibtuifds ; whence the master 
took a frtsh departure. The wind was then easicily, blowing hard, with 
a heavy seat anu continued so until the evoiiing of the 18th, when it 
shifted tp the N.VV. a fair v-iiid. VVe then ‘shaped a course for ^ilexan- 
dria, carrying iill possible sail, until the evening of tl^e 2(nh ■jf’May. At 
*‘nOon on that day, our distance from thence, by the reckoning of *!\lr. 
Moubray, the master, was 110 miles; which agreed uLo, within six or 
seven miles, with the mates and midshipmen fseven in niimbcr), who sent 
their day’s works into me.

During those two Jioiirs^ f ordeVed Mr. King (tnafe) to heave the log threo 
different times, lo asr i rtain her medium rate o‘f going : and iu order more 
accurately-to ascertuoi !icr 'distuuce from Alexandr.ia, at 0 .1 allowed her

ing wm reduced tM 42 iniics, =« . 

On qtiitdng tife '.Itck, the orders tieft with Hr. Blyth were, to steer

*' Sucti was the state of thiogST—when about 40 ijatnutes after 10, 1 felt 
(whilst in bed.:, the ship suddenly strike.. From JIO o’clock, I supposed she 
might have run three miles; so tliat 1 then judged.jthe ship wa^ 38 niiles^o 
the westward of Altxi^Klria, her d&tined poi%. On instantly'^reaching the* 
quartef'deck, I orderedme quarter-master oC tho watch 'feg gat a cast of 
the lead, frorn'Cii^^ bow and quarter : he did -arfd. acquauited me that 
he found no more, than w«tci?^^As the wind wasadi; and 

fulling the ship further ba the shoal (which chreumstnnee jimvented our 
anchors being of service to us), l^iinmcdialely ordered the gaiis to. be 
furled, and to prepare for striking, tep-gnllabts and |up'flnasts. ■ 1 then 
hoisted tlie honts oul^ and sent Air' Mou^ray, the master, to%ound round 
the ship,' Tluring his ai^lmice, the cables were ranged, hammocks stowed 
in-the nettings, and the ship made as clear*as*poGstble fur work. On his 
return, be informed me, that the ship had run tf great length in, on the 
shoal, and time he could pot find deep water at a less distance froioi her, 
than three cables’ lengitb. Top^gallqiUs and top-masts were then struck, 
and the ship made as snug as possible. ’At day-light, which appeared a 
^ttle after fwo P.^. Ffciuud she had grounded witliin a n^te and a half 
of a low siuidy shore ; without a tree, or any object to give us the least; 
idea of-our situation oil the coast—-a Jieavy stern sea sttiking ancksetting 
her fust in shore.' . • * * ** 


** I then ordered, as the only plan in m|i opinion likely to save the ship 
(oQibiaunGh being too small to carry our bower anchor, which was 24 hun¬ 
dred weight), to build a large raft with our booms, carrying o&i four tow* 
lines on unr^kedge, in ^e cutter, in the direction of the deepest waUer; and 
hanlyag the raft to the hedge, let go ..the bower, afid hcav&taaght frutq it. 
To lighten the ship ns much as possible, the guns were slung and ready 
for heaving overboard, being bqoyed with buoy ropes suflicicntly strong 
to weigh them' again. ’This pla^was generally approved. 

** Mr.Moubray had now returtoed on boartb with thceadcd’the-fabrth tow* 
line/rom the kedge, when we prepared to pAt my s^euib in execdtjpn ; 
and, though it failed, from thb sea continuing to rise very fast^ which up^t 
the raft, when the antbor was on*it, I mu8% acknowiedgb the, great Oxer- 
dons of the officers and men^ and must give credit to the carpenter, for his 
zeal and ability in constructing that raft. It now appeared'*tp be the 
general Opinion, that the ship could uot'he s^vedi^the ' rudder pintles, had 
been broken from the ship's hdkvy strikjng, the rudder itself uniting aiWF 
gone, and though I had lH|de hopes* ioyself, vet ip'shetf that mind were 
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not entirely given up (which I judged raiglEt encourage the men), I gat'C 
•rdcrs, K second time, (o*nttempt getting the anchor un the raft, which was 
again*under the bows ; and though no exertion was wanting,' we were 
equally unsMccessfi^ At noon, the'haze clearing from over the land, we 
discerned, with our‘glasses, a town, bearing S. W. distance .about H 
miles, which we supposciti to be Alexandria :«J)Ut w'ere quite uncertain, as 
no one on board Ind ever been on that coast. At 3 F.M. the carpenter 
reported to me, the pumps choaked and the ship filling fast; and that he 
thought no exertion could save her. My first consideration then was, by 
^ what method l^was likeliest to preserve* the lives of my people in quitting 
the wreck. To keep them sober was absolu^vAecessary. Having or¬ 
dered the^prit room to be*opencd, under the inspects of the 3d lieute¬ 
nant, their allowance of grp|; was now served, and %he’hatcl'«’S were then 
finally secured. ^ And at the santb time*^he first lieutenant was directed 
to break the people off from their work, for 10 mintftes, in order that ftiey 
might drfek thcir'grog, and collect«a fmv cloAths together to take with 
them :*a sail was then cut up, apef, tq each man, a piece of canvas was 
given, to put his cloaths into. On their return to work, the carpenter was 
ordered to turu.to directlyj^ ny^ make rafts for tne landing of the people, 
which he did with his former zeal and good management. 

I was aware that some part of this coast was inhabited by Arabs, and 
judged it necessary to take such precautions as would defend me (should 
we be obliged to march by ourselves to a French post) from'any insult from • 
thosq people; whose ignorance of diffcreiK nations was^Ho great, that they 
might have taken us for French, or for the sake o^lun'der have altackqji 
*iis. Two of these people came down armed, abreast of the ship, and un- 
^ hooped a caskj taking^ aw^y ther heops with thenv: It had been thrown 
overboard to gain the then high water riArk, for the purpose of ascer¬ 
taining if there were any rise^or fall of tide.—I was particularly fortunate 
in keeping^ the people sober, obedient, and attentive; and lmd«nuw 
planned and given orders to Lieutenant Blyth, fur their quitting the ship 
with hifb. They were to have a sufficient number of arms, and ninmuni- 
I tion beaded up in casks for the use of the ship’s company, thrown 
overboard to float op shore'bcfore him ; and he himself was to go with part 
of this division, on the first raft ; and was, on landing, to distribute thqjr 
arms to them, collec^ng and preserving vsbatever casks, &c. had beached. 

I ordered niy efferts, and those of jthe officers, to d)e put in c&sks, and 
thrown overb<Kird afso; andV-hen we should be all landed, the officeM had 
my orders to form their rd^ect^^' divisions ifito a solid square; placing the 
boys in the centre, with pikesf to appear nsTormiddble * as possible, and 
taking with us a brflss 4'pounder wh'oh hid been buoyed so as to float 
ashore. In thia manner, it was intended to march to the first French 
jpost j and there, delivering up our arms, glaim the privileges attendant on 

flag truce (wdiich^ had already done by letter^ to Kleber), during the 
time necc|sary for tbp'^epyratinn uf^uttitig tfibsc orders into execution.

The copy 
of tlie letter 1 wrote to Kjjtber, was Idst in the confusion of things when

** 1 began with stating the unfortunate loss of 7iis Britannic Majesty's 
ship; and then claiming ns a negociator, having been sene on such a 
, mission, the right add respect belonging to a flag of truce; and that, as 
he could not, Uwcr such circlnpstanccs) make me a prisoner of war, he 
yould admit of my infmcdiately joining Sir Sidtiey Smith, to^commuoicata 
to him the orders I had received from the coininaiider>in-cliier, respecting 
the I'atification, by tli£ British government, of the Treaty of El Arisb, 
wliich ho had entrusted to my charge; empowering nie to ac! thereon, in tdb* 
absence of SirSidaey Smith, as if he had been on the spot, and had uego* 
cinb.Yl himself. 

** (1800.),[t was about eleven A.M. wlicn the cutter left the thip; and at 
a quarter aQter four observing a French flag of truce comingatowards 
the Ijieach, abreast of the ship, JL threw out the signal of recall for the cut- , 
ter, which had been agreed on, but from her distance it was not distin¬ 
guished. At half-past; four, the officer bearing the French flag of truce 
arrived on the beach, with ly .party of cavalry; ,when I sent J\fr.

I then ordered the 
snain-top-sail and mizen-stay-sail, to be set on the.ship, to forge her aa 
near tlio shore as possible; botS to shorten the dtatance for the raft’; gettia^ 
on shore, and that we nii^t have a*bctter op|>QCti|nity of savtn| die men's 
lives: ,lh this attempt I was fonunifte; for with a heavy steyi s(!«i she 
lifted in, to about a quarter of a mile from ther WacIt; end made such a

^ VVe were employed in making rafts all the evening, heaving the shot, 
arms, ammuiliitton, Ike. overboard, and destroying the signal Hags, and 
other stores. At six P.M two rafts had left the ship, and landed t e men 
'.suie; and theso^, with the launch, had,carried ashore between 40and 50 
persons. We found it, however, inipossjblc fr^t-^fie heavy sea, to send 
by cither f^iV a line on shure to fix a raft rope ; wli^ prevented our 
getting those ofTwhicIi had onc.e beached. .

from the ship. Apt my own things inigiit particularlydmswn; whi^ , 

was done. Both these. officers again prised my goii^jg. immediatdy to 
Rosetta; I, hiffiveilrer, repeatedT*! hadlioPgiven my fiiifj'orders on board, 
and must return.' After many attempts, through a vciy ;>ea and 

surf, to get the little boat off, I ^t last succeeded to boanilll; -tiie. ship, 
about b if.M. niid found Mr. Moitbray ip the*cutter (who lad'been absent 
ail night), coming aloiij^side at the same time : he had ^returned witlffiat 
seeing any vessel,, ot; being able to find tj^c;, entrance ofthe river. 

' ** Having now destroyed all the papers wliich I did not wisf^shoald fall 
into the enemy’s bands, I told the reinaiiiiiig ohmers and' ship*s company 
on board, that as two rafts were completed, which wo^|d with great 
case land llieffi ull,«I*thought my presence no longer useful; and that • 
sooner I could see the French general, the greater probability there,%Wts of « 
emy preventing themTroin being plundered : '&t if they thot^lit otherwise, 

1 would stay on board to the last moment. With'three cheers they e^'eeU . 
to rny proposal; and ‘at 0 A.M. I tudk the sm^epn, Mr.^Dunnan Can^ 
boll, and two men oif shore ^vith inc in the little boat; leaving the 2d 
lieutenant, lilr. George Adam Ross, and the master, with the necessary 
orflers for the remaining people quitting the ship. ^ . 

We were successful in lauding safe, tltougb the surf swamped tile boat 
before we veachert the shore. £)n my landing, I received fresh disiiranres 
from the two. bcfore*menuoned officers,'of the safety of the Effects belong, 
ing to myself, my officers, and men. Morde then prdered two horses for 
•myself, and the sungcon, and >ve 'mere eticorted by a part> of horse to 
Rosettg. I began very much, to doubt the, sineerif^ of the assurances of 
these officers, respSctiiig our clothe^ See. observing that ihd servant of 
thft officer commanding the party of horie^ by wlmm wc wore escorted, 
bed an English clothes, bag filled nnd ^appVH behind him on hh Innlilp; 
which, on my rematlcin'g to the snrvcon, ihat the bast hdooged to some of 
os, the French officer saitf he had purchased it, thouuh he knew not of 
wlitun, leaving arrived at tlie Bank of the Nile, a distance of about'll 
milqs, we crossed the branch that separates the Delta from Rosett^; 
where we arrived at 1^p’cludk,>.at the hohse of General D’EsItang, and 
found there tI)e,officer9.Vho had {anded tbp ni;?ht before, f acquainted 
that general with my mhision', and requested Im wopld give Otders for the 
safety ei^my td&^rs-' and people^ clotheawhich lie prdmls^. sliould be 
attended to, and also tl>at ive tvduld fueward my letter to Kleber, at 
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I then requested, that he would oKler a wri^In;:; case of mine (^escribing 
it, and ofrring him the^ hey) to be kept sacred, as it contained only my 
own prvate papers, money, trinkets, &c .; ‘and that, on its being brought 
to hn, bouse, he mkbt open it fur his inspection. He Instantly sent a 
sbessenger oiT, with, si he assured me, ^orders to his aid-^de-camp, Moree, 
to comply with my 'wishes: however, they ^ad no edect^the *box was 
broke open, and I believe every thing valuable %aken out; and this act of 
plunder was committed under the mask of gaining intelligence from the 
enemy. The second lieutenant, being an eye witness, remonstrated with 
. the officer on <uch shameful conduct ; and my servant tried to seize some 
of my property, that had been thrown out in the scumble by the soldiers ; 
they, however, prevented liin\. and collected rouifd the c^ie, to second the 
views of tlieir officers, and to have their share of its coiitcntlv* 

**Ai 9 P.M. the second lieutenant, master, and the otheivpiL$.ers and men, 
who had t^eeii lel^t befiind, arrived at General D’Est-ing's; myself, with 
the rest of i|^e bfficem, were lodged in an old apartment in the general’s 
bouse, whidi Itad not been‘inhabited ^or some time; and where we were 
annoyed with all kinds of vermin and dirt. My people were imprisoned in 
an old house in thejtqwii; where, on the morning of the 22d, 1 went to 
see them, and they were tol’erabfy well.—^They cheered me. I met many 
French soldiers in the streets, with clothes, &c. belonging to my officers, 
offered for sale : on making a seizure of some, which belonged to the car* 
penter, the possessor said, he had bought them of some of my men » 
though this 1 was convinced was a* falsehood, as 1 was myself plundered of 
all, except the clothes 1 haifmi, and of a dry suit, dchich my servant had^ 
put up in a painted bag, on seeing that I was up to my neck in the surf on 
landing » tliese were the whole of. my clTccts, which.l had saved from the 
Hdnds of the Freiich. TBc Writing box, hefor? uieiitjuned, was brought to 
General D’Estang, who told me, when he had examined the remaining 
papers in it, he would il turn it to me*—he, however, did not: the most 
valuable of iKy things, plate, &c. were in possession of Moree, the gene¬ 
ral's aid'de-cauip, and Dumynb, a captain in the marine, who,(^ a French 
pfficer since aosuted me, shared the plunder. On my acquainting General 
D'Estang with the plunder made by the French troops from myself, 
officers, and men, he said, that it had been done by our people, and tbnt^ 
the French Aad bovght even; thing o^ikcm 1 assured him, I had sufficient 
proof to tlie contrary, if he wbvid allow me to bring it forw||^d; *this he 
decliqed” and on the 24th proposed to"me to go to Cairo,' to the commq,n- 
der*iu*cliief. I opposed his proposition, froiif being well aware it must 
eause great delay; as the Nile wa'-s at that tune quite l£iw, and navigB-^ 
tion tedious, and the circuitous distance between 40 and 50 Jet^ues; and 
besides, I was still in hopes, that wnen Klebcr received my letter, he 
would order roe instantly to join Sir Sidney Smith. However, in answer to 
mV, D’Estang desired, ehat I would have my things ready to embark the 
ensuing Cloning, in an aigiied^ germe (A boat of'-tlTe enuntty) for Cairo; 
which I'did^at 6 o’clock, acconifianicd by Lieutenant Ross, and cheered 
by my people; who, ^oor fellows, got on the tog of their prison as I p&sscd 
theih. . • ’ 
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' ** I allowed to take ray servant witli me, su)rl our escort was Mor€e^ 
the aid'de'Camp, who suffered the men of this germe to go arniedMand to 
plunder every tillage at which we l^uided ; taking iiidil^riininately, sheep, 
fowls, &c, and at the same tiroe beating and ill usijfg the peasants# And 
I must liere record the conduct of a French offilcf r of<the army, a passenger 
with us, who discharged jliis* fowling piece,^loaded with small shot, at a 
Turkish peasant, w'hom he hit, who was at prayers on the|»ank, damning 
him, at the same time, for an illiterate Mahometan. 

"On the 27th of May, «ve were twice obliged to roll ou? sails op, bsiitg. 
annoyed by the most viulcnt squalls I ever saw, bringing sand off the land 
in such quantities ai/^'r.ould have enabled us to collect our handsfull, bad 
we stood oiitjp completely covering the ''decks. The lieat from these 
sand squalls was insupp<wrable , and was dreaded even by the natives. 
On the evening of the 29th, we anchored'off the generaVs-in-chief house, 
Qt Giaeh i but were not admitted to land until we had perfb^^ed quman- 
tine, which wc did, on a small inland in buildings covered ^ith mats for 
that purpose, until the 1st of Jilhe, wlien the paymaster-general of the 
army, Durr, arrived intone of KIcher’s barges, to give'us pratique and 
accompany me to that general, whose reception was both liberal and kind ; 
We arrived at his house about three o’clock. After some conversation 
with him, in which he acquainted me, that I had arrived too late with tha 
ratification o(^ the Trgaty of FI Arisli; for that, in conscqubuce of. Lord 
Keith’s letter, he had attacked the Tur!;s, and had gained such advantages 
in the country, as ta»dfteri»ine birh not to quit ithe then informed m«^ 
it was not his intention, from the circuniatatires I had .stated to him by 
letter Respecting the service on which I was employed, and from other 
facts which I had verbally acnuuiiitcd him wiili^tb detaiif me in the cooVf> 
try; and ilmt, as soon as an opportunity offered, he w'ould send me to Sir 
Sidney Smith. 1 requested hewoulii forward my public and private letters 
to Sir Sidney Smith ; and, on his reading their contents, he assured me he 
would, and that he intended writing to Sir Sidney Smith by tlie same con« 
veyancc. "Tn the evening he gave me several papers, and a journal to read, 
kept by a Mr. Moriar, secretary to Lord Elgin : in which it was stated, 
that at a meeting onboard theCatnelcon, a ruse degutrreh»A been proposed 
-by Mr. M. to Sir Sidney Smith ; ahll', Kleber observed, that he was con* 
vinceda iiom Lord Keith's Icfter, it had been the intention of ^the English 
govcnimeit^ on his army having ciTtbnrkcil,'to have umde them prisoners; 
dii^uting the legality of the, passports guinled them for their return to 
France: He dedred to know iny seiitimtf'its respecting the contents of the 
journal ami papers. I declined giving ilic-in, and requested he would par¬ 
don iny saying any thing furtiier on the subject of Mr. M.’s conduct, as 
1 was entirely unacquainted with him, and with the circumstances related 
in hisjourtia!: thougli at the^unie time I assured,him, he wasjnistaleeb, 
as to his supposition of being thq intention, eitjicr of the English govern¬ 
ment, or Lord Keith, to make his drmy prisiynei's, had they unc^ embarked 
with proper passports. . ’ " ' 

Notliing fuither pBsscd«until the 3d of June, whbn the j^neral, abo;jit 
•1'' in the morning, scnilo desire 1 would conie to bifti t kiid having given 
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me XiOrd letter^ ^ read, be acqua^ted tae, that dretostaireee 

leqair^d ))is moving^ tvitb part of bis army,, for a short time, from Otzeb} 
and that if bis retiiRie left thq house he had qpcupied, be.l^d ordered my 
behig'scnt to the ciu^el, and had wruten to the commaiidanfe, Dupar, to 
respect me. I was g,iVbre of the cdusib of thtf general*s movement, with 
about 1,S00 troops, collected in and round Ca^, with sevcrdl waggons of 
shells, siiot, and some field piet^s from Gizeh; having the evening before, 
been told by a German,^a servant of the genend, that the Turkisfi fleet bad 
appeared before AleaandrKi, and that a descent«w:is expected there, or oi^ 
rthat part of the eoast. From this circdinstnnce, D*£stang had'sent the 
oflicers mid men of the Cormorant, from Rdsetta, open geniie, with¬ 
out bedding er covering of *imy kind, exposed to a scinching sun, »nd 
squalls of hot sand—living q^ bread and water only ;* and'If'ey had been 
^encouraged to f^nb^rk in that slate, Irom his telling “them, they were 
going off the Bar of Rosetta to be imniediatclj exchanged. 'J’hey 
arrived at the inland of quarjmtinc, absut two inifcs below Cairo, on the 
4th. of June, and on the 8th were sent to prison in the citadel; where no 
other allowance was made them therein but bread, and the water of 
Joseptfs Well, in fhe' ciiacltJ; ^vjiicli the French soldiers were not allowed 
to drink, from the report made by their medical men, oii the bad eflccts'it 
had on them. The water of the Nile was brought to the citadel at the 
same time, in skins on cimcrs hacks, at the most trifling expense. This 
Eoxious water produced the dysentery amongst both oflicers and men; and 
though remonstrated apaiti%t by me, to Meftou, the ^lien chief commander 
in Cairo, he took no stc})s to remedy it. On tlie 9tl* of June, in conse-« 
qucnce of my applicatiob by letter to him, being unwell, he allowed Mr* 
^f^mpbcil, the %urgeon,i tocoinc to die in Klebei’s liousc; where an apart¬ 
ment was ordered for hitii. From Mr.Campbell,*! was informed of the 
wretched .situation of i.'v off.ccrs and men in the citadel, and in conse¬ 
quence wrot^ to Mcnon again for their removal, hut to no purpose. * 

“ On the llth of Jutw;, Klebcr, having gaintd intelligence that the 
Turklshticethari no troops, on board, returned to OiSch ; and fti tlie even- 
''ing, on my acquainting him with the situation of my officers and mcifi Iw 
assured me, that it was hjlg intention to take the officers out of tlie pristm 
in the citadel, and to distribute them and myself in the houses of iiva 
different general.-' in (’airo; he left me thfe'choice, either of remaining in 
bis own hdase, or ot. going ^o*’that jvhich‘belonged fcc^ Gedpol Damns. 
Front the conversation I lufU with him before, I was convinced timtibis 
was a prelude to our leaving tk# country ; ^ihe men, he siiid, should bo 
lodged in Gi 2 ch, where the air was good, and he tfusted they wouhl re¬ 
main in health ; and tfiks removal wa. to take place the next day. On the 
12tli of June, be gave a dinner to myself and all my,officers, whom he had 
^MircKl nie to invite in hi^name. Most the ^neral officers at head- 
quariersVcre present;** our number was 38, and«tbe dinner was in' die 
garden, • • * , 

“ At abftut fix fn evening* I took my leave of the general; wben lie 
told me, that oh any day when 1 might‘wish to«ce the i^ramtds^ he would 
drdcr an tscortfor anr, and would provide' a*hui'se i'ot myself ‘and fog as 
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tnatiy ofiSecrs as I chose to tike with Ibe. At the same time, he desired 
me to apply to bis secretary, if 1 wanted mon^I &c. since he had re* 
ceired bis directions to supply me. The copduct General tCfbher to 
myself, officers and men, tliroughoht, was tfuly honourable; nndlcnenct 
but lanjent the unfortunate (leatbrf)f a man, whose’^principics I had every 
reason to think so highly o$ * * . 

** My men were lodged in their new prison at Gizeh, and it was so late 
when wc arrived at the gates of Cairo, on our return from General Kleber's 
dinner, that we could notj^rocurc admittance jiito the house of the com* 
inandcr*in>cliief; which was at Jhat time undergoing a^repair for hi#re** 
ception, and was nht in a state to receive us. Wc were, therefore, all 
lodged fur that jj^ht, at the house of General Damns ; an{| co the morn* 
ing of the ISth of June, 1 was requested by him to distribute myself and 
officers nt his own house, and at the houi^s of Gciier;ils Menou, Frinn, 
Ifegnic'r, and the cftmmissHry of marine, ].e Roy. 'lie a[so begged, if I 
liked his house, that *1 wouid rqpjaiti there, wtiicit I acciS'dingly'did; 
together with the surgeon, puvscr| ainlpiic of the inids, Until the evening 
of the fourteenth. From (General Danias I received evcj'y civility—I was 
allowed to occupy in his liouse a bitting room and bed i^bm, and was de¬ 
sired to ask for whatever I wanted. 

** (1800.) Such was the state of our affairs, then so flattering and 
hopeful—tvhen, on the morning of tlie 14th of June, alter a ride with the 
ndjutant-genCral, Illltrtiiict, to see tlic city and citadel, I observed on our . 
return a great confusion in the .streets. ‘ Gencial Martinet had i;pde on 

• before roc, as I ba<l*\vaitc(l behind a little, to observe the singular'mathier 
of the Kgyptians, their houses, shop.s, &;c. II»ving stopped at the ett- 
trance of a mosque, a Ftench soldier pulled jny^coat and itiloAiied nij, 

* That the coiiunanfler-iii-cliii?l”, (ienera! Kleber, had'been wounded by a 
Turk; and for iny ohJ» .safety he uoulrl^dvise loe to return immediately 
to*the citadel.' I, however, rode iiuinedintely up to Martinet, and ac¬ 
quainted him with what I had heard; he replied, ih'it be knew it. anti 
blinuld lose no time ibi going to his house; where, on his crrival, His aid*de* 
enwp informed him limt Kltbcr had been assassinated by a Turk, and gavf 
hiiu the following account: 

• “ On Kleber’s return from revitai^ing the uAiliary troops, he bad gone 
to the house of General Dunyas, ivhcrc it was his iiitcittion *o time breaK* 
fasted.* Gfoera^hmisc joined lilcher’s garden wal!; and previous 
to«thc hour of breakfasr, Klebcr', Tiaving piu his sword utid hatdpwiiin 
General Dumas’s breakfast* room, had ^walked out in his ov\n garden, with 
the archiecct, Ciiizmt Protnhi, in order ^ see the alterations making U( 
his house. Having pasbcri*u well, adjoining tlie ^valk, a Turkish peasant 
who had secreted hiinself there, jumped out, and before Klebcr could ac 
all defend himself, thfs fellow^had plunged a stilleto into his body^ in Hve 
ditfereiit places, the flr.st of which was mortal, and he fell withotit uttcTiug 
a word. Tlie architcc^bnd a 801^1 rod, or^rule, in his hantj, biib’which 
he trietl to defend lumbelf, and to secure the assassin ; but without*effect- 
fur be hiyl also received njue wounds with the same stillctto, though they 
did not prove inortai. ^'bi^assassin left the,spot, ajid went amongst thf 
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trees; ^lierc he was ^a^en in about a quarter of an hour afterwartw, 
by on^ of Klcbcr's guide guards,* from whom he received a sabre wound 
in the left arm, on 4iis making resistance. Ttie stiilctio ho> had buried iu 
the ground close by lym, which was found by one of aid*dc>camps. 

This insti«uraeut I it was about'16 or IB inches lung. The garden 
wall was surruuiided by the guide guards, in/mediatciy on Rie report of 
Klcber's assassination, to prevent the escape of this man : which, however, 
appeared to me useless, as I am convinced, from what 1 saw, it was not his 
wish to save hiji own life ;*'fur iiad he jumped a declivity of about 8 feet, 

• which was clos4^ to the walk where he toinniitlcd thqart, and had crossed 
the place Ksbcqiiiez; among the many 'J'urks cty^iStantly there, he might 
liavc passed unnoticed, and iiiight have got into any musque j)c had wislted 
ill the city, where his persoorwuuld hare been secure. 

“ Martinet Ifiimediately left his house, for that of Ge.ieral Dan\*is, 
where KItborls body had been taken ; dc^iiring me to remain at his, and 
llint he would, rcturq. After d-aiting half an hour, and hearing 
iiolhlng from him—seeing alsop the troops and artillery in the place 
T'.sbeqiiiez in moiioii; and understanding, that a revolt in the city was mo« 
incHtarily expected, I thought<uk advisable to lose no time in getting to iny 
f)'vn apartments at Oeweral l)amas’«.; where, on iriy aiTivnl, atid in the 
silting room which the general hud given me, [ sow the assassin bound, 
iuu.d and foot, with the wound of the sabre in hi;< left arm, which was 
then bleeding. Having sulfcrcd.the punishment of Ihe bastinado, froia 
wiiiclfhib feel were iniieh twelled, heewsis niidergokjg an examination by 
several general officers, interpreted by a man, whose unine 1 forget. 1 
rt^iaincd in the room, amidst the utimerous spectuturs, uimoiiced by any 
w^ic, c\ccpting*an uid«dc>Camp of Dumas’s, whom 1 stood next to, fur 
>i«ar an hour; when my ears, were assailed with, Le CajjUaiut 

JvahuXf est un aUit de ce iiueux^ (there is the English captain, aaally 
ul‘this wretch). Orders soon came for iity removal to tlie citadel; not 
allowing me to wait even to put my things together, or to take them with 
MIC—though,repeated ussuraiiecs were made, that iliey should lolluw that 

* evening. I was instantly marelied ufl', with the surgeon, purser, nndViid, 
who had been with tne|in Dainas’s bouse, under a seijcaiil’s guard, and 
weie cuuducted by an officer to the citadel. In crossing the square, I 
observed their troops out under arms—>hur^s fo the ^uiiiiun, aiu^ all pre* 
piiretl, <«hould a revok of the«inhabitimts of the city takb place, which the 
a±sa^siiudoii of Klcber had made thuiii cousidcr as the signal of. Iu 
luarcluiig through the city, eve'ydoor uud \v|uduw v^rc shut—not a house 
of any description was ^.u be seen open, 

“ On our arrival in the citadel, we were shewn two pri>.oiis, in which 
we were to be coutineil; and we were ordered iustanily into one, and a 
L'cutihcl was placed at, the door. They ttfid ns we were to remain there, 
until tho comuiaiidunt hud serii iiso Alter wa'tiiig pear an hoorf ha 
arrived—and said, 1’/iere i/od rife io be imprisonedfEn^iitfuacni sodisiribtUo 
yourselves'iwinediattlp in'Uese two places : Tliei-c was no apartment, he 
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Miti, in particular, for me; *nild I was rherefore obliged tn remniti in one 
of these, ivititout bedding, or any thing else—anAthe cell itself s».clo!.c to 
the common sewer, &c. of the "citadel (being merely separated by aeyard, 
about 10 feet in'length, into tvhich the door of* my cell opened), th^t the 
stench from it repeatedly caused sic|cncss at our sto|;nachs. This cell was 
small, lovv, cljrty, and witho^it windows; two op«nin^ excepted, to admit- 
air, which had fonucrly beUn fratticd; and was so full of vermin of every 
kind, as to prevent nur rest. On my remonstrating witli the commandant, 
Dnpar, to whom I stated—That such was not the manner in which their 
prisoners were treated by us ; and that a man* even un^r sentence cf 
death ill England, tliaugh closely ciSnlined, yet his dungeon was clean and ' 
wholesome, and Viiry preferable to mine—he, made me no answer, and 
appeared to treat my complaint with such insldtiiig contempf, that I with* 
drew, desiring to know nlitther he wouly) seat) a letter from me to General 
Dmnas's house ? Ile^snid, Icavv it opcH, and Iu'ilL' l-rom the melan* 
choly event of Klebcr’s,death, wiio was the great O'icnd'of Damns, I 
judged it indelicate to write to him on the subject of my'prison : ihereHire 
wrote to Colliquet, one cf his ard-de-camps; ^ho came to the citadel 
about six in the evening, and requested, in General Daiilas's name, that 
the commandant would give us better apaftfticnts. This, however, had no 
effect; and we continued in oiir wretched holes. • 

On the 17th KIcbcr'was buried near the hospital, which stands on the 
island of Rhoidn, oppwsire Gizeh.* Soliin:m Illcppy, the assassin, suffered 
death, by having the flesh burnt otT his right hand, and by being empaled; 
yi which situation hi? lived one hCiur and fifk-ty minutes, joying vTtthont 
shewing any fear, and declaring to the last—That^ the act which he ha^ 
done was i4||pitoriotiS, and one for which ho should be made happy in {he 
other world. lie cuntuiucd declaiming, fromTh^ momctit of his lianfi* 
being burnt, to ibat of his death, Tfn/tliipf or, That's good/ Three 
Sheiks of the Ciiurcb, wluiin he had made acquaintcu with his intention, by 
praying with tliem for succt-bs, had their heads taken off and sAick on pikes 
round the f^ale on which the assassin was executed ; tiieir bodies were 
buriy;. Two otlier Sheiks, who were cciiceriu-d, m-ule their escape. 

** On the U.tli [ had an au hence of Gc'iicral Alcnuu, who succeeded 
JCleber. He told mo to write to Sir Sidney Smith, ns he tvas going to send 
dcspatciies to him ; <md ^lat ,hc had determined on keeping me as n 
hoslage,* to answer fitir the safety of Budo^ (aid-dc-ciuiip to Kleber), then- 
in t^ie hftml.s of the,Grand V’izicr; wlfmn ho, ll^iiou s#d, had detained with 
a flag of truce in the battle of M.ittTria.f This struck me, niid I remarked 
it to him, as being a »ery stf|Jlige mode *t(^ adopt for tlic exchange of pri¬ 
soners ; making me a hosta^'C fur n prisoner in the hands of an nllhd 
power, and winch was clearly contrary to the law of nations. His answer 
was—/ have detn'mintd vn it, and diall be as cold as marble to all a^plico» 
tijM from pou, or for you, -until the arrival of Boifot at a Frenc^ post, •*! 
thm asked him, if it was Ins iiitcntvm to cxchunc:f my officers and men,—«

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that I mifjht seta! a retjjrn of them to Sir Sidney Smith; or whether, 
according to ii)e articles existing between the two nations, of not making 
surgeons, pursers, clerks. Sic. (civilians) pri^ners—he would not wish to 
seild them out of the country ? Of tfiis, ho said, he would consider. I 
then acquainted him.of the very improper plac£ in which T was eoniined; 
stating, that it was so near the common rccepthele of filth of the citadel, as 
for the stencii often to cause sicknes.s; that it was also dirty, and full of 
verojin. That fur the first 18 hours, I had nothing given rnc in it but wn-

“'My health Qnd*spintsno\^ daily begaw to sink under the dreadful tyranny 
we experienced, and at the horrid sccncs'nf cruelty and bestiality which 
the French officers appeared to delight in. The fidelity and nttnehment of 
a little Malta pointer which It bad, was niy principal solace. Menou’s 
cletermiiiation lo.make ray life answer for that oi il()dut'.s, Wtss never in the 
smallest degree abated ; and 1 accordingly prepared lu meet death with 
fjiinncss and resignation: My greatest struggle was, in taking a solonm 
farewell of iny wife,* which I at Icnglii did by the following letter, 
addrc^cd to ))cr in the lnni4 of liberty andluippiucss ;^ind I gave it in charge 
to Mr.Pcclie, purser, who was my only companion, and behaved remarkably 
kind atid well, both to myself, and my ship's company. |pl

•* (June, 1800.) I heaW nothing further on the shlyect imtil the'2?d, 
when Desgenette, physician-genewl, tailed on me, and said, 'l\is is cer» 
tainly a very improper place J'ur you. 1 will report it to the eoninutnder-in^ 
chief. On the 23d, an oHicer came with^aip order from the cnniinaiider-in» 
chief, Mcnou, to take our amis from us : they tiunsisted of four swords 
and a dirk. One of mine, a Mameluke sabre,* bad been taken from a 
Bey in the battle of Heliopolis, and had been bought by an officer for me, 
by the order of Kk<ber; who, hud he lived, I think, inleiidcd to have made * 
me a present of it: ^s we wCrc.sij strictly coplined, being locked i« every 
^evening at sun-set (yet «>till open to the insults and plunder of the Greeks, 
&c. who h^ enlisted into their service), I told liiib, I thought there coufd 
he no danger in leaving those few arms in :»ua possesijon, which, wifit 
Kleher’s leave, we hacf hitherto kept. ^ 

** On the Sdth, Mcnou visited every part of the citadel, and all the pri¬ 
sons, ours cxccptcd.—He passed the door, nithuiit taking ^ny notice of 
our wretched state. On this day, my first lieutenant was obliged to go to 
the hospital, in conspque-nce of illness from our dreadful situation, where 
he fl'ns lodged, by the surgeon, in a ward with some French officers ; whichf 
oil the commandant’s hearing, he ordered him immediately to be moved 
*oiit, and taken into that where lingered eight of our common seamen, 
liavinginow waited, without '^citig the phvsician-gcnerul, six days, and 
having also made other npph'catiurji to J^enou, without success^ for my 
removal, and finding my health daily on the decline; I was cj^ctermined, on 
account of the stench of my prison, to w,{iove into a large cell, which was 
within the gates of tl’c apartments wheie the warraiit officers were confined. 
This cell had two large grated iron windows, and the air, fioin its size and 
situation, was more wholesome than the former; yet, it w’ns so full of 
vermin of all kinds, ri?. scrpvnts, scorpions, ceniipetlcs, &c. &c.,* wlyth 
rcfseatedly obliged mc«and my servant during the night, to get qut of bed 
to destroy them—That although in-fre airy^tlRiii my bat, it was^so disagree*

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able as to induce me agnin to apply to MenoU, and oiiiers, to be rernov^^ 
but withodc success ; aiiil*! was kept closely confined there, with two of thy 
pervanttf, who were ^lluwed no scpiirntc room. I'liesc two men were soon 
con^ned by fevers to thejr beds, and botii of them died. In this dungeoa 
I was kept for !l‘J days* l , 

** (1800). The 2/th of June was the first day that the trench made 
any allowance to oiir men, agreeable to the csi'ting articles between the 
two nations. Having no agent in the country to supply them, 1 bad re- 
peateilly applied for the ^regulated allowance of money or provisions ; 
‘^taring to Men\u, that ilic men had Ii\;cd on bread and water only, since 
thfir being made prisoners. This treatment [ was (ully convinced was 
used, in the hope of compellKig them to work^ which was proposed on the 
first of July, by the French commissary, at Gweh. When the men 
answered, they (l:«ied not, co*nsistcntly with the article- of war, under 
which they served ; and they begged, that a letter, which they had written 
on the subject, mighv, be sent to me. j(t was taken from them with a pro¬ 
mise it should; and thougli it'never cainc^ t04iiy haiuli, they were told Ihad 
received it, and in answer had said, that I had no ohicciian to their uork- 
ing. They accordingly were instantly ordered (;ut to carry wood, and to 
clear stones from ruins, &'c. and w ere assured they should be paid for their 
work. Upon which, thirty-three of them, mostly petty oHiccrs, one of 
whom liad only that morning come out of tlic hospital m a convulcscctit 
state, and another a lad of 14-years old, declared, Thpl th6 I’.cat was so 
cxcessiyc, and themselves so iniicK rcdimcU from tlie very different manner 
in which they'had lived, tliat they could not bear tlic fatigue, were they 
even inclined to do .so. This conduct was instantly construed into an act of 
^Htiny;' some of them wq|'e beat and ill used, and the whole number was 
instantly marched off to the citatfel under rtiarge of an officer’s party of 
infantry, where, before the I'rencli olHccr had observed me, 1 found an 
opportunity to speas. lo them, and to find out the cause of their bcing i'e* 
moved. They were instantly put into a rljirk dungeon, from which Turk¬ 
ish prisolicrs in irons, under sentence of death, ;verc taken. In this 
iwrctchcd place of confinrment, they liail only a small crevice in the wnl), 
through which they could receive air, or light; and n hole had been dug by 
the Turks, from vvliich the stench was most intolerable. Here tlicy remained 
S4 liDurs, without the French pommandant'ociuliiig ntiy thing, but ajar of 
the wnipr of Josephus Well, ^h'e noxious qrtalily of <vbich I have before 
mentioned. However, I fruriid the gaoler a man of more humanity titan 
the commandant, who bad ordetj^vi no person to be admitted to see them ; 
and this gaoler allowed me to send these poor ftllovwa some pipes and to¬ 
bacco, tlie first thing that struck me as being avhiptcd to purify the putrid 
air, and to preserve thtir health. Ilicsc I sent by my worthy companion, 
Jk^r. Peche, who was ever ready to volimtccr, in the cause of hiiiiumity. In 
the cveniCig I also sent tbcin in some tmiled eggs; aqd eacli day afterwards, 
us this ceil was close to iLmc,^ a mess of soup and eggs—their allowance 
being only I rend and water. Off niy remonstrating, respecting this conduct 
towards Cnglisb prisoner-, 1 was told, Theif .were niutijtfer.% anti that 
fhty dettreed />ti balftr treoiment. Yet I ia(ist remark, that l^d I been 
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6rt!ered to pick out thirty*tbrec of the best mcB from the shipW.cotnpMiyy 
the greater number of these* would have been my clioice. I mrote to 
Menou on the^subject; J wrote ul#u to Martinet fof wham I was^ to bo 
exchanged, as he informed me, by^an urmiigeineiit made between Menou 
and Sir Sidney Smitlt; au^ requested iiio latterawoukl come and see their 
fcituation: however, he mtfde'au excuse, sjiyiiig, lie tcouldmake the cireum^ 
stance known to the conmander-in-vhiej'. Five of these uieii,an consequence 
of their cunfincnieht, were obliged to go to the hospital; therefore, ou the 
7th ol July, I again wrote to.the commander*in chief,^mentioning this, 
circumstance, and desiring he wotild order a medical man to visit and re* 
port the state of these men's coiillnetncn^ to him. Three;.,days mure 
clap&cd, bcfqi% any steps were taken by Menou, in whicli time T made 
application, through other channels, fijr th?ir removal. ^ One to the com* 
Bwssioiier of marine,Le Koy, who was a humane mad, and who went with 
inc into the dungeon to^c them; wheti wfi found the heat, occasioned /rom 
their own breath, was so hot and oppressive, os to prevent their keeping 
any elunthing on, 'I’he I'lcnch soldiers and the ccutinels over them, cry*- 
ing out, Sfuitttc ! 1 saw J^e Hoy's feelings, when he said, I will lose no 
Ivffc in seeinff the i' 0 }ninundcr-in-chitj'—l*um siire he will remove the men. 
Desgenettes, the physician-general, arrived on the lUthof July, to inspect 
this dungeon; ami, on seeing it, remarlvcd, “ It was fortunate more of 
thetii were nvt ill fr»;ii tljcir improper cuntinement; tint he would eusure 
tJicir removal, by his report^ to the domraamlcr-iti-chief." The cotn- 
^maiidant of the cit!ide] was then*|jresent, and replied, T'xre is no other 
prison for them : '1 hough I was well assured o^ the contrary, I then rp- 
plit'd, that there was room enough in. iny cell; and I had rntlicr they 
should come thtie, than rcin:i^i in such a placate* die. The report of lUS 
piiysician w.as siieli, as no longer to adm#t of liu* illiberal and brutal con* 
hi|^-rnent of these l''i-on(-iiiiien ; and tliey wore that day removed into the 

apartment which the mids and warrant uliicers had occupied-—they going 
into rnine.^ • 

Ihese Prisons were one continued buiUiing, enclosed by the same wal^ 
atid railing. Jhe men were .illuwcd to remain in this apartment until the 
^Ijcli of July, during which lime t»\o othei'S of ihciii were oliligcd to go. to 
the hospital; tlieii illness proceeding also from their former confinemeut. 

J he re&ininder wesc now again re:no\ ed jiiito a godd wholesome prison, 
whicli had been vacanl all the lime of their‘ooiifnicmcnt in the (lungcuii. 

I remember, that on the evening of thc^>d of July, having walked utider 
the huspitnl window;, wbicit laced our i>quure. to inquire how our men 
were, I was told, one ot them named t’Irarks* Cumins, was very ill; 
and, in tlie niuruiug, on the surgeon tisiiing ihc ward, tiiis poor fellow was 
instantly pronounced to have the plague, and was earned away by four 
'lurks on abler to the plague, hospital. No piccantiun whatever ®i'as 
aiterwards taken in flio waril he'^caine out uf,oio prevent ^hd inflection 
spreading (had it heen the plague) and the report made to i^e was, and 
great pains at the same jime were taken, to* mak*e us believe, Thtt th$ 
pla^'ue rehsia the JCn^lUh wutd at the hvspi^t. I made it my business 
iirttan^y to see one of the i^jench surgeons ; ami havmg stoted lo liim ifiia 
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poor fellow’s real situated, and made hi)n ncquain^d with Kis complamtji 
i hoped He would instant!* have been removed : however, no further notice 
was talcen of him, wid he actually died in the plague hospital. 

Oil the second day, one of the men in prison at Gizeh, a Swede, Patter¬ 
son * by name, by !>f)nib means procured a Frcrch and Oerinan passport t 
and having ciosscd the bridge of boats over.tkg Nile, above Gizeh, in or¬ 
der to make his escape, he passed the French centiiicls at two posts, as rt 
Swedish sailor who .had beefi cast away: however, on his arrival Rt a 
Turkish village, he was taVen by the Sheik, who was afraid to let him pass, 
scntl he was brtiught back to nii olKcer’svpost. Not being satisfied wiili his 
story, they sent him to head quai icrs at Cairo, where^he was recognized as 
an Knglislt pi'iioiier, and orftpierl to be conveyed to Gizeh, and there con¬ 
fined. lie was then sent to a small dirty dungeon ; niid*I cannot avoid 
relating tlie mcita artifices, wfiicli'lie told me were used, to entice him to 
enter into the (service of the enemy. On his being* shewn into his trhly 
wre'tched cfell, the o'flicer said to him—f'/’/fcre _yott mill be conjlned; yet it *t 
optional b-ii ft you. Enter into oin'* service—roe aifl receive you: ifnot^ 
there ifvu shall remain. This honest seaman had been many years in the 
F.iiglisli navy, and was much n{t{iclicd to the service ; he therefore treated 
their olTer with the contfnipt it merited, and «ve«it into his (irisoit. On the 
riext day the same oiler was made him, and met with the same refusal. 
Upon which, they instantly put a (liseabcd man, a frn-i'k, into the cell with 
• him ; who, from his complaint, could not stand, nmf who i^as allowed to 
remain in that miserable b^le with hiii} for four days^; without any medical 
assistance, without bedding, and being allowed bread and water oniyi 
At the end of whicli tiiifc In's stale of body became such, as to oldigc them 
remove him \o die elj^c^'licrc. ‘Many other similar means were t-mpinyed, 
to inveigle the men from their allegiance, 'and to ibree them to enier into 
the service of the enemy ; buS; wiilioiic, cifect, except in two instances ; 
one, that of an Amnican by birth, by trade a cooper ; tiie other, that iJf an 
llngiishman, c.iliing himself a seaman, tliough not really so. I have not 
n doAit* but that these two traitois iimst scon fail ititu our hands, and it is 
• iny sincere wish that they may, as the execiiticii of such lillains igiight 
haven very good tffect ; And, indeed, such were their characters, that 
every Englisinnan w’ould rejoice with me in their execiuion. 

** On the Sfith of July, ^nOO, in conBeqnence *of BodotN arrival at 
Alexan(lrifi in a Turkish corvjcfie ; nyi'sclf, ■olllcers-, afitj 25 men, left the 
Citadel of Cairo, to embark on t!ie Nile for Damiettu. To whieli place 
bodot was to be sent. We ari j^d tliere on the 3d of August, and were 
detained until the 13th ; when II. M. S.“ MbrciAy, Captain Rogers,t 
appealing off tlie Bar, with a flag of truce, wc*werc sent off, and embarked 
on board her that e\eniiig. Bodui was hmded from the Turkish coevetio,

j«s'y dt \\eyniouil), taken an* oppovliiinry of ru.iliing through the altendaAO, 
and iinphjii.ig the Khig to allow Unn lo roiiitii to Swetlen.

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Whi6K li^tl anchored ofF the Bar; and the Mercury proceeded to» Cyprus 
■mth 06 on board, to join Sir Sidney Smith. VV’e all felt ap if ^ve ha(J ob« 
taioed a,new cxhtcocc, and had escaped from the haunt’s of devils rather 
than from the dwellings of incn.^ 

Captain Soylo aftcrwhrds went as a passenger in the Mer* 
tiiTjr, Captain Rogers, and having joined liir Sidn^ Smith at 
Cypros, was ordered to embatlc in the King George transport^ 
to Malta, as a cartel, cotninandSd by Lieutenant Biishby, of the 
Tigre. This vessel narrowly cstaped foundering, Jher. people 
having been kept at the pnraps three days^ without being able to 
keep the leak under, and ^ras oblif^ed to pnt into 2anfe. Cap- 
tairt Boy le was there received on board the Penelope, by his friend 
the Ron. Captain Blackwood, and carried to Al^ta. Ha theii 
went again on board the Mercury, in which ship he arrived at 
Minorca; where the court martial already noticed took pla(se^ 
which terminated so honourably to himself and his officers. On 
reaching Port Mahon, he lost no time in conveying that, most 
^valuable intelligence -respecting the French array in Fgypt, which 
Sip Robert Wilso'n 'has noticed* When his court martial wasever^ 
h8 went down the Mediterranean with Captain Downman, in. the 
Santa Dorothea frigate ; and having arrived at Lisbon, camohoine 
ft passenger with Sir Tbomas <>¥ 11113018 , in”thc )*mdymion. ^ 

{1^3.) After remaining a considerable time on shore to 
recruit his health, which has never since been entirely re-established,. 
Captain Boyle, during the month of May, 1803, was appoi^lted 
to thr Seahorse frigate, by Earl St. Vincent, which ship he com¬ 
missioned on the 12th. She had previously been commanded by 
Captains Peyton, Oaks, and Foote. The operations of this 
active frigate remiad us of an idea w . ‘have ofibn wished to seo 
executed; which was, to give a memoir o, history of our most 
distlAgnishcd ships: It at least has thc-if erit of novelty, and wouhl 
be found the best means of preserving a well-connected narrative 
of naval transactions, as performed by a select band of able and 
experienced men, such as the comprehensive mind of a great officer . 
had disciplined and formed. Bu^ the diffienUy of executing this 
would be considerable, it may probaMy’, however, be f^creafter 
done by some writer, who will pluck the featliers of our old 
Chronicle, and collcc^ a few, perhaps,.by his own diligence. 
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Tb^Traniactionft pf tho Seahorse are particularly iGierestiOgi Rf 
bdi&g associated with the proceedings' of the great Nefson, during 
a most important part of his command in the ’Mediterranean. 
Frigates, as h^ observed in one of<« his letters to , ministers^ 
were tho eyes of his fleet. ^ ” 

(1803.) The Seahorse, after the arrital of her . Captain, was 
soon ready for sea; ,and, on the 12th of June, proceeded for the 
coast of Sp^in and Portugal, and the Mcditcjrranean, with a con- 
toy ooLisisting of 105 ^sail. During the passage, Captain Boyk 
took a French pnvatcc’r and merchantman from, .New Orleans, 
which he left at Gibraltar: * he thence proceeded with his convoy 
to Malta; tind having there completed his pVovisions and w'ater, 
be imm^iately sailed to join his barly friend and commander, Lord 
Nelson, off Toulon, who hailed his arrival on that station, from 
,the Victory, by the foll^tij^ing short note:*—“ My dear Bo^le^ 
I am very happy to> have you in so fine a frigate under my com^ 
mand—for I am ever, yours most faithfully, Nelson ^ 
Bronte,**

The noble Admtraji at the i^ame-time sent him the following 
public letter Dear Sir, If you have ships with you bpand 
into Che Adriatic, you must send the Arrow (Capt. B. Vincent) 
with them ; and or^r her captaimto bring to Malta all Englislt 
and Maltese vessels reqduing his protection. You will caution 
her captain against going into Ancona, and many other* ports 
w|pch the French may have taken possession of. 

If j^ou have any trade bound up the Xrchipelago, and they 
are so valuable as to require a convoy—I now sec, by the list of

, (1803.) Captain Boyle was not able to visit the noble Admi* 

ral until the 9th of October (baving^hc day before reconnoitred 
the French fleet, consisting of 8 sail of thcline, 4 frigates, and 
several other small men of war) ; and the weather being moderate 
• and fine, bis bargowas hoisted out, and he went on boaril the Vic¬ 
tory for a few hours. The ‘biographer oi Nelson, h(r. Clarke, 
by inserting die Admiral's correspondence w^h Government, has. 
given an accurate account of the proceedings of his flevet, "Und of,

vessels at La Vandour. in the Bay of X(iercs, under thc^ orders of 
Mr. John .Thompson, first lieutenant of the Narcissus. The 
attack commenced at midnight. 'JPhe*enemy were«fully prepared^ 
and iiad taken evdiry precaution to secure their vesjels, by moor, 
ing them head and sierii.—'LiAitcnant l.umtey, bf th5 Seahorse, 
since advanced to the rank of capFain, was desperately wounded. 
On rerurnitig to England, Lord Nelson gave Captain Boyle’s 
lieutenant the following letter to Lord IUcIvilIc,:>^^ 1 am sure 
that your Lordship will allow me to present to you, Lieutenant 
Lumley, o$ the.Seahorse, who had almost a miraculous recovery, 
from his severe wpunds. .'Lhe, arm' is nyt only taken out.of the 
*shoulder joint, but much of the shoulder bones lias been extracted. 
His general conduct as an ofhcarjins, from the report of the 
Hon. Captain Boyle, bccn^uch as always fo merit approbatioif; 
and his conduct upon the occasion f)f lo>ing his arm, has been 
such as to claim all our regard and esteem: and 1 am sure his good 
behaviour and sufferings will attract your Lordship’s notj^c.* ’* 
Puring the month of October (1804), when a war with Spain 
was daily expected. Lord Nelson sent the following kind and 
•expressive note to Captain Boyle;—Victory, Oct. VJ—'(A hint 
tnost ^cret.y-^^y dear'j3oyle, If^you knew what / tell 
yflu, you would think every nfomciit *aji age till you join^ me.

' sea, Captain Boyle proceeded Inuncdiataly off that port; and by 
standing close in shore, and malting signals—proceeding to an 
offing with them dying, and making repeated night signals,1&> 
induce the enemy to believe that a sqbadron was near—the Spanish 
s£ips remained in port. . Optaiu Boyle then stood to the south¬ 
ward, and fell in with the Anson : Captain Calcraft approved of 
the proceedings of the Seahorse, and direqted . Captain Boyle to 
continue to mislead the Carthagena ships, until he had got well 
> down the Mediterranean. He succeeded in doing this; and 
whilst on this spvice, w,h*cn close. In* with Carthagena, the Sea- 
Imrse captured a Spanish vessdl la.dcn*'yith tin. From *the con¬ 
versation of a passenger ou boary|,l which was overheard, it waa 
discoyered that a*Spanish convoy was not. far to the westward. 
All sail was immedia{cly made by the Seahorse. But we must 
refer our readers to Captain Bo^ le's * Gazette Letter, for an ac¬ 
count of the spirited attack which he made. Night ^oue 
vented his obtaining more; and he proseedbd with the prizes which 
he had captured, to Gibraltar. * * *

adds, with the genuine feeling of n sailor, after stating, that in two mi- 
fiute.s’ time the^ouemy wer^ driven, sword in hand, from every post, “ the

May 10.—Suspicions of the plague having appeared, thfi merchants on 
the 6th siispeTided business entirely, shub>up houses, offices, and watc* 
h<;uscs, and furnitd a quarantine of caution and observation. A few sus¬ 
picious cu'-cs have occurred, in consequence of which Ute following has 
been published *

III compliance wfth the above reqnesN the committee beg Je.ave to re¬

^ 3. That no animal or vegetable food should be received at tire nnarket, 
unless in a vessel with water i.fsit, mixed will) a little salt or vinegar. 

4. 'fhat all cxecss or indulgence, KWdiiig to debilitate ike mind or 

boj^y, should be avoided, and (hat* the utmost aitentiou be pai^ yi per¬ 
sonal cleanliness. ^, 

5. That all introduction of papers or pnrccls should be avoided, but, 

if reqeived, to be well fumigated. * 

6. That wheu any individual feels himself indisposed, he will recclIecC 

it to be a duty due to humanity, as well ns the best means to secure tuny 
self, to report the circumstances without delay. ^ • * 

Should, howcv'cr, the ablSye precau^ons uuhappily prove ifieffieotual to 
prevent the disease, we beg leave to state theJollowuig previtiling symp¬ 
toms, by igrliich it may gcndrnliy be known. ' 

I'irst stage—Debility,*silbness at the stoitfach, sluveriug, followed by 
great litat aud thirsty violent pain itf the bead, with gjdiliiicss and delirium. 
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Second>^caf;«~-In tlic Aiorc advanced stage, dark coloured spots, and 
(soraedmes) boits otj differetit parts of the body, with swellings at or below 
the groins, in the arm pits, on the neo!:, or side of tltc face, and not un> 
Ifrequently small foul sores on the extremities. ^It is here to be observed, 
thy^t the first stage of Uie symjitoms described qccur in simple inflamroatorjr 
attd other fevers, but,^ that most of the latter af;pear only in plague. 

When any df these symptoms shew themselves, we recommend, iu the 
absence of medical aid, the following treatment: 

'rhe 4rly exhibition of t> gentle pmc^ic, as described below (No. 1) ; 
and soon alter the operation, a purgative, as described, (No. 2); and 
after its opci^ 4 (id 1 i, the suduri/ic, as itiarhcd No. 3. 

In fuljirobusc habits, where the pain in the h<‘ad is violcn,t, taking blood 
from the templcj within the first twelve hours, by ivoehes or otherwise, Is 
advisable; •and when tins is not practicable, a largei.blister to the head, 
napb of the •neck, -or between the shoulders, may be substituted. 


MKDICIInIES. 

No. 1. An emetic.—Fifteen to ten grains of ipecacuanha, fur an adult; 
and ten grains for a cliiltj. of seven years of age. 

No. 2. Purgative.—Five grains of calomel, and ten grains of jalap, 

' for btii^i^ulCj and two grains of calomel, and five of jalap, for a child 
seven yiitts of age. ' . 

No.i3. ^udorific.—A t^ble spoonfpl of. the spiritus miodcreri, to be 
taken cvery'two hour^ in any weak liquid. « 

The saline mixture will be, gciierally speaking, useful throughout every 
Siagc of the disease. * , 

There should be a plentiful sipply of lemonade for the common drink of 
the patient, cluiing the first stage of the disease particularly. Shaving, the 
^ bead, or cutting the hair close, is very advisable at an early pcriotl, and 
cloths,, rio(stencd in vinegar and water, applied to it. Sponging the whole 
' body ivitlPttic same will always give much relief.

It seems almost useless to give y^m assurance, that, on such a dangerous 
complaint appearing, every precaution wdiieh intelligence, activity, and 
vigilance could suggest, nos instaiitl) adopted by the Ijoard of Health, 
assisted by the police and the medical faculty in general; the whole island 
co-operating (pr the,same purpose, in a matter involving suqli n^bnifuon 
feeling of inteiest. *I hau; tlie pleasing satisfaction of adding, \hat there 
is every reason to hope, that the db>eusc bcin* discovered i;^ its earliesc 
stage, its progress will be arrested. 

Adopting these expedients for the public security, I shall consider it to 
be my duty to inform }.ou rcguljp'ly of the stale ol* the public iiealth untj^ 
this terrible calamity sliall have ceased ; ai«d 1 trust that, by the blessing of 
Prctvidence, I shall he shuitly able to acquaint you, that this island .,is 
entirely free from the disortlor.

iTainily there residing* and ail who have cotnmunicaied ^ith it, and further 
to adopt the subsequent regulations: ' 

1. That during the present uncertain situation, the departure of an/ 

ship should be forbidden. • , 

2. That for the fitihlic ‘jeciiritjr, until the i^ure and ^tdlit of the

on board the Portuguese flag-ship till May-light on tlie QSih, after the con¬ 
voy was actually under wtagii#»nnd coining out of the Tagus to join Sir 
Sidney Smith in Casradf bay. The historical reader will nut find his time

The case v^beit lilted with the allowed 
proportion of smalt iron shot, nad mndefip Complete, does not weigh for 
a gun of any c.nlibre, so murh as its round shot; gnd only f of thn; very 
small proportion^ of small shot is allowed for a curronade b/" die sqmt; 
esdibre.^ . 

^ How such' iimitfcd chafjffs cniio first to bd esfibrished, paftHfulai !y th.-y* 
fora carronade/ is surifk'ising;'>«and^h^r being pcyniiued tirVeumhi, when 
bfiuwn to lie too light, i^ nnlSccounal^ strange. It would "be ridicu¬ 
lous to suppose that tt nroccrd^d .from*.^ny npprehcAisions Ifting enter¬ 
tained,' tlwf either guns or, c.vir^iiadcf when londcd with cast shot, (equal in 
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Mreisht to that of its rou^d shot) would recoil more than when loaded with 
aroh^d biiot; the fact is, that when they are loaded with case-shot, ^qual 
to double of the present allowances, the recoil will be Igss than wlieh 
they are loaded with a round shot. * 

Case shut, made up*ngrecably to these old regulations, have been found 
to scatter too much, kid‘which has been jusrtj^ attributed to die lightness 
of the charge of shut contained in the cases. After many and various ex« 
periments, it has been ascertained, that, by eiicrcasing the weight of the 
case (by the addition of tnorc shot) so as to be equal to If and twice tho 
weight of the round slioV, tlic ciTccOof the case shot is increased in the 
s^une proportion as the nxigh^. of the ease used. ]3ut as increasing the num« 
ber must ne^essui ily add to the length of the case, containing the shot, 
consequently take up more room tiiuu couid be spared for.stowing it away 
in carnages that accoinpuuy artillery ill the field, this, has probably, been 
the reason, why only inprefercnce to twice the weight of the round sliot 
)ias‘bcen fined di. at Woolwich for ihp land service. This may be a very 
good reason for adopting this charge fur ,that service (though known nut 
to produce so great an effect as the other), but the same ohjcrtion cannot 
be applied against using the greater charge fur sea service. There can he 
no didiculty experienced on board of a ship, for want of room for stowage, 
on account of the increased length of the case. Hut how has it happened, 
that this improvement (whereby the effect is increased more than half as 
much again) has not been extended to the sen, nswell^ to tlie land service? 

^rapc,^i- all calibres, made up n-ilh nine of the largest size shot (that 
will allow .ihiec shot of (he same diameter to be stowed in a tier, round 
the* iron spindie}, cach-\if winch will be about 5-11-| of the diameter of the 
round shot; this number of shot, with the iron bottom and spindle, weighs 
'something more than the rpimd shot for ail-'calibres larger than an 
J8-puunder. This regulated proportion of only nine shot, partakes of 
the sanic defect as the common case shot; theremedy is the same for both; 
instead of the present limited number for making up of grape, they should 
be iucrcviscd to<'^'^4 shot of the same riimcnsioiis foi; guns, and 15 shot for 
carronades,* by which moans their effect will be iiici-cascd in the sanif, pro« 
portion. 

There are two kinds of small iron shot, supposed to be the best fo' 
filling cases, and are called tier shot, frt.in their * stowing in fhe cases 
in tiers cf three or seven, sifui. /i'lie funner beii\g the largest and 
he.iviest, are the same kind of sliot as the grape is made with. .The 
other kind is lighter and smalle,*-, bcing.on!y | the diameter of the round 
shot: although these arc the liglitest kind of ijiut (agreenbly to the late 
regulations) used for medium -md light guns for field service, they are, not* 
withstanding, twice as heavy as those used fur the same calibres for sea 
service. 

Guns on board of a s|iip should never be loaded .with case or grape, con* 
taining a less number of shot than what are equal to twice the weight 
of the roui d shut, qihI with a charge of powder equal to | the weight of 
tiie round shot. For carronades,,); the number of small shot to lie equal 
to 1| the weight of the roend sliot; and tlisKdiargc of powder cqugl ns 
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^ (he weight of the routsd shot. These ch»rgesAvill be found to produce 
more than double the etfect of those'uow in use, which is no trivi-'d un> 
provenient, and nients atleatii>u. , v 

Cases filled with three or four ounces iron sjiot, equal in weight 
to three^tjnies the weight of the’round . hot,^ for. guns, and twice the 
weight of tl>c round shot«for carronfkies, should be used for the iuH 
dheharget from guns or carrotiades, stutioncd on tlie quarter-deck, gaCng*- 
ways, forecastle, and poop, preparniory to boarding, or for repelling of 
boarders, by svlnnh means a 3y pounder carroij'ido, would, each roui^^i 
discharge ^36 fuur-ouncc ^hut, instead of the present number of 408oz. shut;

N ovember, tsor,-—I Icamt I was about nine leagues frora-Fribiirgh, 

Took iny leave and proceeded, keeping tire high road. In conse¬ 
quence of my bad feet, I could advance hut very slowly. I passed several, 
small villages; at.niglit i>wiis grcHcJy at a loss Iiow to act, drcadutgiesc the 
laws of Baden uiul Wirteinberg might be the si'ine witli liie French, 
respecting trayiellcrs, which require that they should produce their pass* 
ports, papers, &c. to the host, and they are tlien to be taken tjq the 
municipality, prior to ^leir being provided with beds. I did notiAicIi liLe 
travelling in Germany by night, from the inferiority of tlfcir police it 
appeared more than probable that the roads might be infested with foot* * 
pads, robbers, &c. and I was bttie able in my present silwitiuu to make 
any rcsispince. One fldvantagc*thcre was (jf it can be termed so), 1 hml 
little or nothing to.be deprived of. Afi«^-deliberating a long time,.! came 
to ^ resolntioii to enter a-small poor looking 'village then before ipo; a 
place of that dweriptiou appeared the ^est (o try the experiiuent in. Ai 
about half-past seveiP, I got direcitd to a public house; every thing 
appeared to favour tno. I eiiUred, aml.asked if I could be provided with 
a bed f The landlord answered, in s-erv good French, in llie'atiirmative, 
and supper also, it I wished. { begun t i be apprehensive of this fellow* 
however, in order to-^avc appearances as much as possible, I ordered 
aortM* supper, and wine. After mril.ing a hearty iiual, 1 insisted on this 
fellow’s taking some wine, amf tlit-ii expressed a wish to go to bod, «s I 
observed I was a little fatigued, lie ordered the servant to light mo to oiy 
without apy'fitrtbev iuqhliies. 'I’Ue servant, after giving nia a nj^hl 
cop, retired, and I then secured iny thaiiiber dour. My, feet were m a 
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nios£ shgiSking u>nditian f not a bit of skin on the grcattst patt* it litariiffy 
attckt\i>' to the upper iuathcrs of my shoes, which I wn$ under the necessity^ 
of tnoisteniiig with ivater, before I cou'd get them off. 1 then tore a couple 
of strips from my shirt (which by the bye was now greatly reduced), put 
some candle grease op, end applied tlicm to the sure ptace^ My Ibet 
being tiius dressed (notwithstiuiding in a very inferior way), I took off my' 
clothes, and went to l>cd. Found it a very good one, thougli peculiar and 
strange to me; the custom of tliis country being to sleep between two 
fentlicr beds,* the largest in general uppermost i however, I had sheetsand 
a counterpaiue, as in other countries. 

Notwithstunding the esfruciating pair; of niy feet, I never in niy life feh 
so luippy as at this moment. ’ I'is tnie, ttic pleasant sensations I felt in 
the morning, after crossing tlr.; bridge of Khci, wcit. of such a nature that 
no pen can describe; but 1 loally llioughl (liat the present greatly exceeded 
them. 1 fqund-myself now lying on n bed, softer (to me) tliaii down, 
with a tolerably easy uiilid ; which to me had been of late a very rare 
thing—after the many nights anci' days Uiut I had been the sport of the 
elemcuis, stretched on the bare ground, under the great canopy of hea> 
veil, without food or raiiiieut.In a s^ord, to fee! the delights 1 now did, 
it would have been necessary to have suffered as I had done. 

I need not say, tiinl, after oOcring up my most sincere thanks to the 
Almighty God, for his goodness and protection, 1 foll-into a most profound 
sleep; iK\j:did I once open my eyes until daylight the next iiioniing, when 
I found my legs exceedingly stiff, and my feet very sore. • It was impossi¬ 
ble for me to walk; yct'I did not like remaining so hear the land of tyranny, 
,and the (Jonfederation of the llhine, where I now was,'must he too much 
attached to it.' Amidst these thoughts, 1 dressed myself, rubbing the dire 
off, and making myself as spruce ns possible. At lust I got my shoes on, 
after a great deal of pain and diHiculty; then went down stairs, and 
ordered some breakfast. The landlord was very civil. I observed, that I 
was vier^'stiff in my joints, not having been much accustomed to walking, 
though I had taken it in niy head to perform the journey from Frankfort 
this last time on foot; was going to [>asle, in Switzerland, and wanted to 
get to Fribuigh that evening; should be ghul if he would procure me a 
conveyance : he would send, to inquire, die said, Jind added, ‘f Jie could 
guess what 1 was.” 1 asked i|iiN,«wliiii? he said, ** a cloth merchant, trK'* 
veiling to procure cusioiner.«,” 1 admired liis penetration I lie was vtiy 
much pleased at discovering wlint^ 1 w.as. I paid hinn m]Bbili, whicl) was 
pretty moderate. He provided me with a kind of voiiure, which could 
only go with me six leagues this, was exactly what 1 wished, as there was 
no place of consequence (that I cduld learn) in that distance. Had 1 been 
pbligcd to take it on to Friburgh, 1 intended to have made sonae excuse, 
and to have stopped at some village nearer. „ 

* This reminds us of &*n aneifdote which a late naval officer once told us. That 
ca being sb&Nvn into ilia bed-room in Germany, he was asked, when between hid 
CesSher beds, if he wanted any thing.' “ No, 1 thank you," replied he, " only 
prayt tell the gentleman who IS to sleep on the upper ‘feather bed, that I hope Ii# 
Brill come soon, rj I am very tired.” 
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W€ soon agreeij about the price, and I got into diis substitJite f«r. a carr 
riftge; the proprietor was po$;tiihon; it was an open ninchiue, nmoV* i)f 
iwigs, wove together basket fashioiia The morniiig was thick, witii n 
dri'/zding rain. 1 borrowed a great coat from the landlord, anti oS we set; 
a great change (bis in iny mode of travelling ' I iiad several tuiupikes to 
pay, and I confess £ was alnrnied, tearing they might ask to look ut iny 
passport at some of those places; but I was agreeably disappointed, my 
honest driver observing to tliciu, that I was, “ cin Fransebose, going to 
Basic,'' wbieli proved suDicieiit for them, and vtfpy gratifying to me. At 
about 4, the driver stopped at a public-house in a small village, to refresh 
his liorse; nothing particular occurred here. *Some Gemians, hovever, 
who were tlrinking, made several remarks on the strange l-'reiTchuiaii; but 
the very graceful bow 1 marie at letivinji; tkc house, e\ci|ed a roar of 
laugl^er from every ^ne therein, and Franschosc !* was vocifeiated 
tluuughout. ^ 

iVoveraber, 1807. Ajt_ about C o’efbek we stopped at a very respectable 
looking village; iny conductor nia'dc me urfderston<l he was going to leave 

• me here, uud that I was but three leagues fmiii iTiburgh. 1 discbaigcd 
(ho fellow, and went to a genteel tnvWn ; dvey sent for a inaii who could 
Speak French, to ini'onn ciiem wiiat I ivislied to hu've. A very gentteinan> 
like person made ins appearance; I apprehended in the beginning it might 
be the mayor; htit^my fears were without foundation, owing to tiiis gentlc- 

• mao’s goodness in explaining matters. I got a private npartmen^ and a 

good supper, and went^o bed; very Sappy and comfortable at not having 
been asked any (jucstioa. In the morning 1 arose bciimts, went tlirough 
a similar process with‘respect to n»y feet; ordered breakfast, wken the 
interpreter attended : he wished t» know, if 1 ivaritcd a emriage? Ire* 
plied, as I bad but three leagues to go, I preferred atdkiiig. Although iiiy 
feet mere very s^lF, yet my finances were low, and 1 iiuglit find itadilbcult 
matter, perhaps, to pass so large a town us Friburgh m a carriage. My 
breakfast was now ready, coflee, tunat, and eggs. This gcmlentat^ who 
kept me in conversation the whole time, observed—“ it is a kitvi of break¬ 
fast, Str, that Englibtiiiicn in general like; tiny only ililTcr from you ii ^ 
dipping their toast in the coffee.” I made ansv^ er, thai 1 believed people 
o^all nations liked what was good| I had myself been in Kngiand some 
lime, but i^as fond of a good breakfast pri#-. to visiting that counti^.

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seinblcdVhat of Strai»bi2!rgh very much. I nntv proceeded towardii (lib 
town with the greatest precnutioti; endeavouring, puiiitul ns it was, ta 
avoid the appearance ot* being Iainc.« i'his town is surrounded by a largo 
chain of mountains, which appear nlniost inaccessible. I therefore was 
obliged to approach it; ^s, from the miserable slate 1 was in, ^ circuit of it 
was, to me, impracticable. " 

1 rccuumxtred on all sides, and approached the western gate with every 
caution, being %’ery uncertain how to proceed; did nut think it prudent to 
enter: however, the ap|»eai'aiice of a huge grenadier at the gate, \valking 
up and down on his post, made me turn short on my heel, and relinquish 
every idea of passing that way. I »?ilkcd back nearly half a mile; and 
fortunately discovered n pathway, round by the iiorthcru side of the wall, 
or rather ruiiie; as there ara f^’w vestiges of tit^ former to be seen. In 
advancing this way, I suddenly came into an old square, where there,;ivere 
a few recruits exercising, and in a few minutes I was on the outside of lbs 
east gate. I had still n centincl and guard house to pass : however, I 
accomplished this without experiencing any difficulty ; they supposed, no 
doubt, tliat I came out of the town. I now felt peculiarly happy, nuother 
great obstacle, 1 thought, 'War surniohuted. As 1 found myself so success¬ 
ful on the German sidc^ 1 determined not to go into Switzerland; particu¬ 
larly as iny course w'as to Sulzbourgh, and from there to Trieste. 1 knew 
the French innucncc was great in the latter: gend'nrmes were frequently 
despatched from France tlicre to look out fur deserters. 1 took my direc¬ 
tion for't.on&tancc, a tuvui of Suabisi, seated on a lake of tfic same name. 
Tjie little map 1 had, gave only the names of large places; and aftci 
Icavitig*Friburoh,thnt W'as the next on the direction I wished to take. 1 found 
the road very mountainous and irregular—met several waggons : as I got 
warm, my feet became more easy and supplo,aud I advanced apace. About 8 
I bad passed F riburgh two Icisgues, it was getting dark fast, no hoiasc in 
sight, and a very lonesome solitary road : I kept still advancing, very weary 
and e^hnu‘<ted. At about 8, 1 discovered a mill on the road side, and to 
tny great j(^, a dwelling house quite contiguous.' 1 made out a sign also, 
projecting over the dour—rapped, and received admittance : mad'e them 
understand,that I wanted a bed , they bade me sit down. I thought tins a 
good omt-n. Wanted something to eat; tliey brought me a dish of boiled 
milk v^i|,h bread broke into it,^.tid a quantity of pepper in it, this they 
styled tnilh soup, and wiuvthc only f'liiug the house afforded ; they appeared 
poor and iniseiubie in the extreme ; their light came from deal chips dried 
nnd '•tuck in a snrt of stick, tmiOc on purpose fur that use. I was shewn to 
bed, and was agreeaV/ly surprised, for it waiv, a much better one than I had 
any reason to c>.[iccl, in that kind of place. In the morning I had some 
of the same kind of soup; my bill was very reasonable. I was informed 
that Cpnstancc was 19 leagues distant, and away I limped; my feet very 
sore and ^ stiff at die commencement. I met several people on the road, 
Itone of which appeared to^take tiie smallest notice of me. About six in 
tlie evcoifig, the weather became very inclement; and finding myself dost 
Via small village, I purposed taking my ahod^ there for the night.

I observed a sandy bay at the south extreme of the island, which had tha

The 
eastern extremity of the island is in latitur'e 6® J>0' N., longitude 122° Stf E. by 
mean of a series of lunar observations; and,if the winds arc favniirable for ap> 
proacliing it, a ship should push througli the* strait betwixt Basselan and Alindano, 
which is the shortest passage.* In the East entrance uf the strait, there are three 
islands; the southernmost u*' which, called Manalipa or Coco Island, is low, and 
distant about 3 miles off the Baseelaii shore. The other called Sibago, bearing 
about N.W. by W. from the fornicr, is high, with low land projecting from the 
hill; and near it to the eastward, is situated the third island, with low land 
ptojectii^ from its high hill. These t^o islands bcing^near each other, appear 
as one Saddle island when viewed at some bearings. Should a ship happen to be 
in .'he morning near tli(i,sniall low island Tabtaboon, situated Id the Eastward 
of Sambr.angan, she will soinetiiurs get a land breeze uff the Mindaiio shore .- 
this may prob'..bly carry her through the , trnit before night, if the tide be fa« 
vourable; but the winds aic of’en light and variable at north and nesttvaid. 
The coast ol Mindano may bu approached pre/ty cluse, the bank that lines 
jt being steep to, and projects only to a small dis|pnce : there is no danger in 
the eastern pait of the strait, and there are soundings aloug the Baseeian 
side*; Of vaiious depths from tS to 35 fathom^, wlicrp a ship may anciior occa* 
sionalty if she pass betwixt the Bland JManalipa and Baseeian. On t]ie S.E. 
side of .Baseeian, there appear to be no suoiidiiigs, unless very near tJic shoie : 
within cable’s length of the long low island that fronts it, nearly niidw&v 
betwixt the eastern part cf Baseeian and the Island .Boubooan, our^buat could 
get no bqttoni with 60 fathoms of'.me; aiiu about a ship's length from it, she 
got 18 fathoms rocky bottom'. The E'turel, after rounding the cast point of 
BosecUn, steered into the strait, aloug that shore to the N. westward, in sotiiid- 


* Ships are liable to experience strong currents at times near Baseeian. In 
March, we had in the Anna, a very strong cus'etly current for two days ; theu 
« it suddenly changed and set to the westwardv by which we were drilled to the 
tfuuthwefd of the isi.iiirf, and obliged to puss round on that side. Departiug 
from Baseeian in July, for Macassar Strait, wc were set 73 miles to the eitst-

A cay tel, by which a system for the proper treatment release, 
and exchange of prisoners, has been fixed, was signed some days, siiicey 
between General Mason, coramissary-general of prisoners, on the part 
the United iitates, and Colonel Oarclay, general agent for prisoners, on th< 
part of Great Britain. By ^his, among oilier things, it is stipulated, that 
two cartel vessels, of the burthen of 500 tom, together, shall be constantly 
kept by each government, in t^e service of removing prisoners of the two 
nations, to be released on accouuC or exchanged. On ou? part, the civo 
vessels have been already purchased, fitted and despatched, to bring home 
our * prisond-s sufiering in the West ladies. The United States cartel 
Anaiostan, Captaiq Smith, left this plabe. for .lamaica on the 2d instant, 
to touch itt. Hampton Roads, and take off British prisoners; and on iho 
13th instant, the United Siute!^, cartel ship Perseverance, Captain Dill, 
tailed from Phiiadelpliia fc.* Barbudoes, to touch at New York to take in 
British prisoners in like manner. Both vessels are to return widi Amcricait 
prisoners to Providence, in Rhode Island, one of the stAiions agreed oii 
for the exchange of prisoners of war.

The night favoured for embracing Lieutenant Jjhaw’s offer of attacking 
the place. The marines, under Licutenaiits Burtun and Hunt, royal iiuu 
fines, and boats of the ships, Undnunred, and Redwing, vverc placed 
under his orders for that purpose, and this inorning jusLified my high confi- 
\dence in him. lie landed at Sorinioii, and iHarclung over the hills at 
ilay-ligbt, carried the batteries in the rear, aficV a partial resistance of 
lurty troops there. , I-'ivo 3'i-pouiulers in one, and two 24-pimndersin the 
other battery, wci.' thrown iiito the sea; one mortar well spiked, and all 
4hcir ammuiutiun destroyed. The boats under Lieiitciiaiil ^Syer, though 
cirewherc opposed by two field pieces, brought eleven vessels out laden 
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with oil, and dcstrojed ontf other loaded, and tno empty, whi^h svere 
aj 4 round. VVIijIq coinplcating the destruction of the wcrks, lOHuy-troops 
arrived from Mm 'leilles, and the enemy’s fleet in riiotiou^rcvented further 
operations^ • 

Lieutenant Sliaw’s character stands so high, that diis conduct on this 
occasion is only wltut it always has h£en ; atn: such testimony as his to the 
gallantry of all his conipaniuns, adds to their melit, and among them f 
must strongly notice Mr. C. ^VyviIl, midshipirmn of tiiis ship. 

I was highly pleased at the judicious position Sir John Sinclair, in the 
Redwing, had taken at daylight, to cover the operation. 

The captures are l||prdiy worthy of consideration, compared to thtv 
destruction of this strung post, which was doubly re-cnforced within those 
two days.

Two field-pieces ifere imme¬ 
diately landed, and sent to l*eri ll<»,,under the diieetion of Lieiitcnaht Clor- 
byn, ussiMcd by Lieutenant I’lJgley, and life midshiptncn and men attached 
to the guns. They were placcrl nr a house near the tower, and at daylight 
the next morning opened upon it. • ^ , 

After a very resolule'defencc, two hrc;n lics«{mving been made in the 
tower, it surrendered, and a lieutenant and thirty-three soldiers vxere made 
prisoners. "I he enemy had one killed, and thiec wounded. Thev ki.pt up 
u very heavy fire of imiskclrY the wliole lime, hut I have tlie satisfaction to 
say, that only one man helonging to this s|)ij> was uoufidcd. • The " 
Spanish troops had twe/killed aiifl kix'woniided. * 

At Ampolla two smnil privateers fell into our hands, which bad heen 
employed in coinminiicniing with Tnrragoiia, and intercepting the tra'le, 
passing the mouth of the Lbro. 'J'lie post appears to have lacii establiniied 
clntfiy for the protection oj' tins description oi‘ vrsseU ai.d tlieif'yjVjzes.

In compliance with your orders of the IBili January, we proceeded, 
with two hundred and fifty men, under Lieutcnunt-cmlouei llobertson, on 
board the Apollo, Esperanza privateer, and four gun-boats, to the attack 
of thc'island of Augusta, and I have the honour to acquaint you that it 
surrendered on the 29th.' 

During this service, which was attended with excessive fatigue, by the 
liature of the mountains over which we had to pass, a distinguished share 
fell to Captain Ilorica, who, with fifleeii Cal.ibrese, Mr. Thomas l/llock, 
purser of the Apollo, an artilicryman, and oar guide, Antonio lang-alctia.

]iloyed at that time, Captain T. recommended linn to Captain Lulgeard, of 
the Anson y from tile wreck of ivfiich siito he escaped, when Captain L.

The gcntlctnan who is the subject^ of .our present notice is 
a native of Scotland, and was born in thV vicinity of Dunbar, 
in the shire of East Lothian. His father, William Mandorsoii, 
, was a respectable* farmer of that neighbourhood, remarkable for 
his piety, his agricultural Knovl'ledge, cxfciisive reading, and 
retentive memory ; and who suiicred for his attachment to the 
House of llruuswick, in the Hebeliion of 17l‘5, having s.cl'eral of 
his'horses taken away by the rcCcls. IBcing acquainted with some 
of the officers, he vonturwl into their army to cli.im them; and 
being detained by the chiefs while inquiry was making, he had tho 
Courage and loyalty to refuse drinking the Pretender’s healthy 
although strongly urged thereto by some very particular acquaint¬ 
ance his errand, however, was not successful, lie was tnicq 
murried ; having taken fur his second wife Margaret Denham^

It was expected, that Mr. Mandcrsrtii would hare adopted the 
orr»}>ation of his father, whom ho lost, *whilc at school, in 1778; 
nor does it seem that he Imd entertained any serious tho«;>h^s of a 
.maritime life, until ;h«j appearance of the notorious Taul Jones, 
with his squadron, in the Firth of Forth; and ho v. as then, no 
doviht, in j^rcat nicasurt' [iroinpted to it. by the knowledge of his 
father’s aSfairs having been left in an embarras-od state. 

Through family aeqnaintrflicc, having obtained leii'TS of rccom- 
mendatipn from the lion.

Among the multitudes that repaired to the metropolis at the 
conclusion of tld: war, went Mr. Manderson, who appears to have 
been at that time but little versed in the affairs of men ; for, 
instead of keeping close to the interest whose protection he had 
been promised, in the simplicity of his heart he only considered the 
powerful interest that would be made by others j and, having 
served but three years and a half in the navy, he inconsiderately 
imagined, that any farther application at such a time would be 
looked upon as intrusive and troublesome ; he, therefore, deter¬ 
mined to take his chance in the wide world : but what course he 
should pursue, was a puzzling question.

'While*'tlius wavering, his finances were ebbing 
very fast; when, in the month of September, seeing an advertise- 
^ment in anewspaper, for a person qualified to undertake the iustruc- 
tion of the young gentlemen on board bf the Europa, preparing for 
the flag of Admiral Gambier, and considering the mere pay 
of a midshipman, in time of peace, as inadequate to the support 
of the character, he waited on the Admiral, and offered himself: 
being accepted, he, in the monih of October, sailed for Jai^aica. 

Having touched ac Antigua, he had, for a few hours, an oppor¬ 
tunity of seeing a half-brother, by his father’s first wife, who had 
been settled in the island a number of years, having left home 
when sixteen years of age j at which time Mr, Manderson was but 
an infant; and, consequently, they had no personal knowledge of 
each otl^er. After some ihtrdJuctory conversation, Mr. M. made 
bimsellr known; and wc can more easily conceive than express the 
emotions that were kindled ia the heart of the West India settler, 
who had not seen any of his father’s family for nearly 18 years, 
lie was very importunate with his brother to leave the Europa, 
and settle in the Island ; but, the shiy sailing early on the ensuiug 
morning, the latter was soon at Jamaica. • 

In a short time, a vaic.'incy for a master happening on board of 

a sloop of war on that station, (he situation was offered to him, 

» 

with the promise of removal into a largj'r sliip, should any oppor- 
tmiity occur.^ At such a time, this oiler would have bcco'accep- 
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tabic to manjr; Mr. M. howcrer, thought proper to decline it, 
as well as another af)pointmcnt. afterwards into a larger ship; 
although urgently persuaded to, accept of it by Captain (now 
Admiral) Tyrrel Smith, who had succeeded (lie lion. Capt. (now 
Admiral) de Courcy. 

Admiral Gambler xvas orde red home, on account of some 
proceedings which we think were not a()proved of by the* 
Admiralty; and he sailed in the Europa, in July, 1784, that she 
might be overhauled in dock, having got aground upon the War¬ 
rington while working into St. John’s, Hoad, in the island of 
Antigjia;* when it ^as found, that the false kdel Mas nearly all 
knocked off, and a great part of,^he main keel had the appear¬ 
ance of a honoy-comb, having been so eaten by the worms in the 
^ West Indies during only sevcn.moiiths. 

The Lite Admiral Inncs having bean appointed to the Jamaica 
station, the Kiiropa sailed again in December; and on (his officer*! 
dying. Captain ^afterwards Admiral Lord) Alan Gardner + was 
* appointed commodore in that (quarter. During this time, 
Manderson snlfcrcd much in his constitution ; partly from the 
climate, and partly from a disorder in the lungs ; from^ which, 
after nature had struggled sor^e years M'ith the disease, ho in a 
considerable degree rccoverc I ' but ncv£r so as fully to regain his 
former Jsugour; feeling severe pains*in the chest when exposed to 
Wet and fatigue ; which, no doubt, was a great obstacle to his 
pursuing his professioi^ afterwards with the ardour that was natural 
to 

IVir. Manderson continued on the Jamaica station till July, 
f789 ; v^hen Commodore. Gardii(|r was relieved by Admiral 
Affleck,! the .Centurion. AJ’ter ^hew Europa was paii^ off, 
Mir. M. went on board of the Magnidcent, Captain (now Admiral 
Sir Richard) Onslow,§ with whom he continued during the time 
of the Spanish and Russian, armaments ; and had any promotion 
taken place at the paying off of the Magnificent, Captain Onslow 
intended to have used all his kitcrest to get Mr. Manderson raised •

During the time tlfht the Hector lay as giiardship in Portsmouth 
harbour, Mr. Maiulorson submitted to the consideration of the 
Hoard of LQn;;ilii{(e, ^\het}icr it might not be jiructicable, at 
'times, to determine \hc longitude by the variation of the moon’s 
declination ; as at certain periods, if the latitude ^vcrc exactly 
known, aivl the moon’s altitude observed to within 15", the Ion* 
gitiidc might be determirifd to three-fourths of a degree ; and if it 
were observed to* within 10", the longitude m,»ght be dctcrm^pccf to 
half a degree : that is, allowing the variation of dcclinaffi^lo be 
only five miles in an hour.

Wimii hostilities couiineuced with the lieiolutionists of France, 
the Hector went out of harLdur to Spithcad in December^ 1792 ; 
sailed on the IGlh oi February, 1793, to cruise in company with 
the Hannibal in tlic Chops of the Ciianncl, and re-auchored at 
Spithead on the 3d of March. She sailed again on the 2^ for 
the West Indies, being one of the scjuudron under the command 
of Admiral Gardner, and an/-hored, in CarlislcJjay, Barbadocs, dn 
the 27th of April. Theiicolhc mailed on the 2(,1 of May, anchored 
in Priiice Rupert’s Day,* Dominica, on the 6th ; sailed again,on 
the bth, and on the 9th arrived oil' Murliniqnc.f The Oiion 
having run on board of the Hector pn the 13th, by which she 
received some damage, she anchored in C:ipe Navarre Hay on the 
14th to refit, and sailed again the next day. Part of this squadron 
plyed to windward ou fh? 18th. for Barbadocs, anchored in Car- 
lisle Bay on the 21$t', and sailed thence on the lOih of June.

■wards killed on board of the Northumberland, by an explosion pf

On the morning of the next day, the. Hector, in company with 
the Duke, Iphigcnia, and Ulysses,'were ordered ugainst the forts 
to the N. K. of St. Pierre, as a diversion in favour of the troops 
and marines th.it had haded. The Duke leading, followed by the 
HurV^r, began to engage Forts Bime and La Preche, which were 
totally silenced. A violent thunder-storm coming on, the Duke’s 
main-iTiastfWas shivoreji by lightning^ and next morning the Hec¬ 
tor, standing in shore with the Jptdgenia, landed a party^ who 
spiked the guns of the forts, and destroyed ‘their carriages. The 
expedition, however, having f.iiU’d of*eflect, the troops and ma¬ 
rines were re-enjharked, were also part of the Royalists, ,on 
board of the English ships. The rage and unrelenting fury of civil 
war were now clearly perceived by t^c flames that covered the 
island night and day. * • , * 

The-, Commodore Riviere, a French*ship of the line 

bearing the Royal flag, ^took as many on board as she could carry 
(it was syiid, to the amount of l,OcO, iiicifiding her own rrew), 

and sailed for Trinidad. .The 89 taken on.board of the Hector

^ lli|r.i Manderson, Laving been now 14 years in the navy, began 
seriously to reflect on his situation, and determined to get the 
better, in some measure, of that natural backwardness, and 
aversion to the courting of power, so necessary for attaining rank 
in the navy. IJe, therefore, made application to person of 
intercstj^and was promised to be recommended, for promotion, to 
Admiral Gardner, who was to proceed, in the Queen, on aa 
expedition against the Mauritius. 

To any other person, perhaps, this intim^ion would have been 
highly acceptable; but not so to Mr. M. lie tried to evade, 
though he could not positively decline, it; he, therefore, joined the 
^^ueen ; his reasons, however, for not wishing it, we under¬ 
stand, proved well fdundjd. 

,Thc expedition against the Mauritius being relinquished, the 
Queen ivas attached to the Channel Fleet, commanded by Eari 

I{owc.§ Thc'junior lieutenant having been left on shore, Mr.

Manderson was stationed to command the guns on the quar. 
ter-deck ; and toward the close of a hard-fought battle, on 
the 29th of May, 1794, |[ had occasion to notice one of those 
interpositions of Divine Providence which too often pass un¬ 
observed. Being much fatigued from assisting the artillery at 
his quarters, the Queen having beeif engaged from half-past seven 
A.M. and it being now near /uur P.M. he had, for a few minutes,

placed himself opposite the aftermost gun, observing the conduct 
of the men in working; when he suddenly determined to direct it 
himself against a ship adtancing within pistol-shot ; being the 
sternmost, but one, in the Frc.^ch line. At this very moment a

At half an hour past noon, it was perceived that twelve of the 
French ships, the Mountain being the headmost, w'ere standin*g 
towards the Queen. The drum«beat ti^fluarters : it was a trying 
hour ; all the sails that she had to set vwere the fore.sfiil and fore« 
top-sail, both torn in pieces by shot; and the fore-yard having 
been cut in two in the slings, in the afiair of the 29th of May, 
that now in use ^as % jury, being a ms^n-top-sail yard, and a 
’*ng sail hoisted on the mizen-mast to keep her to the wind* 
In this state sheVnet the French line. The Mountain passed 
without firing, perhaps from thesla^;^hter on board ; as did also 
her second astern ;*biit when abreast of the third, the signal was 
made from the Mountain to engage, and nino ships opened their 
fire in succession, which was returned as vigorously as clrcum* 
stances would permit.

Wh^n the fleet returhed/'with ils prizes, to Spithcad,-f as 
Mr. Manderson had been immediately under the eye of the Adml.

appointed ; and having continued in the Queen till March, 179.?, 
he determined to make an effort to ^nit the ship, and succeeded in

M. was aj^i^iointod one of the lieute¬ 
nants of the Robust, Captain (now Admiral^ Thoinborougji; and 
he was in her during the continuanoc of that serious mutiny which 
so justly alarmed the«couutry. He loft her, however, in Octo* 
b" ’ to command the Portland, at that time fitted as a prison-ship 
to receive captains, lieutenants, and surgeons, of French priva¬ 
teers; and here hchadanoppo'rtunifv' uf.obscrviiig the various cha¬ 
racters of the Frchch Revolution) the Ro;^alist in disguiso, and 
the proud overbearing Republican.

Captain Manderson’s ,ycinoval from Experiment, however, 
w'as not thc^nly intimation that he received of the hostility of the 
new Admiralty board to«tlie,Port of Falmouth ' he was shortly

after dismissed altogether, by a curious mode of investigation, 
directed from the Nav^ Board tcf- the naval officer, master atten¬ 
dant, and master shipwright. As Captain M. was serving under 
the authority of the Admiralfif Board, it was conceived that the 
same authority alone coinld Misplace him ; InU as he may be sup¬ 
posed to have setm how fruitless must have been any attempt to 
contend against such a power, he retired from th<^ service ; conti- 
iTTItrt^'y however, to execute a sec^nifl, sut'vcif of the Harbiyur, in 
which he was at that time engaged. 

The strong prejudices raisctl against the port of Falmouth never 
made any impression upon his mind, farther than in determining 
him, at some future time, ‘to give it an opportunity of producing 
its reasons why it *hould be in any manner attendcd'to ; and this 
he effected in two publications : the first, a Letter addressed 
the Prime Minister and the First Lord of «>the Admiralty, pnb. 
lished in December, 1810; and the second, in Twelve Lettors 
addressed to the late Right Hon. Spencer Perceval, published in 
May, 1812, only ten days before th'at*minister’s most lamentable 
assassination. If these l}ubliealioDs have failed‘of convincing the 
government, they have certaihly disclosed many important facts, in 
which the interests of the country appear deeply concern^ ; while 
they shew the futility of many of the arguments which^avc been 
adduced against a port so favourably situated for the operations of 
Hhc British Marine connected with the'Atlantic Ocean. • 

We are now about^ to conclude this article by observing, that 
<^aptain Maiidcr^on, having long conceived a mode to be practi. 
cabls^ for more effectually clearing, by def^traction and capture, 
the* English Channel of enemy’s erniscrh, than by any method at 
that Umc practised, submitted a plan to t^ic consideration of Mr. 
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' * a 

Yorkc (then at the heacf of the Admiralty)^ which he thought 
(and our readers shall hare an'opportunity of judging how justijr 
he thought) would bear to bd examined. .It was, simply, to 
arrange a number of cruisers in lines of conpection, which would 
command a certain space, according to their numbers. Thcro 
could, it was presumed, ' be no difficulty in the execution, to any 
one who'understood the import of a signal and what adj^es one 
point of the com))ass makes with another. It has, indeed,''been 
sometimes lamentably pericptibtc, in theananocuvring of fleets at 
sea, how much the study of naval tactics has been neglected ; but 
the arrangements necessary in thifeaso ifere notjiablc to so many 
intricacies as the evolutions of fleets. The follbwing^plan, wc 
transcribe, as explained by writid^ and delineation 

• t 

The havoc committed but too successful!}' by French privateers on the 
trade of tlie United Kiu^dom in the Knglisli Clijniiicl, and close to our own 
shores, ootwlchstanding the great superiority rtf the' firiti!>h navy, and the 
number of crui/ers employed for the protection of trade, manifestly proves 
that there is someyadicnl error in the distribution of these cruizers ; and 
chat to render their services and etTorrs more cfieciuul, some sysrfvv-‘''f 
operation is wanting, hitherto linthought of perhaps, and evidently un« 
practised. 

** The system of detached cruizers luis been long tried ; but experience 
has proved the mode to be inadcqimtc, in any considerable degree, to. the 
oapture and destruction of the enemy’s privateers that infest dirierent parts 
of the Channel, particularly to the westward of the Downs. It docs not 
appear, that ever a system of contbinatioa and extensiun has been tried, 
which can cnnimand a certain space of sea, or coast, in which, ail euemieSf 
cniizers included, wuuld»liavc little chance of escaping. 

. ** Notwithstanding the superior seamanship of the British ifavy, when 
.compared, generally, with of other nations, yet it must be aituwed, 
there is some defect in the kuQwlcdg| of combined evolution, arisinj^, 
most assuredly, from the want of study and pVactico. 

Without farther remark, L shall proceed fo s^cw, what would* be th« 
effects of the combination of a number of vessels employed in the Chau* 
ncl, in various ways, for the capture of the enemy’s cruixers. 

** Leti^lhtm be supposed, that 31 vessels were selected for this pur¬ 
pose—cutters, gun-brigs, and such others as could be spared; what 
aiTaiigetnent,' or arrangements, ought to be practised, to render tbeic 
operations and services as effectu^ as po^ible * 

** They shall first be dbnsidered a::*designed to come upon anc^eifclose^n 
certain portion of the English '^nvt, so as every vessel .within the area of 
their arMiigement, should have little, or no chance of escRpiag. Let it 
be farther supposed, that*the wind is either westward or eastward, to 
aoable prjvatoers to sail acrosf (lie Channel both ways, which is tha meat 
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favourable time for tljoir operations, the arrangetnent should begin to 
l^rm olf tlie wini|^ar(f part of tiie coast designed to bo enclosed. If tlie 
wind were at west, and 21 vessels sailed from Spithcad with the design of 
enclosing a portion of the coast eastward, any where between Solsey Bill 
and the South Forelandy they ought to sail so far into the offing, so as not 
to give alarm to any of the enemy's cruisers thdt might be near the shore; 
and when at a proper distancci 9 or 10 miles, so many vessels ought to 
keep that positioni ns w^uld 1^' wanted to 'complete a line to within two or 
tiiree miles of the’shore; the rcrnattider to execute the proposed arrange¬ 
ment as fast as polnblc. ' 

** The most favourable disposition of the squadrpn to effect the end in 
view, may pto^habiy be a centre and two wings, formed in straight lines; 
tho wing vessels to be three milcs^fro^ each other, and she centre four, fur 
reasons wliicli will hereafter appear. It has been observed, that as soon as 
the-squadren arrived off that part of the coast, on which the western line 
was to form, and being 6 nr 9 Qiiles distant fronr the shore, one or two 
vessels ought to keep that position^'ldcsigaed to extend it to within two or 
three miles of ihc coast, as should be judged prudent. This line should be 
formed N.W. b. N. ahdS.E. bwS. to'consist of 7. vessels, at three miles 
distance from esich other; the centre to form on its outward extremity 
Vj. b. 8. to consist of 7 vessels, at four miles distance from each other; and 
the starboard, or eastern wing, being the same number, as tite western or 
lafSShrd wing, to form N JS. b, E. on tlie epst end of the centre: the vessel, 
or vessels, directed to keep their position nn the western wing, and de¬ 
signed to complete it, to do this after a reasonable time. 

** When this arrangement was coraplotcd, the position of the squadron 
vypuld be according to the figure No. the centre extending miles, 
each wing 21 miles, and the (f^tent of coast enclosed, on the approach of 
each vnii of the wings to the shores would be 57 miles, or 19 leagues; and 
the area of sea included between tlie three lines and the land would be 
738 square miles; at which time the ceatre w'ould be d leagues from the 
line of c^st, if the vans of the wings w'cre about three miles from the 
shore ; and an enemy, or enemies, enclosed, might at first feel very little 
alarm at his situation, from the great distance''Of the wings. 

■ The enclosing of the coast l^^ing Effected, the next object would be‘, 
the securing the area of sea so enclosed. As the 'centre would be every 
moment drawing nearer .to the shore" the wings would be shortened, and the 
vessels composing tlicm come closer to each other. The proper manoeuvre 
of the van of starboard, or leeward wing, would be to heave to; that of tite 
centre to steer parallel to the line of the eastern wing, or and 

the larboard, or weather wing, t<, steer on the snme point of the compass; 
one, tw'o, and three, if necessary, making all sail along the slatre to drive 
out an;^ vessels that inigitt be near k. Af^cr die cctntre bad run 15 miles on 
the<lasccoui^,^the postdonof the fleet would theh be, 5, 8, 19, 21, as in 
figure No. 2. 1, ,2, aiid'd, being advanctld Tn shore; and as Nos. 4, 14, 
Is,-id, 11, and IB, prould be thrown out of the order, the centre vessels 
o4ght to close to the westward, to make rodia'for some of those thrown 
Out CO form iutu thcir iiii^, by which it would become more compact; and 
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!f 18 took tho place of 19, (he latter and SO could close on ^1, to prevent j 
any enemies, aa n, /a, and e, standing aaj{ chniicc oiP escaping (iirtajirthe^ 
Van of the lee wing or centre. ^ ^ * 

** It will be evident to every impartial observer, that by such a disposi* 
tioti of '^he number of vessels proposed, ony t^icinies enclosed in the 
area of sea between the three lines ajid the land, would be captured 
almost to a certainty, 

“ If the. wind were more soutlicrly than Vfesl, the same evolution tould 
be performed, unless it were so far to the Siiutliw:il-d, hikT' blew so -strong,^ 
as to render a near approacit to the coast dangerouswiticb case it 
would also be dangerous for an enemy, who wi^pid Imvc to cliu:ted betwccit 
running close in with a lee and hostile shore, or attempting toi)reak through 
one of the lines. ^ • 

** If the wind were easterly, and thd squadron had sailed from the 
Downs, the starboard, or eastern wing, would then have to perforin the 
movement supposed to hy tie; larboard wing, or division, with a 

westerly wind, nnd the bitter thal; of the funner. , 

“ If the wind blew otf shore, it wonld nut be advisable for those vessels 
that are to form tlie advance of the wings, to run farther oil' the shore than 
absolutely neccssiiiy, whether the fleet came*fruhi’the eastward or west* 
ward. If it came from the castvvard, and the wind were at N. or N.N.E. 
and the fleet at J jn figure No. 4, those that were to furm the outer part 
of the starboard, or eastern wing, c.-iiild easily assume their .stations ; J)uc 
if those designed to form the ^^stcrii wn'iig run* so far to leeward as the 
outer part of the eastern, with the wind at N. tlicy would have to ply again 
to windward to get into their si.ttions ; thciefore, they shoulii soil fibin 
A \V. b. N. by conipa'is,’^ until arriving at Ji. 

“ As the di'.taisce between the vans of tl^c wings, according to (he pro- 
pO't'd plan, would be 6(i miles; the Extension of tlic centre 34; the 
difFerence 33 divided by 7 will give 4l miles, and of a mile, for the 
ditTerciicc of distance between every two opposite ships in the wings, and 
those next to them; suytractod successively from the van towards the cen¬ 
tre ; and added to the extension of the centre to obtain the dfstaiice be¬ 
tween 7 and 15 ; and to that again to obtain the distance between 8 and 
•18; and so likewise of every successiv^ distance. Now as it is supposed 
to be the second line frcnii the‘van, leaving'out the fractional part, two 
distances will give 9 miles, which subtracted* from 58, the disfapee be¬ 
tween the vans, will leave 47 miles, the distance No. 3 must run W. b.^. 
-to gel into her station; 3 and 1 forming N.W. b, N. from her, 4, 5, 6, 7, 
and 8 S.^b. S. at the appointed distance. At any time judged conve¬ 
nient, 30 and 31 could forinN.E. b £, from A, or 19. 

** To porforni the same service, the 8cec could be formed into the 
segment of a circle, at three f8ile-s distaiice, the radius of which pircl«> 
^'ould be 37 miles, atid*tbe deptii die seginenc 13, as in figure 31o. 5. 

. “ As it Cannot be supposetf. dial such a disposition teperfect segment 


* ill this ease it IS supp^'.sed the eeuire is tuiiiied £. b. S* and W. b. N. 
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could be attnined, to form from either wing, tlie following arrangement 
would bring the fleet, in some manner, into the proposed order, the two 
vans supposed to Sear east and westpf each other.

If judged 
necessary to make lbecui\;c m',vre perfeet, where two minibcrs arc men* 
tioned as taking the same bearing from a thiid, the middle numlicr could 
ptace^erscif a little without the line of hearing. 

“ Tims it has been shewn, how an extent of 20 leagues of coast may be 
surldf.nly enclosed by 21 vessels of w^ir of any description; cither by three 
lines, furniing a centre of 7 vessels, at 4 miles distance from cat li other ; 
and two wings, of 7 vessels each, at 3 miles distance from each other; or 
by forming into the segment of a circle, the depth of wliich shall be 12 
miles. 

** The first arrangement appears preferable, because it is less ititricate; 
but more especially because it cncfoscs a greater area of soa, and the cen¬ 
tre being farther from the coast, would iiutiiniiicdiateiy alarm any enemy's 
Cruizers that might he within it. 

By such a disposition, or arrangement, the ciMst in the ChamicI might 
be enclosed from the South Foreland to two leagues v\est of llcachy Head; 
or from two or four leagues west of the South Foreland, to four or six 
leagues west of Bcachy Head. jFroiu ^.Bcacliy Head to St. Cailierine’^ 
Point, oil the Isle of Wightfrom St. Cutherinc's Point to four leagues 
west of file Bill of Portland ; from the Bill of Poithnid to tlic Bolt Head; 
Cwm the.Home Head to the Lizard. 

** The advantages such n system of combination wouI#have over many 
detached cruizers, must be evident, and therefore needs no n||||iniciits to 
support Its claims to attention; as a view of the arraiigenicnt must be 
convincing of die beneficial cfiecis that might be expected to follow the 
; practice against the swarms of piivateers fit the Kughdi Cliaimel. 

Tbs combiuatian might form oxi tiie French coast us well as the 
Tnglish; cxtend'hi^ its tw« wings towards'the latter, and sailing on in that 
. direction, jvhen the wiiul permitted, by which every vessel wul.iii the two 
vans would be enclosed. The centre could tie formed across the Chatniel, 
and sail either eastward or westward, according to the state of i,he niiidi^ 
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and cn any cruizer, or cruisScrs, being perceived witliin the wings, their 
vans could be directed by signal to shape such a course towards each other^ 
as might be judged necessary to prevent tliem escaping.** 

** 1 shall now proceed to shew, how the const might be swept, if the 
expression I)Q allowable, to any exteift, duriiK^ a wind that would allow the 
vessels to sail along the shor^, either eastward or westward. This certaiuly 
tvould he a must desirable object. 

“ Let it then be su|)pcl^ed, that 21 vessels sailed from Spithend, Ply¬ 
mouth, nr Falmouth, to sweep the Knglish coast eastward; perhaps, tht^ 
best arraiigeinciu would be, in some inunncr, accurdii^j|^o that in figure 
No. 5. 1 and 2 lake their stations in shore; and supposing therdirection 
of the coast to he E. b. N. 3, 4. 5, 6, and 7, form 6 points from it, or 
S.E. b. $. S. b. K. by compass; then the next numbers to Itl form parallel 
to the const, K. b. S. by cninpasi; and*19,*20, and. 21, form 4 points 
w'itiiirv this line, that i#, N.K. b. E. all at three miles distance from each 
other; then will the llnejjarallci to 4 J 1 C coast he 10 miles olf, and the van 
ship, or vessel, about 9. This may, perhaps, be supposed a sntficient dis¬ 
tance not to alarm any cruizers that may be in shore. The line of coast. 
Nos. 3 and 21, would be ahout 13 leagues. Any cruizers that might be 
near the coast would be forced out by l*nnd2. Upon their being per- 
cei\ed, and altunipting to escape along tlic shore, the same ougliMo he 
immediately coiniminicated to the van, by flags and guns, when clear, the 
latter to draw immediate attention, and by guns alone when hazy ;^the 
leading ship to alter her cour^c fi'bin liLli.S. to N.E. or N.N.E. as circum¬ 
stances might retjnirc. each successive number following, and keeping the 
former distance, until 21 came ns near the shore ns might be jpdgcd pru¬ 
dent, when all the \cs‘<uls in the vyn ought to heave to, and wait fur the 
rear closing on tlie enemy or enemies witliiiuhe lines, by which time, pro¬ 
bably 18, 17, and 16 migl't be drawn into the N'.E. b. E. line. But upon 
the signal being made for an enemy in shore, perhaps the licst mautcuvre 
would be for the line parallel to the coast, to sail direct towards it, as it 
would draw all the tleet^clnser. together, by the rear continually shortening 
this line, .and this the v.-\n alter 21 hovc-to; and this would give the whole 
an opportunity of drawing closer together, to prevent any escape. 

• If it were judged better to have the line p.arailel to the coast at a 
greater distance from it; the rtar line could form at 4 miles distance, 
which would take llib parallel to 6 leagues distance., 


* We hare informed, that Captain Maiidcrsun, some years since, bad 

made cunSl^rable proj;n-!is in entailing a similar mudtr of cruizing in'any part of 
a sea or ocean frequented by enemies' cruisers. If our information br correCT, 
we should be lliaiiLful to Captain M. fur such commnnication on ihiit subject aa 
it niuv be agreeable tn him to make. We hare 8l<o heard, that he lately sob* • 
milted to Lord Mclville'a plan for thb more cfTt ctually carrying on war wUh

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, SLAVE THAOK. 

I T is due to the gallant odiccrs who have from time to time been on the 
Slave Trading station, on the coast of Africa, to state, that they have 
exerted themselves most zealously and incritnriuusly in their endeavours to 
put a stop to the trafli^. But a couception can scarcely be formed of the 
extent to which tl),e evil was carried, e\cn under all the discouragements to 
which it was exposed from the vigilance of the Hriiisli cruisers. We shall, 
however, snhjoiii a docunieiit, shewing the number of slaves taken from 
vessels which had been seized ami condemned within a very slinrt perioth. 
This list, of course, dues nut inchide any of the wretctu-iS briiigs with whom 
the more successful adventurers had contrived to escape. But itwi'J alTurd 
a criterion by which to judge of the extent Of the trade that is still ciirried 
on, ns well as of the successful exertions of the Biriiish cruizers. The fol¬ 
lowing is the document’

I’ut it is not the continuance of the trade 

in Slaves that constitutiii^he 


, wiiolc uf tfie iiiii>ory*ut'(lic poor AfricHiis. in the hcnrt of the colony 

of Sierra Ix'onc, whicii costs this* eoifniry so lar^« a sum annually, there 
csisls an enormous amount of misery. Tiie wrctciicdiicss that pervades 
(be iiiifortijiiaic .settlers is truly afllict.iig. It is grievous to liiid al[ the spd* 
culatioiis uf coiiifoi'L ami happiness, under which they were originally 
transplanted to this spot, ho iainentubly disappointed. 

Such are the suiTcrings of the pour ii.liahitnnis uf Sierra Leone,' that 
IMr. Thorpe, with his usual heuevulcncc, origmuted the following plan, 
whicli was iniincdiately adopted for their relief:— 

At a Meeting of the Si'cyty for the Ucliof of the Poor of the Colony, held 
ill the Sessions House, Oct. 29, 1C12. 

** The Honourable Cliief Ju.stice Thorjje, in tlie Chair. 

Rev. G. R. Nvlander repoited, That the Funds of the Society 
amounted to 72f. Ils 6U. and that twenty-seven persons were relieved in 
the last month; he likewise stated, that^nany of thc,agcd and destitute arc 
without shelter or attemlaiicc; that women pregnant and deserted are 
without an asylum, or support, which has caused abortions and death ; 
tbut lunatic^ idiots, deaf, duuih, blind, and many persons dcprivid of 
the use of limbs, \'c. by the sudden visitation of Providence, have no 
cover from the severity uf ihc climate, nr receptacle Ironi the public 
street. 

* Resolved, 1st.—1'Iiat it is rlie tloiiriden duty of those whom the 
’'Almighty has placed out of the rracli of pie*-cnt indigcNce, blessed with 
Datural faculties, and uuassailed wiili calamitous visitation, to administer 
(as far os .their means will a'liow),^ to the iiicliuratiuu of such natural and 
supernatural afflictions ; therefure, 
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RciaAlved, ^d.-oTbat a house shall he built for tite reception of aO 
such persons withiu the above cluscripcion, claiming-’the Society’s 

pi'otcctiOli. • ’ ■ 

' Resolved, dd.<-«That a Committee be appointed to collect-voiuiitpry 
siibscriptious for erecting an uilcquate asyiuni, for providing it sviUt INir 
ccs'-ary furniture, and also faniacieaauig tiiC annual donations toaiUpporfc, 
the establishment, and to relieve the outstanding pensioricrs. 

[llerL follow several other Resolutions fur carrying the above into

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FIRST INTEBCOURSI^ITH RUSSIA* 

About three ''hundred years ngo, Russia had commuoicatioii with titf 
other sens than tiie Wiiite Sea and the Frozen Ocean, at that time unfre* 
quented, and indeed perfectly unknbwn to any other nation. In the last 
year of the reign of Edward VI. a company of English merchants, caUed 
the xMerchant Adventurers, for the dEcovciy of Lands, &c. fitted out three 
ships, the first of 1^0 tons, the second 160, and the otiier of 00 tons. 
These ships left Deptford May 11, 1553; but the second, couiinanded by 
' Captain iliehani ChanccUor, being separated from the other on the Nor* 
way coast, by storm, steered for the agreed-on rendezvous, Ward>huuse. 
Af(er'wnit>ug seven days for the other t>vo sliips, the captain steered for 
St. Nicholas Bay, Archangel. The Russian Emperor, being told of the 
arrival of the English, seiif sledges for their conveyant'' to Moscow, where 
they were treated uitli u grand entertainment; lifter which, ha\ ing pre¬ 
viously shewn their letter of recommendation, addressed ** To all Kings, 
Princes, Rulers, Judges, and Governors of the Earth, dated in the moath 
of May, in the year of the Creation .5515, the Emperor sent one in return 
to Edward VT. expressing a dcsirc.thal his IJiitannic Majesty’s subjects 
should resort to and trade with Russia, and tl'iat ids Majesty do solid a 
minister to reside at Moscow; which letter was dated at Moscow, th® 
aecond month of Febniary, in the year of the world, according to Russian 
calculation, 7060. This letter was written in Russi.iii, with a transiaCiua 
in High Dutch. • * • 


Captain'^’hnnrcllor returned to England in 1.554, when he found 
Edward yi. dead, and Mary and Philip on the throne. The following 
year the Company despatched Captain Chancellor, Mr. G. Killingworth, 
and Mr. R. Gray, on u second voyage to Russia; they carried letters of 
thanks for former treatment ^froin Philip and Mary to the Emperor 
Basilowitz, whr received thiln as cordially as before; and at a grand din¬ 
ner given by tlie Emperor, he had the British Missionaries called up to 
him, prescr.ifd each of them a cup of drink from his own hand, and 
taking liold of Mr. Killingsworth’s heard, which was five feet two iriciies in 
||iigth, and of a ycltowisli colour, he put it into the Patriarch’s hand, who 
|at on his right Immi, and who admired it as a particular blissing—such, 
was the veneration the Russians'tlicn had for beards. 


On the arrival of Captain Chairiclior the second time at Archangel, h® 
learnt that the two missing ships were found in a creek near Kagor, coast 
of Lapland; but that the ertvv, of seventy persons, had been frozen td 
death. Great part of the merchandise, eiVects, and the ships, were saved. 
From the sfiips' journals it appeared tllby had scut parties on shore to 
aearch for inhabitants, but found none.

Mr. Neesox, who, \vlth his son, and a uPatecraan, was drowned lately 
•t London Bridge, was master sliipwiight, of Deplfotd Dock-yard, and 
brother to the secretary of the Navy Board, lie was a mont rc&pecthble 
and valuable man. 'The other waterman, wc are sorry to ienrn, is since 
dead. Surely government will nos sutler any longer a structure to reiuaili, 
runstniitly occasioning such dreadful accidents, and w hich is ip ruinous to 
the navigation of (he river, as proved by the concurring opiiiiuiia of tlm 
most eminent scientifle chtiracters of the age; among whutii it may Ic 
sufficient to mention Smeaton, Dr. Charles Hutton, JMiliic, Kenriie, Tel¬ 
ford, U. VValker, and lievcly.—Opini<ni^ of greater wcoght, or more de¬ 
cidedly advising the removal or alteration of ^le bridge, cannot he given ; 
unless wc add the niianiinons opinion of the Committee of the House of 
Cumiiions, before whom such evidence was produced, and reported m 
^799 and 1800. * 

PBOTECTIOKS FftOM THE IMPRESS.

A VERDTCT, damages 1,000/. was liittly given upon the execution o 
writ of inquiry, before the Sheriffs of London^ and a Jury of Merchants, 
against Kenneth Mackenzie, Esq. cajftain of Ins ]\Jaje^ly’s frigate Venus, 
fur impressing fourteen men from the Haw;ke letter of marque privateer, 
John Phillips, commander, who were regularly protected by an Adiuiralty 
protection; by which means thp Hawke was unable to go to sea for eighty- 
five days, to tho great injury of her owner. The conduct of C'optuin 
Mackenzie in impressing the m^n was very, properly discountenanced by 
tlie Lords of the Admiraitv, who ordered sucli of the impressed men as hail 
not afterwards volunteered to be'^isciflirged, and lelc the captaiu fo defend 
himself at his own expense. * •

Ok the 31st Julj, Captain G. W. Manby made loine iittemling expori* 
SOents on the fortifications of Portsmouth, in^^the presence of Vioe'^flmiral 
Sir Richard Bickerton, commander-in'Chief at that port. Admiral Patten, 
Generals Fisher, Hoa^teii, and Elliott, the Hoq. Commissbner Gfqr, and 
a great number of naval and military officers of oil ranks, as ivell aa some 
of the principal inhabitants. Captain Maohy stated his experimentp to 
have proceeded from a^ehtion he had p^id to the accounts of aetiens 
which hare keen fought with American ships; in which .the effect of thfeir 
lire was more destructive tjian usual on such occa^^ions. Uis suggestions 
had for their object the prevention of future losses, by an easy and practi* 
cal meth9d of doing the greatest possible damage to the eneroy'a Ships in 
the shortest space of time, as the issue of a contest so much depends upon 
the destruction caused in the onset; and when that jsystem of destruction 
is continued, a presumption may reasonably be entertained, that the COD'- 
flict must be of short duratioiij^ particularly when applied by British sea* 
men. U is unnecessary, *and indeed impolitic (fur the benefit of our 
enemies), to state the methods produced. Several expedients werd 
adopted for the purpose; and the third and fourth manner succeeded-to 
the fullest expectation, evincing the celerity with which the ^rvice could 
tie performed, and the uaheard*of destruction that will attend its prac^je, 
jirhe dischai^iDg of guns on board of ship, without the application of fi|e, 
was put to every test that could he suggested to prove its^ security, and 
which appeared to promote greater facility, safety,, and certainty j^han 
either the lock or match. ' Captain M. asserts, that by a few experiments 
he will devise the means, v^iefeby a ship, within pistol or muskf^t'shot, 
may be rent asunder^ as it may be expresski, in a very short space of lime, 

' and which could at once be introduced into tlie naval or military service* 
The experiments on destruction having closed,.^Captain Manby earnestly 
i-c^ed the attention of the spectators to the means of preserving his fellow* 
Ipatures: first by exhibiting an easy nu-tbod of comiuunicmjmn with -a 
iwssel standing on a lce*shore, by.making it capable of beingcai% caraell 
^ into effect by one person, oh a coast thinly intiabi^, perhaps jwhlra 
there'might be only ope residing oh a dangerous island. Ten pounds.will 
^supply tlie stipi necessary for tJiis equipment in every essential*.. Becoiii], 
making any boat mimmergibh, and giving to it the properties of a iifa«>boae, 
«t the expense of a few shillings, caiculatec^/or sboip-boats, or boats>osed 
at sea; and in conclusion,,a iire»i'ope for saving .persons-vdio mayiftll 
overboard, which can be fi^ed up at the small cost of cae idillliag, .or 
. ciight^ii-peoce. Ftom the simplicity of those productions, Captain 
.Manb^ hoped that s^niverssl adoption jvould take place to preserve tbo 
lives oC men In. the sdlvice of the ntvvy, on the importance of whose 
.eetesjpee* n|id exertions so much depends, to the welfare of the British

may class of life. Oh tboso exper^ents. Sir R. Bicjccrton, the Hon. Com^ 
missioner Grey, the Generals, and indeed most persons present, conAtrrcd

Three Cottgrevc*s rochets, very powerful in effect, were also on the 
day set off, under die direction of the ordnance department. It Is ibarcely 
' flossibte to describe the effect those awful engines of destruction produce 
the mfhd* Two of them were pointed at about 50 degrees elevati^it, 
and One abodt 35 degrees, they ranged about one mile and a quartor. tn 
tome of those rockets there is a small bomb, thc'czplosion of which amOtig 
ihfaOtry or cAvalry must be productive of great destnic^ion. They are 
eased with iron, of considerable thickness, sud incline into a point. Their 
tmpetus must beequal»to that of a six or eight-pounder,'ordinaiy charge. In 
setting ffre to those rockets a match is dispensed with, as they receive comK 
bdstion by means of a spring, to which a cord can be affixed of any length, 
to that danger can very rarely occur to the operators. 

EN'pLisn FarsoltERS^iK fbakce. 

A VOtJVO man, who made his escape from a Fienrii prison a short time 
iilice, states, that lie was captured in a hrig coming from Ualiflut, by 
L'Espion, a French privateer, and carried into Brest, from whence be waS 
marched with sixty cOinpanioiM.tO>a abewt thirty miles from Gun* 
kiric. Their prison was die subterranean vaults or cells of dh old chattiUf 
which, previous to the Revolution, was the residence of one of the Frtncli 
Noblesse. The upper part was formed into barracks for about SOO soldiers, 
dod the whole surrounded by a high wall. A small porrion of straw was 
' given to edeb of the prisoners fur his bed f and those who had nut money 
to purchase provisions, were supplied twicer week with a scanty allowance 
'of miserable soup and block bread. Hiose who coUtd not pay for wariiihg 
tfere sbfTered to remain covered with vermin until their linen became no 
’ longer bearable; they then burnt it, and went without. Many remained 
io the Most wretched state; their miseries were at the same time Increi^d, 
by (ibsendtig the prisoners of war belonging^ to other nations treated 
’snore indulgence. Tbe,batredpf^the ituler^of France to the British waS 
shewn on eveiy occasion, and the least irregylnrity was sure to meet vfrtR 
severity rarely exercised to other foreign prisoners of war. Tb£ person 
wtn» oommutiicated these observations, weary of the horrors of bik situa¬ 
tion, resolved oa and happily effected his escape. When taken by the pri¬ 
vateer, he was deprived of a|^ bis property, except several gold and silrer 
coins, and a few maps which he contrived to secrete about his person. 
Having given a woman who washed for him a large bribe, she brought hlldi^ 
lacord concealed in a clean shirt, fie then put design intd execiUldn. * 
Thera was a strong iron bar acrols the window of liiS cell, wlftefa^hb 
wrenched out of Uie stone work, and with gi^at caution he got to tbh 
OBtec wail of the prison, unpereeived by the sentiy, whom lie ktrockbd 
down at one blow with tlie bar. W'hile the man lay on the groundiStMi* 
•Wd, he fastened lus cord to tlie bar, and climbing to tfaef^ ortho’wklli, 
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let himself down. Ho had hardly dropped without the priion,* before tbf 
wan^recovered, a^id disctinrgcd Jiis piece; The prisoner, however, Veil 
towards the main ronri, and at dny«hreak concealed himself in a wood, 
where he saw at least furty gens d’armns going in pursuit of him. He had 
tlie good fortune not to *t)C discovered, and, by the aid of a map, traced 
l)is way totvards Dunkirk. During the day hi slept in the woods, and 
walked only at night. On one oco.'ision hunger forced him to appear be* 
fore several pe.'isants, vi'ho compassionated his case. They knew him to 
be a prisoner endeavouring to escape, but did not stop him ; on the con* 
trary, they relieved his wants, appeared to sympalhisc in his misfortunes, 
and pointed out the route he might take to avoid the soldiers. One of tlicm 
in particular fliook him by tlie hand at parting, and exclaimed, ** Adieu; 
man amip DieXi 'Vous garde.'*^ I'he trutli ].<<, tlie per>n!c generally detest 
Buonaparte, and fear only prevents many from opciiiy declaring their 
hatred. AH the time he was in prison, he was accustomed to heaf mur* 
muring, and repeated terms of disrespect uttered agEiiii<it the French 
government. After a long and painful journey, he reached Dunkirk, and 
immediately made tlie following appeal to tlie captain of a smuggling cut* 
Icr:—1 am an Englishinuii—your ebuntryinan, and a prisoner of war. 
I am endeavouring to cscapc' to England, and tlirow myself on you for pro* 
tcction and assistance.”—The captain, who had ail the generous feeling of 
a British Tar, could not resist the claim—he concealed->liim on board the 
cutter till he sailed with a cargo of gin ; and two days after landed iiim IQ 
safety between Dover Beach and the South Foreland. 

rLAGOE AT MALTA. 

BxTttACT of a letter from Malta, addressed to a gentlcipan of Bristol, 
by his son, dated June 17 ^ 

“ 1 am sure you must be extremely anxioys to hear frotn us; and {iapi| 
pily so, when you are inrorincd that we are all well under the awful situa* 
lion which Providence hath been pleased to sq^id as a scourge to this 
wicked place. I will give you an idea of what we arc and have berr^ 
exposed to. At tlie commeiiceuu nt of this malady, only four persons died 
daily; the number continued increasing jip to forty-one; hut yesterday, I 
^ro liappy to say, only nineteen were reported to have died, and aboui 
thirty-six new cases. \Vc are nil shut up in our houses, and what provisi¬ 
ons we receive are passed through water or vinegar, as may be required. 
The city is divided into eight districts, and the streets leading frOni biie 
district to the other arc railed up, and guarded by ceiitinols, so that you 
cannot pass without a pe-rmit. All commercial intercourse is at a stand. 
We live outside the city gates, about a mile distant, and about 200 yardf 
from the eud of the ^arnutiue harbour, where they bring the dead in 
boats, i.nd^land theinfillM^tcn throw them into a cau, and take them into a 
field about SOO yaj^ds from our windows, where they nm dragged out again 
' Wftl) a long pike, and tumbled into a grave (a hole dug for .that purpose), 
and, upon every ,t|iird body four baskets of lime a -e thrown. I cauiioc give 
^'Ott-a tlcKripiion equal io>this horrid speettacle; to witness human liudicijt 
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|r*Eie<lf ani} inanglcd, and'the very arretcbes employed on thu^tervica 
laiighitigy fighting, and blasphtnuiug, while in the qpc of taking their 
Countrymen to n place where they nuist soon follow, fills the mind with 
loraethtng more than the horrible,: if 1 had not seen, I could not bav« 
believed it.** •

It appears by the Report ac the Sccret.nry the Naval Charitable

Tse unfortunate Cook oftlie Captain, who lost lus life in the late dread* 
ful conflagration of that ship, in Uamoazc, once saved tlic life of Lord 
Nelson, and was always honoured with the particular notice and patronage 
of that hero. On boarding the Sai^ Nicolas, in the battle off Cape St*

for the gallantry of this Cook (tlien a common seaman), who rushed to 
his assistance, and received the destined stroke, which deprived him of three 
of the Angers of his right hand. Grateful to his deliverer, the hero strongjl/ 
recommended him to the notice o'f the Admiralty, and he would have been 
a gunner, but for his almost continual intoxication. With this propensity 
to liquor he lost his life, and occarioned the loss of a riiip which once tri¬ 
umphantly bUK the flag of our greatest naval commander*

. Loss of Uie Ship Almira* 

[The American ship Almira, A. (I, Griswold, ma|tcr, sailed from Lisbon 
the 32d of December last, with a cargo of salt, bound to New York. 
I’hc ship continued her voyage in safety, iiaviug experienced favourable 
winds and good v^eather, until nllcr passing the Western Island^; baton 
her'passage from thence to tlib Bunks of Newfoundland, she bad to en« 
cuuniler continual gates, ond n high sea, from tlic N.:W. and 8.W. which 
caused her to labour very much, and make considerable water. However^ 
ifttUrthc 2Sd January, vve were very near able to keep her free with one of- 
the-pbnipsoiTly; we still continued on our voyage, in confidence it would 
nut increase so much,‘ but^tte should be. able to make Some port in the 
United States, and at all e\euts we could keep her up to get her into 
Halilax. But on the ‘22d, at 9 F.M. it came on to blow very hard from 
It cmniimcd to increase,.and |tauleci round as .far as N.N.W. 
wlicti tcblff.w a gale that every iimn on board Was a stranger to. For n few 
hiomeiits she appearerl to be buried in alje spray'of the sea, and couiplptcly;

therefore, cninprllcd to nliiindnn it. We snececeltd ii> l.wpin(; her up 
mitil the 37th ; w lien, at three oVU'ck in the moniitjg. the wafer got up to 
the salt. We ioiiiKicd, and found t\iur feet water in her hold. The loss 
of the ship was now itlevjiahtc. The crew, on reccivint; tins information, 
and a refjuest not to let her sink before tlay-light. ^itli the irrealest unani¬ 
mity renewed their cxeitioiis at the pumps. A% soon as we could see, we 
cut away the luaiii-mast, thinking the leak niighi he under her main 
chains, and hoped it would case her. Got a sail under her bottom/’and 
hove the anchors tiff from her bows ; hut every cxperiinent proved fruit¬ 
less: she sunk doviii by ikii head, with six felt water in the putnp well. 
Wu bad iiov^tn think only of siting our liica in oio loog-Loat. All hands 
left the punips, and with tl-e greatest expedition laiiiicii' ' tlic boat, put in 
^ small.tjuantity of salt pork, two haricls of bread, and about thirty' gallons 
of water/ a sextant, a sail, six oars, a rjumitity of beaiy duck to ciwcr the 
boar, a stiiall spar to suppoit tlic eovoriiig, twenty failioms of rope to hiy- 
to by, a lunnncr and some iiads, and seven or eight blankets to lie on. 
Wo judged by obstTV.itioii to be in lat. ^7“ 3(i', loim. and left the, 
ship at 11 oVlock, Iti in iiuml>er, if then blowing very hard. After we 
had got off safe, we found "much to onr disapfaiintmenr, we had ncglcctid 
passing a iiiarmer's compass into the bout; but to rotiirii to the ship was 
certain destruction : ftom all calculation, however, it rial appear we should 
not need one long. It ^-as now that wg pmid not help reflecting upon our 
situation, bixteen human beings in the middle of the .Atlantic Ocean, in 
an open boat, not nineteen feet in length, and having to evpenentc all the 
rigour ofji winter .sciistm, without .mj rudder or compass. Wo cotilil truly 
say that our salvation depended upon the will of the Almighty; but after 
weighing the chances of being prt served, wc weie com meed of the folly of 
being dowii-heai‘t;cd and began''pi eparing the boat in tiic best iiiainicr 
possible. We secured our spar lengthways the boat, and over this spread 
the thick duck, and batti iied it down to tiic gunwale of the boat. A slit 
in the canvas wc left forward, for the purpose ofcgciting up to manage the 
sails, which we could lacc up as oceasimi reijuircd, to priviiit the hoat 
fioin filling. As wc had no riidiltr, we had to d< jicnd on our oars to sUcr 
with : this wc did hy liaiing onefim oa»b ijaaiier, in addition to fhc stern* 
most oar; tins made neccssiiry three holcs-ia the deck for the stei rsinen to 
stand’^n. Darkness c.oming on, ail'd a veiy high sea, we were compelled 
to lay-lo for the night; this wc did by making the rope we hail last to «ujp 
cnivsi and sail, and icering it out about sixteen f.itliomsa'ti rn ; then round¬ 
ing her to, bionglit her bead to the wind ai>d >-ca ; trimnieil hrr.i^ miicb as 
we dare hy the stern ; hired up the caiivo.s that coien d the lore peak ; set 
a small sail aft, and one man w-ith an oar to assist in keeping her head to 
the sea, find waited fVip die next day. l!ftiring the night we experienced 
frerpient .aid heavy s4¥iulls; a grout ipiniitity of rain and hail; a high sea, 
which rcpeaterfly.brokc all over us. It w:is very cold ; and I believe if it 
ftad not liecii from the certain knowledge that it ncicr finze in tiiis part of 
rftc AllantiCj^m*.should have perished. We wh-rc all wet-; and it being 
J)}ugi:ruus for fcav of puttiiig-chc boat out of trim, we rciiaiiicd eJl 
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^itf tip, Ivtiig over each other, with the water constantly dripping donji 
throufli ili^lpiuivas. At nines we were overnluliiu'ii with the sea ; when 
bhe rose out ol'ii, we wcie prepared with uur hands ancf'fcet to heave it 
ofli the canv-is over onr heads. Oiir crow were dividod into steersmen and 
bailers; the latter weto cuiintaiitly iidplovcd do ^ig the night. Daylight 
at length appeartd, uii^.the gale urwiiid now blew the hardtst; our cable 
.parted, the boat di'opped u^'iiitu tlic trough ot' ilie sea, the Hrst wave oveU 
tvhehned Ub. Thi» di'iaiier seemed tuconipieat our rsjiii; without a cable, 
without u mast, nr any (hiiig we could call a sad. However, w'C succeeded 
in getting her bcr'iic tlie wind : a inan stood in the how, and with his 
Spread jacket kept her hetiire the sesf; we erected a blanket on an oar 
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man, and with a coni dctciuimtilion to persevere until the last, far ex¬ 
ceeded our evpcctiiliuti and hclicf; ami notwithstanding the chance of otir 
ever arriving to land appeared small, wo entertained a hope, that .irter 
siit-li an iinaccotmtalde c rape, onr goml tortuno micht still continue. Out 
of the remains of' the duck, that served foT tkc deck, wc manufactured a 
cahic; this iiecessary liusiiic‘'S deprived us of using it for suds, and when 
compleated, it wa\ extremely douhtfiil as to its strength; but it was ne¬ 
cessary that somcCliing must he used for this purpose, and we had nothing 
to be osetl as a caMc beside. Dining the day w? continued our course to 
the southward, in hopes of tinding better weather, and if not meeting with 
any lessel, to eontinue on to (he trade winds, and then hear .nsrny fur the 
AVe»t India Tsiaml':. We eoinmcncc'd our alluwaiice with a bi-^cuit, and 
r.itlicT more tliaii a gill of wafer per day. 'F^ie raw poik gave it a rr-lisb, 
and wc endeavoured to pass the time as ifomfortably as possible. We con¬ 
tinued our course southward until the .'ilh of rtbruary. I'he weullicr had 
been line for a nimdicr of dais, and an incrca'-iiig moon to light us by 
night. liut w’c now beg^ii to have scriims apprehensions of perishing with 
bmiger ami thirst, ^^'e had got into the latitude .'J'.}*’ 30', our water nearly 
half t'xpi tided, our thirst increasing, and under the necessity of shorfening 
^iir allowance. It had become veri| hot, and we di'Covertd it was 
necessary to gel into a colder elimatc, in iiopcs of assuaging onr extreme 
thirst. A coii>-uliatibn of the crew w:^ lu ld, a«d a majority agreed Jo U-ar 
away for the VVesicrn Islands. A few days of favourable wind brightened 
every eouiitcnanco. In the daytime we jiiflgcd onr course by the .Sun, and 
at night the Moon and .Stars served to g ode us.* When the himimmes in 
the Heavens were obstructed •from onr sight by darkness, the old swell 
remained to direct us, ami uur bhiiikct sail carried ns very rnpidly (lirotigh 
the w’Hter. Wr had rlioiinislK'd *>ur rdlowaiicc to a gill ul water, and half, 
n biscuit,and found itmtessary tuilritik .'.alt water topus-sist ns in swanowiug * 
•it. 'ri)is,;i|HrtC'r repeated use, bocamc nearly as j^'dni.xblc ii;5 the fresh, and 
wg began to use it freely. Ot. ilie James CogmV, a seaman, wax 
taken sick; ironicdiaCe Jiisniiity followed; he lingered until the l6lh, 
when he died : sewed hmi up»iu ins great coat, ^nd the sitth 
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It it useless for mc,lo attempt to describe the scepe of dibtrest of oor 
iniscruble crew. Our want of exercise, the necessity of our ^iiiR crampt 
up nearly tiie wlAde twenty-four hours, the stupidity that had seized all of 
us i our limbs had Ueemne nearly useless, by cramps and continual numb* 
iiibs. 'I’hc fear «/f lipad winds continually harassed our thoughts; lh« 
almost stop to slef p, our ghastly visages, and out^iores almost expended, 
'fhe appearance of a storm, which at first w^ tiie cause of much alarm, 
hud now changed loci disninl cast of the Heavens, and wc anticipated the 
pleasure of taking ^in • On the IClh of February we made land, it was 
the istlaiui of Fayal: we hsui just cast into the sc-a one of our coiiipanionsi, 
and a number of ns were flo''ely folluti'ing liiin. The quantity of salt water 
we had drank had so much impniicd our const itutioiis that the loss of sen* 
scs was plai/^y perceivable in many of us. After many difiicultK-s, on the 
17tl> we landed at the pt/rf of Fayal, after being in the L^at twenty day?, 
end sailing upwards of fifteen hundred miles. 

On our arrival, John Ji. Dabney, Esq. American Consul, took us under 
his particular ciiarge, and shewed iis the gieutest hospitality. I was taken 
into his own family, where I received every kind altenuon I could possibly 
desire, and in a lew weeks rccuicrod. '

ftogge^tions vrill aot ahfia^ be disregarded, and that the Board of Adm(^ 
rait/ate disused end'willing to j^rofic by them: for akhough 1 do agree 
with him, that moOb' indeed is to be done, to restoi^e oar.iiafy>‘lo ita<^ig7t 
ctbife, te its formet glory and splendour, 1 mustsay^ 1'think thepreteOf 
J^ard ef Adintraity’ are disposed to do all they caulo elhsct it. 

To go to the root of the evil, is ceitainiy the only sure way of cradieatifi^ 
the' gross abuses which pres ait, and arc notv so vpry sensibly feie^ and 
deplored, in the navy; but-1 am much afraid, a Board of Admindly^'-coii» 
stituted and arranged as that Board is, have not ieisurc, were their incUv 
mtion ever so great, to set seriously about a work of such importaaeo* 
My own opinion is, tluit the business of the Admiralty is much top great 
for one Board, and therefore that many most useful aod saldlary impiovp* 
m^nts, and the correction of many abuses, must remain unattetided td, 
owing in a great degrce«tu the press of business with which the Board ih 
loaded. A Board of Revision (and I believe there is already audb an otte), 
if proper/y constituted, might be of the first importance to this kingdotir, 
and to the navy of Britain; the members of this Board sliuuld alt he p'r0» 
, fcssional men, and their business be to examine into prevailing abuies ill 
the service, whether arising from incapacity of officers, severity, or relax^ 
tion of discipline; to consider of all plans and suggestions for improve* 
ments in the service, and to lay their reports on these matters before the 
Board of Admiralty weekly. The formation of such a Board could not 
cost tlie country above 10,000/. or 42|000/. per antium ; and, if properly 
selected, its members, 1 am certain, might be roost usefully and pro* 
fitably employed in their country’s service; but if men arc seht Co that 
Board on account of their borough interest, or merely to give them a salary, 
and the thmg be made a job iffy then it would indeed be adding to the 
disease, it Would be prescribing wine (pr & patient in an ardent /ever, 
already raging with delirium. 

Were I to see at that Board three or four worthy Admirals, whom { 
could name, anil as many Post Captains, I am sure such an establishment 
niust be advantageous; Slue numes of Sir C. Cole, Earl Galloway, and 
Captain Bennet, 1 cannot refrain from mentioning now, as men peculiarly 
fit for such situations; and as this Board would be intended to be coadja* 
tors to tlie Board of Aiiiniralty, .tlilbir suggestions nml reports ought to have 
due weight, and in most, if not every instance, fo be immediately approved 
of and carried into cifcct. A. £. Y. has very properly noticed the hasty 
ill*digested ordet^ and regulations issued J[>y the Board of Admiralty, as 
circumstances arise to call for tlmra, and too often when they are not 
Aecepary: the evil arising tp the service from these proceedings is reeHjr 
incalculable, and alarming in the higliest degree. If we consider that the 
Xi{avy of'England consists of nearly 1,100 sail, and that tlie sole direction 
of buildiiig, equipping, stationing, ordering, insuuuiig, &c. in short, that 
avery thing belonging to them, except contracting fur^and victualling 
tliem, rests with tlie Board of Admiralty, no pdh»uu can* wbnder that so 
/nuudi is left undone, bat that they cun (lo so much. With respect to the

This letter) Sir, is'likely to be very miscelltuieoos; end I will qow iV«n> 
tore to inquire, from piy retirement,' respecting the tneauiitg of a Aew port 
of complaint [ saw in the desperately long letters from/ow^dtniral, who 
has'becn visiting the shores of the rivers ^f the Chesapeak with- fire aiid 
sword. lie speaks, Mndeed, with greui propriety, of giving bills for. the 
stock he may procure, and I am sure all his dealings will be hoi'onrable; 
but what does he nican by complaining of the rancour with which the 
enemy resisted him ? 1 have not the letters by me, but I read them in the 
GMe of abo^t the 12th instant, and I retnemlicr the> expression well, for 
it struck me,forcibly. Am I to understand, that if in the absence of the 
lUyyal William and Puissaftt, Gommodotre Rodgers w'as to pass through 
from St. Helen’s to the Needles, burning a few tbwns, and buying a few 
cattle, an^ in bif way receive some shot from Cowes Castle, and meet 
resistance from our dipot of recruits, that we should deem it rancoroutf 
Nor am 1 certain, that while we are (1 believe) negociating a peace with^ 
our old colonies, with whom it is 40 ti'uly desirable that we should not 
only be at pence, but in b'eAdship, sudi a predatory warfare as that 
recorded in the above-mentioned very long letters, is wise or proper.

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seldom.been endeavoured to be compensated by the c/iotre of the few who 
4rc selected. And why selected ? Why, in g;enerai, because thf, si uation 
m mtapted to tke convenience of the individual, and not t^t the indivitlual 
it adapted to the situation. But to wavi all thought of^personnl merit, why 
should four out of the sevtn persons named as Cotnnyssiuners for executing 
the office of Lord High Admiral, be landmen ? 1 believe this constitution 
of our Board'of Admiralty is peculiar, and there is not^ny similar iiistifu- 
tion in any other service or profession. What would otir brave brethren of 
the army say, if an adniirai and three naval captains, and three country 
gentlemen, were appointed to superintend their concerns, to guard their 
honour, protect their privileges, and encourage their zeal ? Ixt us even 
for a moment suppose, Mr. Editor, that three nat'al men werejswfficient for 
)>rofessional advisers to tlje first Lord, for the imiiicdinte presi; of passing 
occurrences, surely thcr^ arc ihany matters ithich utiiers might be cm- 
ployeil upon, to the iniintte advantage of the service. We require a con* 
stunt board of revision as times cliange, and require changes of ^mcasurea 
adequate to the circumstances of the present moment. 1 will go one step 
further. If three naval officers were competent to all the unval concerns, 
•why should not naval officers luive the preference in filling the other situa¬ 
tions at the board. Consider the very few M|>j}pitftinents on shore to whuh 
i.aval men have to look forward, and look at the Navy Li.st; and even on 
tlie present terms there arc doubtless many excellent old servants of iiia 
JMajesty, who would rejoied to fill t^e situations which the Hun. W. Dun- 
das, Sir George Warrender, and Juinf Osborn, Fstj. now enjoy. To cora- 
luoii sense, these offices appear the birth-right of naval tnen ; and I hold it 
not a small grievance to the individiir.U, who, from rank and inerir, hava 
.1 right to look np to them, ns well as a iimtcrial injury to tlie conntry, that 
these gcnilcuicn of terra iinna, be tlicir merits what tliey may, thus shoul¬ 
der us out of our birtli-right, and from ih^ post, where the p ediicetion for 
a long loved, though arduoua service, anil the priiCtioai ltll<l.^ ledge of its 
wants, would have rctidcred them so honourably u^-cful to ifieir Kiffg and 
Country. Had we, Mr. Editor, a sufficient and efficient Board of Adiui- 
r.ilty, I am of opiniuu, tht«!Pde-ertion would be soon obsolete ; for as the 
caii.scs which lead to this disunite arc evident, the cure is as apparent, and 
not very difficult; tliat not one of our fr^gilVcs w'oiild have been taken ; 
iTiat our ships would not have the firf rut; tiiat hberuliiy migiit succeed the 
pi'esait parsimony in \cry many material points,^nid arrangt'm.'if so iHate- 
rially lessen the present expenditure, as to admit of that liberality peivud- 
mg our system at a reduced expense. The naval men now at the board 
have a most laborious life, with neither ernniununt to reward, nor patron, 
age to encourage tlSyr exertion^ and the office is aimosc luinous to any, 
but those whose w'^^'of family and local connociions, occasions no pre¬ 
ference for a home, or who would-be otherwise lesideilt in town. 1 inosC 
firmly'believe, that many ^officers who have filled the naval places at the 
board, have laboured with the most honest zeal, and havi^neither eaten 
the bread of idleness, nor slept upiKi a bed nf ruses;* for so very nnplcaseiit 
is their situation, that it is said to be the sink of' popularity, aud often itm 
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grare of frleadship. I believe the number who at pfeseijt n.^ife to tb# 
honour of the sitting is small; but if it was once apparent Awt jaf|,im- 
^roml oonstruiStiiin, and the present borough seats becan^^lso 
«n<|^'u«^u/, that thsir country and‘the naval service coultf be benefitetV^by 
their exertions, very many more volunteers wdUid be found ; andlrl, think 
it wotdd by no means be an uiiwisc tneasure^ jf officers of a certain rank 
were to stotc to tfie first Lord, all of tliose offices on shore to which naval 
men are ever appokited, and which they feel themselves competent to, and 
ready to serve in. 

As a veteran, whose experience has shewn him much of the palt, and 
whose observations in rUtircment may perhaps enable him to calculate for 
the future with some decree of probable truth, I will venture to call wri- 
ously upnrv our rulers, to take some very iinport<int steps, to meet the 
greatly changed charactert. of the times, and the actors in them. If the 
way ill which our general naval concerns are ndw regulated, cit^ier with 
respect to naval iircliitccture, the mode in which our ships are stationed, 
or the manner in which their crews are'obtained and maintained, is not 
soon changed, the navy of Great Britain will, ere long, be only the shadow 
of ((fiat mighty substance which triumphed under Nelson.

I RKTUIIN you rntfiiy thanks folf ybtir kind insertion of my letters : As 
my t^utives arc pure*'in writing, I trust, although iny letters are not 
brilliaiiti'.n regard to literature, they will still meet with attention. Yet 
not that I Iiavc the vanity to suppose they will be listened to by govern- 
'mciit. As I do not pretenij to dictate, I only venture them as suggestions 
^r the iinpruvement of the iiavp; nor am I so opinionated as to think 1 
dways riglit. It has given me much pleasure to read the letters (<[^ 
various subjects) from your different correspondents. If they do no good, 
they certainly tend to amuse many a jaded and worn-out officer; and, in all 
probability, convey ideas that may be useful ttf'bim licrcatter. 

I wish A. F.y, (page 390, Vol XXIX.) w^^uld rciifler.his correspondence 
a little more impartial: his attack on the naval part'of tiic Admiralty 
Board, is, I think, perfectly unjustiGablc*; and I can only suppose-.he has 
mct^witli disuppoiiuiiicikts through those officers,-and that his language 
erisc« more from piqbe, than real grievances.—-Tlie first of those'officers is 
well known as un officer of ability; and, perhaps, a hotter seaman docs not 
exist; the other, although not so old in years or servitude, yet his active 
mind, and exertions, have tiiwavs given •liim constant cn i ploy men t, In 
fact, the point in (question stands thus—Were the officers of the navy allowed 
to select the Board'^of Admiralty, in less than a week, many of them would 
lament their own clioice: it is impossible and unreasonable to suppose they 
could ple<ise |ivcry person, indeed,.thf generality of us have sp good «n 
opinion of ourselves, that if we were to obtain the three steps at once, wa 
ftliould not consider our services suffiriently remunerated, unless we could 
obtain a frigate, and yet, perhaps, not a Fitrtidc of mcri^ can bo iMtachcd. 
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No doubt but A.F. Y. may be looked on in a wliicli has giverj liim so 
much jaundice on tlie occasion, as to attack tiic Board ii^so illiberal and 
unwarrantable a mnuiicr; or otherwise*he belongs to party* Tn referring 
to a note to his letter, wherein he speaks so adtoirnbiy of Mr. T. Gren¬ 
ville, and his advisers, no doybt now remains. My'answer on that sub¬ 
ject, without detracting the least from that honourable gefttleinan, is this— 
ilc was at the Admiralty for so short a time, that lie laid not nii opportu¬ 
nity of doing cither good or harm; at all events, nothing brilliant took place 
in his administration. One of his advisers. I believe, had hclil a sent at 
that Board, under three first Lords ; and, at a time, when a cousider.ible 
degree of oppression and disgust against the service had taken place. And 
I shall only remind A. F. Y. that this naval adviser was at the Board, when 
those captains were reins|ated who had be^n dismissed the service for op¬ 
pression, and which he sr* loudly complains of in page 302, but attributes 
it to funidy interest: not one of them had any, or even merit, Excepting 
severity, which at that time was the order of the day—and, after all, this 
inimnculutc adviser of Mr. T. Grenville, had himself been dismissed when 
a commander j therefore, jt^e capdid reader will perceive, tliatA.F.Y# 
cannot boast with propricty^ol ^ftireScellencji of that Board ; and that he 
shews most fully, all branches have their partizans. For my own parr, 
having subscribed myself, iMi'AiniAi., 1 shall strictly adhere to the tenor of 
that word ; and although [ have viialicatcd the present Board generally, I 
shall yet take the liberty of puintir>}^ out their errors, and the great cause 
of disgust which has been given tb a number of uAicers of high merit and 
standing: yet, on rcncction, I am convinced that the first would 
have acted differently, had he consitlcrcd it in its proper light. 

If I am not wrongly informed, there is a standing ro^rulatioii at the 
Board, that no post captain shall have the coniiband of an eightccn-pouiuler 
frigate, until he has been full three ycariron tijc post list—certainly a vvise 
and proper regulation, if strictly adhered to; and, i should think, an 
excellent one for the first liOrd, ns it puts aside many unplc.asnnt feelings 
in denial, when he has a st-»^ing regulation to abide by. I should recom¬ 
mend, that a regulation, so tlesivablc, an.l so beneficial for the navy, should 
pass into an order in houncil; as it would>hcii prevent those inriova^ons, 
which creep into it on every change* at tHe Admiralty. It is certainly a 
hard case to many oth6^ Vif high merit, and servitude, that they have been 
refused an eightc'en-ponnder frigate, because they waiped a few days wf the 
three years: and, on another first Lord’s ^oiuing into oflice, he brcak.4 
through the regulation, and appoints captains much under the spccifierl 
time ; whilst the only answer givep is, I /mve nothing io do with the regu^ 
iations of another Board. So that captains of five or six years are thrown 
out for want of sninciont standing, by the one Board, and arc consi¬ 
dered as too old for u small frigatd^ by the other; and the large frigates arc 
too few in number to oblige every one. How easily would an order in

natives, by ^tting on a stage, extending some distance -.'uside the gun¬ 
wale, balance tlie ^.inoc t<T preWnt its ovcrturnii^j. The double canoes 
require no^outrigger, being fitstcned to f-ach other at about their own 
brendth asunder, liy two spars. Many of these have a small shed, for the 
accnminodatioii of the chiefs, erected on a platform near the head. The 
natives have a very'simple manner of dealing Uie sinailer canoes of water. 
It is common to see them jump oveilT0?rrfi","'fm^quickly move the canoe 
backwards and forwards, by winch means the water is forced oier at each 
end.” — Omai, who was iviili t’aplain Cook at the island TiVdecoo in 1777, 
found three, natives of the Society Tslan^ls there, dislant»from it nbonl two 
liundrcd leagues. Twenjy liad cmbnrjici^in a canoe at Otaheite, twelve 
years before, hound to O/v. /m-o (or I/Zi/caTt; but, by adverse and violent 
winds, wer^'driven about the ocean, until they reached Hl/Iccuo, Four 
tmly remained alive, the rest liaving died liy nimine and fatigue. The 
canoe had ovcrtuined, but by clinging to her bottom they drifted to 
U'aiecoo.

TW^OV. 1807.—Accordingly went into a public bouse, was shewn upstairs 
into thcco^e rooiii.^ In these parts, tiie public sitting room is generally 
on the second floor. Herd found a iiumbcrof people drinking, and a respec¬ 
table looking Priest at their bead. 1 made iny !a fran^oise, .os near as I 

could. Asked if I could have a bed^l cauId*gauo answer; but the Uudiady 
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called aloud for her domestic, l*csfre or Peter, wlio slic said was a Frencli- 
mnn, t<» cKplaiii: lie appeared, ami asked, in very good French, wliat £ 
wished to'Jliave? Before I gave him n^dnect answer, 1 rejoiced at fiuditij{ 
a qouptryman, so unexpectedly, in that remote part *of the world, 1 de¬ 
clared, that! should be anxious to have some coi.>iersation respecting the 
old country presently ; hut dished lirst to know, if [ could have a bed, and 
somctliiiig for supper ? he lepllcd, “ Certainly; and ^ sl^ail take care that 
you arc wtdl attended.” Tins pour fe.l'uv was certainly very attentive: I 
supped heartily on soup and bouilli; atier which, 1 insisted upon his giving 
me his history. 

” I was born,” said he, “ in Nancy, in l/>rrajn ; it is now eleven years 
since I quitted my native place.” Here I interrupted liiiu, jind observed, 
that I had remarked, tlie moment I heard him speak, a vast<lifterence in 
his accent; and consequently conjectiirodj he biust have been a long time 
absent* ahliougli, I added, that the Lnrrain accent was very diffcient in 
general to ours in Fiance. He said, that he hud forgot a grcat^cal of his 
mother tongue ; and 1 assuic you,” continued he, “ I was going to make 
the same observation with icspoct to your accent; but you have saved mo 
' the trouble, and accoumcfl lor tlir --oasoii. But to return : what has hap¬ 
pened to me, was m consequence of bein^iirawn for u conscript; it went 
against my gram to serve Buonapaite. 1 am by trade a weaver ; 1 knewT 
could get a living in anv couiiiry ; and, painful and dk-agrecablc as it was 
to quit oiy family, 1 took French lj?ave, crossed the Itliinc, and have been 
eight years with iny present laiMi’iord. lie kt’cps*a kind of manutactory, 
where I have worked until very lately. Wishing to have a trusty person 
in the house, he made me drop iiiv business as weaver, and attliid here in 
iny present capacity.” I asked him, if he had ever been m Normandy, 
Illy pint of France? “Never.” He wishetl ^ know what trade or occupa¬ 
tion I liad; so I gratified linn—“ 1 ain^ss niarcluiud de diaps; am going to 
Constance to receive oiders; and finding myself exceeding weary, 1 rather 
wish to retire to bed.” He conducted me to iny .^pllrtment, and took his 
leave. I slept very sound ai.d comfoi table. In the moruing, at daylight, 
1 settled witli niy countryf^'^, shook liaiids, and parted from him. About 
two, I met with an armed man, in a veiy r«j'.irrd part; he appean d to bo 
p police elhccr: however, he asked inj^no qiicsiiuns, wliicu pleased me 
much. At the close of the eveniriii, I tliscovercd a number ot hou.->ps at 
some distance; and was highly t inted, imagming it was a village. VMienl 
arrived at them, it proved to be a iiobli-tnar’s boustf; but one of tlie ser¬ 
vants had the kindness lo diitct me to a village, wlieie I arrived late: 
However, 1 got a supper of milk and eggs; it being Friday, the-, would 
not cook meat: and I bad also a bed. 1 he people ci the lioiise were 
young, and had siKtceii children, chielly twins; they appeared very happy. 

In the morning I quitted, gmd marched on towards Constance. I 
hud not gone above a levgue, when I descried the beautilnl lake ot that 
iiaiae. 'I’he town of Zurich was,m view. I he hi"h iiiounTaiiis of ^jwiizer- 
lund, the summit of which was covered v’ith snow, ilu- variegated beauti¬ 
ful plaius at the bottorN, interspersed witb coru-rields, vme*yards, &c. 
Struck the eye i^’ith admiratiup, ;iud' adorded a prospect Uply muguificcut* 
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At about 5 in the afternoon, T was close the town of Constance.* It 
appeared large: ^ number of buildings, representing monasteries and stee* 
pies, presented- themselves to view„ and reminded me of its ancient splen¬ 
dour; but its present state indicated that it had been a long time neg¬ 
lected. The iakef looked very beautiful; and was a little agitated, as it 
blew pretty strong. ‘ 

Liiidau, at the lof<|cr end of the Lake, was the next large town in my 
direction; 1 was deliberating on the best method of acting for the night; 
whether I had better take up iny abode in the vicinity of tbe tmvn, or pro¬ 
ceed on further towards lindnu, when I met with two young men,genteelly 
dressed : I saluted ihc(n,^which they returned very politely. They both 
spoke French : I inquired what distance I ims from Lindau ? They 
informed me, 14 leagues; that 1 had a branch of ih.- Lake to cross; 
which before 1 was igiioratft of,' in consequence my map being so very 
small an4 confined. As it blew rather strong, they advised me* to wait 
until the next day. I did not intiiiiatc being ignorant of having to cross 
this part; but replied, I had particular business at that town, and should 
cross if possible that night, as I was obliged to be there early the next day. 
They had the kindness to,direct ineto^hcrd ihe ferry boats set out froin^ 
and we parted. • 

1 now liad to learn, whether there was any risk in demanding 
a passage: therefore went into a puhli^ house close to .the water, where I 
s;iw several people who ^ippe.-ired tOobe jn-aiting for a passage. I mixed 
c.arclc-sly with the multitude-~cailcd for a'smnll measure of wine, as [ saw 
others do 'and, in a short time, 1 saw two boatmen come to give notice 
tiie boat was ready. No passports, or papers, to niy great satisfaction, 
were dcniaiided, altbough quitting Wirtcinburg to go into Bat aria. 1 
addressed myself to the bohtincii; my fare was two florins, though 1 
observed the others [.-ud but half n one; and they insisted on it instantly. 
I disputed the point, until the owner of the boat, a very old man, made his 
appearunce : he observed very kindly, ** that if I did not choose to pay, 1 
might rcinaiu where I was;” and added, “ vou are a Frenchman, your 
friend Dnun.-iparte robs and plunders every so it’s all fair to make 

I'rciicbiiten pay.” I conless,^ paid the fellow with less repugnance, in 
consequence of this remark, aifd embarked; wliicli was a nu\el thing. 
Behold me now, under sail! In half an* hour we were on the Bavaiian 
side; but still, inisfurtunes*nnd disappointments! They were going to laud

* Constance was formerly a large .nlrung town, in tlic circle of Suabia, willi a 
Bishop's See, wlio«e Bishop was a Prince of the Empire ; it is famous for a coun¬

t 'i'he Luke of tlie same iiaiiie'runs between StialMa,aiid Switzerland ; it is 
tulles ill length and eight in breadth; it is qro^se^ by the Biver Rhme. 
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tn a smaU fortified town ; aiiH it struck me very forcibly, that they would 
examine the passenger', on leaving the boat; 1 consequently felt very uii- 
hap^’; the sound of diunis saluted ftiy eais in all directions, I feared it 
was for the shutting of the gales, llcing landei* I continued with the 
others thiough the street; ami inquired, without i.ausin.' suspicion, what 
time the gates would be closed ? Tlicy replied, ** in tliree quarters of an 
hour.” To my unspeakable joy, no person nppearvfd to inspect papers. 
My brother passengers went to .in inn, and I inquired the nciiicst way out, 
on the Lind.iu road. Was acconlingly directed—f»>und the gate open, and 
very soon passed it. I met several military men in tlic -Ireets, and there 
was a sentinel’s box at till'gate : howcier, the duikncsa of the night, and 
inclenic-nrv ofilie weatljt-r, favonred me. * 

J proceeded about two league;., ivki)ioL’| falling in with a living 
creatu|;e, or steing an'^ thing I.kc a habitation. I at leiigili saw lights* 
and soon arrived in a siiiiill village, f was not certain, whether fliere tnighc 
not be dilTurtiit regulations in Bavaria from those I had experienced in Baden, 
Suabia, and W.rceiiiberg : nccossiiy, however, urged me on ; and I went 
. into a pnblic*liou-e—got lied sind ^'lup^u-r. Several people wore drinking io 
the room where I was,-—tjicy laughed licaijtily at my Frenchified bows and 
scrapes, and wished me to drink with them, which 1 declined. I was 
anxious to go to bed ; the servant came to light me—and 1 endeavuuied, iii 
wishing them a gdbd night, to display my French politeness ns mucii as 
possible : therefore, drawing rny’shiAilders up tosny ears, I made each of 
my half intoxicated friends u nnist pr.'ceful, or rather graceless bow—they 
set up a horse laugh, and 1 retired ; the fellow who conducted me laughing 
also the whole way. I slept tolerably comibrtubie, and felt happy ut 
amusing those fellows, at the same lime that it answered my ovvn purpose. 

At day-fircak, 1 got some breaktasl, and proceeded fownrds Lindau.**^ 
My feet wei'<; healing veiy fast, and ^advanced witli great glee. After 
piusing through several villages on the Banks ol the Lake, at about 5, I 
Saw it nearly 4 or 5 orV. I lialleii at a small village to refresh myself, 
conjectnrmg it was too eu''^y to pas^ the town of Lindau, as it appeared a 
very large one, and it was bniiduy i which cave me reason to expect that I 
“hoidd meet scvuriil people in the eiii iroj^ 1 therefore entered a public* 
houce, and found two women and ?i man refreshing ihemstlvcs ; from the 
landlady, whowasuii old wumun, I got some wine, bread, and sausages; 
and amused the time until nearly seven o'clock. J then supposed it was 
proper to proceed ; paid tJie old dame, and* sat out, little suspecting what 
was about to befal me. 1 had not advanced many huinired yards, before 
I discovered several soldiers walking last behind me. 1 at first supposed, 
they were afraid of being shut out; I quickened iny pace to avoid being 
overtaken by thenr. Continued for nbiuil thice quarters of a league to 
walk in this manner, until I discovered, on rounding an uogle of the road, 
that I was close to the gate that led to the town : X also saw the town at a

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considc'ftble di&tancc, on nn iilaiul, and found this wa? the bridge psde. 
The soldiers werC close up in the rear : I therefore did not think it prudent 
to tui'tA hack, particidai Ij' as I sa»v I'ny road led on to tlie left, after lea\iiig 
the qaic on in> right hand, I tlieiefore contiimcd miwanls—passed the 
gale, nod a scnliiicl', without being asked a qi testioii—-and then thought I 
was clear; but, alas, 1 was very miicli nu'i.ikcn ! I was accosted by a 
iiiun, who it appeart'd had followed inn from tlie gate, and asked, if [ had 
a passpoit? m (ieiman. I told him I w.is a rrcuclnnan, and did nor un¬ 
derstand his language : he immediately explained, in excellent Frencl^ 
that he wished to see my pas'port. I assured iiiin, I had lost the wliole of 
jiiy papers, and most of‘iny money, wjili --"iLial other things, the last 
evening, in (Crossing the hrancli of the Luke; my pocket-hook haviivg 
dropped ovei board: ihaL 1 ii\as going to Iiispruck,* > here T had some 
friends, and thought I comd get so tar without ^ny trouhlo, it he,mg only 
two or ll.iec days' joerricy. Tlie soldu^rs, on this, attvanced fiom the 
gate, I supposed thnmiih curiosity. He said, “ it was faither off than 1 
imagined; that it would be iiK' invenient to eoiitione iny march without 
ptipcri ; thill it was then late, and tim iiilFi.>( iice of one night wonhl I'C 
iwithlug to me. 'I'luil ote the *iio\t morning the commandant of Luid.m 
would giic me Jirl.Li-papeis, and I f-mld niocied wiiliont any apprehen¬ 
sion. All tills wiis certainly vciv reasonable, hut it did not hy any means 
suit me. I was \ci \ tliankin! for Ins oounsel, hut prr furred continuing my 
route, as iny alTiiis re'icnrid the utirtost despatch. He then said, “lam 
Tin.'lfr tl:t‘ ntieess.iy of detainmg you;’' and he called the soldieis to assist 
him. 1 calmly replied, “ you need no assist.ance, iny good friend-—it is 
pulling mo a little out of rny way—hut 1 am ready to iiecompany you 
wherever you jilease.” O fickle foitune ! O cruel di‘•tiny ! I repeated to 
my.self. How diifeivnt were rny feelings at tli.u moment, from tliose 1 expe¬ 
rienced after niy f) lys wandei'idg through woods, mountains, marshes, 
&e, and crossing tlie budge of Khcl ! After the misery and e.xcrucialing 
pain 1 liad endured, to get thus far, and have all my hopes nenrly blasted. 
Only one icsuurce was left—which was, to i^ke out a good tale fertile 
cnmimindiint ; and tiiat T set about forming, as I adianced to the town 
with my escort. At about eight, T anived at the commandant’s, 

and was ushered mto an cslensiu. vesift.ulc. In a few' iriiimtes, tins great 
man made lii' iipfiearance; ho was tna.niihreiitly dressed, with his 'wiord, 
&.C.; find, as J afierwaids nndorstood, was just ti, the opera. 1 need 
not mention, how sorry I was^^ for bt iiig the caustit of demining him. 

He could nor speak French; iherefore, was obliged to waf^ for 
his secreiary and intcipreter; who no s^ooner arrived, than he called 
for pen, ink, ainl paper; placed him-clf nt a table, and, vvitli a 
great deal of coiiscqiienee, desired me to advance, and nnswei the rpies- 
tions he would put to me : he then proceeded thus—“ What countryman 
are you, piay— “A rrcnciiman.’*—'• \Vlmt part of France were you born 

* liiBpruek, the (spiiul of the Tyrol, with n stryiig castle, is very pofiiilous ; 
and was fornierly the n-sitliMice of the Arcluiukcs of Austria. It is seated in a 
pleasant valley uu the nvc'i Inn, 62 ludcs south of Munich, 
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iu?’’—“In Uouen, in Normandy.’’—“ IVoceed, and give an account of 
yourself?” * ’ 

My name is I.ouise Galliqiie ; iny father was a surgeon in Rouen, 
where 1 have got a brother (of the same profession) and two sisteffe' My 
parenta have liecn dead mooic time ; I got my refo; or (hscharge from the 
.'inny, thrimgii my brotiier’s interest. I am going to ^nspruck, to see some 
Aieiids; fiom thence I intend to proceed to Vienna, jwhere I expect to he 
employed as a clerk in a counting-housi; ”—*■ How did you lose your pocket- 
Ji)ook and papers?”—“ In crossing a branch of tlio I^ke, a puff of wind 
was near oversetting the boat; my pocket-book must have dropped out, as 
I was Icaoijig over. I cannot .aci'oiint for losinj; it in anv othc* manner. 
It xvas a vfiy great misfortune, as [ lost all niy money, wiiUthc cx'-eptiou 
of a few loose pieces xxhioli I k‘'ir in my pocket ; also all my tellers cif rc- 
commemiation, pa'-spor|, paprrs, &c.”—WlAit aic your (Jerman t'rieiids’ 
names I toKl liim, ImciicIi iiamc^ liicy wcie all of rrench^e\ii actiou. 
He then began to explain the whole to tiio commaiidaut; and aficr some 
minutes’coii'-idcration, ho iiifoime.i me, “ That I appeared to be a very 
suspicious character, and lliey slimild scud me to the giuird>hoii>^e for the 
niglif. In tlie morning 1 should be liAlged in gapl, until I could be idoiili- 
fied by the I'Veucli guverimiciit; or (^iii Ak mean time) by my friends at 
Iiispruck or Vienna. I exposed the cruelly of such conduct to a subject of 
the Great ^npoleevi, wlio was rhnr ally, and the Protector of the Confe» 
deration of the llliiiie. I added, thpy might nowcast as they thought pro¬ 
per ; but I liad friends xvho wortlil have their conduct made ^nowri. They 
made no loply, and 1 was escorted to the guard-house. In ifli hour alter, 
I w.afi brought liack, and underwent a bimilar examination. They then 
ordered me to the common gaol, vxhere tliey apprized me^ should be very 
indilTereiitly treated —in coiiserpiciice of tin'll suspecting m.; to he a spy. 
I disdained so opprnhrinus an epithet—i^AmonsCrated wiiii tlitiu again Upon 
tiic cruelty of their conduct . I he^' w ere indexible, and I departed the second 
time along with tlie giiaid. 

(DcceinbcT, Ittor). (In my march to the gaol, T pondered the Iiorrorsof 
being thrown into prison; peiliii|)s c.isl Into a duiigLoii ani'<ng:>r lUalet'-tctiM'S 
of eveiy dcnnminaiiisn ; and the certaintv •in a te-.v dav', of honig disco¬ 
vered. 1 also iniagmed they migbt me with more kindness, if I ac¬ 

knowledged who I was. I thcre’foic desired the cliicf of my escort to con¬ 
duct me back to ihte QQiiimaiida'it, winch lib did. I then told ihc-ia 
frankly, xvho iiiid wha^'l xvas ; how I had e'-caped, i^^c. lie said, he 
tliu^lit I was all Eiiglishiiijii ; and brought a li.-^t of the descriptions of 
prisoners of war, which he liad lately received fro n Traiice; and pointed 
out my name, before I told liifti of it. He asked me where my ennrados 
were. I now discovered that this was for our first escape I’rom Wrduii. 

I assured him I could not tell wflicre they were—periiajis in England. 1 
had parted with them life rirsc day. 1 was anxious to kgow what other 
signaiments be had? He desired me not to be iisquisitive^ said 1 sliutild 
bo better used now ; but must be confined in the common town prison, 
whore in a few minutes IVas safely deposited; and all hopes of liberty 
were at an end, at le.ast for tl<e present. •

Tapeantana Island, has a regular peaked high mount on the western part, wiib 
low Imid stretching out to the eastward; the S.E. point is in latijiude O'* 
longitude 12S* 8f JS. * by lunar observations taken by Captain Hey wood and my* 
aelfs corresponding within 2 mdes of each other. Buobooan island, situated a Utile 
to the northward of Tapeantana, is very like it; tiaving a mount of similar 
■bape> Close to the eastward of these, there are some low, isles *upt placed in 
the charts, the largest of which, lies o^ the etfit side of Boobooan ; and a reef 
projects from the norih par9 of Tapeantana, toward mese low isles. 

BeUwiijt the outermost island on the south side of the channel, is«lhe largest 
of these islands; having a high round mount on its western part, with a long 
apace of low level land, extending several miles to the eastward. The east 
point of this island is in latitude 6^ N., bearing nstrly south from the east (loiiit 
Vf Tapeantana. Near the north part'of Belawn, to, the eastward of Tattaran, 
there are two small islets called l)ipooIool; ancf■about 3 miles off the N.W. end 
of Tattaran, lies a rock above water. 

Tattaran, and Lanawan, are two small islands of middling height; and until 
the west end of the latter bears north, there are no soundings in coining from the 
eastward into tho channel. When tlie current or ebb tt'de is running\o the east¬ 
ward, B ridge or line of strong ripplings appear sometimes like breakers, occi^ 
xioned by the stream falling off the edge of the bonk into deep water. When 
soundings are got on the steep edge of the bank, the water shoals immediately to 
to or 9 fathoms, solt bottom ; and wc found iio^ less in the channel. In the 
south side of it, toward Tattaran, the water is much deeper; but the bottom there 
is not so even, nor so soft as in the northern Vide near Lanawan, winch island ie 
about three miles to the westward of Tapeantana. 

Tamook Island, in latitude 6? N., longitude 12i<* 5C' E. by lunar obser¬ 

vations and chronometers, distant 4 or 5 leagues N.Westward from Lanawan, ig 
rather low ; the fair channel Is between it and the Duo Bolod, which are two 
cenarkabic hummocks, about 4 leagues westwe#d from Tattaran. When a few 
miles to the westward of Lanawan the ^epthsAicrease, which from thence to the 
south point of Mataha, are irregular* from U5 to 40 fathoms ; but from SO lo 35 
fathoms, are the coiumop soundings in the fair triw-'k. Tlie bottom is fit for 
anchorage, consisting of sand and gravel, mixed with coroJ in some places: near 
the south side of Tamook, there are coral overfalls, and the depths Jess than at 
4 or 5 miles distance.

ease in the opposite season, for in March we had the tide setting from 1 to ^ 
miles per hour tdthe S.Easlward, and onl; a stiort slack when the flood oughtIjh- 
bave been running .to the N. Westward. Having calms atid faint variably 
airs at this time, we were obliged frequently to remain at anchor; and were t 
days from entering th£ Tapesntanu Channel, until we cleared the islands to th« 
N.W. of Bascelan. 

Mrttaha South PoUt, in latitude 6** 39^ N., longitude 121*50iE. by cbronO* 
meters, distant about 8 leagues N.W. b. W. from Tamook, forms the eastern 
boundary of the entrance of Peelas Channel; which is bounded by the Island 
Peelas on the west side. Mataha, and the other i.slands betwixt it and Bascelan 
are low and woody. 

Peelas, iSfthe largest of the islands that lie neitr Bascelan, being about 8 
leagues in length nortli and south, all low level land, excepting the norih part, 
where there are two hills^ cofttiguous to its eastern shore, there is a small isle 
eaJled Tagowioe.

T he accompanying plate represents llie south end of Northumberland 
Strait, taken or, board 11. M. S. Belliqueux, in 1807, shewing the 
track of that ship, with the soundings,'shoals, set of the currents,- 
It is constructed from a sketch for which we arc indebted to the sai 
worthy and distinguished officer who enabled us to present to the serni 
the first authentic representation of the Scarborough • shoal in the China 
seas. The nautical dt’>:criptiuii. of the present cliart is to be found in its 
appropriate department of the work (page 64); but to save the reader the 
inconvenience of immediate reference, as well as for more complete illiis- 
tration of the subject, we are glad to augment this explanation of the plate 
by a (xnnpnrative account of; the same navigation, taken from the Sailing 
Directions, &c." of the llydittgraplier to the East India Company, as 
being a work the knowledge of which cannot be too geueraiiy disseminated 
amoBg the naval profession. 


** The strait of Mindura is separated into two channels by the Apo reef; 
the western one, formed betwixt the reef and Calainiaiies, is about 4 or 5 
leagues wide, and called sometimes Nortitumberland strait; and the other, 
betwixt the west coast of Mindom ana Apo reef (properly Mindora strait), 
is about 7 leagues wide. This channel is preferable to the other, particu* 
larly in the night. 

The islands* East and West Ylin, nnd^Ainliolon, with a contiguous islot, 
front the S.W. end of*Mindora at a small distance, and are of niudcruta

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jieight; Ambolon being the westernmost of these tliree islands, but East 
Ylin projects farthest southward. The south end of this island is in lati¬ 
tude 12° 9' N. longitude 121° 16' or 7° 43* £• of Macao by chronome¬ 
ters, and bears from the dry sand>bank off Panay^N. 38° W. 20 or 21 
leagues. In running across from Panay towards these islands in the night, 
care must be taken when bosrowing on the east ur v>^indward side of the 
clianiicl, in order to give a berth to the Buflfiiios, and the sand that projects 
from the Simarara islands. When within 6 leagues o/Ambolon and Ylin, 
haul westward, and keep at 4 nr 6 leagues distance from them, until their 
southern extremity ticars £.S.£. j S. being then clear to the northward of 
the coral banks that lie westward of these islands, you may haul in for the 
Mindnra shore. Exclusive of the shoni that ia reported to project from 
these islands S.F.nstward several miles, there is a coral bankf or a chain of 
batiks, to the westward of them; for in t][orking southward dn board tba 
Aunn, Returning from CTiina in June, 1792, wtf got suddenly into 13 and 
9 fathoms bright coral rucks seen under the bottom, and iiiimecliately after 
tacking to westward got no soundings. Tiie observed latitude was 12° 13' 
N. when wc tacked at noon in 9 fathoms, with the low point at the S.W* 
• end of Mindora, bearing E.N.F.^ N. extrimies of the islands near it from 
F.N.R. to £. b. S. I S. fhc body of AiDboiou F. 6 S. distant nearly 3 
leagues, and the Calainiaiics from VV. to W.S.W. j S. After standing west¬ 
ward 4 miles, stood back and tacked on the edge of the coral bank in 13 
fathoms, with the* southern extremity of the islands off the S.W. end of 
Mindora, hearing K. b. 8. { S. and the body of (lie southernmost island 
£. ^ S. distant 3 or leagues. From thence stood 3 miles N.Westward, 
and saw the ro':ks under the bottom on a coral patch with apparently 12 
^ or 15 fathoms water on it, but before the lend could be hoven, we were 
off it out of souiulings. The Calamiatics bore then fiom W. f S. to 
S.VV. ^ W. distant about 8 leagues, Thu istlauds off the S.W. end ofMin- 
dura from K. l>, N. to E.S.K. I S, AntSolon tlie nearest island, distant 
about 4 leugiics. As the Lord-North and other ships seem to have passed 
within a few miles of the west side of Ambolon without getting soundings^ 
these coral banks arc prol^alily detached from tlie islands. It may never 
thcless he prudent to keep abnut o'- 6 leagues from the west side of the 
islands, in order to pass outside of these stcilp coral banks or bank; for the 
verge of soundings was conspicuous, ^y the discoloured water which 
appeared showier m upon the bank to the eastward, than where we tacked 
in 9and 13 fathoms; but no broken water could be perceived. F/om 10 
or 12 fathoms the bunk shelves down to no ground, 80 fathoms at the dis¬ 
tance of 6 a cable’s length westward. 

“ P»)rt Mangariti, lorined between point tluruncan(the southern extremity 
of Mindora) and the contiguous islamis Ylin and Ambolon, is sheltered from 
all winds, with good depths of water; but at the entrance, betwixt the 
N.W. point of Ylin and Mindurit, thcie are some rocks, with 3 or 6 fathoms 
yvatcr between them. * • 

Caiainiancs are a group of high islands of various sices, situated be¬ 
tween the north end of Palawan and Mindoia. The largest called Busva- 
goii is distant about 14 or 15 leagues from Minora; and with the sniaU isles 
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that line its eastern shore bounds Northumberland strait on the west 4idf» 
Should circumstances make it advisable to pass through this strait, U jliip 
ought to borroa/’ toward Busvagon ai^ the isles on that sidct which are safe 
Co approach; particularly with a westerly wind the Apo reef ought to bav.e 
n wide bertli. On t^e east side of Busvagon there are soundings among 
some of the small isles, and anchorage in one part near the shore of that 
principal isiniid. f!!orou, situated to the southward of Busvagon, is also a 
considerable island, with small ones near it, and forms die southern lindt 
of the Calaroianes, in latitude about 11** 48' N. longitude 180** £. being 

the N.Westemmost island of the group ; and Calavite is the noithemmotf, 
situated in latitude 18** 86* Ni longitude 120^ 6"£. by our observations in 
the Anna, corresponding with Captain Mac>Farlaoe*s chronometer, which 
made it 14** ho' £. of Poulo Domar, whilst proceeding by the Palawan 
passage toward China, on board the Castlereagh, in October, 1804. 

** Apo* reef or shoal is said to extend about 9 or 10 leagues ii< length, 
nearly N.W. or S.£. the southern extremity being in latitude about 12^ 26* 
N. and the north end iualiout 12** 47' N. and 120** 18' R bearing nearly due 
$, from Calavite point. Probably its extent is within these limits, for 
being steep-to without soundings, ships genernily keep at a considerable 
distance from it in passing; hbnee its exact extent remains imperfectly 
known. Wc saw' 3 or 4 of the rocky isiots that lie on the north part of the 
shoal, and extend from latitude 12** 33" N* to 12** 39* N. on one of the 
two northernmost there is a sandy beltch, and two small rocks were seri) 
several miles to the westward of tbem. .These rocky isiots on the Apo 
shoal may be perceived from tho deck about 3 leagues ; tliey are black 
locks, and when visible from the mastdiead liearing about W. 5 or 6 
leagues distant, the island Ambolon will be seen from the deck, c^cn with 
the S.VV. part of Mindora. 

“ The west coast of Mindora has no soundings, excepting in some of the 
bays, or within 1 or 2 iniics of the shore in some places. Inland, double 
and treble chains of mountains extend through the island, but some low 
points of land project from ibcra into the sea. From the low point Man* ' 
gariii, opposite the north end of Ambolon, th.; coast is low and woody 
close to the sea for the distai’ce nf 4 nr 3 leagues N.Westward, having a 
beach and some inlets like rivci. in tliis space with the village of Ibliu. 

I here is said to be a shoal stretching along the shore to the southward of 
Usuanga bay, wiih two Islets close to tlic coast, in latitude about 12* 34* 
N. Usuangn bay, about 6 leagues northward of AmhoJon, is about u 
mile wide, and nearly the same depth inland, with soundings of 30 fathoms 
in the entrance, decreasing to 8 or 0 fathoms sandy bottom inside. A 
rucky reef, with soundings from 1 to 3 fathoms on it, projects from the 
north point <»f the bay above ^ mile southward, which must be avoided 
should a ship stop here tor water. It is prudent not to anchor bidder 10 or 
12 fathoms, wiiimut first examining the ground; for, near the rocky islots 
at die bottom of the ba^, there is shoal ^ater and rocky bottom.

Point Dongan 
is ailowprojccdiig head-land, about 3 leagues farther northward, in Uti* 
code about 13^ 48' having two itnpU islands off it, and a bay on the 
North side. From hence there are soundings within'S miles of the shorcy 
as far at SaBtn»Cruz point, situated 6 leagues more nortltwardy where a 
' ship may occasionally anclibr off the river and village of that name. The 
coast hereabouts abounds with good pasturage, and in hailing along we saw 
herds of bullocks grazing. N.W. ofSanta Cruz point lies Mamburao, or 
Tubiii bay> said to be full of shoals, extending a great way out from the 
shore. Palaon bay, about 9 leagues eastwprd'bf Point Calavite, extends 
northward into the land about S or 4 miles, and is of circular form, having 
a reef projecting from the western puint of the entrance, fhe mndings 
in it are from SO to 15 fathoms sand or luud, where a ship may anchor and 
procure fresh water at mpitjall village, neaf a r^r, with a red cliff at the 
botcom*of the bay. Point Cnlavite, in latitude IS" 27' N. and longitude 
120 " 20' E, from Greenwich, or 6" 48" £. from Macao by chronometer, 
/urins the N.W. extremity of Mindora, and bears N. 31" VV. from Ambo* 
Ion, distant 29 leagues. Betwixt the point and Palaon bay there are 
* sounding near the shore, which is bold to approach; for the few rocks 
chat arc interspersed along this part of the^foost adjacent to the point lie 
close in ; one of them just above water has a sandy beach adjoining 
uprm the projecting part of the coast that fonns Calavite point. Over this 
point stands a very high mountain, of regular .<>Inping form, which is visible 
at a great distance in clear weather. A ship, having rounded the islands 
off the S.VV. end of Mindora, as before directed, after hauling in for the 
Mindora coast to avoid the southern extremity of the Apo shoal, ought 
with an easterly wind to keep within 2 or 3 leagues of that coast, in pro» 
ceeding along it northward. With a westerly wind she should not exceed 
the distance of 5 or 6 leagues at most ffam the coast, until clear to the 
northward of the Apo; and in the night it is prudent to borrow nearer to 
tlie coast than to the shoal. Variable winds, or laud and sea breezes 
may bo «pected here in March and April, and also aldng the coast 
•f Luaonia." ^

A COURT Martial assembled on board tbe San Domingo, at Ber* 
muda, on the 27th, Ond continued by n<<)auriin)ent to the Slat of 
May, to inquire into the condupt of Captain Jolin Surman Carden, tip 
officers and crew, of 11. M. late siiip Macedonian, on die cufiture of that 
ship by the American ship United Surcs, and to try them for the' same. 
The Court having most strictly investigated ^during its sitting of four 
days) every circumstance, and examined the different officers, and many of 
the crew, and having very deliberately and maturely weighed aud cuusio 
dcred the whole and every part thereof, was of opinion, 

** That, previous to cthe commencement of the action, from an ovei^ 
anxictf to keep the weather guage, an oppirturiity was lost of closing with 
the enemy; and that, owing to this circumstance, the Macedonian was 
unable to bring the United States to close action, until site had received 
material damage; but as it dues not appear that this uinission originated 
* in the moHt diitant wish to keep btrck from the engagement, the Court i$ of 
opinion, that Captain Joitn Surman Cardgv, tlie officers, and ship’s com* 
patiy, in every instance throughout the action^ beftaved with the firmest and 
m<»t determined courage, resolution, and coolness, and that the colours of 
the Macedonian were not struck until she was unable to make farther 
resistance. The Court does, therefore, most honourably acquit Captain 
Surman Cai-den, the officers and remaining company of his Majesty’s lata 
ship Macedonian ; and they arc most honourably aQjuitted accordingly. 

** The Court observed, it could not dismiss Captain Carden, without 
ex pressing, its admiration of the uniform tenimony which has been borne 
to bis gallantry and good conduce tbroiigliout tbe action , nor Lieutenant 
David Hope, senior lieutenant, the other officers, and ship's company, 
without expressing the highest approbation of tbd support given by him and 
them to tbeir captain, and of their courage and steadiness during the con* 
test with ail enemy of very ■superior force; a circumstance, that whilst it 
reflects high honour an them, docs no less credit aud honour to the disci* 
pliee of the Macedonian. The Cpurt 'Also feels it a gratifying duty' to 
express its admiration of the fidelity to their allegiance, and attachment to 
their King and Country, which the remaining'Crew appear to have mani¬ 
fested, in resisting the various insidious and repeated temptations which 
the enemy held out to seduce them from tiieir duty, and which cannot fail 
to be fully appreciated."

RETRaSPECTIVE AND MlSCfitXNEOUS. 

I N onr last number we had the satisfactioiiMinounoe ttus ^pture of 
the American fVigate Chesapeake, by H. m* *5. Shannon. Wo have 
notv to record anothefr event every way honourable to the British'arms; 
we mean, the capture of the American sloop of war Argus. She Itod done 
mudi damage to our sutalMliipping in the Atlantic, and had at last veil* 
tu)^d into the Irish Channel, where she w'as taken by the Pelican aloop^ 
Captain Maples, after a veiy t>cvere action. The Americans told ns, that 
wd were not to lerkoii upon our superior valour by sea, tdl we could boast 
of more than one instance-pthat of the Shannon n,nd Chesapeake. Here, 
then, is another iii point | vinil we doubt not of gniiig them yet a., many 
more as they a ill give us opportunities. The Pelican carries sixteen 33- 
pounder carronudes, and a complement of 181 men ; the Aq^us 20 guns, 
of tlie same description and weight of metal, with a crew of 136 sailors. 
When, in our Gnrette intelligence, we* shall come to transcribe Captain 
Maples’s account of this action/ it will be found to correspond iu many 
points with that between the Sliannon and the Chesapeake; respecting 
which wc shall now extract, from a Halifax Paper, another account, and 
subjoin to it some particulars of the practices and means made use of by 
the Americans in lighting. 

The following details being the result of diligent enquiry derived from 
authentic sources of information, may be rehed upon as substantially cor- 
sect;— 

" The Shannon was Iving-te, under top-sails, top-gnllant sails, jib and 
spanker, with just stqera^e i^ay, aw ailing the approach of the Chesapeake, 
and leaving it in her power to cunimcoce tlie engagement ns slie pleased, 
eitlier at a dii||pnce or close, either on the starboard or larboard side. She ,i 
came down in a very gallant style on the Shannon’s weather and starboard ^ 
quarter, till within half-pistol shot. The Shannon's men having orders tC 
fire as they could bring their ^uns to bear, commenced by firing first their 
after guns on the main deck, anti^ then' their aftermost carronude on the 
quarter-deck, just as the Chesapeake’s bows were upon their quarter; 
these tv'o guns were distinctly heard before the Chesapeake returned her 
fire, which then became furious on both sides; but the superiority of the 
Bliaunou’s was so great that at her second broadside nearly all the men 
were swept from the upper deck of the Chesapeake. About this time the 
ships came in contact, and the Ciicsapt ake Haring shot; rather a-head, was 
caught-by one of the Shannoit’s anchors, uid lay obliquely atliwftrt her 
starboard bow, exposed to a most tverobndous fire from the ;$!iaiinon's 
•fter-guiis, which battering her lee-quarter, and entering her port hulesj^ 
from thence towards the nuun-mast, strewed her main*deck wit|i killed 
and wounded. A sinall open cask of musket cartndges, in an open sliest 
abaft tbs nuKo-mast qf the Cheiapeake, aow caii|^t fireHad Mew up^ and 
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when smoke it occesfoned had > blowe awiiyr G^ptaio 3roka 9»w the 
favourabte moment, end insfantijr, wttfi a few men,'nut ex^eedtu^ twenty# 
boarded Iier about the nii;Ecn rigging from the starboard bow. Not a man 
was left standiiiig on C$^peakc's quarter-deck nben slijowas Ixiarded^ 
but about twenty made a ifl^lit resistance on her o-'in^vay, who were iiic 
stantiy driven before the {Spi;||nasc, and being there obliged to stand, foughk 
desperately, but '^re quiwly overpowered. A few eudenvoured to ge£ ^ 
down the fere^ hatchway, but in their eagerness preveoted each otbet$ 
soBie jumped over, and one or two of diem escaped by getting ui again ac 
the main deck ports. Captain Broke and ins first boarding party were akr 
must mtinediately followed by between SO and 40 marines^ who secured 
possession of the Chesapeake’s quarter deck, dislodged the men from the, 
main and fore tops, that were filing down on the boarders, an^ kept dowik 
all who attempted to comesup from the maiiPdeck. Being thus comidetely 
captured,* Mr. Watt, the 1st. Licutcnuiit, run sin, and seuing the Bntisli 
colours from a sailor who brought them from the hiinniioii, bent ftiein, and 
was in the act of hoisting them above the Aintrican, when he was struck 
in die forehead by n grape shot, and killed in the veiy inoineiit of yictory* 
He w'as shot by one of the Shuniiuii’b luuiii duck guns, the commanding 
officers of whom did nut know that the cont^bt was nlrendy decided. Just 
at the dose of the action, as Captain Broke was earnestly calling on his 
men to desist, and give quarter, one of them gave him a severe wound on 
the head; tlie man who did it was instantly killed; the Captain did not fall, 
but bla.gcicd back, and bat down on a coil of rbpe, when one of the 
Chebapeake'sinidshipuifII, who had been in the fore top, blid down a lope 
and alighted close to him ; the poor fellow was saved Jiuin the tury of the 
boarders, by the Captain, who brought him with him b-ack to the quarter 
deck. Capt.iin Bioke, faint with excitioii, pum, and loss ui blood, was then 
hi ought on board the Sliaiinon. , 

“ Captain Lawrence received his mortal wound from some of the Shan¬ 
non’s top men, and had been earned below before the boarding commenced. 
The Sliar.iion sutfered most on the fore-part of the inain-deck, and 
fore-c.'istlc, and her greatest kiss of men was on those parts. The Chesa¬ 
peake was terribly batteied on her latboaid j>ow nndijuaiter; amidships 
there are not many maiks of shut, which mvst h.ivc enteicd her port holeS| 
as the whole of her main deck was-strewed with dead and wounded. 

** Thus ended in 13 minutes from the firing of,the first gun, one of tlie 
fairest, shortest, set crest, and most decisive accious that ever was fuugfit be¬ 
tween two ships.” 

American vanity raised to the most inordinate height tlicir former suc¬ 
cesses ip tin ce very unequal contests, has been mortified in the exHremo ^ 
anil btuiig almubt to madness, by this unequivocal proof of ibeir infciionty 
to lis in fair and equal comb.ithence wo adcouiit foi the juticulohs ahd 
extravagant f.ilsehood of t})eir statenibiics, the baseness of then- calumny, ' 
and the inveteracy of their mkiitiei' Accuiding to them, Uie fire of tkt * 
Chesapeake was more **'vivid liiid uficctual,” until the Shan non'threw on 
bqard'ufher, ” a^hnmensc body of combustibles and infiaminubrc inaUer ' 
(like*ahSn?ernat'£acHinb^ of n£.tvpncl horf^lc cdnbtractiuii), vvhicrf euV'e- * 
loped the Chesapeake in a voiuiuo of flame to her very tops;^ and that to 
the effects of this all>8troyin|* explosion, the Shaiuion was entirely mdubted 
for her victory! * *

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TV only circunutance that qould have given rise to tbii wonderful tale 
of mvaterious hoirror was, the cask of musket cartrids^ which caqgl^t hre., 
and blew up abiTil the (Jlicsapcake's inizeii'mast, which Vd been placed 
there by themselves td suppV mafioes. These caitrid^ nut being 
confined, exploded with so little violence, that aearcety dtiy of the eSecGI 
ate to be traced on her quarter-deck ; the ouk appearance of a singe tiiat 
it to bo found, is a small portion of the spanker and tVt so sn^t as 
to he scarcely visible. * 

. Their assertion that the superiority of the Che8apeakd*s fire is proved fa^ 
the fact xif its having carried away the jib-boom, and fore and laiseilt 
royal masts of the enemy,*' is totally false. Neither of tifo ships lost a 
single spar. Hie damage sustained by both was in tlieir bulls; and that of 
the bhannoii is trilling indeed, compared with the Chesapeake's. 

' There svas found on the Chesapeake's decks more shot than could have 
been fired away bad the buttle lusted several hours; among which ,were 
(hesidc» grape, canister, and trouble headed shot) bars of wrought iron 
connected by links so as tq> form an extended lengCIi of five feet, and others 
with four bars of more than a foot each all connected at one end a ring, 
which expanded in four p^^mts as they flew. T’lie Sliannoii had only rouna 
shot, grape, and canister: but many of the Cliesupcakc’s canisters have 
since been opened, and liavc all been found to contain in the centre, 
angular and jagged pieces of iron of various shapes mid sites: and all tlieir 
iQUskct-cartridges had three and some four buck-shot loose in the 
powder; the evident design of«which must have been, not merely to disable 
and destroy (for round balls arc equally clFcctual fur these purposes) but 
to increase the torment and retard tlie cure, of the wounds tliey inflictedii 

'i'hey had also a large cask of uiislacked lime, with Uie head open, 
Standing on the forrcasClc, and a bag of the same on tiie fore-tpp ; and their 
intoiition was (if they had had time) to throw it by haiidfgls into the eyes of 
our men when they attempted to board. Let Madisox, ---wlio is for ever 
canting about humanity, and liis partizans, who have accused our honest 
tars of unfairness,—let tnem reconcile such conduct to the principles oi 
honourable warfare, or ctnleavour to learn caiuiuur and veracity, if 
tliey can. 

We cannot conclude this article without noticing the important intellC 
gence, that Hostilities have eecommekced in the North ; and that-ius 
Lm^kuor qf Germanv has joined the AllifS with 150,000 nicii. The, 
Blessing of Almigiity God bo on their united endeavours to repress the am-’* 
bition and destroy the tyranny of him who auiires at the subjugation of the 
World! <

I lkQUESt you will inform their lordships, that, after the capture of 
die Ainrrican privateers on the Sd of /yApil, by^ the boats of the 
eyuadron, I conijiiued my cqprae up the bay, a% bmittof C^hria&thatii 
tight flotilla of small vessels would be of essential usatu* cutting otf tli* 
yioojics supplies, andMlestroyiug their foundries^ stotes, aodiitibuc werks^ 
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i)V penetmtwz^e tlwis ttt head-of thft CheMpeoke; I, dtret^ed XUar. 
aoittjra) Cdcx^ura to take uader liis ordera the Mnid^one, Fautonte, 
Mo!»wk» ili^njperi tuid^ee ot* the pr||e arined acheoiieis; and the rear* 
adtniHif ^vin^^ected a*idetacbinent, composed of oner handred and cighejf 
seamen, imd taro hundred diarincs, from the naval brr^de of the squavoui 
together wiHy[ieateRnnt^bhrtson, of,the royal uitillerjr, and 4 siuall de- 
tachtirient of mat corpi, t^trh GeuerHl Horstord, the lieutenant«g<>venJor 
nf Bermuda, had been so kind, at roj request, to permit to sene with me 
in the sqat^ron, the whole proceeded upon the above-mentioned service. 

I herewith enclose a report of the operations of tlic iidvanced squadron, 
iiom winch their lordships will observe, that the enterprise was conducted 
with disciiiguisbed ability and gallantry under Ilcar-adiuiral Cockimrn, and 
iqost zealously^ and bravely executed by tlie Captains Uurdett, lAwrencr, 
and Byttg, their officers and men; and I trust, that when their iord»liips 
consider that this service was performed in the interior of the enemy’s 
country, where the detachment was frcqnedtiy ^posed by superior force, 
and in a difficult and unknown navigation that tim behaviour of the officers 
a&d men will entitle them to tlicirloidiihips f:u our and approbatian*

I HAVE the honour to acquaint yon, tiiint having yeste|day gained in- 
formation of the d^pot of Ihinr (.illuded to in your note to me of Uic Q3d 
instant) being with some military and other stores, situated uta place called 
rreiicli Town, a considerable distance up the river F.ik, 1 caused his Ma-^ 
jesty’s brigs Fantoinv and Mohawk, and the Dolphin, Racer, and Highflyer 
lenders, to be moored, yesterday evening, as far within the entrance of this 
river as could be prudently effected after dark, and at eleven o'clock last 
night the detachment of raaiincs now in tiie advanced squadron, coiisistiug 
of about one hundred and fifty men, under Captains Wyhoiiiii and Carter, 
oftbatcuips, with five aitilleiyiucii, undgr first Lieuteiiaiii Uobcitsun, of 
the artillery, (who eagerly voluntf^ercd’liis valuuhlc assistance on thio 
occasion), proceeded iii the Imats of the squadron, the wiiule being uiidhr 
ahe immediate direction of Lieutenant C. A. \V cstpliali, of the 
Vlurlhuioiigh, to take and destroy theaforcbaUi stuics, the lligliuycr teiider| 
under the command of IJelHeiiant T. Lewis, being directcfl to, follow, 
fur the support and protection of the Iioatj^ as far and ns closely ap he^ 
might find it practicable. 

Being ignoiaiit of the way, the lionts were unfortunately led up thw 
Bohemia River, instead of keeping in the Elk, and it being daylight before 
this error was rectified* they therefore did nut reach the destined place 
till between ej{|)it and nine o’clock this morning, which occasioned the enemy 
to have full warning of their approach, and gave him time to colitet his 
force and make his airangcments (or the defence of his stores and town, 
for the sccun y of which a six gun battery had lately been crectedf and 
fmm wlience a heavy (ire was opened on our boats the inoip^nt they 
apprdacbed within its‘reach, but the launches, with tlieir carronadcs, under 
the orders of Lieutenant N ichoias* Alexandur, First of the Dragon, pulling 
resolutely up to the work, keeping up at the same time 4 cunstat^aiitl 
vfeH directed Iretm it, and the marines being in tl)p act u^ disembintiti^ 
on the right, tlie Ameriegas judged it prndent to quit their baftcry, nn4 
to retreat prdbipit^ly into tlie country, $ibaadoning to their fate' Frencii) 
Town atlditf d^|mts of stores t tlie whole of the latter, therefore, coii*i 
^sting of^8)|ipb flour, a large quantity of army clotbtfl|;, of Baddies,^ 
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and otherequipments for cavalry, &c. &c, &c. togctlier with various articles 
of merchandise, vvcre immediately sec fire to, and entirely conaumedy as 
were five vessen lying near the place; and the guns of the battery, being 
too heavy to bring away, were disabled as e^ctually as possiUe, by 
j||ieatenant Robertson and bis artillerymen; after which my orders being 
completely fulfilled,Ihc boats returned down^tbe river without molestation, 
and I am nappy to add, that one seamen, of the Maidstone, wounded in the 
arm by a grape shot, is the only casually we have sustained. 

To Lieutenant G. A. Wcstpiiall, who has so gallantly conducted, and 
so ably executed this service, my highest encomium and best acknowledge* 
ments are due, and 1 trust. Sir, you will deem him to have also thereby 
merited your favourable consideration and notice. It is likewise my 
pleasing duty to acquaint you, that he speaks in the highest terms of the 
zeal and goojl conduct of every ofhrer and man employ^ with him on this 
evasion ;«hut particularly of the very great assis'ance he derived fnnn 
Lieutenant RobLrtsun, of the a/tillery, Lieutcnaq^ Alexai.iicr, of the Dra¬ 
gon, Lieutenant Lewis, oi the liigbfiycr, and Captains Wybuurn,and Car¬ 
ter, of tJitv royal marines, 

1 have now anchored the abovementioned brigs and tenders ncor a farm, 
on the right bank of this river, where there appears to be a uoiisidemblo 
quantity of cattle, which I intend embarking fur the use of the fieet mitlcr 
yuur command, and if I meet with no resistance or impedinient in so doing, 
I shall give the owner hills on the Viclualling Office for the f.nr value of 
whatsoever is so taken; but Ihould iisistanco be made,! shall consider 
them 4S piizc of war, which 1 trust will meet your approbation; and I 
purpose Caking on board a further supply for the fieet tomorrow, on similar 
terms, Irom Spesuyic Island, which lies n little below Havre de Grace, and 
which I have been informed is also well stocked.

} HAVE tiic honoui to inform you, that whilst anchoring the brigs and 
tenders off bpesupie Island, agreeable to my intentions notified to you in my 
otficial report of the 29th ultimo, No. 10, I observed guns fired and Ainc- 
Tican rolniirs hoisted at a battery lately ererjed at Ilavre*de-Grace, at the 
entrance of the Susqdehanna river; this of course immediately gave to the 
place an importance which iSiad not before attached to it, and I tlicrefore 
determined on attacking it after ther completion of our operations at the 
Mland ; consequently having sounded in (he direction towards it, and found 
that the shallowness of the water would only admit of its being approached 
by bdnts, I directed their assembling under Lieutenant Westphall (first of 
the Mi^rilamnigh), last night at twelve o’clock, alongside the Fantomc, when 
our dvtaobineiiis of marines, consisting of about one hundred and fifty men 
(.a^ before), under Captains Wybnurn and Carter, w iib a sniaii party of 
artillerymen, under Lieutenant Robertson, of the artillery, embarked in 
them, and the whole hging under the immediate dirfction of Captain Lnw- 
rehcct of the Faiitome (who with much z^al and readiness took upnn himself, 
at my request, the conducting of this service), procteded towards Havre, to 
takc^p undercover of the night, the neccssnry''pasitinns Atr commencing 
the attack at' dawn of day. The Dolphin aii^ llighfiyer tenders, fioni- 
nianded by Lieutenants Hutchinson and Lewi8)|piowi'd for the support of 
the boats, but the slmalness of the water prevcimd their getting within six 
miles of the place. Captain Lawrence,^hoyveyer, having gut up with the 
|) 0 gU| and haying vciy'^ably and judidmusly placejl them during the 
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• wsmt 6re was opened on. the place at daylight firom tour launches and 
xodKt-boatSt which was smartly returned from-^tbe battefy for n short time, 
lidt the launches ooobtaotiy closing with it, and their lire rather increasing 
thau decreasing, that from tiie battefy soon began to slacken, and Captain 
Lawrence observing this, very judiciously dincted tl^ landing of the tnaipes 
on the left, which movetneic, added to the hut lire they were under,'in¬ 
duced thoiHAmericaiis to commence withdrawing from the battery, to take 
belter in the town; Lieutenant G. A. WestphalT, who had taken his station 
in the rr>cket»boat close to the bntt<'ry, thereturc now judging the moment 
to be favourable, pulled directly up under the work, and landing-with his 
boats crew, got immediate possession of it, turned their own guns on them, 
and thereby soon obliged them to retreat with their whole force to the fur¬ 
thest extremity of the town, whither (the iparines having by this time 
landed) tliey were closely pursued, and no lopger feeling themselves equal 
to a manly and open resistance, they commenced a teasing ^nd irritating 
fire from behind the houses, walls, trees, tkc. from whidi £ am sorry to say, 
fuy gallant first lieutenant received a shut thlougii his hand whilst leading 
the pursuing party; he, however, continued to head the atlvanco, with 
which he soon succeeded in dislodging the whole of the enemy from their 
lurking places, and driving them from shelter to the neighbouring woods, 
and whilst performing which service, he had the satisfaction to overtake. 
• and with his remaining hand to make prisoner, and bring in a captain of 
their militia. We also took an ensign niAl sotrfe armed individuals, buttho 
rest of the force which had been opposed'^o us, bavitig penetrated into the 
woods, I did not judge it prudent to allow of their being further followed 
witli our small numbers, therefore after setting Are to some of the houses, 
to cause the proprietors (who had deserted tbeiij, and formed part of the 
militia who had fled to the woods,) to uiiderstaiui and feel what they were 
Uable to bring upon themselves, by building batteries and acting towards us 
with so much useless rancour, I embarked in the boats the guns from the 
battery, and having also taken and destroyed about one hundred and thirty 
stand of small arms, 1 detached a small division of boats up the Susque¬ 
hanna, to take and destroy whatuver they dlight meet with iii it, and pi-o- 
y ceeded myself with the remaining boat;^nder Captain Lav< rence, in search 
of a cannon foundry, which 1 had gained intelligence of, whilst on shore in 
Havre, as being situated about three or four miles to the northward, where 
we found it accordingly, and getting possession of it withuu^ditlicilty, com¬ 
menced instantly its destruction, and tliat of the guns and other materials 
wc found there, to compictb which, occupied us during the remainder of the 
day, as there were several buildings and unAli complicated heavy machinery 
attached to it. It was known by the names of the Cecil oi- Priiici]>ii> 
Fomidery, and was one of the must valuable works of the kind in Ameiica; 
the destruction of it, therefore, at this moment will, 1 trust,-prove of much 
national importance. * 

In the margin* I have stated the ordnance taken and disabled hy our 
small division this day, during tlie whole of which we have been on shore 
in the centre of the enemy's country, and on his high road between IJaltj-

kind, and I Imvc much pleosure in being able Upaddr tha^ excepting Iseu^^ 
te^t VVestphaU’s wound, we liavc not sufliered any casualty whatever. < ■ 
'Inie judicious dispositions made by Captain Lawrence, of the' Funtotue 
during the preceding night, and the able wanner in which he conducted rise 
attack of Havre in the morning, added to the gallantry, zeal and attention; 
shewn by him during this whole day, most justly entitle him to my highest; 
eitcumj^s and acknowledgments, and will, 1 trust, ensure to him your 
approl^oii: and 1 hare the pleasure to add, that hh speaks in the most 
ftivoifeable manacr of the good conduct of all the Officers and uieit employed 
in tlie boats" under his iinmcdiacl orders, particularly of Liautenantu 
Alexander and Heed, of the Dmgdn and Fantoiue, w/io each cttinmanded w 
division: of Lieutenant G.«A. Westplmll whose exemplary and gpllaat 
conduct it hi& been necessary for me already to notice in detailing to yott 
the operations of (Itc day; i shall only now add, that from a thorough 
knowledge of his merits (he haring served many years with roc as first 
lieutenant) 1 always, on similar occasions, expect much from him, but tliis 
day he even oulsiripped those expectations, and though in considerable 
pain from his wound, he iiisisted on continuing 4o assist me to the last 
inonwnt with his able exertions, I therefore. Sir, cannot bat entertain a 
coUNont hope that his services of to>day, and tlie wound he has received, 
added to what he so successfully executed at rrciich Town (as detailed in 
tny letter to you of the Sptli ultimo), will obtain fur him your favourable 
consideration and notice, and that of iny Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty. I should be wanting in justice did I nut also mention to you ' 
particularly the able nssisinncc :ig:tin nffurded me by Lieutenant iiubertson, ' 
of the artillery, who is ever a volunteer where service is to be performed,and 
alwnys foremost in performing sucli scn'icc, being e'|uaily conspicuous for • 
his gallantry and ability ; and he also obliged me by supcriiiteiidiiig the de« 
struction of the ordnance taken aC, the fuundery. To Captains VVyboriv 
and Carter, who coininamJeU tlic murines, and shewed much skill in tlie 
management of them, every praise is likewise Hue, as are iny acknowledge* 
rnuiits to Lieutenant Lewis, of the lligliilyer; who, not being able tubring 
his vessel near cnougii to render assistance, caine himself with his usual 
active zeal to ulfc| his personal services. Alid it is my pleasing duty to 
have to report to you, in uriftition, that all the other officers and meo 
seemed to vie with each other in tlie cbc^yful and zealous discharge of their 
duty; and 1 have therefore the satisfaction recommending their general 
good conduct on this occasiqu to your notice accordingly.

I have the honour to acquaint you, tliat,''understandiiig Georgetown and 
Frederickstnwn, situated up the Snsafras Kiver, were places of some trade, 
and importance, and tluk basafnis being the only river or place of shelter 
fur Vessels at this upper cxireniitv of the Che$|||||tke, which 1 had not 
examined and cleared, I directed last night the^ilftembliug of the boats 
alongside the Mohawk, .fruin whence with the marines, as before, under 
Captains Wybourn and Carter, with my ffiedd lieutenant Robertson, jof 
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^ ftTtUlwy, and ‘hh small party** they proceed^ up this ri%'er, being 
ptaoedby me for dtis* operation, under the -inirnediato dkectiuua of Cup« 
tain Byug* of the Mohawk. , 4^ 

I intended that they should arrive before tlie abovd-mentioned towns 
dawn of day, but in this 1 wa<« frustruted by the iiitr^ocy of the river, < 
total want of load knowled!;h in it, the durkness ot the night, and tite great 
dwtance the towns lay up it; it, thei'ei'ore, unavoidshly becaniu late in 
lanming before we approadicd ttic4ii. wiion, haviug intercepted n snifll 
boat with two of the innabitantH, 1 dit« I'-tcd Captain Byiig to lialt our buata 
about two miles baloiv the town, and I sent forward the two Americans in 
their boat to wam^their countrymen Bi;aiii»t acting an ttie snnre radi nntn« 
ner the people of Havre de Grace had done; aMuring them, if tli^did, 
that their towns would inevitobly meet w*itb a similar fate, but, on this(un» 
trary, if they did not attempt resistance, jio injury shonUI bvdoiie to dfein 
ur tn«r towns, that vessels and public property only, would bu* seized, that 
the strictest discipline would be inaint.iiuccr, and that whatever provisions 
or ether property of individuals 1 might requireVor the use of tiic sr|uadron, 
dtoald be instantly paid for in its fitliest taiuc; niter haying alTuned sulH* 
cient time for this message to be digc‘'tcd, aiid their resuliitioii taken 
thereon, I directed tho boats to advance, and t am sorry to say I soon 
iound the more unwise altei native was adopted, lor on our reaching within 
• about a mile cf the town, betwceir t\io projcriing dictated points of tlio 
nrer, a most heavy fire of musketry was jbponed on us from about four 
iumrlred men, divided and entrenched on tlie two opposite Imtiks, aide^y 
one long gitn : the launches and rucket bout sniaitly leturiied ibis fire adtli 
good e(!e^ and with the other boats and the tuuiines I pushed ashore 
immediately above the enem}'.*! position, theieby esisunng tho capture of 
his towns, or the bringing him to a decided action ; he detertnined, how¬ 
ever, not to risk the latter, for the moment he divctiiied wo had gained the 
shore, end that the marines had fixed their bayonets, he lied with his whole 
force to tlie woods, and was neither seen or heard of al'torwards, though 
several parties were sent out to ascertain v\hctjier he liad taken up any new 
position, or what had become of him ; 1 gave him, liowevcr, iho inortifica* 
lion of seeing, from whcieicr he hud lad himself, that I na» keeping uty 
Murd, with respect to the toniis, which (eveeptmg the houses of those who 
had continued peaceably in iliein, ami hud taUpii no part in the attack 
made on us) were forthwith dc'itroied, ns were lour vessels bt)ing in the 
river, and some stores of ‘ugar, ol lumber, ol leather, and olhoi moi- 
I'handise ; 1 thqfi dirteted the n•cmlmikation of our small force, and we 
proceeded down thc*ii«(r again, to a towli I bad obaetved, siMiatcd 
in a branch of it, about half way up, and here I had the sativliv.tion t.i 
find, that what had pus«cd at Ilavie, Georgetown, and Frcderiekstinii, 
had its cifect, and led,the*c juople to understand, that they had niprc lu 
liope tor liom out generosity, than from electing batterici, and opposing 
us by means within their power ; the inhahiiaius of this place huvmg mtC 
me at landing, to say that tits hud not pri milted either guns or militia to 
be statiuned there, and ths.l wliilst ihtie 1 should not meet with any oppo¬ 
sition whatever; I theidbic landed with the officers and a atiiuil guuid 
only, and havitig ascertained that Ilicre was no public piopeity of any kind, 
or warlike ^rores, and baviiig al'o^ved of such articles as we stoud iiVneed 
of being embarked 111 the boats, on payment to the osvners of their foil 
v.iiue, 1 again ic-embnrked leaving the people of >this pinhc well pleased 
w ith the wisdom of their determnibtiun on ilieir made of leceiring osj I 
also bad a deputation fi-il|foCh.n iestown, iii the north-east river, to assure 
me that that place is cnmrecied by them at your mercy, and that neithee 
gun* Aor militiii>inen shall be sutforji-d there, and as I am assured that ail the 
places m thr upper part of the Vliesapeuke have hdogted similar resoluf 
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ttonSi and as there is now neither public property, vessels, nor warlike 
stores remaining iiV this nelgiibourhood, I purpose returning CO you with 
the lis;hc squadron to-niorrnw morning. 

I atn sorry to say, the hot tire we were under tin's morning, cost us jSre 
men wounded, one only, however, severely; and 1 have much satisfaction 
in being able to bear testimony to you, of the zeal, gallantry, and good 
rojiduct of the di/TereiU officers and men serving in this division. To Cap¬ 
tain ilyng, of the Mohawk, who conducted the various arrangements on 
tfiis occasion, with equal skill and bravery, every possible praise is most 
justly due; as well as to Captains Wyhouru and Carter, Lieutenant 
itobertson, of the artillery, and Lieutenant Lewis, of the Ilighdyer; 
].ieu^|mnt Alexander, of the Dragon, the senior officer under Captain 
ilyiig^n command of the boats, deserves also that I should particularly 
notice him to *jfou for his •steadiness, correctnaes, and the great ability 
with whicii he idways executes whatever service is entrusted to him; and 
1 must beg permission to seize tiiis opportunity of sMting t«' yon how much 
I liavc hren iiulebted, since^on this service, to Captain Bin dett, of this 
ship, who was good enough to receive me on board the Maidstone, when 
1 found it iinpracticahle to advance higher in the Marlborough, and has 
invariably nccoinpanied me on every occasion whilst directing these 
nations operations, ond rendered me always the most able, prompt, and 
efficacious assistance. 1 have the honour to be, &c.

Admiral Sir John Boilnsc Warren, has transmitted to John Wilson Cr»- 
kcr, Hsq. a letter from Captain Pigot, of li. M.$. Orplieus, to Captain Sir 
'I'hornas Hardy, of the Uaimilics, giving an account of thie destruction of 
the Wampoc, American letter of marque, of eight guns, by the boats of 
the Orpheus, under Lieutenant William Martin Collins, and acting Lieute- 
iMini Dance, on the 28th vS Ajiril last, off filock Island. The vessel 
having been run on shore, was boarded and set on 6re under a severe fire 
of musketry from tl>c xicks, by wliich Lieutenant Collins (the only person 
hurt) was unfoitunati^iy mortally wounded. 

The Admiral has also transmitted a letter from Captain Sir Thomas 
Hardy, stating the destruction by (he Orpheus, of tlic IJolknr, American 
privateer, of twenty guns, off Rhode Island, p-i the 11th of May. 

And in a ]cttcr;''*dnted the JOili May, Sir John Wuri'eii reports tlic cap* 
tuie of an Amciicau schooner, called the Vesta, Troin Bourdenux, at¬ 
tempting to p.iss up the James rivel', hy ilie boats of the blockading 
squadron.

I beg leave to repo^ to you, that while cruising in H. M.’s sloop pn 
nay ^tnniaiid, in uursiiance of vour orders of the lOth instant, at 
lighit of the ^kdf ihe island of 2firuna beoHng W.S.W. distant about four 
miles,, we discovered a convd^ clqse to the main land, making for the ports 
of Tran and Spnlatrp, to which >yc immediately gave chase; as wo camp 
up they separated indilTercnc directions, the greater part, with tej|lft|un> 
boats, bore up for the Bay of Buscallne; tbese^ve contiiiuoduhasiii^jaudor 
all sail; at half-past dve A,]St. they aiicli|ked iir a line nbo9t ^ mile Ihbtn 
the shore, hoisted their French colours, ayd commenced bring at } 1^)9 
wind blowing strong afS.E. directly into the^ay, our satis and rigtipg 
were considerably damaged before we could close with them; and seeing; 
the enemy erecting batteries on shore, I was at first unfrUUnff to go cIqsb 
in, but at six we anchored with springs upon the cable, willtin pistol-sbpt 
of (he enemy, when the action immediately comracncecl on our part; they 
. stood our fire for about twenty minutes, when the whole cut their cabips, 
ran closer in, and again opened their firc^ their increased distance aa^ 
now too great for our carronndes to liuvQrtheir proper effect, we cut the 
cable, r<tn witliin halfpistul shut, and recommenced the action; theen<i;,nvy 
now upriied their tire upon us from three large guns, at the distance of 
tliucy yards from c&cli other, and two or three hundred musketry on the 
beighn iiiimcdtately over us; we continued closdy engaged in this man- 
uer; at ten three of them struck ihcir colours, two were driven on sh(^re, 
and one sunk. They were novr reinforced by four gun-boats _ from the 
eastward, who at nrst anchored outside, and commenced firing at us, 
which obliged us to engage on both sides; hut tipey shortly after ran in anj 
joined the others, who placed tlicmsclves behind a point of land, where 
HC could only see ihcir masts from the deck, when they commenced a 
most destructive 'fSre, iheir grape-shot'^triking us over ti.e land in evpry 
part; at this time our numbiT was so reduced, tliat we could with difl^* 
culty man four guns, tlie marines am} a few seamen filing musketry, our 
grape all expended. We coiitinucd in close action until three P.M. wbeip 
Uie enemy discontinued their fire. After forty mniutes tlie action again 
commenced, and continued, witiioiit inieruij^sion, till h^f-pnst six in tlie 
evening, when tiie firing entirely ceased on both sides. Tlic eticiii) during 
Ihe day had received considcralile Vipplius of troops on shoie,^ who bad 
kept up an nicessant fire upon us* We were now m a very ciilical situa¬ 
tion, being but a very few yards from a lee«shorp, almost a comple|te 
wreck, the whole of our runniug and greater part of tlic standing rigging 
giiiic, most of the soils sluit Iroin the yards, the mosts slioi tliioagb iit 
Sevoral places, and many shot in the* hull, five bctv\ecn wind ntni walpr, 
both our pumps also shot away In tween the deck-s, with di.n[icolty, we 
could keep her free by constantly tailiui' at butii lintcliC',. In ih*: art ion of 
th1& diiy, 1 fbund we had lost five killed, and twenty ivoiindcu’. Ar dark, 
the boats succeeded in burning/uid destroying, bc'^ides the giin-bonts, eight 
aail or' the convoy, bffikjgiiig away their anchors, all ours beiug shot to 
pieces, and rendered entirely uni^ervicrabJe; indeed it is to thi4 1 am to 
Attribute the being eoublcil to watp his Majesty’s Sloop oiJl. At daylight 
^hf die dOd, having warpi^ alniut a mile from the land, ^lo mimitiing gnu- 
IxMftS'Rgaio attacked us, aud musketry from liie shore; tins was moil 
Ifunipyiiig, da^ having, us. fii oi sakiiig po.sirion, our lasjt coUf half >liot

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tbroa{(hy the A-iiid blowing strong in, we could not venture to bring onr ' 
broadside to bef r upon tliein; all this day and night we were warping ouc 
from the slioro, but very slowly, thp people being reduced in number, and 
exhausted with fatigue. 

On the 34th, tlie gnerpy had erected a battery of three gtma on a point 
of the bay, close to which we must pass; this tliey opened upon us nhouc 
noon, when we got within their range; the gun*boats pulling oni in a line 
astern, commenced their fire about one P.M. during all the time we were 
warping out under their fire, and that of musketry from the shore. Wind 
now moderate, and shortly after quite calm. At four, nearly out of the 
hay, the gun-boats following and firing at us. At five, they got within the 
range of our guns, when we opened our larbood broadside, and drove them- 
oiy#t it continuing cairn, we wete unable to follow them. 

Tne condit^t of the whole of my officers and ship's company, during 
these three* days of raostarduous service, merits my warmest praise; indeed, 

I am at a loss which most to ddmire, their determined b^rcry in action, 
or their steady perseveraiice in warping the brig out. Our nunfiicr was 
considerah'y reeled when we first wrent into action, owing to several mea 
being away in ^izes, and two boats which joined us seven hours after¬ 
ward. Mr. Thomas Whaley, first lieutenant, being severely %vounded in 
the action, I received every attention from Mr. Michael Quin, the second, 
whose conduct, at all times, has been much to my satisfaction; I beg 
leave to recommend to your notice, Mr. William Siinkin, master's-mate, 
who lost his right arm early in ''the action, and also the services of Mr. 
James Stewart, midshipman, who was actively employed in one of the 
boats, burning and destroying several pf the convoy. 

Enclosed I transmit (o you n list of the killed and wounded, great part 
of. the latter, 1 am sorry to say, set erely.

T his gcntlemau K'a*« the son of John and Margaret Tms* 
and Mas born Norembi'P 26, 1731, on the estate 
i>f ItaikUgar, in the |)drUh of St. Stephen, in CornnaH. 1/c 
\vas one of twelve children ; all of whom aie now dead, except a 
Slater, who Is^till living in Cornwall. 

Having received a private cducatiunf and* shown a strong incli* 
nation for the navy, he had the honour of being patronized bjr 
Lord Kdgeumbe, and was placr4 under Admiral Boscaw'cn,* in the 
year 17^0, with whom he sailed to the East Sudics, and was pre* 
sent at the siege of Pondicherry. Under that great commander he 
coiitiniied to serve till 1757 ; when the Admiral appointed him 
Vieutenanl of the Newcastle, of 50 guns, ordered to India under 
^dnurJl (afterwards Sir George) Pocock.f Tbe actions of this 
Admiral with the Frciirh squadrOfS in the Eastern Seas, cum. 
manded by Lc Comte d*Ache, will be found detailed in oar 
VIi[(}i V oiiime, p. 441, &c. The hero of our present memoir 
was, of course, engagcd*in all of thcjp j but is chiefly to be

i'hc Admiral had lost part of t.w’u lingers in the service ; and in 
his earlier days had, at throe differenf times, ‘the honour of re.

The gallant subject of this brief memoir died,'after a short, 
but severe illness, at Kxelcr, on the ? Ist^of January, 1798, and 
was privately interred in the ])arish of St. SydwcII.

kTJR, cotemporaries are consideruhly in error with rcipect to tlie 
^ iocalii Y of this celebrated niul now liiglily interesting city and fortrcbs. 
It is by (lo iiU'uns a frontier town, but considerably within the mouutaiti 
boundary of die Peninsula. It is the capital of (luiposcoa, the eastern 
division of Biscay, and possesses u good and well frequented harbour, sc> 
cured hy two moles, on .which redoubts arc pinnted, and tlirough which 
only oii«<Jiiffcan pass at e time. The streets oii long, broad, and straiglit, 
and paved with white flag stoiies. Tlie houses s^e (or rather ucre) hainl- 
louie, the cburclies neat, and (lie environs pleasant. It caii'cd oii a great 
trade, and is very populous, as several families are obliged to live in the 
same house. Tlicir greatest trade consists in iron and steel, wliicli some 
alTtnn to be the best in Kurope; they also deal in wool, which comes from 
Old Castile. On August 1791, this place was invested by the Frcnclj 
Republican troops, and. capi(<ilatcd on the Inflowing day. The garrisoi',' 
consisting of 9,000 men, surrend-ert d prisoner's of war; lUO pieces ott bras" 
cannon were taken, with considerable magazines and stores. Ir is seatcti 
at the mouth of the Gurnmea, with u.}lclightful prospect of the ■'ca on one 
side, and .1 distant view (marly SO miles) of (he I’yremices on iLc otbei. 
It lies about 50 miles K. b. N. of Bilbao.— Ciohe. 

THE AMBRICAN CACIAIN AF.LFN, 

As several mis-statcinenis have anpeiired in the puldic prints relai.ic t« 
the death of the late Captain Allen, we subjoin the following particu» 
iars, coiniuunicatcil ro us hy a ^end, which may be dcpcinlcd on :—Cap¬ 
tain Allen's left thigh was amputated by his own surgeon, in u very proper 
manner, .about three quarters of an hour after the close of the action. On 
the morning after the arrival of the Argus (Tuc‘>diiy), the chief medical 
olTicer from Mill prison atlcmlcd him, uiul oVooii tli'>co\erod that dangerous 
symptoms (which had escaped the observation of his surgeon, who thought 
f.ivoarably of his situatiun) were insidiously approaching, and accordingly 
communicated hiS uppreheiisious, and rocommeiided such lemedics as were 
deemed advisable. IiAhe evening he was again visited, when the prognose 
tic gi'ct in the morning was found too visibly verified. On the following 
d.iy, his symptoms were much aggravated, and his immediate removal to 
^Iill Prison Hospital was strongly recommended, in order to obtain the 
riost prompt remedies, and wheie he iiiljtht hqve all the care and attention 
lii.s situation demanded. lie at rived uhout .nuoii; but in spite of every 
effort gradually sunk until he breathed* his last, about elercu o’clock that 
night, duilng which period he was never left by his physician. We undcr- 
siMid he n.»sfiot cenM’ious of the datiger of his situation, but conversed 
fatuiliarly w«h tho«e present with him until about three quivten of an hour 
tieture be died. His death was conceived to be chiefly occasioned by th* 
|reat iesu uf blood wi)yicli be sustained'pftvious tu Huiputaiion, by his per* 
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siitence ia remaining on deck aficr he was wounded. Vliroughout the 
whole lie horc his sulVering wiili that inutily, determined fiftitude and cuin-' 
pu!iure wliicli might Uv.- expected of a brave and gallant olVieer, tiiid never 
once complained of pain; but Ins mind constantly dw;^;lt on the loss of his 
ship, which iie regretted in tlic most feeling and •. nly manner. In person 
he was about six feet high, a model of symmetry nod n>anly coii)elmes<>, 
and in his- irianncr and coiiversatioii a highly linished and acconiplislisd 
geiuleitian.

Tub following interesting account of the attack upon Craney Island, 
together with some of the suhsoquent proceedings on tiie American coast, 
has been received from an ufficcr on board the flee^ac the tinie:-^ 

, . ^ Halif&Xt Nota Scotht Jufy 7, 1813. 

** On the 29d of June in the morning, the marines were laitdcd at Pig^$ 
point, 'll \'irguu:i, about two miles below Craney Island, whicti is fortified, 
»nc} commands the passat^e to Nurfull^: it was afterwards found oeoesfsiy 
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to storm the island, on which were 800 picked men, and thl^y 24-pouiidcrs, 
(tanked uii its eastern end by id hir^e Americiiii guit*huats, and the Ame¬ 
rican frigate Constellation l}ing behind ibrin ; 500 men, and tlie boAts of 
the fleet, were put under thc/romiiiaiid of Captain Pcjhell, of II.M.S. Sail 
Domingo. Captain Hanclictt, of the Diadem, was ordered in his boat to 
lead the men to the attack : it was about eleven o’ciock in the forenoon; 
he advanced about sixty yards a-hciul of the u“ii; and after bei:;g about 
two ln»urs under the fire of tlio enemy's very heavy battciies ami gun-boats, 
his boat took the ground about 100 yards from the inuz/io;:. of tbeir guns: 
there was too nnicli water and mud fur tlic men to wade on shore, and 
three boats which were astern were very soon sunk by some shot which 
passed through the sails ot the first boat : tbc fiiie of grape canister at 
this time was tremcndmis; and while ('aptsMo liaiicfiett was endeavouring 
to save Vlte crews of tbc lioats which were sunk, and choenng them up, he 
received a canister-shot in tns left thigh, lie kept on Ins leg» as long a?> 
possible, but sunk at last from tbc lo<-'s of blood. Ttic boats immcdialcly 
gave up the attack, and retreated. Tiie wounded captain ordered Inmself 
to be put into a small boat, and was carried twelve initcs to the Diadcin, 
the ship he commanded, having frequently/ninted from tlic loss of blood. 
An attack of this kind is a desperate tliii*g to do at night, but in the mid- 
die of tite day it requires some strong nerves : we are said to luue lost 90 
men that day. 

On the SAth wc attackt'd the American camp^t Hampton, took and 
destroyed it, and killed about 800 Americans : wo lost AO inLii. We em¬ 
barked agnui on the 27th; the fleet were then lying in llampton'roaos; 
some part had gone up James’s river to water. The ne\t .ntack it was sup¬ 
posed would be Baltimore. 1 forgot to tell yoq, that wben our bunts were 
sunk, the Americans emne dowu ami shut the men swiiuinJiig in tbc water; 
but the brutes got punished for it at llamfSitun.’'

Two fine fir-huilt frigates are no«' ready for the slip, at the Merchants' 
yard, Umeiiouse-hofe. They have been laid down on the most approved 
model, and there can be no doubt of their ^sailing. Fir frigates appear 
how to meet with the approbation of the Admiralty. The French vessels 
bdilc of fir have generally ont-sailcd the British oak, and there can be no 
question as to the superiority in that respect; there is, however, one iiicon- 
Tcnienre attached to tlicm -^Tlicy are more apt to splinter tiian oak, and 
consequently more men are generally wounded In action, than on board 
common built ships. It is well known, th:it the French fir ships, in con¬ 
test with thoj^ririsli, hare' suffered most severely by splinters, and when 
Captured '^lave appeared 'shattered beyond prevjous conception. Two 
frigates of similar constrnction are nearly ready for Inuncriuj'r at Blackwall, 
and two or three have been recently turned off by other builders. '

A nrscovrnY of rather a curious nature was made a few days ago at Tps* 
wich. Mr, Fmblcton, master of the Fdmuiid and Mary collier, having 
reason to suspect that one of b’s n|iprenticcs was a female, took an oppor¬ 
tunity of making some inquiiy on the subject. A confession was immedi¬ 
ately made. This was on tlie passage from Blyth to Ipswich. Mrs. Kinblc- 
tnn happened to be on board at the time, and to her the young adventurer 
related tlie particularsViriier ca^e. She was the daughter of a widow near 
Blytli, in Noithuinherland ; and becoming pregnant, she determined, after 
her delivery, to quit her maternal home, never more to return. She ac- 
cordinglv procured male attire, and nirule a coasting voyage ; after which 
she .applied to the ouners of the Fdinund and Mary, to whom she was in¬ 
dentured. It was during her second voyage that the di'scovery was made. 
She refused to discover her n'hine, and declared that nothing should 
indiire her to return home. It is supposed, however, that Mr. Frublcton 
had discovered the name and residence of her mother. It is due to the 
fe.inuic tar to mention, that aboard the Edmund and Mary she conducted 
herself wuli extreme proprit^, and wascon^dcred a very active, clever /W.

** The Norwegian pilots'nic excellent people. In'lhcir large and strong 
boats they venture a great way out to sea ; and among the skiars, we every 
■where see with joy the blood red and white-striped sail which inarkfr tlie 
pilot-boats, and is only carried by them. They shun no danger, and do 
not wait for the calls of the vessel to giiidc'it among the clilfs. Every rock, 
every stone on land, and above and below tin- w..tet, is known to them ; 
the vessel moves under their guidance \hrongli tficsc iabyrmths like a sub¬ 
stance endowed with volition. But what a task they have to perform on 
a coast frequente'd by* all nations, and on which the vessels so often seek 
rest and assistance among the rocks to avoid being cast away^ This 
the pilots of the south of Norway among the most ^^erienced and able, 
and, perhaps, also tho boldest lu tlH.'wotid. iQ^.llw^iittiinii of thp ycair 
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1606, I was at Langne, in Oester Rnsocr. A few days heforc, during' a 
severe storm, a number uf vessels, more than five EnglisK'miles out at sea, 
demanded to be piloted in. The pilot sprung to liis boat. Every fierson 
ran to the shore to sec how the affair Vould end, for the storm was dread- 
ThI. The pilot ran against ^hc wind, disappeared and again appeared, ami 
on reacliiiig the ship, the boat then upset, and o disappeared for ever.— 
** It rouhl not be otlienvisp,” cried tlie son, and b)>t-ung to his boat: “ my 
father lentiirod too much ; he cut (lie wind one point too sharp. He took 
bis coui M- toA-arda the- vessel cxpobco to ihc same liaz.ird ; but he avoided 
the supposed error of his fsuher, reached the ship, and conducted it happily 
int<i port. 'I'lie father was blotted out from the list of the living. Every 
pilot lays his account with tlii» ; iiiid his fate overtakes him generally evi n 
sooner than he imagines. How many wlies,of piluta uFc-'there on the 
islands who hate been ?ix and even ciglii times wedded, und yet with tho 
probuj^iluy of its not being for the last time.”

tlic seamen jniiipcil ovciboird with a lojic, pud lastciiaig il round oneuf 
the young ladies, was ilraggcd with iicr into the hoai; by ilic time he could 
get back to the oilitr the rock was nctifly covered; huwevu.-, ho succeeded 
in rcsciiiiie: hci likewise trom a watery grivc.—^Tlic situation of these two 
young ladles can mine »m-.iIv be cuiiceived th.ui desciibed, when the cap¬ 
tain iamled tht ni at iMnuheail in an almost lilelcsb state. It appeared that 
they walked out '.nnoiig ifi^ locks, and se^ reading Logillier, and it was 
nearly half-flood bcloic they di'-covi red their perilous situation. Had not 
Proiidence so timely interposed, a*few ininnies must have tcnniiialed tlieir 
cxistctice. The greatest praise is due to Captain bperrte and his bhiji'.s 
coiiipnny, for the humanity and promptitude which iJicy displayed in 'the 
relief of these fair unfoi tunaics.

Baltic each nine feet, and slie is let duqm to her funner level hy those at 
Konigsforde, Kluvensick, and itendsburg. The ujqier breadth of the 
Canal is one hundred fedt, that is, forty feet more tiian that of the Canal 
of Languedoc; ships of ninety tons burthen can navigate it, but they 
must not exceed six-and^twenty feet and a half in breadth. The eutrancs 
of the Canal, at IloUona, bears the following inscription:—

Gfenvale, Attgusl 25.—^TiiE^remains of a Vessel were lately discovered 
ill Bally willian bog, about a mile from Portriish, in the liberties of Cole* 
rairi.-oFroin tin examination of the size and form of the ribs and boards, 
it has been conjectured that she c.uried at least forty or fifty tons. Not- 
wilhstamling the injuries of time, the outside boards still nicasurc an inch 
and a qiiai .<^r in thickness; of them, however, only small pieces could be 
discovered. S'lnie of the ribs are eight inciics broad, five dc'cp, and seven-, 
or eight feet long; many of themcxceulcd this mia-uieincnt considcnibly.^ 
Neitlier keel nor mast could be (li.^overcd.^ It is rather to be lamented ^ 
that she was tom iqi and carried oiT before her situation could he exactly 
investigated. The tinihcr is all of oak, several cart loads of it were drawn 
away. Slie found in a mount, about forty feet In diametn-, composed 
cf stones and clay,*buf diiefly of moss, about fifteen pitches from the 
shore of tbe bog; the bog lias been all cut away around tliis mount; it is 
alxHiistx or eight fit'Ctiii height. .Several bones have been found in it; 
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«vhf(t specifs of animnl they belonged cannot be ascertained; the air spec* 
dily dissolves them. Some silver coins have been Voon^'in it, the letters 
cannot be distinctly discerned ; from comparisons, however, the date of 
one of them might probably be ascertained ; hence the age of the vessel, 
And the purposes for which fhe was employed, may also be discovered. In 
the mean time, nothing but conjecture can be bad on this subject. Some 
are of opinion that, at a very distant period, there was a communication 
between this bog and the sea. This seems ^o be improbable, ns the bog is 
elevated mure than 40 feet above tht level of the sea> At the same time, 
it must be observed, the sea has been retreating for many centuries in the 
neighbourhood of Portrush, as well ns in many other phices in the Nortli of 
Ireland. It could be established, on tolerable authority, that the lands of 
Cloughurr, Crocknamach, Kcriiabawn, mid Mughreinenn*ware formerly 
covered with sea water; and that the hill wpon which Portrush stands, was 
surrouwded, hkt* the Skerries, with water. Though all this should bo 
admitted, it would not be sufiicieiit to establish a communication between 
the place where this vessel was found and tlie sea. J-2very circumstance 
considered, it is likely that the place where the bug now stands was once 
a lake, and titat the vessel was used llureon, as a place of safety during 
the time of invasions, or while hostile feuds prevailed between cuiiteuding 
Chieftains. VVe are convinced that <he inhabitants of Ireland were 
reduced to the disagreeable necessity of making caves to answer tliese 
purposes, wiiilc the Danes and Nsii-inano ravaged tlie Noriliern coasts. 
W’e have seen ashes, to a very considerable quahtity, cast out of these 
caves ill which vertebrae were found, that seemed to belong to the human 
spme. 

SPAMSn CULOMSS. 

The Government of Pucito llicu, in cuusc^ucnce of a recent Decree of 
the Cortes, has proclaimed various new cumiucrcial regulations adapted to 
promote tlie prosperity of ihui settlement. 'I'tie privileges heretofore 
enjoyed by the capital of tlic island only, arc c.\tcnd«-d to all the other 
ports; wlioie Spanish and iieuti.il vessels may discharge their cargoes, and 
take return cuigocs of tlie ptuductions of the coloiiy, or other niercliiuidise, 
including the [irecious metals, without tlie Necessity of referring to the 
Custom-house of the Capital. Theiimporiatioif'of gold and siUer is duty 
free; on exportation to foreign countries, (licre is to be paid, on gold 3 per 
rent, and on silver, l(\pcr ccMit. The Spuiiish e^poiter ,of cattle pays two. 
dollars a-Iiead fur the large, and four reals tor tlic small; the foreign ex¬ 
porter pays three dollars for the former, and six reals for the latter. The^ 
duties on other articles are to he lowered. 

. DREAIll'VL CATASTROPHE IK SW'ITZERLAND. 

By the overflowing of the rivnr Birse, at D.omach, canton of Solcure, 
upwards of 150 persons perished, in July last. The followiug relation of 
this melancholy event is taken fnJtn The Aichuffeuburg Pianette :— 

“ On the 13th of July, the riitr Birse, swelled by tha rains, overflowed 
its chaniicd, and ipidcriinncd the foundation of a bouse, the proprietor 
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of wliich called for assistance. The alarm-bell was rung, and a number of 
persons ran to If.ssist^the inhabitants in saving iheir effects. While em¬ 
ployed in this humane oflice, the house and an tidjoining wall fell, and 
buried 1*2 persons in. the ruins. 

“ Near this house tirid the bridge over the river, wa< situated an ancient 
tower, which seived as a prison, and in which were detained three tn€n» 
Who, perceiving the waters gushing out from tlie ground beneath their feet, 
entreated loudly to be released from their perilous st iie. The gaoler, who 
had been long deaf to their prayers, persuaded that this tower, which had 
stood so many ages, woidd yet resist the violence of the waters, resolved 
at last to go and assure tlicin that their fears were groundless; but found 
it no easy task to pacify them ; and be was still engaged in conversation, 
when the .towlr, w-itli a fremendous crash, feil upon the bridge, and he 
was kiiUJ, along with one of the prisoners. The td’'’mity did not end 
here. ' 

“ 71ic alitrm-bell had attracted to the bridge a great number of persons 
of both sexes; the rums of the tower full i»poii the bridge, broke it in the 
centre, and all those upon it were precipitated into the torrent, and many 
were drowned. About 00 persons from Basle, .50 from Dornach, and 10 
from its environs, are still’missfiig. ltisknovv|i that they were upon the 
bridge at the time of the caUsttoplie, and it is bdieved that they have 
perished,”

H aving ventured to offer so many strictures on the 13. of A. J shouft! 

have been wanting in duty both to your readers and myself, if I had 
not continued to make'every inquiry mi my power on the subject, and to 
employ deep and serious coMsideiation on the result of those inquiries. 

It is after siirli inquiiy and consideration, that 1 venture once more to 
intrude niv thoutthts on a matter of such vast national import, and point 
out some more of the which I verily hclicn'e ari'-e whoftpfrom the 
want of a prtj oiideuince of naval opiiii.jiA at the board. My former 
letters have cinbracT«l many of the points in whirli the navy suffers from 
lieiiig govciiied by laiid-mon, and the evil hccoiiics more and inftrc felt, as 
the niagiiitiidc of our naval force is augincntcd; so iniich so, that I am 
iiidiired most seriously to iTCosmncud to the adiiiir-ils and captains of 
JI. iiai'v, to prc'^ent to the Ihiiicc lleircnt, a strong and dutiful rue- 
inorial and pciiiion on the subject, ro'.pcetfutty slating the evils which exist, 
and soh-midy rcriuc stiiig, Ihiit a pni/'cssioital udministrafioii ihould svpeHn- 
icnii the fi[inns o/ fhe navi,. I am iMit ceiisurim; any individual; 1 complain 
of a syt.'ije, which pieii'iits any iiidividiial coimecfed with it from doing 
good. '\ e ought coii-'taiitly to heai m mini! this ihusL iinpoitnnt truth, that 
nliliougli for some time pa^t the lia*'ve'5t of lanrcls has been gathered hyour 
gallant brethren of the army, am! the {.Ic.iiimg'i only thinly sticvveil for our 
sailors, that oiir gioal eiiciuy is jiivparmg :vii immense flett, very far supe¬ 
rior ill number and weiL'lil of imt.il to any tlmt France l.iis hitherto hecfi 
able to put to >.ea ; and wc mu'.t not ho ilit/zlcd eitiier liy tlic splendid vic¬ 
tories of a ellington, or tin- sj 1,'inlTd and gorgeous trappings with 
whieli our troops arc ilccficd, a-' to I'ise sight of tiic truly nritisli 
political axiom, that liriintii'i (ns! (ndetarks ttic her acotien irulls. 

There never was a niomenf^vhich teemed wiih more awful consequences 
than the present. As. a maritime power, Ji^ilain has not a friend. Our 
assumed rights, and our ackiiowledgiMl power on the oeean, are not more 
detested by the tyrant of I’l.mcc, ihaii by the Aiilociat of the llussias, or 
our exotic ally, Benidthntc. ''hmild the present iirmiiticc end in a conti¬ 
nental peace, It i*> too prohalile i!::it we may soon rank ihe nurlhcni navies 
bS auxiliary to those which Hunn qimtc has constructed, and some of wliicli^ 
nl^re to be found in all Ins ports froin Am->toidam to \ enice. L>)ok at your 
'-map, reader, and see how' numi'rous these are. On tlii > consideration nc 
should seriously dwell, and view well the means we possessor couiuernc- 
tiou. The first great step lowm d» the po-iscssing a sreat and effective navy, 
is doubtless the possussioM of a wise and eoinpctetit naval administration^ 
the members ofwhicli should not oidy he ehdued witji gtjj^id natural talents, 
but great experience in naval inatteis. The mujvriiy of our preseiit botird, 
tnay possess tlic fonnpr for ouglit 1 know, but they arc certtiiidy wholly

destitute of the latter; and the wHole state of oor naval affairs leads to a 
conjecture, that our naval men are always in the minority, unless their 
•ituations depi^ve them* of all naval recollection. I have, indeed, often 
lieard, that there is some mysterious and oblivious influence io the great 
anchor over the enlrance into the great house, and the endeavour to conti« 
nue snug in this anchorage seems to predofhinatc over every other consi« 
deration; or perhaps the consciousness of a certain majority against'tbem 
on any point in which they may differ from their chief, produces a sort of 
lifelesii apathy ; and becoming hopeless of doing good themselves, conclude 
that no good is to be dune by any. But this conclusion is wrung, for 
although the great fault lies in the general construction of the Board, and 
not so innteriiilly in the individuals who compose it, I wouhl, by no means, 
have it credited, that [ thought the selcciion'. of the minorities which have 
from time to time taken'place, have been alwt.ys judicious. Some who 
have been appointed to tins uflicc, have been men of ve>y limited service, 
mere doggers rnniid our own coasts and the Bay of Biscay, and some ceie* 
brated fur the narrowness of their views, froui the parsimonious table, up to 
the highest branches of the service. A microscopic eye at a weekly account 
has been fondly coiisidcre'd by the owner (and iiis associates, perhaps) as 
« masterly exertion of genius, and those who have been loudest and most 
virulent in taking aduuitagc of their power'to find fault when accidents 
have occurred, have been ever the luast capable of guarding against such 
themselves. Are there not at tiiis present moment some circumstances of 
evident absurdity app.p'enl in the distribution of our naval means? Think 
you not, Sir, that Arm iira will be joined by all Kurope in langhiiig at the 
immense power and force vested in the hands of Sir John VV. to carry on 
the naval war with the Anicnr.in squadron of frigates, while off Toulon we 
have five or sic sail of the line, and ei^hl or fewer than h 

possessed by the enemy witfiin !! Call we this hlorkaile ? I am most cer¬ 
tain, that w'ith all tliis disparitc’, opportunity only is wanting to enable 
the gallant Pel lew to add another wreath to those well-earned laurels, 
which his skill, valour, and humanity have already so justly nggrcgaled; 
but is not tins too great an odds, while storms and tempests exist as well as 
enemies fleet'., tn inist the honour and sxfcty of our country to in one 
quarter, wliile C'oinnindorc Kudgois, and his comrades, is honoured by the 
attention of I doubt not upwiirds of ifne hundtrj sail oj pendants. Here, 
Sir, you could set us right, by a comparative view of the American navy, 
and the fleet under Sir J.iK’o Warren’s command, ancf the detached sejuadrons 
aiding his operations against those tcrnble Yat'kocs. 

You have seen, wliat energy, whai clumsy energy, has been used 
since the inisfoitunc of losing the Guerrii-re; and one of these days, 
should any misfortune licfal one of our fleets, wc sliould again rouse ana 
shake ourselves, and £ trust the first shake would rattle the geiuieincn of 
terra Jinita from their borough seats, and*till their places with able seamen. 
Chance, Sir, has led me to mention tw'o of our'iiaval iieroes employed in 
litgh cominaiifis, "mcr w-ho have dune most excellent service to their 
country ; and fur upwards of forty years, one lias been constantly, tha 
oUicr generally, in active employ incut; yet those men are to receive 
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orders for their professional proceedings fro-n Mr. D. Sir G. W. and Mr. O. 
or any other letters of the alplmbet, as convenience demands 

That the B. of A. should be at so low an ebb as not to possess officers of 
higher naval rank thnu most of tliose (Employed at sea, appears to me 
degrading to the service; for it js not quite seemly for jus'ior rc.;r>adtnirali 
and ca|)tains, call them bv whnt tirlus you may, to i irnnand th'>se who are 
so sul)af'ior to them in prolessiorsal --’is, and, in almost all cases, inp 
abilities of all suits. But for land-men, who are utterly ignorant of the 
nature of the command of a single ship, to luis'c a inajority at a Board 
where the discipline, evolutions and positions of our iinmeiisc fleet arc 
drreeted, offers a case, which the J^cniori of Error, and the Master Buf¬ 
foon of absurdity, tnu^t have united to produce. TIteir united talents 
could hardly cause a more preposterous or mischievous effecl* It would 
take a volume to expose evdry link in this ciinjii of mistakes, but 1 think 
tiie plain pimple facts are enough to establish my position, that there ig a 
necessityJor a change ; that naval men are the L-otl Judges of that necessity ; 
and that it is a duty incambent on them to point it out to the power uhere 
redress is easy, rcspectfal/y stating the svils tohivk exist, and solemnly re¬ 
questing that a Naval administration may superintend the affairs of the 
Navy. , 

Perhaps one of our new surveyors, who ig, I believe, a very clever iniMi 
in most respects, but has nn immense hobby horse, may one day ride up 
to the Board on his nag in the shape of .a four-decker ! I think every sea¬ 
man will immediately inquire, not wlicllier we have do*ks to receive her, as 
those might be made could we find harbours fit fur the navigation of this 
imitation of the good old bishop’s Krakcn, hot where these harbours are to 
he found p —It would also be well if the ingenious arcliiiect was to propose 
a rendezvous to be opened on the coa.st of Patygonia, which is pruhuhly 
witimi the range of Sir J. W.’s gigantic command; for our Idipntian seamen, 
of five feet six or eight inches high, will Cut a small figure indeed on the 
lower yards of 11. M.S. Ki-aken, unless a new mode of rigging be. adopted, 
and the four-decked be also a four-masted ship. The makers of trusses 
will, however, have good custom, should the plan be adopted, as many 
ruptures would be the certain coftscqucnce cverygtime the sails were furled. 

1 mention this latter evil Seriously, and as seriously hope that the very able 
projector will give up his plan; for shou*ld he once offer it to tlie board, and 
prove to the majority that^liis ship is neither so large ns Westminster Abbey 
or St. Paul's, I should not be surprised to sec it adopted, and the foar- 
decker built with all possible haste as a flag-ship for the American station; 
she may then convoy out tlie mules, and her appearance will certainly 
siif^ poor Cotnniodorc Ilodgers into utter insiginficancc. Now, we 
are all in haste to build large frigates, and 1 heartily hope that we may 
have peace with our old colonies before they arc finished. As tiie dimen¬ 
sions of the American frigates were well known, n naval B. of A. would at 
least liitve begun to build others equal^ to ihom, as soon as the orders in 
council were issued, as I think they were fully tanlamouht to a dcclaratiuM 
of war against the United States, anti I had no ide.’i that our Billingsgate 

squabble could have lasted so long. Then, the flag-ship of the admiral ^

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should have .been the onljr- ship of the line employed agAinit a navy of (1 
believe) nine frigates i^nil we shall Itavc abundance of work, ere Jong, for 
our large ships elsewhere. Had we, indeed, a iiova/ administration for our 
ad'airs, I huye no doubt butftliat we should long since have known 
the proper totinnge of every class, of ship, t^nd also known how to propor¬ 
tion the nuinbcjs of each cUtss ; but there cannot be a greate)^|^nuUy 
'.tliari now pre.'jents itself on u view of one of our fleet?. We havi^ot only 
ships of all sorts and but wc \\n\cjirsl, sicoud, and third rates, &c. of 
all sorts and sizes, and till wc have a penuanent Board of A. and a perma¬ 
nent Board of Naval Arcliitccture, wc shall go on trying experiments till 
some fatal Mon brings us to our senses. But All establishments-.die of 
dignity," &c. as I have befoic quoted. I will only now add my-regret, 

that so lunclrditVicultv e\isls with rcsuect to a First Lord. Common 
^ ' * * * . 
sense seems in this iispect ii,ot .siippoitcd by ouf cxptuencc, for within my 

n eidleeiiijii notl.iiig lolcr.ibie has occurred when such an a^.jioiqtment has 
been tryed. Ignorance, iinputciicc, oP tyranny, are either bitter bad 
iiigicdients, to propuiulcrale in an ufliccr whose situation requires very 
great qualilications to enable him to excel. 1 think 1 could point out some 
fully equal to the task, many tloubticss superior to those who have lately 
uiulertaken it; but I shpuld Iptve little objection to the First Lord being 
practically nnucquaiiited with ^auticul aflairsj if ail the other Commission¬ 
ers weie able naval men. The eonncctiou with the tliruuc and the council 
board should ceitainly be maintained by a man well versed in general 
politics. As such, o«r [>rc.scnt First Lord may, I doubt not, be a proper 
person to preside, liatl he a proper Board to preside at; but when shall we 
again see tiie patriotic and rnlightened Luid Spencer, or the liberal and 
worthy iMr. Grenville, at our head ? 1 am, Sii, yours, &c.

I llAX'Fi not, owing to a temporary absciK (* from my usual moorings, 
seen your lotercstiag and vaiu.djic {lublication lor July till this day, or 
should have availed tnysoij^of an eailicr ji'l-.t to notice a letter in it'frtAn 
Bristol, on which I Vieg to olVer a few rcmaiUs, should no other correspon¬ 
dent have already done so.—^'I'hc epistle I allude to is from an Iron Guw, 
couched in terms of great disi fc'ipcct iow.ii tl3 hi? Invtlircn, and finding fault 
with every thin:^ relatiii*g ihoiii, c\cii lo tl.cir‘very catering, of which, 
iVoiii being one of the f.imdy, hijj^oiight to lie a good judge, though it may 
iiaturuiiy be supposed, from th.e random maaiicr of his discharges, that' he 
has, like’other vaii.uit weapons, ns w ell as Iludihrus's Toledo trusty, grown 
rusty or rusticated from vvant of recent service. 

It appears no loss cuiious llian inconsistent, that the unaccouQtabJe 
neglect" complained of by the J/'on Gmt, in the equipment of our navy, 
and in so viral a point, should have existed durinn the la.st twenty yearifof, 
her exaltation and tfiumpli; that Howe, .Sr. Vincfkt, Dcncsn, Nulson, 
and yic ianumerahlr ^alax:/of heroes in thrir inmortul rrain,* shoubl witk 
trauseeiidaiit genius r«.jr wav, iudcfatig''.ble zeal for the service nf their 
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Kim^, dnd devoted patriotism as Britons, have all been insensible of these 
threat neglects, now so publicly coinplaiiicd of; \iiiicii many of them, when 
at the head of naval affiiirs, nii^lit have rciucdietl, and whicit, ii is tvcil 
known, if properly stated to the Admiralty, and aHtheniicated, would 
receive immediate attention f and veilress. On the contrary, ic may he 
fairiy^dferred, that the above great atid noble i! arncters, as welt as the 
tnujority of the oiHcers of the British navy, not only approve, but admit ^fie 
superiority of the equipments alluded to; and that had tlie ert/ing evik 
existed, of which your correspondent complains, those illuAtrious olhcers 
must have cither corrected them, or been liable to an imputation of wilful 
negligence or stupidity, irreconcilable with the high renown of tbeir inva¬ 
luable lives. 

As the discussion of pojnts of equipment for oflensivc or de?ensive warfare 
ill the public papers, or in ihq Navai. CiiftoNicLi;, wbicli arc known to 
reach tlic French shores, and tl^e United States, would equally tend to the 
information of our friends ada enemies ; * I shall not enter ioto^tlio various 
details of the ohjcctinns hayarded by your corresponilont, nor is it necessary 
on any other account tbaa lor his own iuforiuntioii, as British naval 
olliccre well know tlie share of respect their eneniics shew to our present 
case and grape shot; as weij as the great i)lt'onx)eAience and danger of over¬ 
charging, and particularly carronades, un*board of ship in the burry and 
confusion of action; and they will wonder where your curresppndeiit has 
jicquired the knowledge uu wliich be "grounds Iiis assertion, that increasing 
the vcight of tlie projectile liinunishcs the raiciion of the picie, or in bis own 
''Olds, that, “ when pieces .'ire loaded w'itli case shot equal to doaWe of 
^the present allowances, the recoil will he less/ an assertion which it is 
impus'jible to prove the correctness of, tilher by theory or practice. 

Indeed ic tirst struck me, that your Bristol Porrcspomlciit must 1^ some 
American, who, under a specious appearance, wanted to p\ n:,j Joii.v Bull 
fur information upon a subject in whii'li be is a novice, of which thera 
cannot be u siningcr proof than llic :iec..unl of the boasted sp/ing rocket, 
given in page -lO of your nuuiLcr for July, from a Boston paper, which, 
as to the action of the sprin^i upon the sails is complete nonsense; and 
the asserted ranges are far inferior to those of Jlie Cokoueve rockets. 

As your correspondent expresses great anxiety that naval officers should

As these pamphlets arc either in possession of 
your readers, or may be easdy refetred to by them, 1 requested that the 
letter should be offered for insertion in your valuable repository of naval 
documents; and, aithougii it is of old date, and intended as a private 
letter, yet as it relates to a matter of present and public import, nty te^ 
quest was granted ; and if yon agree willi me m opitiiuii of its consequence 
and riftrir, I will thank you, when must convenient, to gi^e it a place in 
your publication.

SIR, April 19, 1810. 

1 am so thoroughly convinced, that shob?d wc be blessed with such a 
peace as would render the dismantling the greathr part of our vast navy 
necessary, while we are so little prepared with the means of properly depo* 
siting either the ships ihemsebcs, or their guns and stores, great delay, 
expense, and confusion would take place; that 1 cannot avoid pressing you 
to examine most accmately tbe|^iiit$ you have already replied to in Lord 
Melville’s letter to Mr. Perceval, and your observations on the 15th report 
of the Commissioners of Revision, which you say you had but a short time 
in your possession. Many of tlir circumstances dwelt upon by the Cum* 
qjiissioners as most essential, you appear to consider as unimpoitaiit;j^and 
^ny regret that authority which stands so high ns yours, should app«0.::bi|r. 
fore the public as a check ngainst a measure which all the naval raetf 
'met \vith deem indiilpetisably necessary, induces me to take the libert^ of 
addressing you. I must premise, that Lord Melville’s letter, and yoj|^. 
reply to it, are the only documents 1 have seen ou the sttbject, althmigjk 
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net sirtce its filrit proposnl, a mjr lively interest has been excited. This 
high interest induced me, nhile reading your observations, to make soma 
mar^nal not^, with the heads of which I now intrude upon you. 

Page 3d. Besides the reasons which spring from She increased mngni- 
tude of our navy, I consider that the new or enlarged arsenal at Antwerp^ 
with liie port and basin at Fluxhing, and the iiume. vus (if combined) fleets 
6f Hbihmdf Jluisia, Sa-eden, and Denmark, offer po'verful inducements to 
have a large fleet always ready to the eustuurd of the Dnwni, with th* 
means of quick repair and speedy equipment; and I do not think our pre¬ 
sent duck-yards at nil equal to the task, uithout referring to the western 
Situations of the largest. 

The, distances of Wotihvieft, Deptford, and Chatham from the Sea, with 
the difliculties of the natigation, and the necessity of rernuring the ships 
from these places, render them, [ conceive, 'Wholly unfit fur the purpose of 
speedy rtjuipment. Shcerness, with many faults, is upon the whole well 
calculated for titling out and affording slight repairs to ships Its high us 
64 guns. 

Pageith, Your observation on die probable increase of expense lie- 
yoiid the estimate, is, 1 think, ncaily obviated by the precautions men¬ 
tioned in Lord -Melville’s letter (page Vlf; and* 1 should conceive that 
Norlhjlcct might be adequately fortihcil, at a much smaller eT/iense than 
Chatham has hen, and the forlificaiioiib prove of mure general utility as a 
guard to the capital. ’ ^ 

With regard to the expense, it is to be considered, that although the 
plan of an ni"3ei>al upon the most adequate, extended, and comprehensive 
lystcm should be fiist laid down, and the most strict attention paid that 
each minute part that may be executed should form its exact proportion 
and use to Ihe^'mi^ udiole, yet, with the cxcc/ltion of the basin, in which 
ships are to be laid up m ordinary, 1 sliq^ild think that expe'isc might only 
be incurred aX Norlhjlcet, while it is curtailed at Deptford and Woola!lck\ 
and the transferring or sale of the inntenaU of these latter places, might be 
no inconsiderable help to the gradual rise of the former; and that the 
work might proceed in n very etlicieiil way,^without annual tAxcii to so 
.large an amount as 00t\000/. 

Page 5th. Mucii may certainly be’done by mechanical adaptions hi our 
old yards, but vast are the advantage.’^ of a systematic arrangement from 
the beginning. * * , 

That the anchors and cables made in tj^e royal yards are greatly superior 
in quality, there is, I believe, no doubt; and the superiority of King*s * 
built (as they are called) to conlmct>buiit ships, is, I think, ns evident* 
^erliiips, Sir, if the first cost, tiib expense of moving them with Jury-masts 
and partial stores to the places of equipment, thoir speedy need of repairs, 
&e.&c. arc all taken into con&ideraiiuit, u contract-built ship is cent. {fllr 
cent, dearer than the other. 

Ptigdl'th. Material advantages may certainly be gained in our present 
*d6ck-yards, but in a comparatively small degree to what is wanted. 

Wu The depth of water, at Pli^mouth is lo pjod, that every 
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po9&ibl« ahention should he paid'to keep that dock-yard alt^a^'fo^ 
purpose of short repairs. It is matter For serious regret, to see a ship'I^htg 
a year or more in n dock capable of receiving a liae-of-battle ship with all 
her stores in. Even with onr present power, simplicity of arrongarieiit, 
and the nrost useful adaptation of means tK> their best ends, would’be of 
vast benefit, and is much wanted. 

If the Sound was converteii into a good roadstead, which I believe it 
easily might, what a noble port would PlymmUk then be fox the western 
fleet. 

Page. Qth. The magnificent roadstead of Spithead alone gives Paris- 
mouth any advantage nliove Plj/mofifh, and the deepening the bar at the 
spit should ino'^t assuredly be attended to. 

Page 11th* I have never seen the report of the Commissioners here 
mentioned; but by the declin,^ of the dock-yards, I conclude a comparative 
fleciinc is alone meant, except in those instances where the «depth of 
water is decreasing. Wltli respect to the 23 acres added to the duck-yard 
at Portsmouth, 1 must observe, that 1 believe the whole of that space was 
taken from the harbour, and of course 93 acres of tide excluded; the 
improvement of the yard, therefore, has taken place to the detriment of 
the harbour; as it is, I hetio>'’C, allowed, that, in all tide harbours, such 
eiicroacbments tend to shoal tlie-water. 

Page Hih. Your remark on the effect of copper keeping ships longer 
without wanting docking is true, but it docs not make Jess space necessary 
for laying them tip inhinie of peace; and the number of ships is increased 
ill a much greater proportion than the use of copper has reduced ilic ne¬ 
cessity of docks. 

Page \-Uh- I doubt not the correctness of the comparative heights of 
ports and dmft of waten here produced, bull still rely on the 
position, that French ships carry their lower poits, particularly the lee 
ports when under sid, higher tiian English; but 1 am far, very Jar, from 
supposing that tins advantage depends solely on draft of water. 

^ge 15/A. A basin, or v\et dock, would soon he found a most econo¬ 
mical measure foi the laying up onr ships in ordinary. Your ohjections of 
the danger of an enemy, cfc'an incendiary,'are, I believe, .all that can be 
urged against it. And^here it must bo rej|^ked, that at the time we used 
to dread an enemy, our ships are not to be supposed to lie in tlic basin, 
but to be acting in their country's service. An in.cetu]iary would, l^tlimfc, 
be much easier guaidcd against in a basin, than if our ships were^t^ up 
in various off ports, as you afterwards propose ; and at any rate there are 
Very many precautions to be adopted to prevent the spreading of conflagra- 
tioi), should it unfortunately commence. ^ So far from space be^g m be 
jbund near our present dock-yar’s, it will appear on inquiry, tliat x*ery 
many of our slnps were laid up in mqcli too shallow wntef, 

Channels, ou former occasions. In the Medwdy, I have often 
74-gun ships at the same moorings^ the sides in contact, as'^HB^^ 
possible; and in air cases where ships arc moored liead and sternfw^WK 
strain takes place in a tide's way, niid often one broadside has tlie^^H^^ 
•ft almost aU the day, while it hardly ever shines dpon Ihc' othijr. *' 
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■j^o heard of the water^in the ^fedteay having been found prejudicial to 
copper.... 

^ge iSth. I should very much object to ships being laid up at a dis¬ 
tance the dock yards where they arc to be equipped. Their being 
moved about under jury.mRS^Sr as it were froiti their town to their country 
residence and back again, is tedious, very e^ipv i'sive, and these nume¬ 
rous little deputy ports would lead cither to heavy charges for their sjecu- 
■rity, or great risk of the safety of the ships. At one of the places here 
tneutioned, I should much like to I'CC a building yard estahli.shcd. Ic 
would be orach better than adding to the numher of slips in our present 
dock-yards ; and in these 1 believe most of our new ships are built, in a 
direction from cast to ucst nearly, by which means one sale has the whole 
south sun, the other only n small portion, morniug andwening, in the 
summer. lienee, perhaps, it proceeds, thi<t: most ships are in some degree 
nnequai in their sides, both as to space and weight, and arc unequally 
seasoned. ^ 

I deem the situation of our arsenals being on the generally leeward side 
of the harbour or river, to be a considersition of vast importance, and of 
most material injury. The wear and tear of jetties, tiie strain on the flood 
gates, the chafing of ships against the '«lmrfsi the damage to boats and 
other small craft, and the circumstance,' that by these means, the boats 
which go otf/eac/rd witli stores have to pull aiiaiiist wind and sea, while 
the light boats have a fair wind, ss'hich, comparatiioly, they do not need. 

Puge I8//1. I apprehend the expense of carryinj stores to a di.stnnce to 
\ie. very "tent, 'riieso vessels ami their crev.s are also admirably adapted 
for tl-.c purpose of smiiiigling lirpio'-, and assisting desertion. If they 
were nut wanted, their crews might also be employed in mure useful 
labours. • 

Puge \0th. Is nndoiibtcdlj most‘nnaccountitbfy neglected. I 

knuiv it well, and liuve alwius considered its late as most Miigular. Yon, 
Sir, .seem well aware of its importance. ThtR part called Si. Just poul 
might he made into an oxcclleiit harbour, at a small comparative expense. 
Ships sailing from moorings 4ni;te.'id of their own nncliors, ivould lun none 
of the small risks now talked.of. The Manacles might possibly be made 
into an island, and the ancbbrnge, outside the Castle is tienrly as good as 
%\>vbuy in westerly wdnds. Ic certainly is farther to bent round the 
Liifird than the Berry Head, if caught by a gale, but th.'’rc is ninpie 
splice, nnd good tides. Nor should Halford^ as well ns Fatuiout^ 
under the lee, be forgotten. 

Page 21st. You do not seem impressed with the consequence of the 
tuggcstioii of the mode of returning stores in the proposed plan. If each 
v^ui, when paid <»fF, could have all her stores placed 111 onler ready to 
ambthem on board again when brdered for service, vast saving of expei^e, 
acceleration iA’ lequipiucnt would take place. Infinite rt^ucry 
^ prevented. The sftires of the sliips of th« Danish navy used, 
a^elieve, to be thus deposited. It bus been objcctcrl, that vast space of 
would be requisite; but when we consider into what a stoall cum* 
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pass the stores of a ship nre compressed when abroad, t i^pprOtleiid that' 
good arriingement mi^ht easily provide for each ihip, which is fit for imitte*' 
diate service, having a separata store. 

I do not doubt. Sis, but that as much despatch, as possible bai been 
used both at Porfsmouth and elsewhere; tbat'is, the officers aiid tftOn both 
of the ships and dock-yards have been full of energy, but it does not follow 
but that better arrangements might have produced a quicker result.

Page 27th, Are there not already plans and surveji in abundance to‘ 
serve all purposes; and is not a year's delay, in a o/k of such moment, of 
prodigious importance } * 

The subject under con<*idcration, Sir, I deem to ho of no less than tUat 
consequence Vo uuT country; and the circumstance of your (leing selected 
by Mr. Perceval as Ins .idviaer, on a matter of such infinite importance, 
renders your opinion of the moM serious iinpori. In this considciation, I 
have taken the liberty, uhu h, in so obscure an individual as myself, may 
appear presumpluoui, of ciiii.ifivouriii:', as br'ofly as pos'-iblo, lo recall 
your attention to some parts of the IJitli report, which otherwise it is possi* 
ble your constant hdiours mi^jhl liavc jireventcd your remrnnif to. A long, 
and not inattentive study of tiic profession to wliichl belong, may, pci haps, 
in some degree, warrant my oilcr.ng an opinion, and I have chosen the 
means of !i private letter, as most n spcctfni to yourself; and will trust, 
that the common motive which actuates us, however distant our spheres of

H AVINO- ill some of your fornior nninbers altcinpied to draw the 
atleutioii of your readers (amongst whom f^hoped there would be 
some who have scats at the Board of Admiralty) to the capture of our 
frigates and sloops, by ships ratcrl by the Americans of the same class, 
although far superior in every rcsjicct, I have now the mo't sincere plea¬ 
sure in congratulating you and them on the late brilliant, and certainly un> 
prccedentcd action of tin- Sliannou and ClicsApcalvC, whore fintisli valour, 
skill, and discipline (which never sbonc^nioie conspicuous, in the course 
of a few minutes wrested the palm of victory from llie brow .of the enemy, 
und the proud old British Union waved over tW! deserted colouis of out 
brave, but too highly elated foe. Here the ships were equally matched, 
and here Britons struck lioirs;,, I doubt not, Hic example set by ifie gallant 
Broke and his crew yiill be heucefortli gciferally followed, and that we 
shall not again have to record the capture of more frigates, w hich was, lu 
nf opinion, owing very much to its being impossible for the captain to 
lay them alongside tho enemy, as was evidentl;t the intention of them all, 
froftvthe loss of their masts. I am happy to see that tlie officers of the' 
Shannon have met with that reward they so well deserved, and that tbeif' 
promotion ivas so immediately attended to. I hope iheir gallant leader Aar 
not, will not be neglected; he has, no doubt, received a medal. I think h» 
is well entitled to n ribbon, and a Ime-of-battlc ship, to which his seniority 
him of itself a claim. * 

. ,'If^was not a little surprised to observe the promotion of the first Ueotc- 
the Java, to be a commarfder, which I belie*c lit- well merits; but 
v^l^l more than the first lieutenants of the iMacedoiii.in and Guerricre; the 
'' l^ite nircumstance of the fall of his captain could not of itself giv© him a 
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preferable title, especially as the others are most deserving excellent 
officers, and must feel themselves neglected ^)d ill used, if denied that 
rank which Captain Chads has so deservedly attained. It is now, Mr. 
Editor, with no small degree of pleasure, I come to remark on the unex* 
ampled degree of energy shewn by the Adii\iraliy Board, in Uie building, 
equipping, and bringing forward so quickly for service,- the new frigate, 
several of them very heavy ones; it is not yet eight months siiict tliey were 
contracted for; half of them are now at sea, fully inaoiied, and well com* 
mantled; the rest are htimg, or ready to lauucii: this is surely highly ere* 
diiabie to the Board, as is their determiuaiion to buiiti several more, 
exactly on the model of the latgcsC class of American frigates; having 
recommended this tome time ago, 1 do feci gratilietl tliat it is to be carried 
into effect^ bring satisfied it is necessary lu preserve our naval pre¬ 
eminence, and that the j/ro t^ipore scheme, of cuciiog down our 74’s to 
make razees or mules, was a waste of our slops, and oni^ calculated to 
serve (anti badly too) until the proper size of frigatca could be built. 1 am 
tlie inoi^ disposed to condemn tins plan (had it nut been one of necessity), 
as several good 74*gun ships have been broke down to be converted into 
razees; the Saturn is one: 1 hope the otliers in hand will now be repaired 
according to their original class, as wc have full force at present in every 
quarter to watch* capture, and destroy Jonaihan’s sliips; and this force 
will be continually increasing, us many of our frigates and liac-of-battle 
ships are under repair, and will soon be ht fur cinnnnssion. It may not bo 
improper here to bear kjsliniony to the high sense I enteituin of the useful¬ 
ness and propriety of the remarks and suggestions offered in several of 
your last numbers by an Irvn Gun, relative to weight of metal and shut, 
us well as to Captain 'rrcmlett’s letter un tiic same subject: both are well 
worth the attention of those ivho direct and snprrintend the outiit of ships, 
as well as of every otherr of the n.nvy. These letters, as well as those of 
Aiolui, C. H. and a Naial Tatruil, you very properly recununend to thC 
particuiur notice of your readers in your last preface.

the same circumstance; and liftcivise, that from the jMudras Couriers of the 
Klst and €8th of January, 1795, it sh&uld seem that the ships, J)ukc of 
,Ciftrence, Captain Hayes, and Duchess, Captain Court, having sailed frem 
Bengal on a secret expedition, passed througl the Straits now called 
-Buss's, and which was named by Captain Hayes, Pruen's Strait; but the 
acpouuts given by tiiese captains didering so materially os to its breadth, 
one saying it was only S leagues wide, nnd the otlier stating it to be e 
degree- and a half, and there being no real proof that ihc^ Aad passed 
:tiirough this strait, the assertion is considered to he false. 

As I have heard various doubts about who tlie navigator was that first 
discovered, and passed tlirough the Strait wliicli divities Ncav Holland from 
Vail Diemen's Land, I give the following account, lately received from a 
personavlio acrually attended a Mr. JJass on liis voyage of discovery. He 
says,—Ir is well known that Mr. Bass, formerly a surgeon of fhg royal navy, 
was the navigator who first discovered tlic Strait that divides Van 
Diemen’s Land from New Hoilnud, and which now bears his name. Ha 
was a man possessing very great strength of mind, and of a .strong robust 
habit, fond of enterprise, nud despising ganger, in any shape. Ills 
visit to New ITollniid was'in IJ.M.S, Reliance, with his brother-in-law, 
Captain Waterhouse. It is presumed, that the inactive life of a surgeon 
did nut accord with the lively enthusiastic .spirit u’hicii seemed to have 
had pos»cs.siun of liis mind. He therefore quilted sfie naval sen’ice for the 
cx|M'css purpose of exploring iliose lands, but little known ; however, his 
ardour for such pursuits appears to have abated considerably, from the 
circumstance of his not having, or being provided witii the means equal to 
ins vvishes for the execution of siicii enterprises; therefore, it will nut be a 
tnnltcr of wonder, that he was, though reluctantly, persuaiird to reliiiquishi 
his projects, ami tui n his mind to tradic.* Mr. Bass first con.'cived the idea 
of New IJoiiaiui being divided, by observinir, ii^cveral excursions, a coin 
stHiit swell setting from the westward, tiirough what was then euiisidcrcd 
to lie only an inlet. Being unaalisfied in his mind as Co the cause of the

of south latitude, and returned round the south Cape to Port Jackson.”

MR. XDITOn, August nth, 1813. 

I N your number for June, 1 was glad to f.nd a few very sensible and 
pertinent remarks from a Corix'spondent who signs himself Alhion,t on 
the evident necessity there appears fur holding out greater and more sofB- 
cient iuduceincnts to t[)e numerous and so highly useful classes of petty 
officers employed in the navy ; they are the sinews of our naval strength ; 
jt is they who form our able seamen, ns non-commissioned officers in the 
army form our steady soldiers; and while all allow their merit and their 
oJaim to encouragement, it is truly wonderful that it has so long been de¬ 
layed or neglected. Noiv, however, they have something to hope for; 
necesi^ity (and 1 blush for the country, that brave and meritorious men 
should, through necessity alone, receive an adequate reward fur their 
labours) must now lead oih" naval advisers to consider how they can best 
prevent so many of our prime scanicii from entering into the service of our 
enemies. I mean into that of the Anioricau^.t who hold out sucti induce- 
lAeiits us cannot fail to prove resistless to men who have served jjcrhaps 
long and zealously without adequate reward, or other prospect than that of 
continuing in their present station until no longer fit for service. The 
Wiiterjn question refers fo a work of lieutenant'''llodskin, which, 
have not had the good fortune to see, I can say iiotinug.of;^ but the sub- 
^^ct is uiidoubtcdly a most iiucrcstiiig and momentous one, >and must, at 
wcll ns the gradual abolition of corporal punishment (in miimudrerting oj» 
which, my valued coadjutor, A. !•’. Y. and nur friend in question, Albion, 
and /Eolus, seem so willing to assist me), in time, I hope in a .short timt^

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gh-e place to a milder and better system of government on board onr men 
of war. At the present period, we arc peculiarly in want of men fur tb« 
fleet; Many additional ships have bePn lately put into cominisiiion, and a 
latter complement allotted for our frigates. It is surely then of importance 
to hold out incitementt to procure them, as far n'; can be prudently done, 
witlioiit entailing on the country a tertf great additional expense ; but t 
think the object in view might be easily attained, at an expense which, 
although of some magnitude, the country would never feci, and which t 
am certain the people of England would most willingly pay. Where, i 
ask, could the national revenue be tnore properly bestowed ? Let, then, 
tliis necessary work be no longer delayed ; let the class of petty officers in 
the navy be increased in numbers, and their wages or p i/ vaised according 
to tlie number of years they have Servtvl ; ipdeed, in my opiition, it would 
be inoy desirable to increase the pay in the navy generally, according to 
the terms of service; after five years to he rai-’ed one third, jjfter ten, on's 
hall, and so on. Nor will it he imagined that this is too much, when you 
coiipidcr, that these men fmtl up option but to servo ; it is true, it is their 
King and Country they serve, and tins ttiey will do clieerl’ully and heartily 
for a time; it is only when the war coniinj^es us at present for such a num- 
her of years, as to deprive’them of the beneficial services to tficmselvest X>f 
the he^it period of their lives, tiuit it htcomes irksome and tiresome tto 
tliCfii; and it is to reward and acknowledge this sacrifice (for such I main¬ 
tain it is), that 1 now-come forward to request a* proper consideration of 
the subject f’roio tfiose in power: in doing this, I ask nothing more than 
is already granted to the army. And where so many will he inrluded, I 
hope an addition may, at the same time, he aft'orded to ilie halfway of 
lifiilcnanis, whose case is, in many instaiures, truly deplorable. These 
siiggfsiioiis, Mr. Editor, are merely intended as outlines of a plan of ame¬ 
lioration, wliich [ hope to live to see Carried into effect, whether by the 
present Hoard of /Vdmiriiity, or some siicce^iiig one. hure I am they 
must have, ns they wiil.descrve, the gratitude and thanks el' the nuUe 
fellows, whose cswcrtiuns they direct, whose achievements Ihtt/ should 
rcvvHrd. *• -v 

In my last letter I bientioned, that 1 believed the Board of Admiralty 
had more business Ihaii they could properly manage, and proposed the 
addition of an<ati^ilitjry Board. I liuve since learned, that with rcsjiect to 
t\\c 'buitJing ah'd repairing of ships, the Coinniissioiicrs of the Navy hav* 
the sole chaise, s'lilij^ct oniy to the approval of the Admiralty ; but con-^ 
sideling the scaic to which our navy is now raised, I am afraid little aid-^ 
from them is to be expected ; the duties of their own department will be 
qtiitc sufficient, especially as* only half of them are naval ci»racters> 
What I mean, is a iloard of Revision, or Improvcnient^ to elevue, ermsider, 
mature, and report subjects of iflhproveniciit, whether origiiiatiug with 
jfficnibtlvcB, or bunded to them by others, and their labours to be approved 
I of by the superior Bo.it-ds, vix. ilie Coinmissioiiers iff ihl* Navy ami Admt- 
xaity. 1 am couvmccd much good to the service would arise from such aa 
institution.

A jLTfiOUOII the system of blockading the principal ports of*her mari^ 
time enciiiic-s, 'has been in some measure successfully adopted by 
tjreat Britain ; yet tiie forming of a plan to blockade an extent of coast 
doe;^ not appear to have suggested itself as a practicable effort. If such'a 
measure could he executed with any tolerable degree of certainty, tlib 
advantages must be apparent, if the space invested be the haunt of name* 
rous privateers and vessels of war, that issue forth to attack her commerce; 
and especially, if, added to this consideration, it be also the resort of com* 
mcrcc carried on by any of iier enemies. 

That an object of such magnitude would be liable to interruptions in the 
execution, must be acknowledged; nevertheless, must also be allowed to 
Com]M'ehcnd particiihir ndvnnihges. 1 shall, therefore, p‘'occed to explain 
in what manner it may ijc effected. * 

When oiiward-boaiicl fleets are on the point of sailing, or convoys ex« 
pected from distant parts, the rruizers sailing at such times from the ports 
of France, have been but loo &u<x:cBsfiil in making captures, nutwtthsumd- 
ing our numerous cruizers employed in looking after them. But if many 
of these crui/ers, at sucli times, had been arranged in connection, icady 
tor olFciice and defence, it is M'l-y probable, tliat such cruizcrs would have 
suifered so severely, as to liavc rendered this inode of w-ariare fur more 
hazardous thnii it is at present, besides culling ctY their captures. 

liCt it be 5up|)Osrd tliac a valuable fleet is about sailing into the 
Atlantic; or that one is expected from that ocean ; how is it possible to 
guard all the French coast along the Bay of Biscay, so that cruizers and 
their captures may have little chance of escaping? 

In considering the proposition without a plan, it may be thought that it 
would require n vast naval force to^cflcct such a purpose ; but when viewed, 
at reduced to a syflcii, ‘nuich of the imagined difficulty disappears. 

From Usliant to Cape Ortega), the distance is about OP leagues; sup¬ 
pose a vessel stationed lliree or four leagues from Ushant, and so n chain 
continued in tlio line of ^bearing of CapL* Ortcgal, which is nearly 
S.S.W. f VV. each sliip, or vessel, at three leagues' distance, to within the 
same distance of the southern Cape^ this would require thirt^-oiic shtps 
md vesseh of u'tr; and the arrangement would be as exhibited in the 
sketch annexed (set p.C08*) Tn executing such apian,would not l^cneccils'nrv 
that the vessels should be nil frigates, or even sloops #f war ; yet every other 
'alternate vessel ought to be of force, ready to assist against a superior 
enemy. Between two frigates might bo placed a sloop of war, an armed 
brig, 'or a cutter; and on the appearifoce of any number of hostile 
cruizers, part of the chain could soim draw together by signal to make head 
against them. A line of ships antft jW ssels of war thus stationed, wualil 
pruiat a formidable barrier against enizers issuing from ports in the Bay of 
jSseay; the greatest distance any vcsse| could pass in hazy weather, or 
-during night, would be four miks and a half; and this distance would be 
ailcogether accidental. 

In cktar weathcri a signal might be cbintfauiilcatcd from Usl<iltiit to.Ca^o 
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Ortegal in a short time. If something similar liad been practised when 
equadroHS of the enemy were expected to sail on distant services^ they 
could not have passed 'vithout being observed, and their situation coinrptt*' 
uiented to the commander-in-chief off Brest, or any ofher of the naval stH« 
tions in the Bay. 

Should it be said, that such an arrangement would be liable to many 
objections, on account of blowing and havy wcaiLor, when the vessels 
would lie uncertain of their real situation with respect to enclrother, and 
he unable to keep their proper stations ; it is an^wcl«d, the same uhjec* 
tions apply to every naval operation, particularly tliose emlnM<'in|i objects 
of maguilude and extension. Ships ef war cannot be expected to keep 
post like a body of troops on the land ; during ha/.y wealljer they catinut 
ascertain their positiuii'T like military bodies directed by fixed objects at 
hand ; ^but they can do all that can be reasonably expected from good 
seamen and navigators ; and that is all men will require who are conversant 
in naval affairs. * 

If a line, thus formed, wore only in very indifferent order at the season 
when large and valuable convoys were expected from the West Indies, or 
any other quarter, the difiicultv the enemy's cruizers would find in getting 
into the ocean from the Ihiy of lliscny, or from* the ocean into the Bay, 
must be apparent to every impartial intnd. In the night the danger might 
he as great as in the day, on account of the probability of fulling on one 
side of the intermediate spaces. The same might be ohiorved of the dan¬ 
ger during hazy weather, ns the vessels could not be so disunited as not to 
aduiitofagrc^at probability ofmanyof those belonging to the enemy, whether 
cruizers or captures, coming in view. 

When by chase any part of tlic arrangement might be broken for a 
time, the other vessels should continue in their proper stations, or extend 
their distances two or three miles to fillup the vacancy, us otherwise sutite 
hostile vessel might pass unnotieud. To pi event a great opening being left, 
not above tivo vessels should chase at a tinaf^uilie's the object were of 
magnitude. When no prohahiiity appeared uf closing with the chase, it 
ought to he immediately relhp|uishc(l. ^ 

On the return of any vessel thus drawn off, nr on the clearing ayvuy of 
chick hazy weather, there could be no difficulty in a'cu-iauiing on what 
part of the line such vessel had fallen, or the po^ujun^> of tnu whole ; na J>y 
anfmmcdjate display'of number signals, each shewing that of her station, 
the discovery wouldoncc^made, one being next to Usliatu, and soon 
to thirty-one off Cape Ortegal. If fifteen and sixteen were to chase, ciiliq^ 
towards tlie coast or the ocean, on their return to the line, wiiiiout de¬ 
pending on the knowledge of any vessel by sight, by shewing their numbers, 
iS and 1/Bf and seeing them answered by 10 or 18, they would immediately 
ascertain their posilion, and thc'cdB^ to their proper stations. This line 
could not be supposed to preclude cd^mrs from being eiitpluyed in harassing 
and capturing the enemy on his cltasU • » 

The adopting of such a mcaWre might, perhaps, be found more effictv- 
pious ill cooping up the cnemy> than any that has yet been practised. Aiiil 
ss^u longrpraciis^ modes he.ve been proved to full fur ‘short of expectation, 
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by 'fibe experience of many yeary, clearly purcliased, wliy should not olh(»% 
be ei^cutcd by way of experiment ? If, indeed, the mind of man ie 
arrived at its ne plus ultra in naval cactics, if it is to be chained down by 
the belief that iiociifng new can be discovered, then indeed ti|^ country 
ought to sit doviii contented under all her Josses and disasifrsas remedilew; 
but until this can be proved by the testimony of experience, she has a 
right to expect that her power shall he tried in ail possible shapes for her 
betielit, and not to be fettered by old prejudices, which time has established 
into overbearing assumptions. IJas nut the mode of warfare of fleets un« 
dergonc a modem revolurion ’ What has been the consequence of the 
12th of April, 17132? Let the battles of the first of June, 1794, of 
Aboukir, and 'I rafalgar, bear witness. It woul'i once have been thought 
the height of arrogance, a'ini daring ignorance, tef ivwe proposed any such 
modes of attack. ^ 

Wlien it was ititeiided to execute such a plan, it might be necessary that 
those to be einplityed on the service should have no knowledge of the 
intention, until in a aituation whence it could not be communicated to the 
putilic, and so to the ciieiny, who would be purticulaily guarded when 
it was known that such an anatigement was to take place. 

If must not be supposed ibis* precaution ulledus to those in the service, 
otlicrwise than liy incaiilinusly communicating such iiiforiaalion ; by 
wliicli means it might find its way into ihc public prints, which always give 
tlic manf'ine enemies, <if Great Firitain, near her, timely notice when 
con\o\s iiU-iosail, or arc expected, and cvtiy likely operation of her 
fleets and sqn.idron''. A soiitce of information to an eiieiiiy, pregnant wilFj 
greater cvii‘< I'lan o.ay lie iinamncd, and which the benefit of the country 
certainly requires to be in a great ficiiiee rcMraiiitd. 

A sqti.itlniii miirlil be sent* to sea with se.iied orders, to open them in 
such a latitude and longitude, diitviting it to extend itsilf northward from 
Cape Onegal, and sit tiler at the same time >ii like manner from Usliant 
soutliwaid; and if the luib.'oors were not a mpkte, it could be filled up in 
a few (lays, all having tlicir numbers particularly specified ; and therefore 
tlicrc could be no .iiLiakc of^.station. To ptvvcnt the enemy having any 
kaowhdgc from n’ppcaraiice, tliosc next the laiid< might be placed at a 
greater disiattLc, or to erni/x' off and oh, ns at other times. 

Opp osite the enemy’s naval ports ought to be ships of force, and tlie ^ 
first iinmtiers might be ue»iipicd Ly ships and vessclif attached to the Chan¬ 
nel I’lecr 

„ Were the blorkade designed to be continued for any considerable time, 
(he vessels to compose the line could be victualled accordingly ; or a plan 
of relief inigbi be necessary, which woiiki take about twelve more in 
number. After cIk; first had been stationed six weeks or two months, 
relieve the rwelvc next Cape Or legal; ih a fortnight these may be sup¬ 
posed ready to relieve the next twelve ; then thci^s would only remain the 
SIX next to I'Miant^ which could be done occasionally, more especially if 
tiicy'wcre cliicfly attached to the squadron designed to ernixe off Brest. 
Tbiis the whole might be relieved everv nine or ten weeks: or in a shortei 
perifKi, if jmtgell necessary. • » ; 
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tt might be objected, tlisvt the numbe-r ships nnd ressels of war it, 
Woufd require, could nut well be sp.irccl; but burely ti)C mugititude of the 
object ought to lie allowed cutisiderublc weight; and more so n-^ it would. 
now rend^ the American commerce extremely hnzanluub. It mighty 
however, be asked, whether a portion of the Bnti^-" navy could be in any 
manner more beneficially employed fur the advantage <if the country i It 
w'ould require, including the number meiuiuncd fur relief, about the 
eighteenth part of the ships and vessels of war in couiinisbiun, cmpiuyed,i 
or designed for active bervice. 

The whole coast of Franco might be thus blockaded. From Ushant to 
Calais is about 102 leagues ; but Jersey and (lucrubuy lying in the track, 
about 23 vessels would he ^ufbeient. From Cahiib l[.o the Elhc,lhe distance is 
about 100 leagued, and at four lerigiics dibUtacc fioin each oilier (as well 
as those ^’rom Uahant to Ctdai*-), would require 24. As the greater part of 
the 47 between Ubhaiit and tlie F.lbc would be near our u\vii puiis, their 
relief could be effccUMi by about 1(3 more ; thus requiring about the 7th 
part of the British navy to blockade our enemy’s coast from t’npe flrlegak 
to the Elbe. Appearances at present gi\c the nations of Euiope reason to 
hope, that such an extent of sea-coast will hot long rensam under the con¬ 
trol of one gigantic power. 

But without grasping at Mich an immense object, it will appear that it 
is praclicabla to blockade the Bay of Ihbcay, or even a greater extent of 
coast, with a small part of the British naval Unce in cumriiibSiuii. Tliii; 
system could be trunsfcricd Iront one place to another, as existing jcircutu- 
stances might rcqiiirc. 

If something similar had been adopted oit the American ports, where 
their navy frequent, could they hate reigned so-lorg witliout chusiiscmeiit ? 

What might be the ctleets of buch nii ^irrungeineiil on an iiiipurtantex« 
tent of an encroy’a coabt, caiinut he truly asccM-lumcd, unless experimentally 
put in execution; but pci haps its beiieficiul (t^lsequeuces might prove 
more than imagined, and give privateering a more fatal blow than uiiy it 
Las yet received. ,, 

That a part of the British navy coiilil be better employed may appear 
doubtful; as the arrangement comprises io itself tnc advatitag# of several 
detached squadrons; and commands a space of sea to which, according to 
the general mods of rriiizing, they are altogether inadequate, although 
their aggregate number may be equal. 

The advantages of thus conimanditig the Bay of Biscay at particular times 
are bo manifest, that it would be supcrlluous to add mote upon the subject. 
While this was eflected, u line reaching fioni the Lizard to Usliant would 
prevent any cruizers from eutoring, or getting out of, the Chaimel of 
England. 

The distance being about thirty-onS^ leagues, and tlie ships and vessels 
being stationed within two leagues cf each other, wou|d require about 14, 
which would' leave very little probability of any hostile vessehi, or tlieir 
captures, pasting the space, unless cf superior force. Man cannot, indeed, 
Miumand the eJemeuts; aud a eale of wind might, at times, cause the 
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iipace to be left partly open ; iNit in general it would bt iiup9Siable butii^ 
superior force. , . . , v .fi 

If this last rneasuVe liad been pat in execution during fonner Wftni gitat 
advantages would have been derived from it. The vicinity ofthe secure 
biirbour of Falmouth, to the Lisard and Bay of Biscay^ would render ibe 
plan much easier in execution, than if the vessels bad to run further east** 
ward for supplies, or iiv any e.xigency that might occur, which obliged them 
to seek refuge in port.

Should the French privateers, to evade the line, run further into the 
ocean, it could be suddenly transferred to the suspected haunt, stretching 
itself on agivrn meridian from one prescribed Utitiuieio another.

I B£0' leave td*' send ynu a statement, containing the quantities and 
weight of shot for tiiaking up grape and case, agreeably to the pro* 
posed cbvgee contained in uiy letter of the lOtb of July last, cimipared 
iviih the Woolwich regulatioob. 
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As the largest si/e tier slfot, and tl^e s!i«» used for grnpe, are nearly 
uf the same dirneiisioAs fur every calibre, the grape will answer all tho 
purposes that the lar>^est sue tier bhot can cUVct, and in constquaiice.there 
will l>e no occasion foi having tiiore than one Itnid uf case {viz. the smallest 
size tier shot, which contains 7 Shot in.a tier), Atr each nature of ordnance 
on hoard, excepting the case intended for the lust discfiarges from guns and 
carreiiadcs on the quiirter>deck, &c. previous to boarding These ca^as; 
lieiiig considerably lonacr, will he easily distinguished from tho tier case. 
However, all case -[loiild be nuAked with pairil on the canister ; describing 
vvhat nature of ordnance it is intended for, jas well as the numbei and 

description of shot contained in tfiem, which would prevent mistakes.

Cylindrical shot, from its 'form, is likely to be much iiifliicnecd by t)ie 
resrstniice of the air ; and, conse({ueiitly, be diverted from its dirc6tiou ; it 
should, therefore, <iiily be used wlicn within the distance of a cable’s length 
from the object; and slionid only be fired from guns denominated ; 
as tile recoil will be considerably increased, even mere tiiuii what is occa¬ 
sioned by discharging two shot at a lime. 

Grapt mode up with cylindrical shot vvoiiH prove far more destructive 
to rigging, &c. than the round shot now used. 32'puuiuicr grape, made up 
with shot whose diuinctcr is 2,77.'i inches, and weighs S lbs. by adding n 
cylinder of tlie same diameter to U, whose length shall be equal to f of 
this diameter; the shot ^vill be then nicreascd to the weight of 6 lbs. and in 
length 4,6SS indies; which is ,?2 indies lunger than the diameter of a 
12-pounder shot. 

Grape or tier shot, chained in couples, would prove very destructive to 
rtj^ing, when Hred at the distance of half a cable’s length.

The period most 
liable to them is the autumnal equinox/' more particularly if the 
the moon coincides therewith. I'bis cuise occurred in four difTeront sea* 
sons ;.aud ,111 thrfe, different years liuve,bfaips been dismasted by Ty.fuohgs 
on the coast of Cluoa, one of tlie later instances occiuriiig on the night of 
September 21st. In 1793, on loUi September,‘a Ty-foong did cousidor* 
able damage. In 1802, about the lAth September, the Nautilus, of Cal* 
cutta, and a Spanish frigate, were lost near the J.?ma isles. Furtnnately, 
tlie utmost violence pf a storm of tin's kind soon sub:>ides; but gales of wind 
sometimes blow from the N.E. quarter steadily for several (lays, in Septeni* 
ber and October, near the coast of Ctnna; tlK”HC, however, are not fre¬ 
quent.

TIm! prognostic «jf a Ty-foong, described in tlie Directory, nanieiy, a red 
appearance in the clouds, Js nut a good criterion by which to judge ; be¬ 
cause a hazy atmosphere preventing a distant view of the land, generally 
prevails in mtdimu weather 011 ^ these coasts. Often at the rising and setting 
of tlie sun, particularly the latter, the clouds all around, especially those 
Opposite the luminary, are liugiid by reflected li;£bt with a heavy red, in 
Buttled weather. This appcftraiice luis been mistakcii os an indiention of 
a Ty-fofiig. Neither m an irregalar swell a sure waniing, for such fre¬ 
quently prevails on the coast, when the weather near it is nbt unpleasant. 
But when the summits of the hills or isfands arc enveloped in deep black 
clouds, while the borizuti U clqar m some places, then there is some Irregu* 
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liiHty m the etneo^pttere. Ty-foong*, however, cannot be said to he pre¬ 
ceded by any eertam Signt. The best mechiid to anticipate the^e celebrated 
Mtonne, » to attend CttiefuIIy to the inirine barometer, lu ld04, on 21st 
July, when proceed'hy die inner channel to China, and passing from 
the coasH ofCochitt-Clnna aci'osa the gulf of Ton-kin, in latitude 1ft” N.

At ^evetij my old hostess brought nic sapper, mndh my bed, exhorted 
to have pa(iencp,.itA(] retired. J^even days passed on neatly iu this 
mxtiner, witl: this exception, that 1 agreed the gaoler to ket p hack 
breakfast, and give rnc half a pint of small :v)!-<e at eaoli meal, itnd a little 
^ndle, which I was iidc aliovved after the second night. 

The Swiss giMitleman managed to get to see me; he spoke a litthe 
F.nglibh; Imd been formeily id the Aosrriati service; co-operated <vith 
H. U. il. the Puke of Yoik at X’alcncicnncs, Dunkirk, Ikc. : he was OOn- 
fined for debt, had been in eighteen monilip, and did not expect to be libe¬ 
rated for six months longer ; lie tippoared lo be veiy 'much surprised at the 
Cavaiians nvng me so harsfily, and afic-r coiiclnl ng w iih me a little, retired. 

On the ihirt^enth inoriuns, at day-break, tint g-mlor appeared, «ith 
breakfast, mid my ctotli'‘->, aii<f infurined me, 1 uas insiaiuty to piipare fu^ 
my journey b.nck into I'lMiice ; my escort would be at uhe door ih a few 
mitiuces. 11« begged I would keep up my spiiits, &c. I asst^d him, I 
was well pleased at the inrortnatiui), and in being removed from so solitary 
a habitation. I certainly rhcrislied tin; liopc of escaping on the. road baek^ 
(not Imagining that [ sliouhl be treated as a eiimioal going to be executed). 
I had .scarcely MjBdlowffl my broVikfast, ulitn t’vo military men were shewn 
into my Hpartirilyl; the horemost holding iit In'* hands an iinmciiac iron chniiu 
^lackles, and a large padlock ; the sight of (Ins apparatus destroyed every 
ho|>e that had before prc.senled iist-lf vVitii icspect to my getting off; hovv- 
ever, I pretended to fake no notice. Tins man spoke a little I’rcnch—■ 
Siilurcd me citilly, and asked, “If I was |.rt pared ?’’—Yes,” said T, 
** perfectly so.”—” I am sorry,” itsuincd he, “ to be under the necessity 
of using these imiehmcs; it is the coinmanclant's orders; and as you aie an 
olficer yourself, I need not oBserve how neccssai y it Is to obey the onlers 
of a superior; we nre two brothel's^ of the volunterr corps of this town, 
chosen on purpose to re-coi!<:iict you to France, lest you might have been 
ill treated by soldiers of iWi'ine.” 1 told him they vverc excessively kind; 
ahd desired tlicm to phicccd nnd do tlicir dui-y; tlint nhat I suffered was 
no dishoriou^^ me ; it was for rny couiiti^’, and I gloried in il ! The 
cowmandant’ilecretary now joined tlie parly: he expressed his satisfaction 
at bis brothers being appuinted to eseprt i^e. I pointed out lo him the 
Cruelty of putting so enormous a chain upon any human creature ; he 
risplied, ** you hate so oft^ii escaped, Sir (even fiom. the gend’ariiieiie of 
Frtihcc,* and those arc volunteers only), that the cotqjpiaiidarit thinks it 
very nei^ssary; we have no small chains. Ttiere is a carriage ordered to 
transport ynu, consequently the inconvenience will not be so great. A little 
more palaver followed; and my right arm gnd Icl't leg were chained toge¬ 
ther, with the large padlock, &c. as before observed. I was then carried 
to the g^ioldoor, where there was an immense concourse of pcojde to be¬ 
hold the uiifortuimtc stranger thus decorated. I took nn affectionate leave 
of the old woman fwlip was crying the wiiole time), and of her husband ; 
and, with the aid of my guards, was placed in thecariiage, oneoftlicm 
oB each side. It was an open kind of gig,'drawA by two horses; they 
gUve their orders to the pOstdion, and awny ^hey drove. 

Itt passing through tbe^ streets, the windows were crowded w^th speetA- 
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tors» wishing tny guards rt pleasant excursiun, and safe return from France, 
as if they had been bound to the most n-iuotc part of the globe. , We no 
sooner quitted the town, than they exaridncd tlicir pieces, primed and 
loaded them : I observed they were rifle guns. 

At noon wc stopped to change horses at a smad town that* I had passed 
through hut a few days before, 'nicy iiclped me out, and permitted .me 
IP lean on them as I went up stairs : from the weight of the irons, it was 
impossible I could mount otherwise. Our carriage and postiliuii were also 
shifted ; and f found tlie veliirlc carried icticis, lVc:. also. Although, as I 
have before observed, one of uiy escort spoke Froiuii, fiorn the depressed 
state of iny spirit®, I entered into little or no coiivtisalion with him* 
Sometimes, indeed, os^cd him a qucsiioii respecting hi» country, merely 
,iVir infuriuiUioii. * * 

Wcjialtcil at midnight in a walled town, tlic name of which I have never 
found nu^ and they inrunned iiic, 1 ipigiit go to bed ImMwo hours. 1 
thanked twm for this irululgeiice. There wcie two police olln ers attended 
ill my chainher, in cuj^junciion wuh the others. 1 iici cr dosed an eye. 
The time at length elapsed; wc were again plnecd in aiiotlier vehicle, and. 
on the road 1 now diboovured they weit^taking a more nurtherly dircctinn 
towards Slrashourjih. \\7- had three relays befoic four^mihc afternoon, 
and when wc airbed at a small open town in '\Viitcmtierg][* and stopped, 
as usual, at the [lo'-L liuuso, wliich.wus also a tavern, wo found a nuiriher 
of very geiued people tliere. I attracted (of eofir'C,^ the notice of every 
body: they appealed desirous ami anxious to serve iiie, mid reprobated 
very much the cuiiduot of tl.e Bavarians, in using a Biitish ofliccr so cru> 
clly, 1 was m great liopcs of staying here ail nighr, as there was at first 
a difilculty in procaiiiig a cdiriagc. [luwevcp*, the JJavariaiis did not deem 
it prudent (I helievc;, *(» tluy got a common waggon, which was filled with 
Straw, and placed luc in the cenricticTv\ccii thorn. 

At midnight vvc shifted waggon at liothcdicl.v At daylight we shifted 
again, and at four in the nfteniuoii we pa^.si.i? through Gegenbaok ; f and 
about midnight arrived at Ofl'enbourgh a foitiiiod town ^ liudeii, and 
only 5 or 0 leagues from Stfissbourgh. TloA we wviit to ; ny guards 
luiving first placed theirs on eacli side of mine. 

My mind was too much occupii^d on the misery lliat awaited me, tb 
admit of sleep. The dungeons, in (viiicli I was inevitaldy doomed to 
drag out, perhaps, a miserable existence, aitpcftrnl with all thcii*horroni. 
Bitche was the [i^ce that had been originally aiioitcd fur me ; niidj was of

a free linperml ciiy, undair tlie prniection of the Iluase of Austria fumiffriy; 
it IS seated on the river Kintzig, 1 jiuiks S.E.ul Sira>hoMrgh. 

{ OflVubuurgh was also formerly under the ssiH'lion of liie Hottse of Atrstrif, 
hut belongs at present to tlie J>iL« of IJadrn ; it is a stroiic walled luwu, situ- 
ated on the river Kmtzig, about iO^iuilvs L. of Badeu. Sufl'ered greatly iu the 
hitesvrar hdtweea Austria and i'raiice. • 
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opiniim, from difTiS^ht accounts thnt 1 had of that miserable place, that 
my life was only pr^lt^ed to make the punishment greater by sending nit 
there. Bly gnsirds appeared to commiserate my distresses greatly;' and 
they very frequently expressed their r^rct, at its hfing their lot to deliver 
me up again into the hands of my enemies: and, in'justice to them, I must 
observe, that they anticipated as much as they could all my wishes, with 
respect to refreshments, &c. and made me as comfortable as they possibly 
could, or as circumstances would admit of. 

(1&7.) At 8 in the morning, wc quitted OfTenburgh for Strasbonrgb. 
At 11, we Slipped at Khrl,* the last stage. Wc got oiir last shift of horse* 
and proceeded ; crossed the hridgo about one ; were very strictly searched 
by Custoin-hoiisaollicers, pl iccd on the bridge for lliat purpose, lest we 
might have any smuggled goods* Those fellows, as well as il,;- sentries, 
were very much enraged, when I told tliein, they had not been sivery 
particular a few in'imings back, when 1 [ui.ssed the bridge wit^jut their 
deigning to speak to me. In half an hiiiir I was delik'cied up toWe French 
gend'armeric, and found mvM If securely lodged iiij^he iniUtary gaol. 

The keeper of this prison was, thank Hod, excessively kind and civil: 
he shewed me into an aparjinont,, where tln’ro wa-^ a tolerably good bed, 
and even askei^se, if 1 wished to liave a fire ? The weather was extremely' 
cold, with a very hard I'iosr. I icjilird, 1 ‘■ho'dd like a fire exceedingly, 
hut had not a farthing of money lo paydbr it: the little money I possessed 
liad been nearly e\pen/^ed by tiic Rivaii.ias, in getting me a sliirt and 
Stockings; the rem.iiifder, which was a nicic trifle, I .saw given lo the 
gcud'arriics, who took charge of me from them. He replied, “ In thatctisc 
you shall go to my apartmoiil and warm yourself; ami shall want for no¬ 
thing thnt I can help you to.”, This wa-. a \ety difli|rcut reception from 
what I had nnt>cipated. lb* also ailded, “ Th.ilr he was an old soldier ; 
had been twiee made pris nor by fnc I'nglisli last war in the Mediterra¬ 
nean } and had laea very veil treated.” He introduced me to Ins wife, a' 
Gc'.Tii.an woman, who also behaved veiy kindly ; and niiide me lake a scat by 
the fire. I found myself very cninforiahle, after having been foi- scieral 
hours nearly pefislimg with cxd. I supped with them ; and breakfasted 
and dined the next day at t'loir table. The licatcnaut of gend'arincric of 
the Strasbouvgli district, with another officer, c.une to interrogate me with 
rc.spect to my esciipc, tiic diflerent dircciions I had taken, &c. They 
appeared very mneli astoiiishcd at my suflerings, and wondered greatly at 
my being aide to cross the bridge of Khcl without idtcrception. They 
in^irmed mo, that at daylight the next morning, I should be conducted 
towards iny destination, Bltchc, in company with eleven Corsican sol¬ 
diers, who had lately ilcseried from thei Regiment at Deuxpont*, with 
arms, accontreinonts, knapsacks, &c. Thcse< unfortunate fellows, they 
observed, wiiuld be shot; they were very sorry that I should have such, 
copipanions, but could not remedy it. I felt oxceciiingly obliged to thenii^

rjrilllS is a work written by no common pen; and so much did wc sus- 
pecl^its author of benig diflerent, both in point of cduTatioii and of 
acquirements, from what he prorcs-'es to have uhtiinicd, tliat we took up 
an alpliaheiiial list of the navy, to scarcli for the name of tins said Thomas 
lludgskiii ; when, on examinaliun, we found l.ieut. Thomas Hodgskiiw, 
(the same a.s we suppose^ iiutwithsiundmg the $ atldii^iiHl) was luntle 
lieutenant, Sept. 25, 180d. 

Still are we of opinion, that he Inis imbibed the poisonous prejudices, if 
not received the very arguinenis ami language of Aaii eminent member of 
the House of Commons ; but Jet him speak fur himself. After his dedica¬ 
tion to the English nation, in which he is guilty of an historical fallacy by 
asserting, “ of all the blessings of freedom which you enjoy, not one has 
been granted to you by any God-like gotidiu'ss of men in the posoessiuu of 
power”—-he proceed^in his preface, thus to inlutin his renilcr^—” At a 
very early age I w’eut to sea, with T:«y«liead lull of stones of the valour, 
generosity, and cliivalric spirit of suilnrs. I thought that at sea, 1 niigiit 
have the boisterous elements to contend with, fyet tiiat I should alwaysimet 
cordial assistance, and aluays be supported by the harmorty^ff affection : 
much was I disupppuintcd finding one universal systeil^ nf terror—no 
obedience but what was forced—no ic'^pcct but what whS constrained.* 
Tbis beginning certainly diil remind us ol a certniti great and most illustrious 
military character, who live d in the village of La jMiuicha; and having 
clad himself in a gi)Oil*steei coat and hieeches, w^th a hat of the .'< 011 ^ 0 , went 
about setting peupid to righ s ; in doing which, he lost uli his remaining 
teeth, and nearly got his bruins knocked out. ^ 

“ A little experience, a little rcllccti.m, and some little knowledge" 
only added to the abcriations of AJr. iiodgskin’s mind: it taught him, 
'what no one ever yet discoieyed—** that mankind were every where made 
alike; that the beneficent Creator of all had given to every man similar 
senses and similar passiJbs.” It also taught him, (hat patience under 
pression was a rice, and that—” since our rulers* stldoin, in our profes-

ftauied to naval ollicers, would e^wlycoutradict tins editor. 
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Kon, reward it in this life, no motire remauia for aabniifsioa to it; end 
t had retolved whenever oppression should hart me, strenuously, to resist 
it.'^_Xhe natural consequence of a hiind thus warped and deludetlj may 
easily be imagined, and Lieut. Hodgskin is candid enough to record it—• 
** The occasion was unfortunately presented, and I coin|dained ofthe in>, 
jury done me by a commander in chief, to himself, in the inn^uage that I 
thought it merited : he Imd unjustly deprived roe of every chance of pro¬ 
motion from iny own excrli<m'!, and that was rubbing me of es'cry hope 

... Out in the navy, to complain in the words of freedom, 

which a man learns in our country, is sedition; to make use of the lan¬ 
guage of common-sense, when unsanctiuiicd by olKcial forms, is mutinous 
and offensive ; ..and the utterance of a plnluso|jiiiL li truth, is treason 
against the oppression, prejudge, and bigotry, liiat there revn in all the 
majesty of ignorance." ^ 

We I'l'ally wonder, that with such ideas flouting and augmenting, and 
fermenting iii Lieutenant liodeskin's brain, he should have got on in the 
pi'ufession as he has done, and should have escaped thus to utter the cru¬ 
dities of his discontent and disappointment. But we have nut yet done 
with his preface. The following sentence is woithy of tlie most t-ntliusiaslic 
aihnirers of the eloquent advocate for the al>olitic>n of all naval punislimcnts, 
and the placing of a ship’s cumpan;/ m a slalu of I'lcednm, siuh as Dun 
Quixote j.-> recorded to have given to 1^0 galley slave*, lie po unfortunately 
met with. “ 1 have seen,” sayn Lieut, lfo(jg«kiii, ilic discipline of the 
Vrer.'h armies, and I have irMii of tlic ilcspotisni of ilie French emperor; 
I ha*.o .'.tnc.sst'd, and heard of the caUoi ilies ioHicted on negroes; but 
with the exceptions of our seamen being hei tor fed, hotter clothed, and 
not allowed to he intirdcinl,—what I have seen tla^n suffi r, exceeds the 
cnirlrics of Bnonapaitc to id" army, exceeds ail.that the negroes have had 
inflicted on them: noihing -ould support (h'-in under their sufTcrings, but a 
great anil noble coll^ciolISilc•3S, that tliey are the saviours of their country— 
chat it is visibly their clloi ts alone, which prevent ilespotisni from over¬ 
shadowing the earth, and flc^troyiijg that lihciiy they were in curly life 
taught to indulge a love of, anti winch they still icgaril as sacred, though no 
longer porniiited to taste its blessings." 

I'he preface thus c.includes—“ 'J'hougli the composition is hasty, the 
opinions are not. ry day’s experinice of my set vices in the naty, has

In the darkest periotis of our 
history, and in crises when tlic Sun.of Ijritain was obscured by clouds and 
tempests, her navy hns ever arisen, like the genms of the people, dis¬ 
pelled >tbe storm, and buiden her shine foith again, bright and gloriuus 
among the nations of the eai ih. , * 

* Isjt then to be hclietcd, that there is a heart or a hand in the whole 
country, that can he closed against an appeal from this class of men ? 
It is only necessary to he known, that, after figlitmg oiir b.'iftics, protect¬ 
ing our shores, giving sicunly to uur laws and constitution, hy averting 
the horrors of warfare from our native land, these brave men, wounded 
or infinn, need the a«;slstiiore of thcir^countrymeo, to call forth one 
national sentiment and fcdllng, in contribuinm the inadequate, but only 
remaining remuneration, of pecuniary aid, towards ameliorating their 
ftuflTeriugs, and adininistering to their wants.

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Taloor had eontnhoted to f;ain, if be were permitted to Oraie that# * 
boon, which ]s due to him as a debt ot oaiiQnal gratitude*

Hood, eillier to attack them, or w^'t till 1 arrived. IIo found the enemy 
itiudi stronger than was expected, consisting of seven large gundioats each, 
inmitiliiig one ilehtocn-ponndor i.i the bow, three smaller gim-tessels with 
a four'puundcr 111 tlic imw, and fouitecn sail of merchant-vessels under 
their convoy, four of which had gnus in the bow a'so.

I b >ie iifi I'nrlct till sail in 
chase of her, both steering towards Bcllcisic, on luiarint; whn li she siiorieiied 
sail; at dark we ngian lost sight oflit-^; I coiitniueii stfiini*.' doni' Bclleislu 
to the iioriii'Cnd, about tiiroc ^plartiA^ jf p.;jyfe dist.mcc Irom tbi'sdiorc; 
not getting sight of hcragiun, at eight I’-.'M. I haifttd to tlic S.E under easy 
Mill; on the Sfith, at 8. SO. A.M. had ilic satisfaciion ol again sttingher 
passing to windward of ns nbout Jlsle D’Veu beanii<> then .S.K. 

eight miles; atfoiirl’.AI. sift; hoisted colours, cndctivoiiring to seek 

proteciioR under IslcsD’Yen, as :f pussilde to evade us during the daikiusii 
of the night, and gtt into liic river Loire, at the entrance of whu'li i kept 
the Arrow in five and seven fulhoins water till day-light; not seeing htr 
then f steered towards Isle D’Yeu. At 9 UO. A.M. on the 27ih, saw her 
at nnclior close to the harbour’s momli, witli I'yencli ensign nn(k pi ndaiic 
fiving. i stood close in, intending to attack her at anchor; receiving the 
fire from four dilVcrent batteries and tl.c brig, with little cfi'ect; the wijid 
fiiiiiiig us nearly to a calm, obliged nic to <’iaiKl out, in hopes to decoy hP^ 
ffoin l\er present sitinlion, wincli wc soon h.id the ple.isure to observe. We 
.stiw several boats pass and repfiss Iroin the shore in the hrig, a|)|>ai'cntly 
full of men. At 11.80. she weighed and made all sail in chase of us; t 
cuiitiiiueii standing out till I theught iK-r a good distance fiom the shore, Z 
then tacked and stood Towards her, felly prepared; 12. 20. P,M.'as we 
neared her, I observed her top-booms, bo.it*', and low^r*yards fnll of men. 
The brig was of the l:irge.st sire, pierced for 22 gims, and h.id 20 mounted;' 
this served more to heighten the spirits of my oinct r.s ami little crew. Both' 
vcs^'ls shifiteiicd sail at one time, we rccbived her with three chci'rs'. At’ 
13. SO. P.l^, inimediiitely couimenccit action on chnerent tacks, tlic Arrow' 
passing to windward of her about 20yard<i, to pidl'^in iicr boHiding Us^ 
^nhihskt HIM nell prepared;* From ihct^rfcct satisfaction tpy.ofticdrs anti 
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crew have rejH'ntcdly nivcii me on Turhicr occasiot»s their {inimatcd, steady, 
and resolute behaviour on this, gave me full uonridence to be]ieve> that had 
she boarded us, she would have met with equal reccpiiun she had already 
bought by only 45 minutes exprrieiu o. She tlieii hauled her -colours down 
and ceased nftnt;; I iininediatciy lacked on hsr weather ^qiucrter to close, 
then about gun-bhot from her. The ^\rrow, from light winds and her bad 
mailing, was sn long in stays, she ava.ivd herself of tl.c favourable opportu¬ 
nity, made all sad, hoisted her colouis, and renewed the iiction, which wc 
returned double-fold, ohservdoi!; her very mueh. rroin-'the quick 

and well-directed lire ol'tlie Arrow, 1 attiibutc our little loss, having only 
one seaman killed (ICdward hingcock); her lire was principally directed 
and confined to our sails, iiggni;:, boats, i\;c. Uiilhriciiiialely, Irom her supe¬ 
rior sailing, she shun shut ailieud ot ii» ; continuing a runiiiur* fight till'hvei 
1*.M* at uliii h time she tneked, pnb-<ing to windwiird aboujt bto,'' luusket- 
shot, both keeping up a well-dircLted lire. At 5-10. wo tacked to^varda 
her, then nitliin the eiitrancc of the iivcr T.oire. At O. 30. and 7. 30. she 
tacked, passing to windward about the same distance, caclt^.exchanging 
scvcrid hroadsiilcs in pas'-ing. At 7. 10. Irom thick lia/y weather artd light 
winds, we Mnliirtumitcly loht sight of Iut, iIk n in very shallow water, with¬ 
out a pilot On'board, suggested to mo the painful iit-cessity, for the eafety'ot' 
H.M.’s schooner, to .stnndint; out tg Jt. 3. Tlit conduct of Mr. Blyth, mas¬ 
ter ; Mr. Ivirliy and Mr. (Jallaghan, niidsiiipincti; the former’s moiit hav¬ 
ing passed my highest approbation, and that of tiie crew I liave the honour 
to command, have all proved tl'<insol»os worthy of the profes'sion they hold. 
By two American goutb'men I have on hoard, who know the vesstl, sho 
proves to be le Diligent, of'^Ogims, and had on boatd, on her leaving Amc- 
ric.’i, 110 or 120 men, French ami Americans, conimundL'il by Captain 
Cnuisui, a tncmiicr of the Ixgion of Honour: tlii-s is llic same brig that 
Ciiptored late brig Laura, of twelve 18 pounder.", and a crew of 03 

men. P'roin the grc.nt niimbt r of men on hoard her, J am convinced slie 
nm.<it have had a consitlerable increase at Isle D’Ycii, and vamc out with a 
full dcteniiinatimi to take i-s ; opposbd to a force of twelve l2-poiiiider8, 
and a crew oi fifry-thric, o ^ !^c;^s ^nnkboys included. • •

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Jlclhcttserred on board the Nightingale, of 04 guns ; the Aldbo* 
roi^h, of the same force; and the Eiiterprize, of 44 guns. These 
fonr ahipt nrere rcspectirely commanded by Miv Gower's uncle,* 
Captain Donkley, of whom a short notice has been alrdidy inserted.* 

He then embarked on board the Coventry, of S8>^unsj com¬ 
manded successively by Captains Scroope and JBurslem 3Ad>waS 
afterwards received on board the Superb, 74 guns, Captaid‘Row- 
ley; the Terpsichore, a small French frigate, of 26 gutis, and 
the Guadaioupe, of 28 guns ; both of these last ships were com¬ 
manded fay Caistain Ruthvcn. l- Sir F.rasidins has since been often 
heard to say, that his rating in these ships was never more than 
captain’s servant, according to the mode which then prevailed'. 
Mr, Gower then served on board the Dolphin, of 24 guns. Cap¬ 
tain MoufU; in which ship he was rated able seamSn, and after¬ 
wards midshipman. 

(1764.) In the Dolphin,“Mr. Gower, went round the world 
under the command of Commodore Byron. This service was con¬ 
sidered so severe, that government allowed the. ofllccrs and men 
double pay, and additional clothing to defend them from the cold, 
whilst passing aloTig the coast of Patagonia and the straits of Ma¬ 
gellan ; and this circumstance deserves to be particularly noticed; 
as there is no instance, on record, of any such reward having been 
given before, or since, ^^on any occasion whatfiver. 

(1766.) The SwaVovv^,' guns, Captain Carteret, was 

the next ship in which Mr. Gower served ; he was then advanced 
to the rank of licntenant^^ chip, as we have already ob¬ 

served in our former memoir, was immediately appointed to re- 
measure nearly the same course, which Mr. Gower had just con- 
clnded under Commodore Byron. She was sent on a Voyage of 
Discovcvy, and ordered to circumnavigate the Globe: yet th« 
S)V«tllow was an old ship, having remained in ordinary in the 
Hirer Medway, for nearly 20 years. Some considerable time- 
previous to her being put in commission, she had been slightly 
sheathed, to preserve her bottom tTrom the worh^s; but being 
nearly 30 years old, she was totally unfit for foreign Sluice. Y«t 
she acebmpaoii'd Jhe Dolphin, Captain Wallis, which had been 
shc|ithed with copper, and had received every necessary repair add

Thu day after the Swallow' had left that island, Captain Car. 
terct was, for the firJt time, informed of her real destination, vi/, 
that she teas to uccompanp the DuipAin round the tf'ortd. On 
this communication being made to the ofllcers and men, their 
astonishment, as might be expected, was great. •It excited a 
general anxiety, and an evidee'depression of spirits throughout 
the ship. Much time was afterwards lust in getting toJi^gellan's 

Straits, owing to the bad sailing of«thc Swallow ; whose defects

daily became more evident, whilst struggling to get through that 
daugcrous navigation. Under these wretched circumstances, fre¬ 
quent representations were nuide to Captahi Wallis, requesting 
him to send the ship home ; but his uniform reply was— He could 
tnalce no alteration in the destination the Lords of the Admiraltjf 
had directed. 

Captain Carteret, and Liciitoq^nt Cower, then O/Tered to ero. 
bark with Captain Wallis as voli[5.»teers ho thought the know¬ 
ledge which they had acquired in the preceding voyage could be 
rendered sorvict aMe. I'his alsq^wvis^reiVjsed; and on rcacliing the 
western eiilrunce of ihe Straits, Captain Wallis left the Swallow,

without giving Captain Carteret the most distant hint of what 
route he was ordered to puisne—or of any place he might proba¬ 
bly stop at; although the ships had been nearly four months to¬

Nairalite to he interesting to 
you ; and if, aficrsiich a lapse of years, you think it will be so to the public, 
tlioiigfr ill a less tlcgrcc, 1 sliall, on your auiliniit); ^eud it to the press ^ 
wiihotit any attempt to hiilocncc your icediogs, cxctpl as they maybe 
nlfected, fioiii the iialuu* ol the case; 1 .>-10111 iiiaLo known ‘o ymu the 
various occurrt nets, lakeo fioai my joiirii.il, and delivered m Uic pkiio, 
unadorned language of truth. 

His Majesty’s sloops, Swift and ravorile. wen? Miationed at Falkland 
Islands. At that time a sircat pari of the se.i coast, the manv liaibuurt 
anumgst^iosc islands, and the long range ol r.itagonia, were yet unex¬ 
plored. It was, tlicii'fore, determined, that the Swift slionld he employed^ 
Vieforc the winter set in, to jirosecutc such di'soveries as the ticasoii would 
ndiidl of. Captain raritier, the senior einiiiiKiniJiiig the Swift, sailed uu 
the ] Ifli March, 17<0,» on the nhove service ; and had scarcely couched the 
.sea m the eveiiinjr, before a I'.afLl gale of wind sprung up from the south- 
wanl, which lasted til! the thirteenth ; wlieii wesavv the cotist of ratago- 
Ilia, nnd found that we were bttween iltc ports of St. Julian ainl Desire- 
With tiie latter, llit!'* i'.ia>-tcr and myself vvere partially acquaiuled, It^aving 
toiiclicd llicre with Commodore Byron, in the year ITdi. 

(1770), Though the g.i|C liad ahared, yet our ptople, being very much 
fatigued, and their bcdU'J>g'und ^vcA'l^;llg apparel (juitc wet, it was deter- 
tinned that the ship should remain in X’ort Desire for a few- days, as a place 
i)f rest and refreshment. * Wf’-, cS''ri‘, made sail for it about 10 o’clock 
in the forenoon. We lead the cuLiancc of.flie hirbuiir open; the wind 
blew gently out of it, the tide was setting in at the n.ic of 5 or 6 miles mi 
fJiour, and had risen so much that all the dangers on each side of the chan¬ 
nel were hidden; the wind too was ngtiinstiis. While we weredcirbefating 
what was best to Iv done, tl:c ship grounded on a Vock, which was totally 
unknown to ii». Ita situation is nearest the north shore—a small spot, 
vyith twelve and fouitccn fathoms, or seventy-two and cighty-fbur feet all 
round it. Diilerent bearings were taken to ascertain it in future, but tWe 
'were afterwards luat. Our boats were Imi^cdiatcly got nut; and a proper 
distance 6xed on, for placing the small ^iichors to heave the slap o<7; but 
tliey did not contribute- to our relief, untd it was very near bljj^t water, fuj- 
the flood tide pressed her on the rocks. I'he infennediate' time was em¬ 
ployed in startfng^t|/e fresh water, and pumping it out, to lighten the 
Kliip ;' which, nl\cr having reuiaiued near two hours iu the position

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described, wns libprated witliout ouv apparent injury: and tbout this 
time the Imd cliaii^cd, bluwiiiij A’cry gently into ihe iiarbour. 'Hiat 
tnoineiit’s dtlibcr.nioii bad delemimcd a« on remaining whero we weir, 
till tite cliangc of trie tide, and then to move out further, securing the ship 
with one of licr lan'C nnebors : in consei]iicnce, I war ordered to lake a 
boat and weigh one of the small anchor!), leaving her riding by the other. 
At tliit juncture of lime, as if a f.it.i' ty altesiclh later c^^ulI^cl•^, »ho was got 
tinder v^oy and steered for the harbour. 'I'liib abii'ined me; for to cuter it 
at the lop of liigh water I l;ni-w was improper, wiicre so mnuy perils 
existed, alt of which were concealed. At that stage of the tide, however, 
the ship got in considcrnhly before me, and was hidden for some lime by 
a point of land. ILivinfr arrived at the point o^f land, jiMige what in)- feel¬ 
ings must have been, to see he.r tigam on shure ; for at ibis period the tide 
was •ibbing fast. Soon after. I got on hjard, and Icuriit, that the bower 
arirliur had been dropped in (cn iatlionis wiifcr; but tli.'i^iii shooting iho 
ship, under s-.iil, across t’lc tide out of the stiengtii of the stream, her how 
had grounded oil a llat loek, whicii liiul ilion oidy two falluiin, or twelve 
I'cc-t water on It. Itio wi:id hail foic^l her voiisidir.ihly on ; niid, as the 
tide was leasing her vrrv fa-l, it w-:s di'-coveied, that she could not be 
removed before the luxt Irtgli water. Ikr stt-in lav in cidit fathoms, or 
forty-eight feet, and it wa-. nearly the saim; depth as far as (he edge of the 
rock. Our lirst rare was to seciiic lier from oversettin::, by means of our 
spare topmasts ; but from the depth of water tiiis^mld not lie efTcrtiially 
dune—they could only ho placed o!i tiio ll.it rock, about the .ships h.iws; 
of couise they did not allord tlio siipfun-i that vonld li.r-e hetii wished. 

Our next work was loconicyall the weight from the iificr pert of flic 
ship to the shore. Apd this wr m:ina/,e.l vcA'i’x[u'fiition‘^!y ; for w-e had 
four boats ; the water was pcifeetly #moot!i, im l ive scnrn ly forty y.nils 
from the land, where there w.is likeij^Ve^.i :;()(j^beac!i. Lest ilie strength 
on-'bourd should he too much dimn>i-li( <i. iio..e i^eiu sent from ihoshtp hut 
o part of llic crew who were iiiuvell, and the boys: there v>cre two reasons 
fcven fur laiirHog of iliein~tlie f .lo.*,. if an accident happened to 
the ship, those would he safe* who in the nionient of disliess were least 
able to provide for ihemschcs. The otlnT, that they would be us, ful to^ 
us alj^ by receiving tiie various articles li'uiii the boats, and carrying them 
above higli water mnrk^ 

Our bread and powder, being in the ciclrcnap after part, bfftamc the 
first objects of atleiilioii; small arms, anil other articles of weiglit, fol¬ 
lowed. During these employments the tide was leaving us very fast. 'iTie 
ship became by degrees more and more cicct. 'I'lic water which foiimi its 
way all settled abaft, w’here*no pumps could be intiudiiccd, and only 
buckets were employed. Titis *bcing a tedious process, engaged many of 
•ur people ^ and thouglKvcry precaution and exertion were used, we had 
the mortification to observe that the water rather gained upon U9< AbtJUt 
five in the evening, the rock on wiiich the ship had groundctl, was three 
or four feet above tlte surface. She lay considerahty on one side, and 
settled very much by the stern; yet were we not without hopes, for the* 
tide had nearly fallen by the shore; and, that she*iiiiglit be kept ns qnici a» 
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passible during this anxious and important mumout, every act of labour 
except baling fvaa suspcMidcr], i, 

(1770.) The shiji’s company had been uithout tictuals all day, and 
were greatly fatigued : yet tiiey worked ciiearfu'ly to the last, which was a 
little after six, when tlie fatal period arrived, though the tide was beginning 
to raise her; her first movement was l»y settling—the shores theugate way, 
and she went down stern foremost in deep water; all of which Jiappened in 
the space of :t minute, rortuiinlely, oiir boats were alongside, which rc<« 
ceived about forty of the mr n ; tlie revt jumped from the bowsprit on the 
rock, from wheocc they wciv .litr i brought to the land. As soon as 
we were assembled, a ii>u''ter took pl.tce, which produced a luclanchuly 
discovery, that <\iir cook and two marines weic Kn’wned; the remaining 
number anioiintod to eight'J'iiis accident oeciiriod about the lati¬ 
tude 47° 47' south, (if)” lo' west longitude, on the continent Oi’Palftgonia, 
whose biarrennes^ for toveral degrees north and soutli of I’nrt Desire, is 
scarcely to be paralleled. At this time, likewise, it was within a few days 
of the sun's crossing the equinox, and the winter season commencing. 

During the first night, many of nur people were employed in the iioafs 
near the ship, to secure any thing which might escape from iu Those not 
so engaged, were ei.dciivouring to keep themselves waim, by making small 
fires in the cavities of the rot ks, with sea-weed and other matciials equally 
unsubstantial, found aliovo high water mark. 

Having thus described our ‘-ituution at that time, it is needless to add, 
that we were very uncoinfortahle: aiitl 1 shall only observe, that by far the 
greater number of us were without either stockings, jacket, or hat. My 
Olvn dress, from wlj|ich you may judge of tho^u who were my inferiors, 
cousistetl of a shutV'h vvaistqoat wiiiunit sleeve-, a pair of canvas trowscrs, 
anti ail old pair of shots ; having neitiicr hat, brecclics, nor stockings. .So 
herd did we labour befoie^tlie ■-liip si<>iik, as to hine no occasion for clothes ; 
and, when ‘ihe was oveo'efting,'*th^ie was no time to look for them : 
indeed, a precaution had taken place, which preiented even .*» hope of 
fntiiin relief in this rcsocct •■»!. ‘i very early period of the disaster* 

chests, were tin own inm the hold, to,.hinder tlie boats and people 
being improperly cmfiloyed. Moreover, the water bad no motion, except 
from the tides, earh of wbich deposited sand and mud; so that every thing 
remaining in the ship soon became immoveable. 

(1770.) Knrly on I'bur^day morning, the lAth of March, we with one 
accord asscn.Mcil, and silently ga/ed at each oiiier’s gloomy countenances, 
artd at the desolate prospect we !uul all around ii®. In addition to our 
iiiifurtunatE! sirnation, we had left I'alkland Islands without acquainting 
Captiun Maltbv, of the Tavorite, where wesintended attempting our disco- 
tertes, or how long we expected to he nl),sent; so that no assistance was to 
be expected from that quarter. On this day the wind was westerly, blow¬ 
ing strong. Wo had served the odicers and men a biscuit each, four of 
tliem being cqii:i!«t«'n* pound of bread. We then divided in search of 
water. Al>om noon, some of the peojdo returned, having dmiid two wells, 
Htt’ptmls. of brackish, dirty, bl.mk water. 'I iii*. at first was very disgustiag ; 
but uec;es-iry soon rendcrc<l it palatable, mjd its b..d qualities were fiorgot- 
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These t»vo pools svcre lu-ar the sca>!>!iorc, aiid about one mile on 
each side of the spot ivhcre we piirpiisieii to fix uur abode. In the evenii>|( 
we again assembled, and began to form some regulations for our future 
conduct; likewise to examine wliat wc had saved. The keeping a strict 
watch over the wreck night and day, in ho|)e9 of something being detached 
from it, was a rule, that, htmever constantly we were disappointed, was 
never neglected. .iXtiothcr was, to select a nuui from each class, to pay 
attention to our bread : in this we were equally unfortuiKitc, for frequenc 
pilferings were committed ; and we very early fliscov(‘red that wp bad not 
only to guard against thieves among oiir=elves, but iliat we were subject to 
ilie resolute and pertinacious depredations of mice, who not only foiled ua 
in ail attempts to entrap*( hem, but caused great de.siriiciioii. The provi¬ 
sions saved, consisted, besides bread, of om? siiiili cask of beef, one of 
oatntral, one of clioesc, uii.l a small hag of pease, 'i'iie stoies were mus¬ 
kets, musket tiali->, jxiwdor, Hints, and a few spars wliicli happened to be 
loO'C on the «leck. 

Friday, the l.'iih of .Maruh, the v '.ud being .S.W. and fine clear weailicr, 
wc sent tliree boats utong llie slioio to (.*aiijinc wlii-tlicr any tiling that bad 
escaped from the wreck la'ght have lo.'gcd tlicre; and a)%o to try whether 
muscles, or other tara};le«, of the kind, o aild he pfbeured. Pro¬ 

videntially two chc'-ts wore tliscoverrji floating on the river ; one proved to 
iiave helongi'd to tlie siirgroj.j ihi i tlier to one of the luidsliipinen, in 
which was foismi in old fjir.oir.mt (Mr. Tlr/tupson’s ) It also curi- 

taiiied wearing apjiaicl, wl!i('!i wa-^ iihciallv and equally distributed umonp 
the othccis wlio were mo t lu w.vnt. It fi ii to my share lo receive a half- 
worn shooting j.tckei, v\l!ioh w.i'. <*xiiemely .serviceable. At low w-ater, 
some of our people dived info t.ho wrei.k, foriit that of the tide, half 
the top'inasts became visiblL.- ; aml^ llicnr endeavours wc.-o successful, 
Having cut loose the top-SLiil-y-inl'i, ficciedjt^ic s.ails Into t uits. In tb« 
evening, our boats reiurned with a Ictv ftiusclfs/* wiiicli were equally dis¬ 
tributed; as, indeed, was every kmd ul food tiiat could be collected. Tlie 
uight proved mild, and vve vveie nu*.;'; resigiie ' to our situation. 

The next niormtig, bread w ive l as bvl'oiu ; and to every four men 
was allowed a inusk€t, a small qnvi.lity of ponder, and some bails to cut 
into slugs. The beacii atiorded pr.hbh s, of a .ii/e )o he used us small shot. 
<iur minds being now tolerably ea-y, the urtuutmn we were in, and the. 
nieansof ouriemoval ffoiQ it, vioiu t.iken n.to consideration, '(he result 
was, that ire should make an aictmpl of sc-nding our six'oared cutter to 
Falkland Islands, to acquaint Capiiiiii Maliby with the circumstance whieti 
bad happetitd. The success of this attempt seemed to afford the only pro¬ 
bable chance wc had <if being relieved. The danger, however, of ilia 
undertaking, did not sudVr us to ^ntirtain any very sanguine hopes; but it 
was necessary that a trinl^should be inadj. The distance to Port Egmont 
was.about 105 leagues, or 315 miles, independent of.any connexion of 
seeing land; indeed, expo.sed to tl^e sea from tbi MMtward upwards of 
twelve thousand miles. It is true, vve had saved an old Daiis’s quadrant; 
Luc seafaring people well know how little that instrument could be dr« 
wndiui upon, even ;n a ship a smooili sca^ then wLat was to be 
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expected from the accuracy of the obsen'atlon talcn.in ii boat., A convv 
pass, waa likewise saved ; but tlic \'iotioii of a boat even in a river is so 
(jiiick, that there is little reliance upon this most useful guide: then what 
wqs to be expected from it in a turbulent ocean, such ns has already been 
described ? It therefore was not very probable, that the officer in 111* 
boat could be very correct in inakir.g the land; and it is rather to be won* 
tiered, considering every circunvsiante, that he made it at all. Thesft obsta¬ 
cles, .together ivith the season of the year, and boisterous climate, beii%^, 
considered, it will appear that our thoughts of removal from this disastrous 
spot must hare been exceedingly dubious; and long before it happened, 
from the time which had elapsed, all hope had often been relinquislicd 
and yet a variety of projects were suggested, noi'.e of which, it was to be 
feared, would have been Attended witli success. 

(1770.) 'Fhe cutter, in Icngtii twenty-five feet, and seveu feck,broad, 
was now hauled up on the heacli, and the carpeiHcrs began witli raising 
her side or guftwalc five or six inches. 'I'liib was to he effected hy taking 
the bottom boards out of the other boats; and the n.iiis from one, served 
to secure tlic otlier. This, a cajipeutcr, or even a seaman, would easily 
•' S^i^ive to have been very indili'ereiit work, for wc had neither saiVcd 
*^tO(»!s nor muturials. 0^er all was fixed a canvas deck ; leaving a little open 
')ipucu abaft lor the people to go under it, which likewise the ninii might 
stand in, who was employed in steeling: uii'l, t.s a further precaution 
against the sen grltingruiider the tiiinas deck, tlic stccrsnmn had a kind of 
covering nliich chew close round lii^ waist. This seemed as if it would 
have aiibvsered extremely ucil, while the boat was on the hcact); but all 
was destroyed the first nigiit of Iier being at sea. While thi.s was going^nii, 
various parlies were cngagc'c^ in ^(aich of piovis'.on', for the boat’s crew ; 
and on that day wo errre lolrrahlv|l'i>i tuniitc’. haiinu' shot a hawk, a few 
Bca gulls uiid sheldrakes, i Ihc hitlbr aie.hird'* as huge as ducks, and when 
on the wing very mucli 'Hu4' procured also tlirce m'tddlc sittil seals- 

On the evening of Saturday, flic lOih of ."March, the weather being 
tnnc{<^tc, and the wind westerly, t|^ boat was put in the water, fitted 
with ^rce sails, stored itltlTeN cry thing,tve had to spare, cornmandt*d 
by the master (late Captain William While), witk six seamen cfioscn 
from a number of volunteers. 'I’he next morning, at nine, the wind and 
wcatber being still fatourahle, they took ibeir leave of us; both parties 
^ ^vipg tlyree cheers. But the spirits of all were" so depressed, that'the 
cheers.were very faint and languid ; andar this melancholy separation tears 
/Ibwed .abundantly. That evening, one of the drowned men was observed 
.(gill the beach—he was burit-d with all the decency nur situation admitted, 
jagd every one attended his finieial. 'I he ^licnmity of it ronfd indeed only 
. be QQUailed by people, who expected thi^t in a very short time it would be 
.tht!i<^^fftt<^. About ten at night, siicpeoding the day on which the boat 
Jeft ns, the wind suddenly chi^pgcd from Ni.W. to S.W. blowing m very 
^•(ron^ |;u$ts, mte<it^d|Srith lightning, and u great deal of thuj^der and raht. 
^i^;^eaiher copiinued for four hours. Kvtrybndy was low vpiriteH' rtiad 
^.^g^pdingly Anxious for the fate of tlicir coinrafi<*s* in the The g^le 

>ni llkcv ise very rntnduA tb us on shorc^ as by its violeii'(:e ill our’ill- 
ercvicd tents were destfoyed. 
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(I77<>.) Sundftv, Udarch ITth, tlie weather wiw squally, wuh a great sea 
in Uie ctKng. Prayers were read and oflered u(i devoutly for our brave 
companions: but we almost despaireef of their safety; fur the last night’s 
gate, and the visible effects of it at sea, were very awful. We had little 
to eat on this day excepting our bread ; but iiotlil.v; more was wanted, and 
it secmetl as if the appetite sympathised with the despondency of odr spi. 
rits? Monday, the 18tb nf March, wc had, fresh gules and clear Weather; 
the wind hnd returned to the N. W. but it caused a confused §ea. Scott 
after dayligiit, no alarm was given from one of the men on an adjacent bif}| 
chat there was a sail in the offing. I imineiiiatcly embarked iii one of the 
stiiafl four-oared boats ; scarcely waiting to know where she was, dr 
taking any other precaution. Having sailed about twelve miles in the 
direction which had been pointed out to somp of the perl{ile, without dis- 
covering the vessel, 1 concluded she might he conceuled by Penguin 
Island^ which is about sixteen miles from Port Desire. 1 lauded on this 
rocky spot, from w’hencc I could see at least eighteen mile&dround me, and 
bad the mortification to find that the alann had been a false one, and must 
have been caused either by two seas meeting in contact, or the wav^s : 
breaking against Penguin Island. Our'presciit situation, however, 00 ||^d 
not admit of a moment's delay, for wc 4>nly got access to^ the piucq 
watching a favourable smooth sea to jump on the ruck: the wind likewisd 
blew directly from Port Desire ; and we had no alternat'nc but to gain the 
sliore as the wintl would permit, the boat lying with a full sail, Xu the 
eveuiiig wc reached the land, about eight miles to the southward and 
leeward of our port. From thence there was no chance of getting home 
by water, till the weather became raoic moderate. The boat, therefore, 
being bauIcUup and secured, wc used our utmost ed^is to gaiu the spot 
ojipusite to our setdcineiit, so as to be seen llCfore it W'lis dark: fur, as I 
observed before, we bad set off without a thought of any ihing, but the 
speedy pursuit of the relief which h(v(i| scemeil^o otFi.r itself; we had ndi 
taken even our suiall pittance td’ bread. By the iitiie wc hud arrived at the 
place intended, it was nearly dark.; too dark, inde ed, fur us to be seen, 
jiiiid the distance across was ^oo great to ’.ifjmii of oqcwbeing heait^V we 
therefore wandered about all bight, wit\ch was a very and blowing one. 
In the evening, during our walk, we saw several guanacoes, a species pf 
deer, but larger ; liarc.9, and ostriches—but they were extremely shy, and 
iBOvetl off when at a considcnible distance from us. 

Tuesday^ March 19(h, fresh gales and clear weather ; the wind nt 
Soon after daylight, a bout came to letch us, and wo regained our^dld'hubi- 
tation, where we were rcgaleil with our biscuit, and a sup of dirty wac^ i 
which, however scanty or disagreeable, we stood greatly in need of* " A 
petty officer, and four men, vderc sent to wait an opportunity of brlu^ng 
th^ boat, to the settlement. Thtf^ other boats and pciiple went ii^8Mrch, af 
jproyUioiis, which, vvas the constant employment every day; yifrylag tlftur 
pursuits aqd places as circutnstaoces out. ^ There was iin danger Mb 

. straggling ;^lor the bread was served daily. In none 13f our exculiioiis wjM 
a^y wate^^iitet^'widi, except the p^ohs nlremly mentioned and one utt flt« 
south Hide of the river, in die direction of south etiout the dioiatfce of fite 
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miIeC( .equally itoplemant m the water near oar MMUeivent. TIim hap* 
pening to be a bright day, some of our people dived into the wrcclc, tail 
4i|aoUngled awne of the small sails \hat were uponrdeck. Those became 
reiy serviceable, as tliey assisted in clothing those who were nearly naked. 
This fine day produced us likewise a tolerable meal of .owsclas,«few btrdi^ 
aad a seal: but we had the mortification to discover^ even at that tarljr 
{teriod, tliat the birds became very ^y, for we were but bad shots, and 
made much noise with little profit. As for the muscles, they could mdy bt. 
procured, when the water was at its lowest obb, and quite smooth ; tbero-^ 
fore, it was easy to see, that our dependence on diem would become daily 
more precarious. 

(1770.) ' .Wednesday, March 20th. The wind northerly, bloiving fresh; 
'but in the evening it becatoo southerly, with showers of rain. The change- 
of wind brought our boat home, and the rain filled several liLtle hollows on 
the top of the rocks, of which, though we seldom felt thirst, we 'drank 
greedily. Our^oeoplo in crossing the country for the boat, saw the same 
animals that I have already mentioned, and a few foxes. They likewise^ 
in the valleys near the sea, found a quantity of salt, and brought sotat 
udtbthem. “ 

i' Ttfursday, March 21st, fresh ga'es from the N. W. with cloudy wetuher* 
Wet had scarce^ any thing to eat this day but our bread. 

. Friday, Mnrch 22d, fine clear we.nthcr, the wind E.N.E. Served the 
people a haadful of oatmeal, which they eat unboiled; for we had no 
utensils whatever. The birds and seals were generally dressed on stones, 
whubi were always kept hot in our little fires. The muscles were eaten 
widiout. preparation, except their being just put before the fire to open 
their shells. Several of our people cooipluined now of pains in their becks 
and sides; the consequence, probably, of bad lodgings; but however me¬ 
dicines might have been wanted, none could be obtained; for the chest 
VOS left in the ship, wKH^tho oih^<' valuables. Tiio captain, aod Mr. 
Thompson, Uie surgeon, tUktiig the advantage of tlie easterly wind, went 
up dm harbour, or rather die river. We procured a few muscles and a 

seal. >'■ ’ ^ 

Satuirday, March 23d, wind westerly. We w’cr« employed the greatest 
part of the day in removing our bread to another cave ; for the.mise had 
made such a lodgment, that they had destroyed and wasted much of itt 
This day we could procure notliing else to eat: yet .we all seemed to bear 
our dapriwations tolerably /veil; at least tliere was uo murmuring; neither, 
indeed, had there appeared, at any one time, the smallest degree of dis- 
ud£ient. Happily for us we bad preserved no liquors* . ' ^ 

>Sttnday, March S4th; the wind and wcatjier as yesterday.. Ooa of our 
dsy^ «tbicb caused much unefisiness, especially as thoother 
MewiiO^VM<>hnsiderably reduced. The oa^ain and surgeon rgui,rpe4; 
khOff said, they bad>ecn betweepf forty and fifty lecgueS'Up the river, lefiich 
so eqppeoranM wu nay^ahile sW, further, but tlie tides werii very.ra^ 
Ttikwlidte of the cdBUtry was as barren as die spot we iohabtt«i|.>,Thty;SBW 
a-Aw 1iHrds,« but were able to do Ijttle piora than provide themtdvca, 
Tliiedsy «uv fere wa* very iqud^y; we t|ipr«forai ^stvibutqd a litthiWOMf 
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s«k beef. «MNrIee was perforiaed, as was tbe case regolarfy evvj 

fianday. 

(1770,) Mondayt March 95th, Aie wiad westerly, bat the weaker 
i^angeaMe. ’■Towards the «i’etiing, very strong gales. Tbe pitofde em> 
|>loyed «s usual. Oae Man shot a hare. These anitaals here are taubk 
larger than ours * neirriy the same colour, except a half black circle on tlie 
rcubp. Tfiey feed itf the day, and when disengaged from eating, sit op 
like monkeys, which I think will aci:ount’for the black circle; they are 
generally seen in pairs, the meat is much whiter than ours, and 1 tldhfc 
preferable in taste. 

Tuesday, i^Iarch 96th, strong gales, with much rain, which replenirited 
Mir wells, and made uj quire comfortable in that respect; but increased 
those painful complaints before mentioned. ^Served the people, in addition 
to their broad, with a iiandfitl of oatmeal and of pease, and we procored 
10ine*other trifling assistance from oor dctaclied parties. 

* Wednesday, March 97t!i, fresh gales and dear; with«tbc wind from 
N. £. Very cold from the frost in the night, and etceedingly un^ 
pleasant in our caves. We gob a tolerable supply of smib, a species of., 
provision which would have been rejected with loathing, by people in 
other srtuation; but our stomachs received it without dl^ust A 
was shut, which stunk abominably ; he was very handsomely spotted, bbilffik 
and white with a long bushy tail. These animals burrow in the earth likk 
rabbits. Ill addition to our inii>fortune.s, rats were discovered, and the 
mice visibly mtiitipllcd : both of them were become alarming neighboni* 
and inmnres, not only from tlieir own depredations; for when to avoid 
them fur a siiort time, we shifted our bread from place to place, it was not 
posaible to gourd against a certain degree of waste and pilfering. 

Thurstiny, March 98th. Hard gales, add cloudy liaxy weather; th« 
wind from the N.W. Nothing to cat but bread, so served a little beef in 
addition. One of our {icopie, a nati»*e of Por^gal, requested leave that ho 
might endeavour to get by land to Kueiius Ayres^ a place at i^st 550 miles 
distant; but us thcie was {>ever:il rivers to pass, this could not be.deter* 
mined on exsictly. The riv|i- Camerons k'^iupposed to be sixty mibf'bruad 
at the entrance, and as it h.'fk never been penetrated from the sea^ nor Any 
Account received of its course from travellers, there was no judging bow 
far iniand he-must have gone before he could have crossed. Beside tho 
obstacles from the risers, rhe country was totally unknown; he laust^also 
have gone Barefooted, and almost naked, without any reasonoUa pra^tkoC 
of'obtHtiihrg victufils or drink t it is, therefore, scarcely necessary tomy, 
that his offer was declined, ft was, indeed^ as yqty entirely andetermlmd 
what enurSe the whole of ns was to take. Something, howevcf, was t<^be 
deb?ded'tipbn very soon ; iflir Vinter gave evident signs of its cmnijqps^ 
viitb se#rity, and we were l^idbsty apprehensive fdr the fate of ibt^isticA

- Tiie number of compiaioanta iiNseasefl, 
bat none of them were absolutely cdnfincd. ■ To disease, wiuf super^odded 
(ptBat>de|yrcs^>on of Spirits; neither of them tp beMvoodeted ati parciciw 
latiy. tltc latter^ as our situation wfts^rowtng mora and fnott aerioiis every 
day. ' The people wlia were< weU^ were etUplpyed' in drying and weighing;:' 
dur brsatf. • Served the remainder of our. beef and p^inenl. One of our 
men shat- two foxes, whidt wo 'thought 'very good eating; they are much' 
mullenthan outs. The carpenters were busy in repairing oue of llie.fourd^ 
oared'cutters, whose length was 14 feef, and 4 broad i as it. was a^ tbis 
thane in contemplation, that 1 should attempt going to Buenos Ayrel, to 
.promts a vessel to fetch the people off. The passage for the boat would 
have been along coast, ^except in crossing the' rirer Camerons, whose 
breadth I have already deswibed. The most sanguine t..-Qongst us had 
given up nil hopes from the cutter. . < ** 

' Sunday, MafohSlst, strong gates, and cloudy weather, attended-with 
mow, thunder and lightning. Our people could not stir out; of course' 
they had nothing to cat hut their bread. They were, indeed, much <lis^ 
tressed, both from want of nourishhicnt, and want of clothes. 
i'(d.TT0,) Monday, April lat. 'The weather for nearly the whole day waY 
dark and gloomy, with sleet, the xvind \V. We got notliing but oiJr 
bread, which was increased to two hisruits, or about half a pound. '' 

• Tuesday, April '2d, the wenthrr was ivoderate, the wind easterly. We 
procured a few seals and dimscU s. • , 

. Wednesday, April Sd. Tlie weather very iinsetded,' attended with hard 
.V|Uallspt' wind and rain. Served the peojtle with-half a pound or cheese 
each. None of them could go out; for at this time titey were aUno.«t 
naked, and in a state that wsfe truly piiiahle; To !>ce them lying one on, 
the other. It* preserve such a degree of warniih as was ueecfsnry for life, 
was a spectnole which, ino\;y;vcr dis^nsting, seldom failed to briug tear*' 
into die eyes of every obsUrver. W'e were .nhw quite at a loss, and unde^ 
termined what to do. A urent deal more tbati a reasonahlu tiin^ bad, been'' 
allowed for the havorite slpop.io have arriictj, if the cutter had reach'*d-' 
the islands; and-tbadioughts of tier beingilnst.rpreicntvd our attempting 
t« send, the fQur*oured boa; to Buenos Ayres. The journey by. Iaod*.wa« 
talked of; bid^ tlic cries of those who could not travel, who were by far thi 
greater number, were so.ciistrcssing, tbut we absolutely could think of au. 
abj|eine,t)bi?form>any;rjLSulution whatever. ^ 

Thursday, April 4tb. A fresh N.W. wind,, and clear weather. Thu 
ct^thin, odicers, and' about twenty mpn,‘st^ed with muskets, and pre» 
vi^d w.itbWls> crossed . Uib river,vin'hopes ,of killing some( Iguanacues, 
haips^ -foxes, or-ostriclies, and according to tlie success (hey mbt witl^ our 
future ptoaonaenls might beregukted* Butfrbnq^ur being I'et^ i^dshmsmeu; 
and from bad management, we only kiiled'iive l^s. vThey weiglied, I 
tbip^aboukSfi pounds eachand alTon^ the dext ckyutn rpumautioul'y 
gCwlwiiealfortiB all^iThe mdy.gopd one* indeed, whic^,.we had during the 
wAMe>Qf oktr reiidolice ia1'au^i»ia«'^ln this' lusbiexd^kiiv nianf-^uis * 
wore exposed to, great ijskj forwe spnipl so ■xpdi^'Qundrtutuuircieva;^ 
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iloek offuADiico^ tluit when they catne to force their ^ay oot, every one 
fireitt aodeome of us had miraculous escapes. All these aiuinais» hut par¬ 
ticularly the guarutcors}. were estremefy shy, moving off fit the least alarm* 
as if Uiey-had been frequeiiiiy hunted.. But Uiis could only bSppen to 
them (wioe e-year, when tlib tribes of^BatagoniTsns cross the country for 
the sake of having constant fuod. These people travel over a vast ^ace of 
land, moving always with the < Sun, to preserve a temperate cliomtr. I 
Imve seen tlmn at two difierent periods, in tlie Itbight of sutnmer, as hir 
^louth aa 59? dOl,,Bi)d from HuTerent vestiges,, we perceiicd they were not 
tmaopiainted with those parts. The shyness of the guanaroes, renders it 
almost impossible for people on foot to kill them. The Pntagonians'-have 
nwclt the udvnmage of us, nil being well mounted, and much better nnarka- 
raen with their slings, than we were with niuskjets. Thit guanacoes com* 
monly feed in the valleys, and there is geuer^ly one of the males on each 
hill luAkiug out; and no sooner ilo they observe any person advancing, tiiaa' 
they make a noise which somewhat resembles the brayingan ass; and 
they then direct their course in the truck n liich they wish to be followed byt 
the rest of the dock. 

(1770.) IViday, April .^tb. Variable weather, with frequent bs^^ 
Squalls of wind, and showers of min, iIk^ wind southerly. VVe were u^W 
of an ppiiiioii, that it was alisolutely necessary to go in seSreh of a more 
hospitable climate; and orders were issued to prepare, hy getting shoes 
made from tbe skins of the anunals uhich wc had killed. The canvas that 
remained, we put together in tiu; best form nc coii/ll, as bags to carry our 
bread and auiinunition. 'I'liis evening wc weighed the bread, and'found 
w.e h.ad us iiuich ns would serve iis for the nme we proposed staying here, 
and a greater quantify than we coidd carry with us ; we tiicicfure allowed h 
pound th eqcb inau. The thnugbls of this expedition tetTi!h;(l many of onr- 
jieppie; who intreated to boJcfi behind, under tlic protection of Provi> 
dence, rather than incur faliuucs w^tch would, shortly liuish their days*- 
I>uybtigss their situation was deplurahic, and to’Separate ivas scarcely less 
distressing to those who were able to w.ilk. Tliis staegered our rcsointiuns • 
and it was linally determined, that 1 should go ui the small cutprr to 
Buenos Ayres: a plan which%ccnied to meet with general approbation. 
The aljow'uncc of bread was again redure<l. Several volunteers offered for 
tile boat, and four men were selected ; as many, with inys<’]f, as she could 
carry. All our men (|eserrcd great cumtneiidatioii, for they had been 
squally pressing in their offers wheq the cutter was proposed h)t*Fidklnaipa 
Jslaflfis. Ttldecd they ligd lieliarcd in etery trying and diiitressing eireqm- 
stnrncei with tlie utmost patidnee, fortitude, and obedience. Tlic 
whs.im>w again takep in hand, and chinced tvitHf oakum, the peoples* knivl^ . 
^ving AS tpois to thrust it intc/tlie seam, or chink. The other -boats were 
robbed of their nails to assi^ ill the repairs. Oilier preparations'^ were - 
makii^, .tmd the next day was Axed-on for my departure. ’ 

';jSetanl*y,vApnl &h. - Tbe, vreather dear, and the wind from S, W. 
bbwing strong.; At e%fit in thl&i»i.»rnme; a ship was seen I whiuhVic soon 
^Ineoveied so 1» the'Flkfim’ite. It is im'po‘-«iblo to deKrilie the -jOy wc feb 
qp’this'iuiexpected d^vrrance : dotlbtlcai we hail great reason for exnka»'' 
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tion, «nd grateful thenlrs to the Almighty, for such an act of bis goodness; 
/or if this relief had not arrived, in all probability few or none of us would 
have escaped to relate the cataetropW Such was* the exfailnratiug power 
of this event, that many, who a short ti^ae since had not resolution enough 
to quit their caves, whre npw 9tpn ruhoiog in all directions'with the 
greatest activity, and thewildest emotions of; pleasure. Aboat «ri hoar 
after tbtCshiji^had been discovered, 1 set off to meet her; bnf the weather 
was so bad, that it was iifx:in th^ evening before, we got on board. 'Tbei« 
we continued all night, and njost of the next day, before we could brinf' 
tbe sliip iniQ^ihe bay,..eo as to anchor her in a place of tolerable secimty, 
wbii^ was nkrly four iniles outside die entrance of the harbour. 1 then 
left her, and came on shore in the cutter, which had bticn sent with on 
afecouat of our.siiiisfortune , tq Captain Maltby, bringing with me those 
peopl^ who l»a«.l been our deliverers. At our landing, all w«re assembled 
to meet them, overcome with the sense of obligations they could not ex¬ 
press. Embraces and all the sincerest marks of gratitude were nS^d, to 
shew how much they were indebted to Mr. White, the master, and his si* 
attendants, for the life which they had now so good a chance of enjoying. 
On inquiry, we found die cutler itad been only seven days on her passage 
to ^rt £^mopt. The first nightfby their description^ svas a dreadful one, 
as I have noticed on the day of their departure.' Their canvas deck went all 
to pieces; and the boat was often nearly filling with water t ibr though the 
'.wind was fair, they copld not venture, as it was very high, to make that use 
of it yvhicfi would have shortened the time. They wcretibliged, therefore, 
to keep the boat’s bo\v as mucli to the sea as they could ; by that situation, 
meeting the least resistance, yet always di iviiig towards the wished-for port. 
The next day the sea and wind abated, and they proceeded on thtir voy¬ 
age, making use of their oafs frcqucntly and voluntarily, to expedite the 
service enti usicd to them, 'I'lie weAher on«the whole cortlinucd fine; and 
the land they first discivefcd, proved to be Cape Dolphin, distant from 
port Desire 3 miles; from this place the boat had to come buck 45 miles, 
which made tlie whole distance sailed 3d9 miles. Prom tin* Cape ah 
opening was perceived, which eventually bruyght them into Port Egmont. 
Tbe weatlier soon afterwards proved very bad, and. it was fottrtcen days 
before the ship could get to sea; which accounted for her not having arrived 
sooner. • We were so tired of our settlement, and elated at being relieved, 
that scarcely a moutent was lost in hastening our departure. I, therefore, ' 
was dirdbtod to take as many men as I could carry, in die cutter, *and 
t^Uo Mf b?irrel8 of powtler, and to set off for the Favorite. The pfo- 
specc oi reaching her was very flattering, but our disasters were not yet at 
anrentl..'A'sudden gale cime on,; and the boat had nearly filled. Thd 
povvdcr;Wa5 thrown overboard, but that was not suflicijjnt t.for we wertt 
reduce our sails, by which mel^n»'We missed the ship, and with '

cliet could trarcl to cooie on at their leisure^ I found it a very tiresome 
walk, the wind end snow being directly in my face. ‘ However, 1 pro¬ 
ceeded, and sent assisunce to those I knew must necessarily remain be¬ 
hind. Tha rest, being about foorteen, gained on: <’ettienient ib ilte even¬ 
ing. The night was an exceeding bad one, with muHi thunder, lightning, 
and skset. We were all extremely uneasy, and our spirits were more 
depressed, than they bad been fo|^ some titne'^'j fdr we dreaded lest the 
)^ent stomia might fbree the Favorite to sea. 

Monday, April 8tb, hard gales, and cloudy. At daylight a strong party 
was sent to attempt getting oft' thd^ boat; but there was too much sek to 
accomplirh it, so they camo back in the evening. 

Tuesday, April 0th. l^ie weather still boi^ernus ; but tlie wind had 
altered its direction a little, becoming rather more northerly. I set otl'at 
three iiF the morning, tukiiig sei’eral people with me. On our arrirsi, we 
found the sea much abated. Tlie boat was got oif safely, and on board tlte 
Favorite before noou ; where I left twenty men, and returned directly for ' 
Port Desire. 

VVednesday, April lOUi. Fresh gales,* with smooth water. At day^ 
break, all. the bpats l>elongin| to the sloojwoaaie on shore, tyid were em¬ 
ployed in carrying oft' the people, and the few stores wc had saved. 

I'liursday, April Ifth, Hue weather. We got every thing on board, and 
111 the evening took our dcpartuic; iiaving a fresh galfjat N.W, and steered 
for Falkland Islands, which wc saw the l.'ith of April. We l^ad hail, 
sleet, atid intervals of i-aiu all the passage, and were accompanied by 
whales, seals, and a variety of birds. On the evening of the ICtli, we 
anchored and secured (he ship ni Port f^inont. From the '.vr^tlicr wc (lad 
experienced iii the f«U of the year, there was’ every rcaion to expect a 
much severer winter than we had genentiiy iiccii accostonud to it ISugtand. 
And, indeed, I had paw<| two saMiiuc«) in ilie Stilts of ^^.^gcllalI, where 
w'e had scarcely H diy d.ay, ni.a ahuobf constant storm from the west¬ 
ward. The sunmior.s having been so had, gave us strong teasons to dread 
the winter; but it proved m.ld, as will appear hereafter. Fet us we Imd 
nothing to employ our^thougltt.s*on, except the safety of the ship, she was 
prepared agreeably to the ideas wc had forrneri of the weather from oar 
experience : she was, therr fore, totally unrigged, and moored with a 
greater length of cable titgn lioitimun, '1 his situation reduced us to a st.'iie 
of. inactivity, whicli by no means accorded wilh^tbose habits of lieinj^' 
always at work : reraaining in the ship was very tiresome to us, not only^ 
for want of room, but for want oftexeriion. 

(1770.) The late Swift's company, therefore, were permitted to ramble: 
about as they pleased. They formed themselves into small parties, nini ' 
went from one island to another/- aiSfiusir.g themselves in the best manner 
they could. , The country .^bounded with lor.g sedgy grass, which vhi$ ' 
easily coiivortcd into places of shelter. Our food consistq^ of geese, dueks, 
widgeons, teal, and a yaiioty of oliier birds, whiub in general were so un^ 
citoscious.of danger, that we knocked them down witli slicks. Foxes were 
the ,UNiy luuv'c quadrupeds } they were fuuml here when we ftrsc took 
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pOss^Ofi of ibiand, in Mt. Byron’s ti^, and at. t!^t p(viod «rPre 
tame as to coipe into the water and meet (he boats. Ttflii want of np^-

AlOny beautiful pebbles were found on the be^ch; some perfectly trans¬ 
parent, making handsome scuU; but the j.lapidaries comptained of ibcir 
being harder than any thing of the kind they had. ever met witj). Jhc-^ 
mountains produced fine chrystaU, which alier bcipg in the himds of our 
wurkmcfl, were to appearance little infeiior to piecinus stones. The eager 
pursuit after jLftese, turning up tfie earth in searcli of odicrnrisloables^ se¬ 
lecting the pebbles, and pruvidiiig a Itvdihoud, occupied^ the .greatest part 
of our lime ; for us theie was no work to byo doneron, ^oardf wo seldom 
, went to the ship. Ityi ir«u»cio shell in these ii^lands ig^jhgiil.arly fieautiful; 
and whe(^ tlie outside is cleaned, ncuiiy tratispaicut, excopting.a H^gular 
fft^ re on the inside, not,unlike a man's head. These ttuec became a|ycles

Tlic subsequent days of April continued moderate, the wiijids variable;

winds brought snow, but it was seldom seiy cold. In tlic bcgiiiniug of

The climate was colder in this month of May than the last. Thq vi<i*«» 
leuce of^tko winds compclltd us to strike yards and topdimasts, three or 
*' ^mr tiaibs; but the duration of the gule^ was sliurt^ sclduto'lniceeding h\e 
liou^ ^’Ke winds were cliitfly wcsl^ly, sometimes easterly;’ lasting 
, photii 34 hours, but never longer. The month of June w^as dark and 
. duudy, with frequent falls of snow. Xbe winds v^iabUi, but cliicily 
between aoutb and west; and on the wbole the ..weather was niqderace^ both 
as'to wiiide ami cold.

(IJiTQ.) Between tho 4tl» and litbofJonei preparat^bs defence 
were making; and we remunstratcii, on t|io iinfi^pricly of iisidg hostilities 
against its in times of peacq. They-offeged, how wroiig^it wouM bk in us 
to resist the orders they iuid received to dispossess its ; particulariy-Al they 
caihe with so superior n foebc, which had bccii 'se|lt on puVjRise to, avoid 
the etfusion of blood. It wa.s j^ue», we had nothing to oppose tliemi except 
the Favorite, pf'ldj^iis. Xhere^was, didced, a Llock-house-i-’hriginblly 
intended to receive seven six-ponnners, .b(t'\hc por^®6les were not cut: 
the/rame had been built in England, and was .sent out at a great'gxpeuse, 
with no guns or niumunitinn ; no therefore had used it as a store-house 
for our provisions ; but on this occabiun it wnsV;lcnrcd, alid four port-holes 
cut to receive four twcdve-Foniidcrs, ihat had been left on shore by'tlie 
late Admiral M'Uride/nho at that ti|^ic had connuaiided the Jusoii frigate. 
Opposed to us, were three frigates, of 3i guns each; one of 30, and ano¬ 
ther'of They were manned wifl\ 1,010 seamen, igpluding marines, 
52d'k»Idrer^,'ahd about 30 artillervincn, 'M cy bad 24 pieces of ordnance, 
ff6rn'^4-*^.hders to fours, several simvll field-pica.‘s, attd four fn'>rtars. 


A^grrat deal of conversation, verbal and epistolary, took place before 
the'6paniard.s landed. A mutual intelligence at length sticceedeifi and 
warping the Ships close in, they set flieir troofis and artillery onshore. 


Several shots were then fired from the frigates over the block-house, and a 
few from us over the ships. In the incan^ liinc the .Spamsh troops wera 
advancing. Situated as we wete, it was totally unnecessarv for us to con¬ 
tend; the lln^ of truce therefore w^ displayed, and a cafdtulati'dn ensued. 

The principal articles were, tbut the l'*'i%prite should' not depart for 
England, till the expiration of twenty days after one of ihcir frigates had 
•ailed. That an inventory of every thing we lefl should be talFen, tor 


which they would give rcoc^its. That the stores and block-house might be 
paid for by the Sp»niari]s, tor they did not conceive ihepresent transactions 
would proiiuce a rupture between the two states. That they would not 
interfere with the King’s ship or people ; and that we were to remain in 


. peaceable possession, of our bouses till we sailed : these prelimiunrtex 
having'beottAettled, the Spuiiish troops took fftj&session, and lived toge-' 
Cher on the most sociable terms, v,i^ . 

Tlie circuinstant^, of the riddder being unshipped, as mentioned in the 
cnpitulatiun, was certainly executed ; which would nut have happened, 
it'Captain Mi^tby would.^il^ve given his word of honour, that he would not 
attempt to sad until the iiiuftcd t'.oc bad expired. But there has been 
more.s^id on the suiy^t of disgrraa^ than there was occasion for:for the 
rudder was in Want of repair, nfid must have been sent on sliora; and m> 
toon as that wa^ effected, aducb only tuok up three or four dnys, it was 
brought on board by piSpaiii&b 1 uBcli.

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(1770,) On the ISth of July, it was intimated to us, that we might 
part. Of tourse we lost no tiine,*iuul sailed on the 14tht 

Almost till-tiic shoals about theso islands are rocky ones, which, what* 
ever be the tirtie of tide, may be dUtiuguishtd by the very long weeds that 
p-ow upon them, rendering the navigation, so far as they arc Louceilicd in 
it,‘very safe; ‘because they point out a danger not visible by any other 
sign. I have seen these weeds in ninety feet water, and they are so strong 
and clastic, that by getting hold of three or four of them, they will ride a 
boat; or, in otheV words, retain - her in the same situation against a hard 
gale ($f wind. The cltisref of islands, called Falkland, arc all extremely 
high, and may be seen in cienr weather at the distance of 50 miles. The 
tops of them arc an entire rock, the lower purr very, rich, and will readily 
brihg for^TOrd whatever is 'Soyn. llicy contain fAr»-edingly fine fresh¬ 
water ponds, or lagoons, abounding with a varirty of vul ^ fovsl. 71 .icre 
lire likewise an astonishing number of rivulets, where water-cresscs, wild 
celiary, and scujyy grass, are to be met with in great pi only; and the 
bunks produce excellent pt-ul, or turf forfires. 

The iinrlxiiirs, as far as our knowiedge extended, had but few fish, un¬ 
less M'L- might iriclmtc under that dunominnliun, sca-liunb and seals ; and it 
is probable, that tbe smaller sf>rts «rf diircrcnt .'jperies become a prey to 
tbem. On our hrst lundiiig, lliry were so nmnerons ns scarcely to allow 
us room for walking. 'riiC'C animats seldom stay in the water, except 
when feeding; and on sunsinuj d.ays, will go up on the hill side to bask in 
the sun. 

riobiiles tho^e devourers of the “mall C-.h, there are two species of sea 
birds, alhalrnss and pt-in'iiins, wiiic-li Jive entirely by fisliing. Tlicy arc 
both very large birds, '^i'he former, abonl ihv body, arc not unlike a goose ; 
their wings itery exteiT'ive, expfmding mar nine foot, and wcigiiing nlmnt 
sixteen pound■^; tbe others, exci-pl in ^.-eatiiChs of si/.-, resemble a duck. 
When oil shore, wi -iher walking, ov stniidnig, they aie alvMtys quite 
erect; presenting :i fine white fiont, the feathers on the bie-i.st and belly 
111 lug of that ruluur. 7'liey stand, likew'i.se, rinse Ir.getlicr in an exact line, 
ami at first siglit lia\c very much the appealaiice uf soUJicis drawn up to 
be cxeicjstd. Among ihcic, tlicre arc a few, from tlieir„siiperior bulk pud 
tine phim.'igi, calUd kings and (|iitfeiis. If my recollection does not fail, 
they were, when standing, liulc short of seven feet. 'J'licy were such 
< xtraordinaV-y biids, th.it wc made «e\rrid attempts to,keep tliem alive, and 
likewise to preserve thoir skjns, when stulTed ; Imtwc were not so fortum.ta 
Us to su.'t rod. There is nnnther singularity attached to these two kinds 
of If Ala: for thoiigh so diiVertiit in other respects, the same nests serve 
for boihi' barut'o having ordered, that one of the rpccles should not w»no 
ri> deposit its eggs, till the young or^ y,beloiigiih> to the other arc old enough 
to provide fur themselves. Their n£.,,s ure-iittlc hollows on small mounds 
of earth, iibuut a foot above the surface; and liiis «8rth the tiirds collect 
and lay in tegular liltes, the nests beit^'cqutd distance from cucli ntlicr. 
Few streets arc K-gnlarly formed, for which reason we gave to these 
, assemblages the pamc ofns. Tbcy contameii Trom four to six thou¬ 
sand nests, pbtC^ On the g> otliul near thes^; The first occupieis 
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forvtinued in the town, till necessity broBpht the luiiprs to lay (heir ejegs; 
»iid It should stem Ui.kt the latter afe the strongest biius; t^r they cuiue 
in a hotly and (hive the tirst inhabitants away, fuiving tliern to the bunk 
of the precipice. Here tlie young ones, lor the first time, use tlieir wings. 
Which ronrey them to the sea; and I believe ii.nn the day yf their exptd- 
sitni, they are obliged tn cater for theiUBelves. ’.‘/o srcupleu not* to taka 
as many ut’thcit' eggs as »c wanted, preserving them in casks packed with 
Sand, and a great treat they were lu us in the winter. Ommg the net of 
plundering these birds, tiiey never left their nests, but quietly siidensd the 
people to put their hands under tliein. 

Having, I believe, nieiitioneii every thing worthy of notice ip these 
islands, 1 beg lease toirbseive, that I attended, and assisted irtthc forms 
6( taking pos-ii Shioii, in tlie name of his Britannic .Majesty, by order uf the 
JbjiifCommodorc Byron, m J.uuiaiy, 1765. This was iny third voyage a$ 
far foutli as SI* 50', in tlie course of six ycais; in twti ofj^licin nearly live 
years were spent going round the globe. 

(1770.) July the J5lii; we t mk our departure, leaving ilip Spaniards 
erecting fortifications for their defence.^ We were now two slop’s cumpa- 
aies crowded into one ; and having put^s much provisions iu the ship as 
she could possibly find r«/oia for, ive were obliged to s^vo chlIi man 
twenty days bread, which was to he his allowance till that time had 
elapsed. Both companies were at watch niid watch, so that the same bed 
lodged two men ; as one got out of it, the other it cut in. By tins meins 
wo did tolerably well. 

It will iiatuiully be supposed, from the mode of living, lodging, ami 
other circumstances already related, tiuit imuiy of the trews of the two 
siiips must h.ivc died ; but this wos by no vneaiij the ciiso ;s-*for of the 
Swift's ship’s company otiiy one died, who w.is a marine far advanced in 
age, and a stamau of oar'^, by an actTideiita! wound, leceived fiom a Spa¬ 
nish soldier. Wiwii 1 niniition tiiis, it compHliciids the whole of our - 
voyage from Kngland, Mil v/e returned. TIic reimiiniiig part ol'duly pro¬ 
duced a variety of winds and weather, hut lurthiiig rtmaikHlile. 'i he 
mouth of August was nearly the same. W e t.ro.iK-d tiie eqtuiiui^ on tlic 
IGtIi, in longitude ^4“ west. 

(1770.) Stplemher 7th. We spoke wltli a Spanish register .sliip, of 2fJ 
guns, called the 8t. Domingo Diuniento, wiiich liad bien 78 d^iys iVuia 
Aaerios Ayres, Lovntf for Cadiz. At tliii time a convtisatmiiji.'xA place 
about tti^ propriety of making reprisals. Tlic two captains tlis^groed, and 
it produced liigh words. Mueli of the dispuic was, who timbiiuite slKr^i^d 
be attached to, if our ministers disapproved of the act of takkig rbi> ship; 
ibr when the Spaniards came and deci^,y^(l'their intention with rtspect to 
Falkland Islands, Captaiif Fawner,, osidering himself as the governor, 
conceived he had the spme autbori'.jicover Captain Mnliby, as if the Svvit\ 
was in being* ,Tliis the other rei^M^ for some time, till a^seriotft quarrel 
Was likely to ensue. Lattcriy, Captain Maltby question, 

leaving the propriety of the mcfiSU! e to beilei irled'On our re^wto F.nghvnd, 
by the Lords Commissioners of the Admiraiiy. • When vvie iw#i with i!io 
r^gifter ship, Captain Farmer aa.^ for takiai^of,))cr; Captain J\!..dtby a us 
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of a d|^rent opinion, but obser^i^, ** If you will give me orders to can<^ 
tnrt hostilities, 1 will obey thcm.*^ 7hts Captun Farmer refused, sayin& 
that bis authority had censed with the loss of the island. So the Spaniatu 
was atiowed to proceed peaceably on his voyage. Three days afp^ards, 
we discovered the Azores, and, 'on the 16tb 'of September, ik 

Angria Bay, oif the town of Faya)^' where we sti^ed thirty hours, recruit¬ 
ing onr water, which was our business there, the stock being nc#ly ei>* 
hausted. On the 2 2d of September, we arrived at Spitbead, after a 
passego of ten weeks. 

Of the east-aways belonging to the late Swift, I know of Only fbur,

We shall, in the next place,^ avatl ourseltres of some T^ilablo'' 
MS. observations, that Averc ipado by Sir Erasmus Gower respect- 
ing the Cape Me Verd and other Islands which he has visited*-; as 
also Ills remarks from tlic knowledge which he has acquired by 
crossing the Eqiiaton in tltosc Seas, ten times. These the kindness 
of a friend has obligingly procured for this additional memoir. 


In former days, that is so far back ns the year 1764, St. Jago, one of 
the Cape de-Verd iblaiid^, wi^s renowned for being a place of resort for 
ships, bound to the soutlivvurd, to anchor at, fur the benefit of procuring 
a supply of water, of frcsii meat, vegetables, and fruit of all kinds. Ac 
the above periotl, money if-not covered; for clothes, that were scarcely 
wearable, were in much higher estimation. The water was contiuned in 
two vttclls^' arid the farthest from the sca-shorc was very good; but the di$* 
taueo for roiling the ca^ks to tiic boat was, lonsidcnddc, and laborious. 
However, the slaves, for a very small compensation in wearing eppfttcd, 
relieved our seamen from lliat fatigue. 

'khese desirable objects, hosvcver, have long since been done away, and ’ 
refreshnients arc now rarely to be ]}urcli!ised at ci'en exorbitant priciSS, 
No assistance whatever can be ubtamed from the inhabitants; and our 
ni^are consequently exposed to great fatigue, during the intense, heat of " 
th&sun.,'- llenCe a question naturally arises—“ Why not work at night?*— 
But ful^l experience has discovered, ^hat the eight air has been found much 
more pernicious than tho heat of the sun.-^Tke disrepute St. Jago is iU'ikt' 
present, aifords me an oppcjrtunity of relating, wjbat the Portuguere thld, 
me of the .Island of Brava: ** Ihatrli pruduces safe anchorage, and good 
water.'—Yet I haye|t^ver heard of its being j^amined by us. In my opt- 
niou, it would' he a ihesirabie ^bject ti> become acquainted .with itt- • 
particularly nait n>igl)|||be explored, edth little trouble, W^ono 
•f oCh- men of war etationedVjaa.Ahb'qoast‘)Of Africa: and should it be ^und ] 
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pr^uctive of phsit,St, Jpgo has failed^ii,’^h6re.would bo the additional• 
aoji^iiintiob of its secrecy, for some time at least, during a war.' 

Hayi^beeu induced ^o say so much of St- Jago, it will not be foreign to 
the pres^.subject (as I shall Imve to mention whnt little I ^now of tiie 
Island of Tristan da Cunha), to speak 6rst of the knowledgel.hnreao- 
qt|i^ed of'the .equator, by having crossed it ten times in these seas. , You 
are qompclled to do It according to the winds, which the particular season 
of the year may produce; for instancc—in the summer months, you may 
cross it in whatever longitude you please ;^but, being bound to the Cape of 
GOdd Ho^,* or.the Mozambique Channel, I would recommend its l^ing 
done, in $3 or 23 degrees.* Should your destination be the coast pf Brazil^ < 
or op towards Falkland Islands, it maybe dcaiu'w'ithout any impediment 
in^pm^t or time, as far west as 27 degrees. But, of all things, avoid going , 
nearer the eda^t of Africa, than 20 degrees. For it would subject tha 
navl^tbr, at ^'rtaiii seasons, to calms, violent rainc, thunder, lightning, 
and wind ; which protlucc great delays, and frequently lay the foundation 
ofdise^e. The above expcrieiicc aflords another advantage ^ that of 
falling in with an enemy; of whose luovcincnts towaids tlie east, you may 
have'h'ad'infbrmation. For,three or fouf ships, well disposed, will com- 
mand.(im extensive view of sea. 

The impediments we had met with at St. Jago, made me determine on 
going to Rio Janeiro f to have llicm icnioved ; iviiiu^i ha\ing iiccii amply 
done, I made it my duty to vi-,it i!.c Ij-laiid-* of Trisf-in d.i Coniia. I'lie^e 
fcre very little known, owing (o their being a small disuticc to the south-' 
ward and westward of tlie gcneml track’of ships bound to India. I had 
besides in view the exploring of sevrr.ai It-lanil«, which w e know nothing 
of, except that such exist. But iny inronuons were del’cated, owing to the 
extreme bad weather. IViy ambi'.jou, however, was in some degree grati¬ 
fied, by having, on the Slit of 1?<ccnibcr, 1792,‘-fallen in with'riiat.'m da 
Ctinba,:[; Nighiiugale, ami Inaccessible, We steered for the former, and 
very soon found anchoriige and a line cascade of water, which discharged 
hself 00 tlie beach. We unctiprcd in So falhutns, about a rnilc frtim the 
chore; and had we done so in 20 futliums, it would have enabled luc to 
have said more respecting this island, titan I can now do: for a very mo¬ 
derate flaw of wind drove us oil'the bank, in the couise of the nigiii, aud 
by the time our anchor was up, we were too far from the land, to give up 
our time in recovering "the spot we had left; vvhi^h lies in the latitude of 
87?'6' soqlh, and 11* 43' west, 'J'lie cascade of water bore S, b. E. Tla? 
lieutenant, who ivas on shore, reported, that with tlie assi.stance of a horsey 
thf casks might have betui filled wiiliont removing them out of the boat,

The Islaod of Amsterdam was another curiosity, which I becfUne anxious 
to know sumetbing about: I therefore made the Ltest of i»y way’ for it, ->end 
saw it early in February,'171)3. 1 anchored in Q5 fatlum's mi-thc; ^.'G. 
side, about one mile from the shore, latitude 38® 42' S. longitude ‘^7^*43' 
the bason, or crater, bearing S.W. hy W. This is a must extraonlii^i^ 
place, oocasioUed by an eruption; the circumference exc^ds two niMt, 
the general depth of water, is 25 and 27 fathoms, and so steep'along thd 
shore, chat ships of any burden may be fastened to the stones,-in 6:or 7 
fathoms. this island was Hrst discovered, in the year 1607» by 

Vfaming, a Putchman, there was no passage from the sea into the,crater; 
for it was defended by a causeway of large stones, at least five fee^^abova 
tlie surface of the water. Time has since altered it so much, as tu have" 
formed a channel at liigh w'ater of nine fuct; so that boats may get in 
all tmic’s of the tide, except low water, and n great swell: and were it 
found necessary to deepen the channel two or three feet, it might be 
ciTected with the greatest ease, Ky removing the large stones at low water. 
Hut tiinu will do that; fur the tide runs in and out very strung. The bason, 
or emter, abunuds with fish, pnriicnlnrly tench, breum, and perch, which 
we caught with a rod and line, as.if we Imd been angling in 4 river; and 
though the water in the cj.itrr is pencctly cold, yuu may perceive a steam 
rising‘on many parts of tlie causeway. On rcmuviitg a few stones, a small 
quauticy-of boiling water appears, which enables the fishertnan, at ilie same 
time, to catch the fish, and, without moving^’ to dress them without taking < 
any off the hook. Should further particulars be deemed necesaary, th« 
reader is referred to Sir George Staunton’s publication. 


We have thus given the two original accounts, the .Shipwreck 
of the Swift and Sir Erasmus’s Nautical Homarks together, as 
they were both drawn up by him ; and we now 'return to'sotna 
further anecdotes of his professional services, beginning with the 
arrival of the officers and ship’s company of the Swift^ ifi the 
Favourite sloopil on the of Soptetnber, 1770. 

0^770.) When Sir George Rojlney went out to tAko.,(hc coni- 
on the Jamaica station, in the Princess Amelia, 80 gnns«. 
Captain Marshall; Gower served as second lieutenant^ aud 
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ftftern'ards as firsts on board that shi^ : for farther particulari 
our readers arc referred to our fourih Volume (page 262). From 
the Princess Amelia, he was rcmoTecI to the Purtlaod, SO guns^ 
Captajit,^larshall, still under Rodney's flag, a^d Mr. Gower was 
first lieutenant. When that ship was paid olf, he then, as wc 
had already noticed in pur preceding memoir, went into the La* 
rant frigate, as first lieutenant, commanded by Captain. Georgf 
Murray, uncle to the Duke of Athol. His subsequent appoint* 
ment to the Sandwich, bearing Sir G. Rodney's flag, has been 
also,noticed. Captain Voung at that time commanded her. 

(1780.) It should be observed here, that when Mr. Gower, 
omhciil^ advanced to post rank, was allowed * to step over the 
in^mediate rank of commander, which we believe tdbk {dace on 
the 9th (4 January, 1780 ; it was a roost rare occurrence in th« 
service, and furnishes ample ])roof •of the high consideration in 
which his professional character, and •services were held at that 
time. From the Prince William, 64 guns, which he then com* 
manded, he was appointed to the Porcupine, of 20 guns; the 
Kiilerprize, of 28 guns; and to tjje Edgar, "of 74 guns, with 
Commodore Elliot’s flag on board, as already mentioned. Wq 
can also now add, that on the couimodure’s being appointed 
Governor of Newfoundland, Captain Govver served under him, 
in the command of the Salisbury,, 50 guns; and that w hen this 
service had tcnninatcd,+ Captain flower was appointed to the

Medea, a frigate of 28 guns, in which, during 1782, he went to 
tlic East Indies ; and continued to render valuable service to 
his country in those seas, iihtil his return to England ; where he 
arrived on the 7 th of January, 178 1. 

It was certainly an extraordinary omission on the part of Ad« 
miral Sir E. Hughes,^ who then commanded in India, to pass 
over III silence, as he most assuredly did, ^le captures of the 
Chaser and the Vryheid, as made by Capta^i Gower iu the Medea, 

and recorded in our fourth Volume ; the first was a ship of war,

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mounting 20 guns, sue-pounders, charged wUh^despaiiiphcs fron 
the Isle of France, for the Frendh comman^er4a.chief :^,the 6e« 
Cend, was a Dutch East India ship,, pierced for 84 but 

mounting only 32, which had brought a'cargo-of ordna^'^slores 
to Cuddalore. Having already incntionM to'SipIC^ai^lIbgliW 
the capture of the Chaser and Vryheids Capjtain ^Growers. pjBIcial 
letters on the subject had been regularly transmitted ta Bombay, ■ 
where Admiral Sir £. Hughes was at that time’';' l^'d it Whs fMliiral 
to suppose, that public documents of the above descriplionL.Wo’iI*! 
have been sent, as thcytinvariably had been, to the.‘^om« 
missioners of the Admiralty. However, throngh 
neglect, they were never forwarded homo; and of thU ina4tchl|pn. 
Captain Gower was perfectly ignorant, until his atriva! tnEt^land* 
Jlis surprise was, therefore, as may easily be imagined, great, 
when he w'as told at tlie Admiralty, that any naval exploitr^his 
in India were unhnown to' the Board, in any ofBcial mantier : 
and this was the more painful to his honest and enterprising mind, 
since ho had possessed no remedy to obviate the consequence of 
this neglect, previous to his I'cturii home. He^ then immediately 
wrote to Sir Edward Hughes on the subject,' and also to the 
Secretary of the Admiralty, from whom he received the following 
letter, dated July 4th, 1785

“ I liave received the favour of your letter of the SOth ult. and in return 
am to acquaint you, that Sir Edward Hughes has transmitted, ofEcially, 
(with au apology for not sending sooner) .ybur two letters ^respecting the 
captures you made in the East Indies; and that Idiavein return informed 
him, that iny Lords of the Admiralty have great satisfaction in your spbited 
conduct, and in the behaviour of your uflicers and ship’s company open 
these occasions, which I make no doubt Sir Edward will signify to you.

*- at this distance of time i but if you desire it, I will mention it to their 
Lordships, i am, with great esteem, dear Sir, your most obedient humble 
servant, f “ PH.

in which a new tract of sea was to be explored ; as it became a 
part of the plan to sail directly for the harbour next to the capital 
of China, tlirougli the Yellow Sea and the Gulf of Pekin, fora 
space of ten degrees of latitude,* and moi * than halt that quantity 
of longitude ; of no imrt of which there was any recorded account, 

by European navigators^.To every branch of the sea 

service, Captaiuj^ now Str E. Gower, was known to bo fully 
equal. Independently of the military exertions of this spirited and 
Able officer, he liad twice, at an early age, been round the w'oild ; 
hdvfng sttifered, anfl materially contributed to surmount, the %ast 
variety of evils incident to such perilous and protracted voyages; 
by which, hig mind was inured to, and pros hied with resources 
against^ the accidents of uptried loutcs. At Lord Macartney’s dc. 
sire, he was appointed to the command of the Lion man of war, 
and gratified with tlio choice of his own officers, whom he selected 

from a personal knowledge of their merit. Nyimbcrless applica.

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tions were made to serve under him apon the present Intei^stif^ 
ocra*>icin ; and young gentlemen, of thc^most respectable families, 
glowing uitli all tl>c ardour and enterprise of youth, were admitted 
to the Lion,■*considerably bejond the customary complealent of 
midshipmen.” 

No ofliccr could certainly have been better calculated for thhi 
voyage, than Sir Lrasmus; more especially when it is remembered, 
thal, as Sir G. Stauntoih proceeds to i*.ia^(',—“ The object pf 
the Kn.ba'<s) nas, indoid,‘^o liKla (uiiPncd to mercfindle^ncefnt 
at Canton, that J^ord 31arartiic} had discretionary^ auidiorl^ tt> 
visit, btndt'China, eveiy other eonnfiy (in that division of Asia 
which may be tenncil the ('uj\Lsk ARrjiirvL\«o), from ilhcace 
iitdity or important inforinatiun was to 1 e derived.” 

(1792.) T'he Lion, and the I* as* Imba Company’s ship Hln« 
dobtan, set sail ftom Poitsmoiitli, Septond.t r 26 ; as did also the 
Jackal] brig, inteniUd to sene asalmder to the Lion. They 
loft Funchal * Ocfolv i Ifi, and, continn»ng tln'ir route from Santa 
Criu, anchored in l*i na Bay, St. Jago, in ‘■even fathoms, No- 
Temliei .Id. A iiirnuistance lun ocenn'd, which wc omitted to 
notice in our foimei me .non of Sn Pira'-mns’s public services, 
vsbich is thus fold by'^ii (L Staunton. 1'I'he iriand (St. Jago) 
iioic, non, from the nip’s dv..kc, a bronii appeiranec ; but the 
veiduro of the large n.T^rig 1. n\CN of the cocoa.nut, and date, 
trees, giowing in the sand behind the bc'aeh, still gave some cbcei- 
fulniss to the pi 'jiec t : as '•oon, honcvi i, as the ship’s boats 1 ad 
landed, a ghastly f.giiK nalkmg h.isiiJy along thcrshoie annonneed 
the dcsoia^q, situation of th<' . ] .ml.

There is also another passage* in Sir Ccorgo Staunton’s Nar¬ 
rative, winch w'c must select, as it is connected with Sir Erasmus’s 
Nautical Remarks given in a preceding pagi*, in the present me¬ 
moir.—Amidst the ruins of St. dago, tlic party found a Portu¬ 
guese to whom one of them was rcconiracuded, and who received 


them with the most cordial hospitality in his house, and lrcat«‘cl 
them with every species of tropical fruits from Ids garden, I) iiig 
on each side the river, fie hatf been a, navigator ; and informed 
them, that the Isle of Brava, one of the Cape de Verdes, was a 
litter and safer place for ships to call at for w'atcr and provisions, 
than the island of St. Jago : that it had three harbours, one called 
Puerto Furno, on the cast side of the islasnl, from which vessels 
must warp, or Im towed out by boats ; the Puerto Fajeiidago to 
Ihe west, and thc’Puerto Ferreo to the south, %vhich was the best 
for large ships, and into whith runs a small river. In another of 
the Cape dc Verde Islands, called San Vincente, he ob.sc*rvcd-that 
there was also a large harbour on the noith end, but that fresh 
water was at some distanqp from it ; and there was, likewise, a 
good port at Bonavista. The informath'n of the hai hours in the 
Isle of Brava was confirmed by accounts given by others to Sir 
.'Erasmus Gower*, who recommends to make a trial of theip.**

On tlm right, the cievation was less 
rapid, and between |hc rising part iiud the sea was left a flat of 
some extent, covcredi -vsith sodgL.- grass, tnlcrspersed -with small 
shrubs ; -which, being perfectly green, looked from ♦he ship like a 
pleasant meadow watered I>y a stream, that fell afterwards from 
its banks upon the bejicb. The otllccrs who went ashore, reported 
that the casks might be filled with fresh water by means of a long 
hose, without moving them from the boats. The landing place, 
tbcreabouU, was also describeil as being.safe, and superior to anj 

other that had been examined.The ji.st pn^^itiun of those 

islands, in respect^ to longitude, was ascertained, by the nicati of 
several time-pieces, to he abent two degrees to the eastward of the 
place where they are laid down in charts, taken from observations 
made at a period when the instruments, for this purpose, were 
less accurate than at present. Tlie jii>f)£ where the Jdon anchored, 
was determined, by good meridional observations, and by accu. 
irate time-pieces, to ,be 37“ O'* south latitude, and 11° 43'west 
longitude, from (Ireenw-^ich. The compass had seven degrees of 
Tariatlon westward from the I^olc. Fahrenheit’s thermometer 

stood at sixty-seven degrees-Those islands arc certainly 

worthy of a more particular inquiry ; for they are not fifty leagues 
from th;' general ti-iick of ves-^els bound to China and to the coast 
of Coramandcl, by tl^e outer passage.-1. . 

Sir Erasmus Gow'cr also observed,” adds Sir G. Staunton,* 
that throughout the whole of tnis passage from Rio, as well as 
farther on to the eastward, ''ithin fonr degrees of the Cape of 
Good Hope, a small current set c^rstantly to the south eastward, 
which w'as proved by solar and lunar observations, as well its by 
time-pidlies. Xh*^ ships did not approach that cape nearer than 
Ninety leagues. For three degrees to the westward, and p many 
to the eastward of it, tlie current set strongly to the westward.

When DjiposUe ttie Cape, the ships steered more southerly, to get 
into the latitude of 40*’ south, so as to aruid (he shoals laid down 
in Mr. DalrympJd’s .eh^irts, near the parallel of 38® of southern 
latitode^’and'extedding In detached spots as far as 26° to the eatt<« 
irard of the CapV, as well as some islands said to be in tke tradC 
of vessels bound to Botany Bay, and little distant from the route 
to China. When ■^nthin 200 koines of the islands of St. Paul 
and Amsterdam, in tiic,Indian Ocean, tne ti^ips returned to the 
latitude 6f 38° 40' south, and continued ^n* it until those islands 
came iTt'sight, which ivas on the first of February, 1793.” 

.... — .** Ill her passage from Batavia, the Id^n,” says Sir 
CcOrgc,* touched upon a new or unnoticed knoll, with throe 
fathoms depth of water over it. '.riiis knoll did not exceed the 
size of a long boat, with six or seven fathoms water all round it. 
From this spot the westernmost wnndmili on the carcemiog island 
bore S.S-E. and the hospit.al on Purmerent island S.E. by E. - --- 
The little scjuiulron immediateTy proceeded + tiwards the opening 
which leadb to the Stratls of Caiira. * The island of Sumatra, on 
its eastern side, forms the western side of those Straits, as its 
southern extremity forms the nortlicrn side of (he Straits of Sunda. 
The depth of water is ver . iriegnlar near A'orth Island (situated 
in the angle made by the Straits of Sunda), the wafer s/uialing, in 
some spots in one cast, froai 12 to 7 fathom^, and in others from 
7 to 4.

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(1793.) Oa the SOlh (of April) the squadron came to qndior. 
near to the southernmost of the three Nenl&a Isles^ lying,^q 9 ej.ffi) 
the western shore of the Island of Banca.. Sir George adds, 
this latter island is noted throughout Asia for the same caas^ 
tin mines, to which England owes its celebrity in )£u^pfl jn TCiry 
ancient times.—“ Sir Erasmus obserred,* that it waf very de*

sirable for ships to stop at the Nanka Isles, as wood for fuel,|^ 
conveniently procured from tliencc; and water thought pre¬ 
ferable for keeping, to an^ before discovered by the squadron in 
those seas. It disciiarges itself from three small rids into deep 
reservoir. A cask was sunk, with holes in it, at a liltle^distance 
from the reservoir, into which the water was conveyed perfectly 
pure and clear. At high wqter, the distance of rolling did npt 
' exceed ten yards: at low wqter it was an hundred; but the rolling 
ground waS good, .and what is material in that sultry climate, tho 
people employed in filling the casks were perfectly shaded, as well 
as for a part of ihii rolling distance^ The tide rises and fa|ls about 
eleven feet, and flow's once only in the twen^-four hoursj at least 
during the ship’s stay there. The latitude of the road, is 2® 22* 
south, and the longitude 105'^ 41' east. This place is perfectly 
sheltered from S. W. by S. to the N. W. aud there can be no 
high sea with ;:nywind, as ^hc land is but at a short distance in 
the open points.” 

(1793.) The squadron left Nanka Isles on the 4th of May, 
and crossed the line on the lOlh, in Ijijngiiude lOd^ 48' east. jOn 
the 16th, they anchored in a spacious bay on the eastern side of 
Fulo Condore; and on tlie 18th steered away to the northward, 
for the Bay of Turon, in Cochin China. .The only chart of Biat 
part of the coast known to have been polished, w'^s ^crely a 
' ^ough sketch taken by some oflicers of the Admiral Poepek 
Indiaroaii, that had been accidentally- driven there, by stress of 
weather, many years ago ;■ but it gaVe no information or in^^uc- 
tion how to enter the bay, and was afterwards found to be erro- 
ncous immany respects. , 

The ^ill and judgment of Sir Erasmus Gower, however, ba^ed 
■“isvery difficulty^ and’bronght the ships in safety toi^their destined 
port. The entrance iiito Turon Bay b round the N.E. point of a 
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peninsular promontory, now railed i? 40 ijiT. Tlicy, at lengthy 
came to anchor there on the 26th of May. “ Sir Erasmus 
moored * the Lion in seven fathoms water, the N. W. point of the 
bay bearing N.E. by N. an island in the mouth of the Lay, 

The watering place on the peninsula, E. L) N. Campelio Isle., 
which is seen over the isthmus, S.E. hy E. A river, on which 

the town of Turon is situated, S.S.E. t E.All the coast is 

safe to approach, shoaling the water gnidiially from twenty to 
seven fathoms.” 

For the remainder of this interesting voyJtge, we must refer ottr 
readers to Sir George Staunton’s accouiiL * The Lion returned to 
Engfand in September, 1794. 

Notwithstanding the length to which we have alg^ady extended 
(his additional memoir of Sir E. Gower's jinblic services, we must, 
as honest Chroniclers, express onr^stuiiishment at the conduct of 
government towards this most excellent oilicer. it had long been ^ 
the practice to present' captains of men of war, who were em¬ 
ployed in conveying ministers or general ollicers abroad, with a 
certain extra allowance, to assist ^in the equipment of their ships* 
Sir Erasmus Gower spared no expense, in making the different 
apartments on board the Lion, for tiic Lord Macartney and his 
numerous suite, as comfortable as possible ; and he besides gave up 
all his own cabins, reducing himself to a small place usually 
allotted to a servant. \ct no ^Consideration was in consequence 
given him ; and they w'ho know him, need not be informed, that 
he never asked for any. It may, indeed, be said, that he lived at 
the table which the East;India Company found for the Embassa¬ 
dor ; and this w*as assuredly the case when l^ord Macartney was 
onboard: but all the time he was in China, where every thing 
was extravagantly dear, Sir E. Gower still kept a table for liim- 
aelf and officers, jpn his return home, Ae was paid oHf, without 
any notice being taken, or his receiving any recompcnce. iLifas 
on this occasion, that the following communication from Lord 
Macartney took place, in a note addressed to Sir Erasmus, dated 
Spithead, Septcmbcr,6, 1794;— 

** Allow me, my dear Sir, to rctin ii you my mofit sineem and hearty 
thanks, for all your kindness and attention to me altd iny^inily, during

'* I know how lictic it is in iny power, either in expression or in any 
utlier manner, to testify how much I feel obli«'ed to you ; but you may 
rest assured, that whilst I live, I shall retain the most lively remembrance 
of your friendship; and that nothing will make me more happy,' than to 
lind irequtnt opportunities of shewing it. I flatter riiysclf you will permit 
me to rerpiest your kind acceptance of the enclosed,* as a feeble mark of 
the gratitude and repaid of itini, who is, with the highest sentiments of 
esteem^ and with tlic most perfect truth, dear Sir Krasmus, your most 
sincere and most faithful huiubiu servant, 

MACARTNEY." 

To which Sir E, Gower returned the following answer 

MY DDAII LORjP, 

** It is with ^xtrcmely grateful thanks, tliat I receive your I^rdship’if 
kind expression of friendship, and your vciy puhlc mode of signifying your 
not only being satisfied with my toinluct, hut hciiig pleased with it. Rcing 
in poi'cssion of those va!iial'!r licfisures, I linpe I shall not forfeit them, 
by requesting of von to siidVr inerto t'< iiirn llm enriused ; and 1 persuade 
niy^'lf that y«,ur Eordsliip will nut conceive, tiiat this ia done from osten¬ 
tation or ridiculous ju-iiio. 1 rcniain, my dear Lord, viitii the highest 
respect, &c. ' “ E. GOWER.” 

On the l.'llh of November, l791, the Thanlis of the East India 
Court of Directors were transiiiitted to Sir E. Gower, iii the most 
flattering manner, by their Secretary, W. liamsay, Esq. for con¬ 
voying 13 of thv'ir ships from Chitia to St. Helena, and thence to 
England ; together with live otli'.T sliijis which joined Sir Erasmus 
at the former island : .and the Court of Directors also resolved, as 
a further murk of iheir acknowledgment for the distinguished care 
and attention which had been shewn to vheir fleet, to request Sir 
E. Gower’s acceptance of a piece of plate, of the value of fiv^ 
hundred guineas. 

Sir ICrasnius was next appointed acting captain for Lord Hugh 
Seymour,* in the Canada, 7-1 guns, and afterwards to the Xri- 
umjdi., of the same force. In Admiral Cornwallis’s celebrated 
retreat, the gallant captain and crew of the Triumph were amongst 
those who received (he following spirited encomium of (heir nobl# 
commandcr-in-chicf, dated June 18, '1795 s— 

** Viee-admir.'il Cornwallis returns bis sincere tbnnks to tbc captainsi

for ihcir steady and gnilniil mndiict it* the presence of the I'rcnth fiett yes¬ 
terday ; which firmnP'iy he has no dotil<t determined thecuemy hom making 
a more serious attack.—It would give the Vicc-iuhniial pleasure, to put the 
whole of their cveitioiis in eHott, meeting a more equal force; when the 
."country would receive advanlaire, as it now does honour, from the spirit 
so strongly niuaifestcd hy those brave men.

(1797.) During lltc dreadful ninliny at the Nore, Sir l-rasmu* 
Gower was removed from theTriumph to the Meptniie, 98giins, tlioii 
fitting to act against life rhief mutineer, Parker. On that orcuhion, 
Sir Fj, Mas honoured with the broad ju'ntiant, and h.id the pitSv tit 
Sir K. 111. Stanhope, IWt. under him, as eap/ain. He w.as eom- 
missioned to eoinmand ail the naval foree from Loudon Hndge to 
the Nore, comprising .about fifty sail of pendants. I he mutiny 
providentially terminiited Mitliout, those powerful means being 
called forth.

He retained the conimainl of tjfe Neptune as a private captain, 
until he was prornotial (o th*.' rank I‘ oi Peav-adtnira) of the V\ hitc> 
On the 9th of Fehiisary, iSOI, he Itoisted his il.ig, as such, on 
board the Princess {{ojal’.ftS gnus, and again joined that excellent 
«nd gallant olTieer, Admiral Cornwallis, who commamleU the 
Channel fleet. Dniing that year, ;he prtliminaiies of peaee with 
France were signed ;• and on the I 'j'li of th«! errsiting I'ehriiary, 
180‘2, when preparations were making foi* the reduc'ion of our 
naval cstablishincrit, Sir iirasuius struck his flag.—Froiii that tutfe 
he remained nncm|’idyed nutd Alay .fl, 1801; when, as Vice- 
admiral of the White, to ^hieii he had been advamvd oti the *^3(1 
of the preceding 111011 ^!, he was appointeit Comis aiider-ln ehief,

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and Governor of Newfoaiidland, v»ith his flag <m board the 
of. £0 guns. « 

The government of Newfoundland was pecnliarly adapted to 
the humane disposition and experienced character of Sir Erasmus 
Gower. The power with which he was vested, was unremittingly, 
and uniformly exercised for the benefit of the governed. When ho 
entered on this arduous and imj)or<unt duty) the inhaldtants of St. 
John’s, the si atof govcrtiinciit, exceeded 5,(.00. Amidst a popu> 
lation of that I’xtent, he observed with regret, that there was no 
cstabliElimeut for educating the rising gen.*ration of the poor. He 
therefore determined ori o^peiiing a snhseripiion I'or that purpose ; 
and nilh a zeal and proin]}titiide that do him the greatest honour, 
he called a meeting of (he naval, military, and law oflTicers, and 
principal mcrclianfs of St. .lohn's. A subscription was immediately 
entered into for the building of a school ; with separate school 
rooms for the girls and boys, and apartments for the teachers. 
He then granted a piece of government land for the building, and 
advanced from his private purse 100/. which sum be continued 
annually during (hmremainder of his ronmiand,’*’ until the 12th of 
March, 1807. Since that time, the school has received from him 
the yearly remembrance of 20/. 

In this school are now educated between fiO and 70 boys, and 
as many girls. The first arc taught to read and write; to nmke

and repair all descriptions of nets that arc used in either the sal. 
mon, mackarel, herring, or other fisheries. When thoroughly 
educated, they are employed at sea with the fishermen, and are thua 
trained up to be excellent sailors. A fin6r nursery for seamen can., 
not be devised. ’ ^ 

The girls are instriictud in reading, plain work, carding, spin, 
ning, and knitting. At a proper age, employment is obtained 
- for thetn |is seyvants ; or in some other situation that may secure 
thepi a niainteiwi^icc by their own exertions. On the 5th of August, 
1807, at the anniversary meeting of the Society for improving the 
condition of (he poor of St. oolin’s, it was resolved, That the 
Thanks of that Society .should be communicated to Sir Erasmus 
Gower, for his bountiful, sealous, and eillcieiit patronage of the 

Institution, and Iti^ unremitted attention to its welfare.

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It was impossible for such a'Governor to leave St.John's, 
without causing many a tear (o fall, as the Isis got under weigh, 
and gradually passed through the bold and romantic scenery of 
the ^"arrows, which form the entrance of the harbour, into the 
vast Atlantic. The sentiments which pervaded every heart were 
thus admirably expressed in Major-general Skerret’s letter, who 
commanded the forces > 

We take the liberty, niy dear Sir Erasmus, to mingle you every day 
in our coiiversHiioii, not only in speaking of tlie happy ctTects of your go. 
vernuient, but the great bcneticial advantages yon have conferred on this 
country—ill improving tiic condition of the iuij'cr^orders of peopli'—in your 
attention to tfieir morals, loyalty, comfort and security,—His Majestv 
will b? deprived, if you do not return to us, of a great, able, and fuiihfui 
representative, true to Ins interest; whose whole life has been diatiiiguishcd 
by the mosteniiiMiit bcrviccs rendered to the state. I, as an humble indi¬ 
vidual, shall ferl the wanLof your olvice and professional powers, in con¬ 
sulting you on the various points of m*' comoiaiid, for the security and 
defence of this iinpmtant sciilemenc. In short, L sliall feel a lively interest 
for the happiness of a man; who has filled life with so much true dignity. 
Your ntTection and riiendsliip will be ever dear to me, and nut to possess 
them would embitter the remainder of my days."

Since tho year 1807, this distinguished Admiral has remained 
unemployed. On I he jiroraotion of hag oHicers, which took place 
on the 25th of October, 1809, he was advanced Admiral of the 
Blue; and on the 31st of July, 18l0, Admiral of the White. 

And now having served his King and Country, eminently .and 
faithfully, fur more than half a century, he is living coiitonttHlly 
in retirement; enjoying that universal respect which he lias for 
ever secured, both by his’^rivate virtues and his public services. 

Sir Erasmus, when young, was wounded desperately by 
a pirate fsec Carteret’s Voyage round the World). But the par¬ 
ticulars are not there mentioned. It was dune* by a slug shot, 
which entered his upper lip, and forced throe of his teeth back : 
the shot lodged in the gum. They, however, sunk their aiitagol 
nist, and the Malays were all drowned. 

In the Princess Hoy/al, Captain David Atkins served under 
Admiral Sir E. G ower* who was afterwards lost in the Defence, 
when wrecked in the Baltic. In the Isis, Captain John Ackworth 
Ommancy, and afterwards Captain John L.iugliarne, served under.^ 
ih^ Admiral.

Jii the 
arduous duty imposed upon tin indivaiu'yl, it i-ouki ssarciiy -litain credit, 
that, liqving now learned t!»e St. Juan Raptistc w'as siippostal to he a pirnttt 
ill disguise, he iijimetliateiy meditated an atiuck upon her, uhieii Itb 
carried into cxeeuiion wiili the most douamiiied and uiidaimlcd bravery, 
armed (himselfj only with a b*acc of pistols—ilrove the wtiole ertw below, 
pimic-struck—seized tiic aim tbest—recovered the Danish vessel to tins 
underwriters, making the -Spaniard in return liis prize, which, upon mves* 
tigntiiig, proves to he ihe propeity oi' liritish owners-.

In the reign of Queen Anne, v.licn Cept iin ll.i,.!.- v-.isstntiorled atl-agot 
Bay, he received certain intelligeiiCe o! s-une .ip.iuislv galleiiiis having 
arrived in the harbour td‘ Vigo, unricT the [iroU'Clion of serentec-n men of j 
wars.upon which, without any wariatit foi so doing, he set sad, and gave 
inteliigeuce to bir George Hooke, who wa.s then o/nnunnilcr-iii^hief in the 
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Mediterranean. In consequence of this iqfprmationi the Admiral made 
the best of his wav to Vigo, where he took Or destroyed the whole fleet. 
Sir George was sensible of the value of the advice coinnianicated; hut after 
the fight was over, and the victory obtained, he ordered Captain Hardy 
on board, and, with a stern countenance, said,—“ You have done, Sir, a 
very important piece of service : you have added to the honour and riche# 
nf your country by your diligence; hut don't you know you are liable to be 
shot for quitting your station ?”—“ He is unworthy,* replied Harrfj^, “ to 
bear a commission under her Majesty, who holds his life as any thing, whcA 
the glory and interest of his country require him to hazard it.* 

For this intrepid answer, the Admiral despatched him with the news of 
the victory, and a rccon^mfudiition to the Queen, who immediately con¬ 
ferred upon him the honour of knighthood, and afLc^wards made him a 
Kcar^admiral. *

Sir Joiiy Carr, when at Cadiz, in 1809, observing that a lieutenant of 
n British man of war had been running very fast, and was in a state of cun- 
sidcrable agitation, took-the liberty of inquiring the cause of (his apparent 
distress—Have you seen, Sir,” said the lieutenant, '* a little fat man 
with a wig and a gtddcn headed cane go out ?

The waiter re¬ 
fused to lake the money, and an altorcatioii en.«ued, which was at length 
terminated by the lieutenant's throwing a dollar into the bar, and running 
out of the huu>e, declaring, “ much as he liked a Spaniard, he would not 
submit to be under an obligation to one.” ’ ,

LtEv*T> Wallis, sccoi;4 tp tliAt lamc-utcd victim of tiic tyrnnnjrofNapoIconi 
Ospt. Wright,, in the commaud of the V^ncejo at the period uf the capture 
of that vessel by the French,—who has recently bcfmenti()i}ed iij all the 
newspapers as iiaviog ctTected his escape from his captivity in France, and 
arrived safe in this country,—is, wc understand, to be promoted by the Lords 
of the Admiralty to the rank of Coranian ler. The promotion is, it is said, at 
present delayed only by R.nuiitcr of fuiin; an iiivesiigsition being always 
held indispensable, as soon as circumstances will admit, of its being held, 
upon the capture or loss of any of his ^jj^jesty’s ships, before the Officers 
serving in her can be cin[jtoyed again. A court of Nava! Officers will, it 
is supposed, be assembled forthwith at Portsmolith, iu order to inquire ainl 
reporl^concering the Vincejo; and as the result may bo easily anticipated 
to be an honourable justiiicatiun, the intended promotion of Lieutenant 
Wallis will of course immediately follow. • 

The fate of Captain VVriglit havinfr naturally excited a great curiosity to 
know the circumstances of the imprisonment and esca{>c of lieutenant 
Wallis, we are enabled, from particular iiTquiries, to mention the subjoined 
leading particularsz—The personal hostility of Ihmaparte was directed in n 
particular manner against Captain Wri“hL. That Officer Bad been tliQ 
favourite pupil, and confidential friend and lieutenant of .Sir Sidney Sinitlit 
in thrtsc services on the I'rcnch coast, which excilc4 such universal ustu* 
nishinent and gave such alarm to the revolutionary gi^'ernments in tlie 
earlier part of the last Fi-ench war, and having been taken, with Sir Sidney, 
on the occasion of the gallant, but indiscieet huat-expediiiun from the 
Diamond, when the lide left the.ii, was the cumpuiiion uf Sir Sidney’s 
memorahlo imprisonment in the Temple, and also ol'thc celebrated escape 
from that prison; in the planning and ceecutiun of nlticli he lu- l a principuL 
share. Capt. Wriglit siibsciiueoily actv-il a principal part avamit Douaparte 
under Sir Sidney in Fgypt, ottcikcoiniuaiiding in the haiurics and breaches 
at the siege of .^t. .Tcan d’.'kcre, the first scene of the failuie of Napoleon's 
fortune, and bearing uNo a principal command m the corps with wliiuh Sir 
Sidney served on bhoro in the giViid expcdaioii m Kgv-pt, under Abercrombie 
und liiuchinson. 

Having thus honourably recommended himself to a large portion ot 
' Bonaparte’s hatred, Captain Wright, on taking tliu ctmmiayd uf ll.o Viucejo, 
for services of rlio most peculiar and imjiurtaiit^ nature, ulT tlw const of 
France, was particularly formidable, from the prior knowledge of Ins talents 
and character, formed by the hayd, agd after the model of tbe|kreat m.\‘!ttr 
under whom he was brought up. Bonapai tc soot; tumid that Cfaptain Wright 
executed the various duties of Ifis charge with all the buluiicss and address 
of an able partisan. Theuf were few things £» w:i< h dicndcJ by Bonaparte 
as Captain Wright’s abilit'y in carrying on an inil?rco,irso with the interior 
of France; and when, by the unfortiinarc accident of being hocahned under 
the fire of a. vastly superior force, llu \ incejo wa? i\i|'it.Ved, he immediately 
gratified l.is revenge, and provided itgain'it tiie posMbii.ty ot another escape ii 
by the murder of his victim; never as:>igiiing any rc;.>.un even for the sfvrre 
confit/bment'of Captain W’ng^jt, aJtogeihcr incitcusabie acccidtug to -the 
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practice of civilized warfare, ctcepK a confiised strinf; of'allegations, clinr- 
gitig him with landing Royaiisits, atut taking them off, and thus keeping np 
the interests of the Bourbons, and exciting and fostering disaffection to the 
Napoleonic dynasty; charges which, even if well founded, could nut be 
(teemed criminal in an enemy; aud, according to all impartial judgment* 
would but add to the meritorious services performed by Captain Wright 
for the cause of his Sovereign and his Country. 

On this pretext, however, Captain W. was sacrificed to the revenge and 
caution of Bonaparte, who knew well what he had to dread from such an 
ofilccr. 

Lieutenant Wallis, the friend and compani.>n cf the unfortunate Captain 
Wright, was first LicutcMian\: of the Vincejo, at the time of the capture of 
that vessel on the French coast. On his cxiiminatiou, tiiv. severest threats 
were held out to induce him to criminate Caplaiu Wright; and although 
he was not verred in the French language, he was repeatedly threatened 
" with the torture for his ignorance. On the murder of Jiis l.cmcuted com¬ 
mander, he was deprived of his parole, and instantly placed in close confine* 
meat in a prison at Verdun, sitidited on the river Macso.^ After two in¬ 
effectual attempts, ho, at longih,.succeeded in extricating himself from this 
disagreeable Utuation. The t ntrance to his dungeon had two doors, each 
with a sepal .iic lock, which he was compelled to pass before he could reach 
the outer Hall. By t,hc means of false keys he was cnnhlcd to overcome 
this diiUciilty, aud scaled the walk of ,‘^>0 feet in height, witfi the lielp of a 
kttgttcd rope. After cxpcricucmg many difHciiUics, he rrached Bruges hi 
ami got from thence to Blankenburgli, where lie obtained a boat, and 
^ Whs taken on board tlie Coratcntly Captain Owen, and readied Dover. lie 
represents provisimis of all Linds .is exceedingly cheap. Tho generality of 
the English prisoners at Verdun were wdl; but from the cheapness of spirits, 
'Of a Very iufciior quality, many of the seamen had severely suffered. 

WASSACiiE nv savaces.

Tue following is an account of tlie singular and melancholy fate of tlis 
American ship Toiiquin, the cre w of which were destroyed by the savages, 
’while on a trading voyage on the coast North of tlie River Columbia, on 
Vancouver’s Island :—A native ship arrived from New York, after a passage 
offtcars^ven months, with merchandise and provisions for the company. 

It was Itere we learnt with horror, that the story of the Tonqnin’s having 
' been caC'o£r!ll!i^ but too true. '1 he circjinstance has been related iu dififerent 
|iy *bc environs of the establishment; but that which car- 

.rles wfth irt^e greatest appcaranCv of truili*is as followslhat vessel, after 
■landing ibi^'jCargo intended for Astoria, departed on a trading voyage to the 
■coast of Cmainbiit river, with a company, including otTiccrs, of 23 men, 
and had proceeded about 400 miles along the sea-coast, when they stopped 
on V'ancouVer's island, at ft pkacc called Woody-puiiit, inhabited by a pow¬ 
erful nation called Wake-a*niiiishes. These people came on board to barter 
tUeir furs fur merchandise, and conducted themselves>in the most friendly 
manner during the first day; but t!ic same evening infurrnaiion was brought 
»» board by an Indian‘whom the ulbcers had as an interpreter, that tb« 
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Tribe where they then lay were ilUilispojed, ant! intended attacking the ship 
ne\t day. C'apt, TItorrt affected in disbelieve this piece of news, nml even 
ubeii tlie savages caiuc next murningi n great niriibcr", it was only at the 
pressiti£ rtinoifttrance of Mr. M’Kay, that he ordered seven aloft to loosen 
tlie sails.

Ia cry one, when anned. moved from tliequaitcr <lcck to a 
different p.art of llie vessel, so that by tlie time they were ready, in such a 
inaniier were they di--tributed, tint at least three savages were opposite every 
man of tl:e sliip, and at a jigiial giv’o, llifey rushed oii their prey and nor- 
withstanding the hravc reslsta’ire of the whitc*^ they were all buteliered iti 
a few niiimics. The men above, in attn'iipting to ilcscond, lost two of their 
nnnibcr, hesides one inoi laily wounded, who^ iiotwithstandmg his wentened 
condition, made good Ins rerreat with ihe lour others into the caliin, whero 
finding a quaiiiity of loadc.l arms, they flrtd on tlieir savage as'-ailcrs 
through llie sky-l.L'hts and cniipaniu;! w ay, w inch had the effect of clearing 
tiic slii]i in a short time, and ion' In-fors inglit lliesc five intrepid suns of 
Ainericti wcic again in full piissessnni gf her. Whether from want of 
abilities or strength, supposing ihenisclvcs unable to take vessel back 
CO Coluiiihi.'i, on the following moinitig, the four who were urdiurt left her 
ill the long boat, in hopes of regaining the river, wishing to take along with 
tlieni the wounded person, wlio refused tjieir offer, saying, that lie must die 
hefn-j Ionj., and was as will m the vessel as elsewhere. Soon after sun¬ 
rise siie vv:i-, sin nmndcd by an immense number of In<h.ins» inraiiocs, coniiQ 
for the espres-. purpose of unloading her; but who, from tiie wano recep¬ 
tion they met with the day before, did not seem forward in imaidiug. The 
w.iunded man shewed himself over the^ailmg, made signs tli-t lie was alone 
and wmitcd their ussisUnce; on which *801110 embarked, who, .inding what 
lie s.ud was ttiic, spoke to their people, vviio were not any longer slow in 
getting on inarvl.so that in a few sccoi.da the deck was considerably llirougrd 
and Micy proi ceded to undo ^le liatclies withoni fnrtlicr ei-ieinony. No 
sooner wcie they ronijdetely uigagcd m this, tlnui the only survivor ,'f the 
d"t*vv dcs'.’i nd. d into* the cabin, and set fire to tiie magazine, cont-.ining 
iieaily yuOulas. of gunpowder, which in an instant blew the vessel and every 
one on liuard to atoms. Tiie nai: ni acknowledge their having lost nearly 
100 wti'Tiors, besides a vSst nmiiber of wounded, by the exfiioNioOj^wlio were 
in Crinocs r.jiitid the ship. Tlie four men wiio sec^illjii llie long-boat were, 
two or three days after, driven ashore m a gale, and massacred by the nacijtea*

relations, afra'atno great distance of time, a general maritime war against 
our Maritime rl-jlite—At'InWne I expect—but I will try another session of 
Parllumieht before I venture on a subject so alarmingly serious. 

As these maritime rights are so umch talked of, ni^ur maritime great¬ 
ness has been the means of onr ascent to our present plenitude of power,

For what are tliose contested rights, but the 
effects of that gigantic naval power, which has cncreascd with so much 
national glory, .'ind which was probably foreseen by tlic great father of our 
liberties and laws, as well as the fountain from wlicnce that power sprung, 
the never yet equalled, the hardly ever iuntattd Alfred ! I l])iiik it prop^T 
to call all things by a ri^bt name, and I soinctirnos think that the term rights 
is occasionally as r.nich misapplied, as tho word ioynlty is so frequently in 
the mouth of ainodvi'ii tory. Rc the name, hovvover, l ight or wroivg, if 
the system is reqin&itc for i be safety ot our island, the gauntlet is justly 
thrown, and we miisl ahide by the tilting which will cvistie. If they are 
rights, they will bc.ir rliscussion at a congress, but if they arc merely the 
offspring ot power, by power they must be maintained, and we must fight 
fur their cnntiiiuaiicc. I fii-s is hat t expect, fur at any rate they ap> 
pear to have become an e^ttitflishmaU^ ^iid excuse rue for repealing the 
truism so often) “ all cstablisliments die of dignity,” &cT &c. I want to 
repeat it till the charm is broken, that mystic spell of adherence to error 
“ big witii tiie fate of Riitain and her sons.” A‘» 1 think, however, that, 
for this oslablbiiment, a-, well as softie others, to take a little wholesome 
physic in tune, would lie iiclter than to become sick unto death, 

1 wish, most cordially, hcallh, vigour, and long life, to all establismiwSm;^ ' 
on wliicli the prosperity of my b< loved country depends, 1 should like to see 
our national council employed in seriously rc-considrring .'perhaps it may be 
only even now f.'/g) lliesc rij^its, and carefully exai. ining, wlielber 

a little physic, to suit them to the-greatly (hanged tiiiit-s, as we use ine» , 
dicine to suit our bodies to a cfiaogc of climate, would not be whulesoine. 

I would vecoimneiul liiis spot lal eoniicil ,i/ home, as 1 would not submit to 
its consideration al-roml. f would also curtail or alter our present cl.iims, 
if they arc nnjiist^ and of course impolitic, with the same magnanimity 
with which 1 tiiist they w'ili be supported and maintained, slioidd they be 
proved to be foundud m wi-doin and justice. J-et us see, whether they are 
Jus!; let us see, whcLlipr, what we term rig/iti>, arc really oiir true interests^ 
let us, at least, winnow them well, and sit':,whether we Cannot drive •

Of Spain, that nation whose ships lately so 
numerous, and which in the hands of any but nieit degenerated by a paltry 
tyranny and abject superstition, would have been so dangerous as foes, 
what s^all I say ? Sliould tlie victories of the great Wellington, and the 
Ipssous received by them daily, to shew wliaC union and valour can elTect, 
once ro’jsc the naiivcs*t>f the Peninsula to insist on a good goveriiinent, 
and to forget that wretched deserter F. thefc is a native granikut, aiu- 
ma^ttic energy in the real character of the .Spanish nation, lliougli not in the 
degenerate, despicable, ami base, yiohlcs, as they arc* in.&rallcd, wiiich may 
speedily rise to JhOincthing great.

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SOtb. At 8 P. M. nnchored in 30 fathoms, black sand like wet guri-powder, 
nearly in the spot that Vlaining did in 1697. When at anchor, the S> £. 
point of the island bore by compass S. W. b. S. 3 miles; N. E. point N. ^ W- 
2 miles; entrance into the basin W, b. N. H mile; sugar-loaf W.N. W; 
Imile. May 31st. proceeded in the boats abreast of the vessel toward 
toe shore, which is here a sort of causey formed of large pebbles, appear¬ 
ing as if raised by art; in the middle or this we saw an opening, about a 
pistol-shot wide, into a basin or lagoon, where a great many seals were play¬ 
ing : a strong tide running out of the entrance at least knots, it being 
nearly half ebb, with some djiliculty got the cutter over the bar, which is 
formed of loose pebbles; we were then in deep v. (ter, ns smooth as a mill¬ 
pond, though the sea ran very high without. Wc landed on the north side 
of the entrance, where we found seals innumerable ; after ki.L'ng many, we 
#ent in search of fresh water, and for that purpose began to ascentf the 
duly accessible part of the hill; the seals had fui'med a good path for a con¬ 
siderable part oY tlic way up ; but beyond this Wc found the ascent ob- 
s'tructcd by large tufts of ebarse grass, which in Vlaming’S time were 8 or 
9 feet asunder, but now' close togdchcri so that wc were obliged to rcturh, 
though it must have been on tho'jc heights that he found water: indeed, 
hsid we reached the top, and found any, though it might have supplied 
jjpfesetit expenditure, and in that light would be valuable to a vessel which 
•‘Iriffde any stay here, would be endless work to attempt watering a ship 
fkopi'hence. The basin is between 2 and 3 miles in circuit, having 29 
^fhtboms in the middle, 27 and 28 within 150 yards of the shore, 7 and 8 
elose-to. Around it is table land rising in some places nearly perpendi¬ 
cular from the border of the basin, and covered with grass, which gives a 
jpleasant appearance. In rowing round, saw smoke rising among the stones 
iii several places close <0 the ba-iin ; ve landed and fjund the water so hot 
that we could not bear our hands in it. A pocket thermometer, which m 
the open air stood at 62°, when put into die water rose to 190°, and then 
ill about a minute fell to 185°. I tried it in several other of the hot 
springs at ditferent parts of the basin with similar results ; sometimes in 
the same hole it fell to 18?°, and then rose again to 18?° or 188°. On- 
people,' who were on shore scaling, constantly boiled their diuucr of fish 
in some of these springs which are in nil paits close to the basin, and in 
some parts mix with and heat it to a considerable extent; and as all parts 
abound wi?h fisli, and no art is requisite to catch them, one of the boys 
would in live minutes catch as many as the whole party could cat; so that, 
as Vlaming says, you may literally throw the hsh fastened on the hook out 
of the cold into the hut water, and boil them. June ist. At day-break, 
being clear to the northward, saw from otirc anchorage the island Amster¬ 
dam, bearing by compass from N. 10° Ji toN. 22° E. June 5tli, 1*. M, 
blowing very hard froir N. E. with a great sea, determined to run 
down under lec of the is|*ind. At 5, got a spring on our cable to cast, cut 
it close to the splice^ and went to sea. We lay in a very good berih to dear 
the island on either aide, but it would be safer for a large ship to be about 
two cables length farther to the eastward, and upon^ tiie appearance of 
blowing weather to go to sea immediately, and run to leeward pf the 
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jMand, where smooth water will b*» found; and as the easterly wind w 
never of lung continuance, she ivou^d souri regain the anchorage, 'fhe 
tide rises about 3 feet; high water at full and change of moon aboi/i^.l]: 
o'clock. 09F the west and the north points of the island, breakers‘jpro« 
ject about | mile. There is not a shrub on this island, though the other 
island to tlie northward is covered widi them; r <arse grass and reeds were 
the only vegetables seen. A sort of turf, composed of the decayed fibres 
of the gra^ and reeds, burned very well. ^During our stay we killed 1200 
seals, and, could we have stayed Ioniser, miglit have got as many thousands*. 
Many whales were constantly playing about the ship ; several of pur people 
who had been in Greenhand said, they were ^he spermaceti fish In the 
Ivisin weraught bream, rjd porch, and a fish i^'senibiing tench : on board we 
caught chiefly a sort of bream striped like a (nagkarei; of these so many 
tverp caught the first day, that besides salting and pickling several bnrrclr, 
we threw sonic hundreds over hoard. The fisii should he gutted and saltpd 
the instant they arc caught, and, in parliciil.ir, not be exj>u!>ed to the rain, 
which prevents tlicir taking the salt, as we found to pur cpst; for several 
barrels, which had been in ibc rain before they were packed, turned oui» 
on inspection, ghod for nothing. Tire stones round the basin are of a dark 
blue colour, very liard ; most of Uictn J>ear marks of fusion, and some are 
burnt to a cinder/' • ^ 

In 1793, the Hind.ost.'in anchored about 1| mije £. from the eii^i; MMi | 
into the basin ; on exarninsuion, it was found to be die crater of a 
the circumference of which round tht;water's edge was 2,080 
nearly mile : by taking the perpendicular height of tliesurrounding'|ra|p 
at 700 feet, and the angle of their inclination at 65‘', the grand 
fcrence of tiio crater will be 2 miles IGO yards. The average height oni|n^ 
sides being t.'ik.cii at 700 feet, the depth of water at 29 fathoms, or 1^ 
feet, the whole dopih of the cratcr,is 87-I feet; and it is a pretty regular 
ellipsis. The entrance into the Irnsifl about 25 yards wide, is formed by 
two narrow causey.s, or ridges of rocks, that run out from two peaks, yybi^h 
terminate the sides of the crater, one on each side; that on the right is 
74.3 feet high; at its foot on the causey there is a hot spring, at which 
were boiled some fi.sh, wherein the thermometer stood at 212*'; and this 
is the general stantrard of beat at all the springs round the water’s edge. 
From the ship at anchor subterraneous fire was seen to issue from various 
crevices on the isinnd during the nighu 

The people who have been long on the island of St*. P<aiil,« scaling, de* 
scribe the weather to he fine in the summer, but stormy during the winter, 
whirlwinds sometimes tearing the water from the surface of the rjatfl': 
torrents of rain from the clouds, which burst over thrills, pour down and 
/orm ravines in thqm. As iufrequently blows strong westerly gales, with 
thick weather in the winter raowths, it must be very desirable for navigators 
running toward these fstands at such times, to ^ave a knowledge of their 
true situation. Patches of sea-weed extend p> a considerable distance 
from them, but are not always observed in approaching them from the 
west, particularly when the winds blow from this direction. 

Amsterdam, the northernmost island, is thought to he about 13 tnilea iu

circuit: 'it is \ery nitTirult landir.g on its shores in any part, the sea gene¬ 
rally bienking a'j^ainst thfiti. * 

Viatning anchored at the soiilli part of the island, on n spot about a can- 
Jion-sl»ot from the shm'c, in 16 fathoms black sand : they landed, but found 
no water on this side ; the bnslios and rushes with which the island 
abounded made it dithcnlt to jioiietii'iitc into the interior. 

In 179i, Waidi ?ntli, it was passed by the French Admiral, D'Entrc- 
casteat'x, who remarked that*some little rivulets were pciceii||ed on the 
S.E. side, and that the inounlains sloping here would afford an easy landing 
in favourable wcaiiter. It then appeared all in ii blaze, the smoke indi¬ 
cated vegetahies on fire ; it'was probably ignited l)y scalers or by lightning; 
and coiisctjiieiitly now there hiay be but few shniil' on it.

lltli, IfiOl, and by iiuaii ot iiin.ir and ciironometiical observations uu 
board of 9 ships, the long.tude was found to he 77° O'o K. Cdly, AnistiT- 
dam is placed liy tlm " Requisite 'J al^Ub” in 37° 6l' S 7?° 4 4' Jl.; by the 
('onneusunre dcs 'Jl'.j.s in 37° 4b' 30'’ S. 77° 'io' 6" F.. Jlr. Ilorsburgh 
says, that from the best accounts it is in latitude .3?°52'S. and on the 
lame meridian as S^ P.ml, nanu-ty, about 77° 63' E.

low cone, to receive a metallic point hereafter described : and to the.cetu

D ec. inQ7.~Tpassed this evening similar tq the preceding one, tolcrabljr 
comfortable i>y tbc^gaolcr’s lire. At rJay-break, bo came to desire 
me to prepare for the march; liis good wife hrrl bfe.ikfast ready for me, and 
made me take a little spirits, as the morning was excessive cold, siioaing 
aIl(^freezing very severely ; siie also insisted upon my putting some bread 
in niy pocket. 1 \^a5 only alloweei nmmimition bread, which was so hard, 
and black, that nothing but extreme hunger would iiiducc any one even ro 
taste It, 'll'C gaoler was well aware of the disagreeable riuiigeons T had to 
pass through in my route to Bitclie—t<#ld nio n»y funds were very low; 
be received ;? livres (seven shillings and sixpence sterling), which was all 
that the lii'-arir.n-, had (lelivcTLd up, and only tlciliietcd t3d. for what I 
bad at hit Itou^e; giving the jei.iaindcr to uiy guard, to advante as I might 
hare occasion for it. I felt very sensible of this man’s generosity and di&* 
intercstcdnc'-s; tins was, indeed, the most reasoiiabTe bill I c\'cr had pre¬ 
sented me m I rm.-'c: 1 icfioe'-tcd he would take more, as I was certa|$^ 
rt must be m coii.'equcncc of my reduced finances, that his demands weyd* 
so inodcrat'.'•, lio'.uwcr, he would not. .So I look my lc.a\c of him and his 
wife,* and into r-iy jiiace, wiiieh v; as by the eleventh Corsican's side^ 
to whom i ,;s cf uned and liandcufli;d, and anotlitr cliaoi passed through 
the whole o! ri;c party, ivbidi compleftly linked us f.igottn r. About noon, 
our guard', wr r«; rliiftcd.

At night we arrived at l-fagueijltu t gaol. Here I found a Swiss si^/dirl? 
confiai^d; he had lately received Ida discharge from the British service, had 
come over from Copenhagen,, and was arrested in Germany, and traiiy- 
ported into Franco; where they accused him of being a spy: his passport, 
discharge, &;c. were takewYroni him and transminjed to Paris. On being

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discovered talking to me, he was carried away to a dungeon, and nof

Wo were placed in the same marching order, with this exception ; the 
cTiain WHS pas.^cd over the shoulder anti under the arm like u soldier's belt, 
instead of round the neck. In quilting the town, I had a view of the 
miller's house, and the part of the tiver I had crossed some nights before* 
How different w'cre my sensations at this momeiit, to those I then had 
felt.At about 5 in the afternoun we arrived at ., 

an open town. The cold was very iiitcusc-*-' 3 nowiug bard all day. For 
our comfort, we were put inlo one of the most tiltliy dungeons that ever 
mortal hchchl—scarce room lo turn round iu it, and only a small hole in 
the door to admit air. The Corsicans appeared to feel ag-'^at ileal for my 
situation ; and observed, th.it tlicy ought not to complain, wimi a BrLis/t 
officer zvaH used in so horrid a manntr. They were pciniittcd to go out of 
the dungeon to get some rcfresliineuts, which the cliaritahle iniiabiiants 
seut them. 13ut the Saciu Anglois wus not suffered Co move; and 1 hud 
great dilhculty to procure u n.urscLof food, which was handed me througis 
the air hole, and wliich they charged double price fur. My companions 
soon returned, and tliey placed iluir knapsark-> fur me to lie on. I'his 
hole was so sm.dl, and then-was such an abuiiuiiahie sineil, that I never 
expected to sun n e it.

The fellow was gettio'; into a rage, vw'ico the soldicis iiKCii’crtiJ, ond 
assured him tiiai what I st.'.trd w.is tiuc, ami ihiy in.'i.stcd upon their 
cleaning llie dlliigi on ; vvliiLti h.ing tl.jiic, wc roiiii;ieiu.Cfl our iiinich as 
before; flic l/.’. -ink wretches were not cxciiiplcd ffoni fetters, althoiigh the 
weather was cxtessivtly* mckMcnt —blown!.' ami s.lowing light in our 
Ceetl}: luy wrists were quite swelled aiui s.'ie. Jlowevir, this was the 
last stage, and I expected at least to get dear of the ijandculfs. 1 he sick 
repeatedly requcsltd to haU, wdierc Ian saw a fiozen rivulet, to endeavour 
to procuic spme water; but to no tlie'i-t. Tho'C flint-hraried brutes 
would not suffer them, and l. o poor rri atiiiisvatc fists full of snow, to 
try tocxtinguisli their burning tlni^. 'Jlicy would not even conde.scend to 
unchain them on any oec'asion, and they were eonscquently exposed on the 
high road to c.try body. 

(y807.) At noon tlie high turrets of the mansion I was going to inhaloC 
presented tliemstlvcs to niy sight; the outvvard appcarancu was of itself 
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sufficient to strike tlic mind with horror—the idea of being shot tjp in thi< 
detestabie fortress for (perhaps) the remainder of niy existence, \s^s not 
of the most pleasing nature: however, death was niucii tnorfe preferable 
than a continuation of mr persecutions; and I sometimes wislied to be 
favoured with a visit from him.

Imleed, it struck me, tlicy thouglit 1 had killed somebody, 
which I found afterwards was the 5 .,encriil npinion. 

It was not riiai.y seconds, bvlbre my old friends and companions, 
Mr-srs, A‘ i).voit!i and Tiithill, f miul means to get to me : I never was 
nore lliunderstiiiek in uiy life, as I sup [lost d* they were (by (hat time) on 
the pnseage, or safe arrived in Fnglayd. I\«r. IJaktr, of the merchant 
senice; and, in a shoit time, all the otlicrs (except T,ieutC|iant Fssel, who 
was dashed to pieces in endeavnuring lately to get over the walls), cumc to 
sec me. INIe-si''. A. and T. had been arrested ahou^ two hours after they 
liad parted from me in the wood. was so suddenly surroundcfl by 
•■oldieis-, pcii-aiitry, &c. that it w'as ini|)os-.iii!e to attempt escaping them. 
They never eoiild aci'ouiit for my getting < lear. ^rhe others, vvliom we had 
left with the waygon, never at'Ciupted to escape. 

The melancholy mtelligeiuc of rny old fellow suli'eier’s death, wns-an 
iidditioiial pang to my a.it'uish .md .misfortUDCS. I w as anxious to know 
the pai ticulars ; hut was pi(vented, tiy my cmiipam'ons being rhiveii to 
tiu ir respective prisons, whilst I, with the <'orsicn'i'^, was conducted to a 
(lilTr-rent part of the fortress, called l.a (>rossc 'l<?;e.* 

(1R|)7). 1 sliall not atlem[*i desc)ihing tliis fortress; to give a minute 

detail of its strength, souttrr.npsj iVr. would fill a vohnuc: therefore, I 
shall only oljscrve, that it is reekoned the 'troi.gcst fortification in I'rancc, 
is Iniilt on the summit of an immense rock, oik of whicli all its sub’cra- 
neons cavrs arc liolloweil—lias three r.amparts, 1st from 00 to J00 feet 
high; 2d, from 40 to ,5b ; ami the third liom 'r.5 t > ifo : re*lonhts, en¬ 
trenchments, iStc, iiinumer.ihle.

uvrokc It was vvi 11 advanced in the flight; my roinpanioiis procured & timler 
ho* andcajidivf by some means; no. struck a lis^iii. 'I'liey were ansiuus to 
beur a part of my misfurtuiies, which I indui^icd tiicnu wuli, and heard in 
return a part of tlichs. 

Tliere were thre€^ livres of my money still rcmaiiiinst; with this, we pro¬ 
cured a little spirits from the gaoler, tlirougli bribery ; which was extremely 
necessary, the effluvia being veiy strong and olfcnsivc ; marly as much so 
as ill the last dtmgenn I *vas in with (lie CoVidau deserters. We had re¬ 
course also to smoakiiig tohaecu, which cuuiiteracied in a gieat degree the 
ediiot of the implcasant smell. 

I could not help remarking to my comrades, my asioni->hmctit at iho 
Strength and security of this dungeon ! It surpassed every thing I had ever 
seen ; and it appeared wonderful how men could construct such {ilaees for 
their fellow crcaiuios. « • 

Ic was some time the next day befor^ we could procure any tlimg to 
recruit nature; although the gaoler’s name. La Uodie, was re-cehoed a 
tlioiisa’id times over, from the bottom of our cell. We were iieailyc'c- 
bausted (having taken it hy turns to call not}, when ^lis fellovv eainr to il.e 
bins oi’,i small hole that admitted air ;^aiid after s<ilirirn>g, and pfaying, we 
psevaiied on linn t<t proem c tis some refieshnu nts, which be p.ts.sed tliront'h 
the triple bars of rite hole, not lif'ing criti luted vviUiiKtiK* key of the do^r, 
and which wc veiy eagerly ilevonred.

STIl/IT OF MALACCA. 

(Txtraefed from Captain Lord Viscount Torrington’* naatical remark 
book, MS.] «> 

It may be obsf^rved as a general {ireliminary, that in Malacca Strait, 
where the tide.s do not prevail, the current sets iiineli oftener northward 
than southward; and from the Arrows to Junkscylon and Puolo'Hondo the 
current most frequently sets nurthwaid in both monsoons, except among 
the islands along the Malay shore, .vhere regular tides are prevalent. Near 
the entrance of the strait, between Achuniicad and the Nicobar isles, the 
current at times sets contrary to the inunsuou that is sniithward; in the 
southwest monsoon,'and in November, December, and January, often 
northwartf; from the coast of Pedii to Poulo-lJootoii and Junkseylun, the 
current generally sets nortliwai d all tlic year round, netween lbe Nicobar# 
niiil J’l.ioton blrong rip^liugs arc fm-jiienlly seen, the noise of which may bo 
.d.ti'innig to slraiigris in the iii.;lir, the broken water extending in long 
ridiTOw ridges, will; smooth spaces between tliem; and the agitation pro* 
(iu'.fcs at times on so,sic of tb'. lidges,'brctdiers so high, as to render it dan- 
gcr.ius to risk a bout amoisg lIkiii: they move willi considerable velocity, 
whicli is tlu.ught to indicate u ‘jtronj; current. ' 

V^’iiiioiis arc the opinions relative to entering the strait from the west, 
(hiring the sontli-west. monsoon; some experienced cuimiiandcrs prefer the 
track from Poolo-llondo along the coast of oiimaira to Puolu-Varela, and 
from thence to tlic Arrows; ahilst others prefer to p:iss near the Nicobars, 
then steering to in.ake Poolo-lioiituii, bearing K.S. Iv and continue along 
the Malay side of the ‘■trait fi*r several leagues past the .Sumbelaiigs. It 
appeals ditficiilt lo decide po-'iiively wliicii of these tracks is most ;vdvan* 
ti'geous; but it is generally allowfd that it is prudent to keep near tha 
land when convenient, and avoid the middle of the strait, especially about 
Foolo-Pcra, wliCTc more calms p’cvail in the S. VV. monsoon than near 
oltber shore; both early and lute in the season, quick passages have beeu 
made from Poolu>Hoinio along the co.ast '6f Supiatra to the Arrows, not* 
witlutanding the Malay Side of the strait is generally used, and probably i» 
Uie preferable track. 

Pooln*Rondo is in latitude G® .V N. and is 6® 59' W. Irom Malacca. 
I’oolo-Ptra is in 5® 42' N. and 3® !(/ W. from Malacca. The longitude 
of AL'ilacca is 102“ 15' E. by mean of 0 observers.

ilff From Rondo, proccedi.ig by the const of lE'uraatra, in tlie S.\V. monsoeu, 
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a ship will be mndi liable to calms unless she keeps near the shore; th« 
regular sea»brcczes un the coast uf PeeJir, not extendint; farther than a few 
miles from the shore. In July, on tiiat coast, we experienced for several 
days calms and faint airs, witlj a westerly current one mile an hour pre¬ 
venting our progress eastward. The current moH inclining westward, with 
tlie chance of calms under the high laud, induce:, the greater number of 
English ships to avoid the Pedir co.tst, and to steer for the Malay side of 
the strait. 

From the Nicobars, by steering E-N.E.-ward, and afterwards £.-war<i 
for Hooton, making a small curve towards Juhkse^luii, strong south-west 
and westerly winds have*been sometimes cai^icd up to IVnang, otherwise 
Prince of Wales island. Thus, by steering fur from Acheu-hcad, the inon* 
softn winds will generally be reluincd, and calm^ avoided, until well to thu 
eastward: there nrc, however, calms and light winds from the coast of 
Pedir the whole woy across to Booton anil .Iiiiikscvlon m (Jiat inunsooii. 

From Penang to the .Sambebuigi tidcsS jircvaiJ near the shore, which i$ 
lined by a bank of mud extcudii.g out to a considerable di-tniice from the 
former island to Poolo-Dindim;. From 13 or 16 fathoms the water 
ahoalcns suddenly on the edge of this*bank, which requires to heave the 
lead quick in standing on the Cilgc of it, if a sliip be going fiist through the 
water : but a ship nciy stand into 9 or 10 fathoms ivben requisite. .Ships 
coining to the nortlu^,ird, bound to Penang in tlic j\.E. monsoon, ought to 
'keep near the shore bank after passingiliiiding ; for by stretching far out 
into the midtile of the sii.ur, they are liable, when near Penang, to meet 
strong N. K. x\inds, wliuh may delay them in icaclinig the harbour. 
During the N.K. inon<^(ioii, there nre seldom any hat cl sqoaiN in Maluccn 
ttnait; generally the wi.ul blows from the Malay shore iii the night, paiti- 
cnlarly when near the side of the str.'iit; uiisi the wentlu r is settled, with 
less thunder and lightiung than during the utlier iu'mis.mu, Tiie North¬ 
westers, or squalls from that ijiiarier, and also liie Soutli-westeis, or 

Sumatras,” are frequent in the S.W. moiisoou. At the tlist approach 
they suinctiiUcs blow strong, %ut urc gcncraily of short Jurniion: a cloudy 
nrch rising from t^c hori/utr, mostly precedes these squalls, and gives 
(uilicient warning of their approach, although the intirval sometimes fioiu 
the brst appealanre of the cloud,above tbe horizon, until it reaches the 
zenith, is nut more ihati^a sudicient length of tmn* to reduce sail; at other 
times, their approach is slow. From Parcelar-h^U to the Cnfimoiis, the 
SuQiutrus are more frequent than the N.W. squalls, ni.d continue for r 
conaidcrable time either a strong or moderate gale, with much thiindcf and 
lightning, with rain at times, particularly near MuIhccr. The prevail* 
ing winds from the Carimuifs to PeUm-liianca ate southerly in this 
ntunsoon. , * 

Malacca Strait, to persons unacquainted, appeals an intf irate nnvigation; 
but certainly it is not dangerous, as most of the cjjanmls aio spacious^ 
with good anchorage thiougboat. Ships formerly kept boats abend sound¬ 
ing ih the diiy, and anchored during the night in ir.o«t places of ilie strait. 
Ac ptcseiit, ships that frequent this uavigai'Oii ktep under we'ghday and 
jsight* ofteu pniaicg tfsrough .without #iiicij'*rii.g sil.ove m-c ori«otimet.|| 
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jo tlioco iicqu»i»t«d» or even to strangers follcm-Ing directions impUctfljrji 
^qre is prtJbably little hazard in keeping under weigh, except passing il^ 
»i fathom bank, the i<tri'ow>i, Parcclar*l>ili, Tree island, in .coming fvgpi 
tho north, and Iro.ii thence to St, John’s, if not very dear, and going 
between Pedra-Bmnea and Kotq^nia reef jo the nigiit. Ships which sq^il 
well will gain ground with a turning wind against tlie tide nr current iq 
ytost places of the strait during'neup>tides, cs}>ecially jf'advantage fe lakeq 
of the soiall shifts of wind, and a modrrat» work^ breeze, rroni the 
Arrows to Mount Mora tlie tide is stronger than in other parts: in this 
•pace, if the wind be righc against a ship, she u'ay nod it impossible at 
times to gain ground, ev/in/-againsr ncnp-tiiies.*' ILunning in tiic night 
facilitates much the passage through the strait; for often suhiicu breezes 
prevail during the absence of the sun, when calms and faint .urs predo|nU 
nate in the day. If at anchor in a calm or otherwise, wlicn a cloud begins 
to rise indicating a north-wester, tiie anchr^r should be instantly weighed 
when bound to the southward, before the squall reaches tlie sliip ; for the 
first part of these squalls being gcneially brisk, will prevent her from pur¬ 
chasing her anchor until the /urce of it is ab.ited, which will considerably 
diminish the benefit that would h»\'e been obtained, had the anchor been 
weighed in time, exclusive of the eimnee of parting the cable, unless it b« 
a good one, or the anchor be light enough for the vessel to drive.

Bv whatever channel a ship enters the road, care is requisite to avoi^ 
the shoals, for there aid not always beacons on them, tlitse being some¬ 
times stolen by the ft. ljfcrmcn, and sometimes carried away by the N.W.

On nearing tlie road, 
if the beacon on the llliynhind shoal l.t seen to the N.K.-ward, pass south- 
Vfuirl of it, and anchor in 7, G, or o fallioni?, at discrr.tioil? Ships seldom 
moor, the anchors being l.iiucd in tlie soft unid. The chnniuds between 
Ainslerdiim and Scliied.mi, and hetvvccn Ua'rlain anil Hoorn, aic equally 
^ale. 'I’ll enter IJalavia road by (his p*a?sage ; when through ihe clinnnei 
between t)iUong*.iavu reef, n'-ul Middlehurg and Amsterdam islands, as

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>Onc», indeed, I hare seen an instance oF British seamen*! hacht^mdaesa 
in-a time of danger, when they ivere heartless, pusillan>motts»'andrCOMht 
ardly ; hut this was in a ship where a severity of^ an4>^ 

niceties of discipline, were carried to a greater extent than I'eveif befboU 
witiicssid : where the captain never permitted any other motive for aptioil>^ 
but fear of him ; where, if ttie men were disposed to do well in their own. 
way, but, from other motives, they werh not permitted ; and where eyeij!« 
atiion was prescribed hy regulations, and enforced by terror; bat, 
moment of danger, no terror could be employed, and, cimscquently, no- 
exertion took place. Gy the operation of this terror, tlie meo were,de)»> 
prived of^ery lawful and |ileasing mode of excitement; they werede>' 
based into slaves, and slaves arc incapable of energy. This circmnstance- 
is a strong proof, hoW much mure powerful the hope of good is in pro¬ 
moting human i.tliuiirs than the fear of evil; for here no chance existed 
that was known, to the seamen, but thal^hey would be punished when fine 
streatlier should again return; and, if the fear of evil could excite men, X 
•‘know no evil greater than flogging, and none was more certain of being' 
realized. 1 have before observcll, that from the power tiiat is entrusted 
to captains, ditVi-rcut things arc p/uiished, as crimes, by different individu* 
als, and the Si^me individual at times, so unlike himself, that what b» 
once puntdied he is now inclined to appiauil. This is so rnucli so on boai^ 
ahip, that the seaihvi scarcely know themstdves what will be punished and 
what will not No prindpie, the'‘efurc, shot ter iu its duration, or more 
transient in its good effects, than fear of capricious man, can be applied 
to govern men. 

" 1 have onre, and hut once, heard of an instance of the seamen fueling 
any thing but pleiisiire at going into action. 'J'his took place, in a ship re¬ 
cently tnnniK'd, in I ho West Indies, where scoundrels of every dciiominu* 
tioii are gladly accepted and classed with Briti»h seamen. Tiie men were 
mostly foreignCis, and very soon after leaving port, this ship fell in with 
an enemy of much superior*size to herself. Her a|)pearance frightened 
these men; the captain was informed of ft by the few Englishmen on 
board, and with such base minds as these people possessed, punishmetiC 
was effectual in exciting courage.*

non. Wiien pestilence or partihi faruine Visits the etif'th, its Cause il sO 
bhscured to the body of the people, by our rulers having, on All OCCftstohl, 
interposed, to assure them that every grtod was owing to their mftnhgo 
ihcnc, that when they seder any ill, the people aiU-ibbt^ it to them iihd tbb 
laws, and scarcely recognise in these things the punishments uf tbb 
Almighty for their sifts. Not §q the sailors. They canfiot, amidst 
ftWful conflicts of nature, however ardently they lufty be striving to ftffdSt 
(hblr ill eflfec(% let their minds stop short of ar gre&t First Cause. Then Un 
human beings or laws can intervene betw^tj mftn and his Maker. Thb 
strength of the strongest, or the arrogance of the most proud, then ftvfth 
them nothing; all are for the time upon an equality. At suCh a time, tiSb 
Ibar of the Lord, firm conviction of Ins superior |}nwer, aUd au ejaenttr- 
timv fhr sxtfc*cy, dll the bieasi of the moke obdurate. But tlies^ eniiotintfs 
hfft not siilTered to continue. 'l‘he laws and customs vvill not permit thl 
feitf df God to be the sailor's motive for duty, they will substitute in its 
pladc the fear of man. A worse motive cOuld not be applied to fteamen^ 
fur the praise of society tehches tliem, hbove*!!!! other things, to despise it< 

** Perhaps the worst injury seamen suilbr fronj the laws is, the destruip. 
fion nf religious hope, which muse follow from'lfts priubiples being de- 
khtyed ! «iup superiors, ipAiTted by unrestrained power, wholly forget tiittt 
love for their feliow-creatutes which the scriptures teaub; and they tefteli, 
By'tbclr' ex unple, the sailors, 'to despise them.

t^e utorld fruin her nobleness of character, the object of'praise and udniK 
oition to every tbiuking man ; .ill, evidently, must love their country. 
The sailors partake strongly of this seni^tneift, and bow strongly let othcra 
jpdge, Since the oppression that is exercised upon them is nut sufheient to 
conquer It. Every place they iisit gives tiiem additional reason to lovot 
their cuuniry, for tiicy sec the imineiise advantages it pos^l^sses; they can¬ 
not help comparing its inunenso trade and its populous towns with thu 
half'Cuiiivatcd and haif'peopled placcs^tbey frequently meet with ; and wba 
can avoid feeling a pleasure in belonging to it. rroiii cliiirity liaving, in 
our aiuiitry, been much an object of priiise, and from sailors bar iug little 
UMS for money, I believe it to arise that sailors bai^e been so noted fur tlicir 
generosity and charity. 'J'lieir hearts are never .shut at a solicitation from 
distress; though reason may not direct ihciii how most cflectnitllptto 
hastovv their bounty. Iiistuncca of this are luo numerous to need any 
cclation of them ; yet I cannot withiiuld two that happened very I'cceiilly. 
When the subscriptions were set on foot fur the relief of the widows and 
children of the people who diad perished in the St. tieorge, IJero, ai>d 
Defence, the sum recomnien^cd to the seamen to subset liio was two days.* 
pay eaciu 1 saw one of them come fora aid, and, in that open rnaqly way, 
which is the peculiar characteristic of conscious rerutude of iiitciilion, said^ 

* 1-wieb. Sir, to gite ten days' pay; I cuiiuut ituike any use of my money 
here (i e on hoard ship), and tiiere is no belter why ot empU^ying it than 
in relieving distress.'

** Another c:iu^ why sailors might be better than the rest of the comma* 
nity is, that going to sea imposes a rest/aint upon many .of tlie paslinpsf 
and no man can there escape the conviction, that they all may beJuW,, 
dued. A hmi conviction of'this‘kind is a good base for virtue; fur the 
frailty of our nature is too frequently made the excuse for the commission 
of every cri./ e. If sailors were taught to continue those restraints upon 
principles whic^' necessity now obliges them to submit to, the task of 
governing their passions would be Ctisier to them tiian to other men. I have 
already observed, that, from the vjjces connected with avarievt they nra 
eminently and conspicuously free* In ^ other part of the comcnunity 
have men so good an opportunity of getimg rid of those prejudices of early 
education, which, unnecessarily, make man the enemy of his neighbour ; 
there it is that tiie Englishman, Irishman, and Scotchman, set tt^ctlicr at 
the social meal, that the grog and the purse belong to all; aone want while 
the others possess. At sea, every man is engaged in prosecuting the same 
end, and the interest of all is the same: this begets a similarity of feeling 
and opinion; and possessing these is the surest bond of union aud of every 
society; and that they are friendly with each other, is a proof that thejr 
do not want cIk: srx:(al alTections; they only want tliem properly directed* 

At sea it is that curiosity, whose gratihcatioii is knowl<klge, may be almost 
satiated; and it may be justly observed, that if the sailor was not pre¬ 
vented from reflecting, he would, compared with tliat class of the commu¬ 
nity he holopgs to,' be an intelligent man. . 

<* On the whole, the diaracter of the seamen may be summed up; by 
saying, that they are courageous, because our countrymeh, and because 
they ardently love fame: that froiii this, which is the most conspicuous 
passion of their nature, they dislike work, |)ccause work has been juade 
infauious ; that they arc ui cntious, becausq, they want the opportunity of 
gratifying their social afertiohs, and the principVfts. that ought to restrain 
tlicm are taken from them hy the laws; that they lire indolently careless,

RETROSPECTIVE AND MISCELLANEOUS. 

W E have with concern to annootiee the loss of U. M. brig Boxer, 
Captain Btyth. The Enterprise', Lieutenant Burrow^by which she 
was captured, is, by the American papers, represented* as of only equal 
force with herself. This, however, is incorrect.- The Enterprise had '1& 
guns, and 130 men; the Boxer’s burthen is IBO tons, and was originally deo 
signed for a gun>brig; she mounted, when captiii^d, ten 18-puuuder carro» 
nades, and two 6-pounder guns, and' had a complement of 60 men. The 
American account states, that ** the Boxer was litcraiiy rut to pieces in 
sails, rigging, spars, hull, &c.; white the Entcrpiise was in a situation to 
commence another^ctiod of the same kind immediately." The stubborn 
resistance of the olheers and crew of the Boxer shews, however, that ^he 
was not lost for want of heroism. Captain Blyth nailed his colours to the 
roast, and, happily, did no't livb to see them struck. The action, which 
lasted half an hour, appears to bnve been of the most desperate kind» 
both the commanders were killed; and they were burled together, with navaj 
honours, at NeH> York, where both vessels had arrived. 

To the Joss of thet Boxer brig we are sorry to add- that of U. M. schooner 
Dominica, Captain Barrette, captured on the 5tlt of August by the American 
privateer Decatur, and carried into Cliarleston on the 39th. The enemy's 
account says, that the Dominica had doiihlo the number of guns; but thie 
wc know to be liken isc incorrect. I'lie engagement was commenced at long 
shot, and was continued for some time, when the Decatur boarded. The 
action was then ai.dntaiiied fur 13 ninntes on the Dominica’s deck; nor 
did she strike until all her oliicers (with the exception of one midshipmaii 
yarned Lindo) and 12 men, were killed, and 44 wounded. Five of th« 
latter have since died. The Decatur had 4 killed, and 13 wounded.- . - 
On the other hand, vve hare the plcusurcj* of recording the capture of 
a French frigate of the largest class, called the VVeser, by 11. M. sloops 
Srylla aud lluyalist, after a running tight of about 3^ hours, at the end of 
which the enemy struck; the I’ippon, 74, having appeared m sight. The 
Weser lately sailed from the Tcxel, in company with another frigate or two; 
of whi.-h, also, wc hope, a good account will shortly be received. The We¬ 
lter mounted 44 guns, and had 340 men. 

A'letter from Sir Thomas Hardy, captain of H.M.S. Ramllles, dated off 
New Diiidon, July I4tli, ISIS, ;-'\es an occount of the event that was at¬ 
tended with such fatal consequences to Mr. Ceddfts, second lieutenant of 
the Ramiiics, and ten brave seainei); but, vve bare every reason to believe, 
a most providential osnape for the rest of the odibers and ship’s company, 
l/n Friday, the 35th of J^ne, a master's mate of that ship was sent in a 
boat to cut ofi* a schooner, which was making for the harbour of New Lon¬ 
don ; which he soon elfected, and took possession of her about eleven 
o'clock, the people having deserted and let go her only anchor and cable. 
live muster’s mate brou^jt the schooner near the Rumilies, and Juf.tr'ilied 
Sir Thomas Hardy that e he was loaded with provisions and naval stdfes. 
Uir Ibom'is directed her to be taken alongside a sloop which had beeft hup* 
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afevitdivys.before. Mr.Geddes volunteered his services; and to 
put Sir Thomas's orders into execution, took n fresh boat's crew. Whil* 
they were iiKthe act of securing her, about balf>past two o’clock, iiorrid to 
relate, stic blew up, with a most tremendous explosion, and poor Geddes 
aod ten valuable seamen lost their lives; three seamen escaped, ihucit 
scorched, 4Sut are doing well. *We since learn, that tins schooner^ the 
£agle, of New York,-was fitted out by two merclinnts of that place (induced 
by the American government offering half the value of the British shipi of 
war so destroyed), for the express purpose ofi blowing up or bnraing the 
Bamalies; and hearing that the Ramifies was short of provisions and stores, 
placed some on the hatchway, as an inducement for taking her alongside. 
Ujdsr the provisions (it since appear^) were deposited several casks of gun¬ 
powder, with trains laid to n magazine, which was fitted upon the same 
mechanical principles ns clock-work. When it had run the time given to 
. jt by the winder-up, it gave force to a sort of gun-lock, and the explosion 
of the vessel, and the destruction of all that might be near it, was thereby 
accomplished !—Most happily, Sir Thbnia^ Hardy's foresight and caution 
prevented the full accomplishment of ilieir wishes—and they are now held 
io detestation by every friend of humanity. In Lieutenant Gedtles the ser¬ 
vice has lost a valuable officer; and the couiilry, wiiose cause ha 
had spent so many years, and at last lost his life, wilj^io doubt make nnipla 
provision for his discon.solatc wido^. The Ramilirs is blockading the 
United States, M-aredoiiian, and Tloriiet sloop, olf New Lonrinii. Lieut. 
Geddes married the fourth daughter of the late Mr. Ueuige Rowe, iiP 
Portsea, surgeon. 

Late accounts from Admiral Freemantle have brought the particulars of 
a successful attack on the town ofFiuuie; and wc coii*'>detitly anticipate 
that the Austrian successes in Italy will be the means sl.ordy of throwing 
Trieste into our possession, and eventually Venice, wilii the naval fQ|pa 
and arsenal there. 

A most gallant attack lias been made by Captain Usher, of the Un¬ 
daunted, on the b!|tterics and citadel of Cassis, on tlie coast of Provence; 
which terminated in the capture of ull^thc vessels wiliiin the Mole, and the 
destruction of the batteries of the place. 

The following is a copy of a letter from Mr. James Scott, assistant-surgcoo 
ef IJis Majesty's ship Armada, dated ulIToului^ '2'llh July la6t, to a friend 
near Edinburgh:— • 

“ On Monday last, aa we were returning along the coasts for the purpose 
of Joining the fleet, wjj got bpcalnicd close under the batteries of the town 
of Boi'dighero: we soon observed that tlicy were making picpxrations to 
attack us. Our boats v^'tre all manned, and sent a head to tow the ships 
out to sea; but all our exertions were inelTitctual; wediiltcd closerJ^itu 
•liorc, and found that our gmw were insutfitfitut. to quiet the enemy's 
batteries; the two frigates were ordered to anchor on the west side of the 
tnw'i), while the Armada came to anchor iinmediaich in Iront of the town, 
bjet^’een two batteries; all the boats were tlien ir.auiud, armed with car- 
roandes, and sent on sliorcfv\ith ahtiut two i.-iaiditd inaiinrs, on purpos* 
retake, the town and baturics, which was the only .iltcrr.at.ve we hud Ifcii.

^ I URdarstood that Captain Hore of the niivines wished to take Ae 
•long with him, I wc'^:^ directly to Captahl Grant, and volunteered for that 
ftrvtce; a« soon ta we shoved off from the ships, all the fire of the enemy 
was directed upon our boats, and a party of military sent down to the beach 
to prevent our landing; but the loud cheers we received from the ship* 
when they s^w os approach the hoticli, which was eagerly returned by the 
boats, had given the enemy an awful idea of English bravery; they 
immediately retired in good order to the benights and woods, under and 
through which we had to pass on our way to the batteries. As soon as sve 
had fdrmed. the line upon the shore. Captain llorQ. divided the troops into 
three parties, one to scour tlie heights and cover us on our march, another 
to the town, and the third to a battery ahlut a mile to lop ea^itwarii,'to 
which party 1 belonged. Wc made a running march under a continual Gre 
ef musketry from the rocks and trees; < iivii we readied the place we spiked 
the guns, and destroyeti the magazines; on our return through the wood, 
Capt. Hore was shot in tlie tljigh by a musket ball. While 1 was employed 
binding up bis woundyone ofmu'me^i took prisoner the t'ommandiiig Officer 
of Uio party stationed in die wootl to,pppose us. Before wc came to the town, 
the magazines there were blown up, and the batteries taken by our second 
party tlieii joineK by a part of the Grst. The vesscl.s in the harbour, 
amounting to about esci or seven, we set on Gre, three of which were again 
extinguished; the boats then sailed round to them, and opened their guns 
upon them in such a manner, that ihev tore them nearly to pieces; some 
%f the houses near to the harbour were in a blaze before we left it. Among 
other prisoners wo managed to lay hold of the Governor of the town, whom 
we sent on sliore under a flag of truce, with a promise that we would level 
the town to its foniidaliuns, if they attempted to molest us any more. Iq 
one of the batteries they drilled tlic spikes from the guns, and opened their 
fire on us again, which was nut silenced till the ships Iihu poured about thirty 
bi^adsidcs into the town, which produced dreadful havock and destruction. 

** Wc had only two men wounded, the frigates nonei one shot struck the 
Armada, but without doing her any material injury. Wjiile going on shore, 
the bant I lielongcd to was struck by^ a grape shot, which only partly des* 
troyed one of her oars. We got under weigh in the evening, leaving the pour 
Italians ample reason to regret their having attacked the Armada.'’ 

A violent sWm commciv:ed at Gotienburgh on the night of October 15, 
and continued the whole of the following day. The shipping accounts are 
truly distressing* We learn, that tliere were no fewer than 1,000 ships at 
Gottenburgh and in the roads. Besides the I)omeward>bound fleets, there 
were all the vessels which comprised Gic coni'oys outward<bound; 150 ves* 
sels had been driven on sliore; few of them irad .been able to get off; 
niiiny were considerably injured in masts, rigging, &c. while num* 
bers were totally lost, and <suine of them, wc regret to state, with tiiti 
whole of their crews. Many of the ships ou shore cannot be got afloat until 
tlici^ cargoes have been taken out; and, unfortunately, this is not likely 
soon to be accoinpli'.hed, as theie is scarcely a boat to be had for that pur- 
f>ose. A iccnc of greater* distress aaiong the shipping in tiioM KU 
hardly ever been remembered.

'Itttteiri to in (‘ontemplation ver; considernbly to extend the DocW

recent visit to Portsmouth, and approved of by rbe i^di&iralty and iSovy 
Boards. A new innst>linu'se is to be onstructea in range with the South 
Store, extending ti> the low.wntcr mark. On the oorth<^rt of Ceminoa 
Hard, is to be erected a wall dowb to lowAvater mark, inside of which is to 
be a boat pound. Tt is also said, that it is in contem|datjoii to take ihsi 
part of the town •>fPortsea, called the New Buildings, into the Dock-yard.>^ 
An intetition likewise exists, of foniiiiig, on Snudi S> aCniiiinon, an exteimvss 
establishment fur the Koytil Marines; their preseat oarracksbeing iiiucbeojr^ 
fined, and incapable of alTording sutlicient accommodation. 

JMr. Whitby and Mr. Kcnnie, appointed by the Navy Board to exsmlne 
the state of Portsinuutii hai hour, have been most assiduous in their labours* 

Two plans, \vc arc informed, are under consideration to clear the chan* 
nels of the iiarbour, which have become choked iiy a progressive accuuiula* 
tion of mud. One is, to erect a Aoud-gate at the bridge at Hilsen, wherst 
the tide now ebbs and Aows, which might be closed at high xvater to prevent 
it fi om ebbing through that channel; this would increase the rapidity of the 
tide between the Point :<nd Biockhouse fort. Tnc oihes) to foim a largd 
reservoir of water nt Titchficld, to coiuniimicute with^he harbour, tvhich, 
at low water, might be let uA, and would clear the mud from the upper 
part of the harbuur.

I HAVE the highest satisfaction in transmitting to their Lordships the 
accompanying despnlbhcs (itliicli 1 have just received liiy Captain Bloye, 
from Captain Sir (r. R. Collier), giving an accouift of the fail of St.Schas* 
tian, and the surrender of the I’lciicii garrison; and the professional skid 
and perseverance of thc^tficers and men who have been employed in the 
co-operation with the amijr before that place, has been so eminently con¬ 
spicuous, and particulncly tliatof Sir George R. Collier liimself, that I beg 
to recommend him, and the sevErnl oAicers and pettv ollicers whom he 
names, to their Lordships, aotice. 1 have the honour to be, &c.

Wjr r,op.p, Survcillante, off" St. Sehustia^, September 9, 381S. 
Itfit ffitR liDCCTe pleasure tliat 1 do my seif the hunour to report to your 
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Xordship the fall of St. Sebnstian, the northern Gibraltar of Spain. Ytattr- 
dny, at 10 A.M. the breachitsf; and mortar batteries opened a most ruinoa* 
fire against the Cnstle of La Motte (situated on the crown of the hill), and 
the adjoining works. In a very short time General Rey, the governor, sent 
out a dag ol' truce to propose terms of capitulation, which were concluded 
at five in the evcr.ing, when the Battery ttu Gouverneuv and the Mirador 
were immediately taken possessKui of by' our tinops. The garrison, still 
upwards of seventeen hundred, became prisoners of war, nud are to be 
conveyed to England from Passages. At this season of the year the 
possession of St. Schastian bficomes doubly valuable; it may be considered 
the western key of the Pyrennees, and its importance us to the futore 
operations of the nliicd army is incalculable. The town and works have 
suffered considerably, and it must be a long time before the furtner c.an 
recover its original splendour; I cannot, how'ever, avoi ^ congratulating 
your Ixu'dshi}) on its fall on any terms, as the gales now blow home, nitd 
the sea is prodigious; all the .squadrons were yestcrd.'iy forced to sea, 
witli the exception of the Survrillante and President. The former good 
conduct and gallantry of the seamen landed from the squadron, under 
Lieutenant O’Rfilly, of the Surveiiiantc, and serving in the breaching 
batteries, have been most coifspicftoiisly maintained. Lioiirenant DunFop, 
as well as Mr. Marsh (having sutfiqiently recovered from his wound), were 
also at their former post. The Surveillantc's txvnity-four pounders, 
mounted on SanVt Clara, and dragged up by Captain Smith, of the Beagle, 
were admirably served by a party landed from the Revolutionnnirc, Magi- 
cienne, and Challenger; their fire had totally silenced the enemy's guns 
Opposed to them. Captain Siqith speaks in high terms of the geiifral zeal 
evinced by all under his orders. Tlie most perfect cordiality was main., 
taiiied between the odicers and seamen under Captain 8mith, and the patty 
of the 9th regiment, under Captain Cameron. The captains and corn- 
menders of the vessels named in the margin,* have ail been usefully em¬ 
ployed, and the situation many of them have been unavoidably placed in, 
nns called forth proofs of professional skill and perseverance seldom sur-. 
passed ; and 1 have the highest satisfaction in being able to report, that in 
no instance has it been more try ingly evinced, than in the conduct of 
Lieutenant the IJunouniMc Janies Arbuthiiot, of the Surveillante, which 
he has proved himself fully equal to. Mpssrs. Marsh, Harvey, Bloyc, 
Lawson (wounded), have been constantly on shore. 'J'here are others of 
t|ie squadron who, though not wounded, arc not less deserving, Captagn 
Bloye’s sen ices have been rcpeatddly noticed hy me to your Lordship, and 
as be bus herm employed from thi very commencement of our nperationa 
on this coast, and h.ns a perfect knowledge of the localities of this harbour, 
ns well as that of St. Sebastian, I have fdt it important to send him to 
Engl.md, as he will, fryin his having been particularly attached to tli* 
duties connected with this port and the army, be able to give your Lord- 
ship Much useful infurination. Lieutenant Stol^ in thq Constant, has 
scarcely ever quitted the month of the Bidassoa ;^c utility of his position 
is, 1 bielieve, felt by the army; it has been a^station of considerable 
anxiety. I enclose a return of casualties amung the seamen in thebreacht* 
ing batteries, from the S8th to the Slst of Angu,<tt.

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74 (Caplaiii Atkins); forming together a loss 'which^ fortu¬ 
nately, our naval annals very rarely record. Yet, attached aS 
England is to her wooden walls, deeply sensible of their value, 
and wounded by such a blow, the political circumstances at home, 
which at that mom\;nt engrossed and agitated the public mind, 
caused this calamity to pass with a degree of attention so slight 
and so transient, that it would in other times have been not less 
improbable than it now scorned unfeeling. * While, therefore, we 
pay our tribute to a lamented individiiab who was involved in that 
catastrophe, wc shall take the opportunity of discussing t'no 
causes which produced it ; though w'c hope, indeed, that, without 
our efforts, so terrible a warning would not be lost, and that tho 
death of nearly^^^o thomani of our seamen would at least not 
fail to plead for the, greater security of their successors in the 
hazardous service in which they were engiigcd.' 

James Toll was born at Scaldwcll, in the county of 

Northampton, lo'th January, 1767. llis father, Charles Toll, 
Esq. was nephew of Admiral 'i'oll, and grandson of Ashburnhani 
Toll, Esq. of Grewi^l, or Grcysvell, in the same county; 
whose wife was sister to SirKichard Newman, Bart, of Fifehead 
Magdalen, in the county of Dorset. Sir Richard left a son, 
Samuel, and three daughters, who on the death of Sir Samuel 
became co-hcirosscs. The eldest sister, Mrs. Frances Newman, 
survived the other two, and, dying in 1775, bequeathed by will 
the estate of Preston Deanery (or Preston Hall, or House), in the 
county of Northampton, to her abbvc-nained relative, Charles 
Tull j who immediately obtaiiTed his Majesty’s licence to take the 
name and bcaf the arms of Newman, and, quitting the pro- 
fcssioti ot the law, fpr which he was educated, has ever since rc- 
'Sidcil on that estate as an independent country.gentleman. lie 
married Hester, daughter of Herbert Langham, Esq, (brother of 
Sir John Langham, Bart.) and grand-daughter of the Her. Dr. 
West, by Maria, eldest sister of tlid* late .Lord Viscount Cobham, 
-afterward married to Sir John Langham, Bart, of Cottesbrooke, 
in the county of Not^ihampton; * and from the union of Lord

West, and conseqvicntly aunt to Mrs. N.; and she was great niece 
of Admiral Sir John Balchcn, wh6' was lost in the Victory man 
of war, iu October, 1744. The eldest son of Mr. and Mrs. N., 
now become Janies Newman Newman, was sent to schooLat 
leicestcr, and af Aspley, in Bedfordshire, and afterward passed 
some time with a clergyman at Woburn who received a very fow 
pupils: but, so early as the year 1782, at the suggestion of Lord 
Bridport, theu Ucar.adiniral Alexander Hood, he was removed 
from that tranquil sqcne to commence a turhulcAt career on t)^c 
ocean, and entered -under the Hag of that officer, on board of the 
Queen, of 98 guns, 6(h September. In April, 1783, he was 
removed info the Ipliigenia frigate, Captain Jaines*Cornwallis, gnd 
sailed to the West Indies: in Scptcinher, 178 ), into the Triumph, 
74 ; in November, to the Southampton frigate, and went to the 
Mediterranean ; in December, 1788, to the Barllcur, of 98 guns; 
and in February, 1789, to the Crown, of 64, commanded by his 
former Captain, James Cornwallis, and bearing the broad pen* 
daiit of the present veteran, Admiral William Corn wallis, who 
was appointed commandc^-in-chicf in the Fast Indies. All these 
changes were made withoi.4 the interval of a siugic day off 
books : but the pq^iod being almost wholly a time of peace, we 
know not that our young midshipm|n w'as engaged in any transac*^, 
lion that merits particular record. With the Crovvn, he proceeded 
to India, and on the ^6(h November was made at lieutqiignt Into 
the Ariel sloop of war. In OctobcE^ J7^, he was-appointed, 
first lieutenant of the Atalanta sloop, wbich^ in June, 1791,*was 
commanded by Captain (now Rear.admiral) Edward James Foote, 
whom he had known in thfiWcst Indies. On the 6tli April, 

1792, he was invalided on account of ill health ; and Captain ,

Foote having exchanged into the Ariel, and .being ordered (fb 
England, he brought his friend Newman with him'as aqiassenger ; 
arriving at Portsmouth in the month of August. 

A rtsidence of a few iqonths in^his native air having Restored ' 
Lieutenant N. to health, ho wai appcAited to the Venus frigate, 
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in January, M703, and in March remoTcd (as 4th lieutenant) t« 
the Royal George, of 100 guns, commanded by Captdn (now 
Vice-admiral) Domett, and'bearing the dag of his relative and 
iirst patron, thir present Lord Bridport, then Vice-admiral Sir 
Alexander Hood, K.#. About four months after he joined the 
ship, as he was directing the receipt of some provisions from a 
lighter alongside, his foot became entangled in a rope, and ho 
was precipitated overboard ; falling bctwe(!Ai the lighter and the 
Ro^al George, and striking his head as he went down against 
one of the port?, ^vhlch was up. The consequence was, a mooi. 
severe cut in tjio head, which couGned him the hospital a con- 
bidcrable time : yet thus wounded, and struggling with the waves, 
his presence of mind, in direptipg a movement of the lighter's 
helm, alone saved him from being crushed to death between that 
vessel and his ship. Early in 17R4 (the commission bearing date 
24th May), Lisptenaut Newman was promoted to the rank of 
commander; but 'the Royal George being then at sea with the 
Channel Fleet, under Earl Uqwc, ho was not apprized of his 
advancement, and bore ahis share as a lieutenant in the brilliant 
victory over the French ^cct on the 1st of June. Ilis ship was 
most actively engaged, and suiTered a great loss of men : but ho 
fortunately came out of battle unhurt, though he had some very 
narrow escapes. When the King visited Portsmouth, after flie 
return of the fleet to Spithead, Captain N. was introduced with the 
rest of the officers ; and his Majest}^, with that observance and 
recollection of minute circumstances by which*hc has always been 
distiugnished, exclaimed on hih presentation, Ct^fain Neuman^ 
ph! mi! Capiqin Nezeman, n'ho fought as^ a Captain and did not 

know it : alluding y) the fact already mentioned.

Ckptain N.'s commission appointed him to command the Marlin 
blonp of war : but (hat ship was then in the North Seas, and was 
{lestincd never to return. It was supposed that she foundered, 
aud every man was lost 1 A rcniarkablcf ^'reservation seems thus 
lo have been al(pUcd to the subject of our memoir; and it is 
impossiblii^ to state it without adverting to the singularity of his 
fatQ, in being doomed to perish in a similar manner, in the same 
seas, after the internal of seventeen years. While waiting <.for the 
arrival of the Martin, tl^ claim of Captain Newman to stiace 
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ia the promotioDy which so extcosiTely followed Lor4 Howe's vl^ 
tory, was urged in farour of his obtaining the additional step of 
posUrank. His relation. Lord Cha^am, being then at the head 
of the Admiralty, and the interest of Sir Alexander Hood being 
also exerted, this object was attaindd; and early in August he 
was advanced to the command of the Vestal frigate, of 28 guns. 

destination of this ship, like that of< the ill-fated Martin, was 
the North Seas; which Captain N. traversed in her for about 
twdvc months, as convoy to the trade to and from the Elbe. On 
his first arrival at Elsineur, he proceeded to visit Copenhagen, of

which he thus speaks in a letter to a friend : , 

The road is excellent, but the coniUry looks poor, and dis- 
plays little of that richness of prdspect which .is so common iit 
England. The f(p*C9tB seem to be,extensive, and I am informed 
arc all Royal property. About two miles from Copenhagen, the 
roads arc paved, and have a row of trees on each side. The city is 
walled, and has the deepest and widest fosse I ever saw; the 
streets arc well built and wide, though irregular: but for accom.

modatinn at inns, it is the worst place that I know.” 

On another occasion, he says of Hamburgh : 

‘‘ It is a fine large old city,* but infamously paveil, and without 
flag.>8toncs for foot-passengers, who are in constant danger from 
carriages, which give uo warning. The. Exchange is not a superb 
building, but much throwged ; and the port is crowded with ship¬ 
ping. Altona i; distant puly half a mile, and the King of Den. 
mark does cv^ry thing to make it^vic with Hamburgh ; indeed, it 
has a great trade, and' is a large, well-paved, opulent town ; mtich 
cleaner and pleasanter than its rival.” * • 

In July, 1795, Captain Newmaft w'as removed into the Corps, 
a fine 32-gnn frigate, but continued on the same station add duty 
till the end of September;, w'hcn he was ordered to Gibraltar and 
the West Indies, with transports and troops. lie sailed from 
Spithcad in Novemtler ; arrived in February, 1796, at his ulterior 
destination, St. Domingo, and joined Adjniral Sir Hyde Parlfer’S 
squadron, remaining on this station above a year, faring in the 
various operations of war which then took placu In this quarter, 
and'also in the sufferings prt^ducc'd by th*t baneful disorder, the 
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yellow fever* He fell i(s influence very severely, aud was, in¬ 
deed, at the point of death ; and though his constitution repelled 
the attack, it evidently bore traces of the injury long after his re¬ 
turn to l']ngland. ^ great an alteration has occurred in the po¬ 
litical circumstances of St. .Domingo since the period now in 
question, and the footing on it which the British then possessed 
has been so wholly abandpned, that it would not be interesting 
here to dilate on the evqits of these campaigns ; but a few cir- 

a 

curostanccs may be mentioned, from Captain N.’s letters to hii 
friends. 

Port-au-Priocc (he observes) has been an excellent town, 

g 

and is now by no means despicable: the streets arc wide, and 
water is running through thcm^all: indeed^ both this and Cape 
Nicola Mole arc abundantly supplied Vilh that article, so doubly 
precious in these climes. The government-house is a noble build* 
ing of the kind, with spacious wdi-adapted rooms, and a good 
garden amply watered.” 

Of , the unsuccessful attack on Lcogane, he says, in a letter 
dated in April, • 

“ "We went in great force, with the Admiral in the Swiftsurc, 
the Leviathan, Africa, Severn, Iphigcnia, Ceres, Lark, Cormo¬ 
rant, gun-boats, & \ and about 3,000 troops, 1,200 of which 
were British : but, I am sorry to say, we failed completely. The 
Leviathan and Afiica lay four or five hours against the fort, pour¬ 
ing in incessant broadsides, but could make no impression on 
mud-walls, 22 fret thick, .ind wore so crippled and cut up as to 
be obliged to retire ; and the army re-embarked the next day under 
my direction, w ithout losing a man in that uperatiou, though a 
few had fallen in a preceding attack.”

Being oriJercd to P.ort Royal, in Jamaica, to refit, Captain N. 
was thcuco despatched, immediaf-'ly on his arrival (in July), with 
other ships of war, to see a homeward-bound licet through the 
^ulpli. Stormy weather pused them a long'{sassage, and several 
of the merchantmep. were lost. The Ceres took one in tow, 
which had received great damage, and proceeded with her to 
Halifax, in September., At this time, seventy-six of the crew of 
the Ceres had fallen victims to ^he climate. Having i;efittetl at 
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Halifax, Captain N. sailed about the end of Octobpr, on his te* 
turn to Martinique and St. Domingo, but was totally dismasted’bfi 
his passage, in a heavy gale, and obliged to put into Antigua a 
complete wreck: losing also the whole of his cabid-furniturdi, 
clothes, See. by a sea pooping the sfup, which stove in the win¬ 
dows, and carried all before it. Several ships being under repair 
at Antigua, the Ceres was not enabled to depart till January, 
1797, when she sailed for St, Domingo. * 

Captain Newman’s health had now suffered so greatly from 
repeated attacks of the yellow fever, that it became essential for 
him to return to Europe ; and the Mermaid frigate being ordered 
home, he exchanged with Captain Otway, of that ship, in April; 
sailed with itic Canada and Resource tender his orders, and a con- 
voy of 270 sail, from Jamaica, at the end of June; and arrived 
at Portsmouth on the Qth of August. This llectj thus hrouglit 
home ill safety, was calculated to be worth some millions, and was 
nninsured.-xThe Mcimaid was ((ocked and refitted, ,and sutled ill 
November or December, on a cruise in the Pay, in company with 
tlic Phaeton and Anson frigates ; during which they re.fook iho 
Daphne, of 20 guns, and tvvo merchantmen, and captured two 
privateers, of 14 and 12 guns. Capt. N, came into I'lymouih at 
the end of January, 1798, which port was now his rondezvons, 
and sailed again early in FeLruary ; returning hi a few weeks 
with two prizes. • 

On the nth eff March,.Cajhaiii Newman was united in marriagu 
with Miss Ann Brace, third daughter of F'rancls Brace, Esq. of 
Stagbatcli, in Ilcrefordsliiro, and sisfer of Captain Edward Brace, 
now commanding ll. M. S. Berwick, of 74 gilns, io the Medi¬ 
terranean, a gallant and distinguished ofltcer, and an old mess¬ 
mate and valued friend of Captain N. The*active service* how¬ 
ever, in which the Mermaid was now engaged, allowed her com¬ 
mander no lasting repose <m shore. On the very day after his 
marriage, he sailctf on a cruise, and#rom this time came int'’ 
port only when it was necessary to re-vi«tiial or re.fit. On the 
80th of June, being in company with the .Tason, Captain (now 
Yict-admiral) Sterling, and La Pique, Captain Milne, on the 
Penmarks station, Captain N. •observed strange iail to wind. 
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wifd in AudiernC Bny, and shoi'Uy afterward made Ilia signal tbat 
sbft was a frigate. Chase was indmediately giren : the Mcrinai^ 
stood to the northward to cut bff the enemy’s retreat to -the land 
and the latter aiding her course to the southward, Captiun N.' 
was left far astern. At midnight, hbwerer, he came up with the 
enemy and his consofts; the former dismasted, and on tbc point 
of surrendering, and ail three on shore on the Perlu Britofr. Ha 
was fortunately able to preserve the Meianaid from a similar 
accident, fhoiigh in only 3i fathoms water, and immediately 
directed his attmtion to the assistance of the Jasov an,d Pique*. 
With great exertion, the former was got off into dce|t watei;,; "and 
the Phaeton and Anson being discovered in the oAliig by the Mor^ 
maid, and brought down ,by her signals, they came to anchor, 
and succeeded in getting the pri^c afldl^ e but the Pique fell on her 
side, and it was reqiiisjtc to burn her. The captured frigate was 
the Seine, of 42 guns, IB-poundcrs, from the Mauritius, with 
above 600 men on' board, many of them </jd troops. Upwards 
of 200 were killed or woundctl, and the rest escaped on shore after 
she grounded,- except SJ'ofliccrs and m'jn« Though the Mermaid 
was not able to obtain a share in the action, she had the credit 
and consolation of saving the Jason, and'(primarily) the prize. 

Not till a considerable time after this affair, did Captain N. 
return to port, and he was again At sea about the end of August. 
It was notloqg before hchadan.oppoB^.unity of shewing what he 
would do with an enemy’s frigate, even of superior force to that 
of the Seine, if he could como tip with her, and single-handed. 
Ha was cruising off the north coast of Ireland at (he time of 
the invasiop of that country'by (he French Squadron under Bom* 
pard, which was defi&tcil by Sir John Warre^ ; and one of (he 
ships'belonging to this armament, whidi''h^<l escaped from Sir 
#0hh, fell in the way of the M.^rmaid.. Aitr^account of the action 
which ensued, and vhich was nniverselly allow^ to be one of the 
^ost gallant that bed been performed dnriSlg ,thc wtfr, was not 
gisto in theGall^ito : ^bnt Capfalii N.’s report of it to Admiral 
Atngsmill, at Oork, under whose orders he was then acting, was 
yilftntcd aftet^CMrd In the Na v m.’^hhonici.k, Vol. HI. p. 42 
(Janearyj 1800). T;> thb kyer n« may refer those who hate 
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ftteesf to it t but for the satisfaction of those wlio hare 
Boty and to prerent a chasm in this memoir^ respect^g the most 
brilliant action of him who is the object of it, the leading parti- 
ciilars shall here be added, with a few others wh[jch were not iiu 
•erted in the official letter. '* 

Oct 15, 1798. At 8 A.M. the Mermaid, in company with 
the Revolutionoairc frigate, Captain T^ysdeii, and the Kanga¬ 
roo brig, Captain Brace, discovered tyro large ships, which 
were immediately chased. They edged away gradually, ii)l. in 
<he evening they were before the wind, under ail sail. They tpen 
separit^d, and the Kovolutionnairc and Mcmiaid each pursued 
one; the Kangaroo steering after the latter, but far a-stern. The 
weather was thick and squally, and at 7 o’clock the Mermaid lost 
sight both of the Revolutionnaire and of her (fwn chase, hauled 
her wind, and was joined by the Kangaroo. On the following 
morning they again fell in with an enemy’s friga£r^ and gave chase. 
At SF. M. (he Kangaroo came up with aii^ most gallantly at* 
tacked her ; but an unfortunate shot carried away the brig’s fore- 
iop.mast, wnd disabled her from pursuit. The Mermaid con- 
tinned the chase throughout the night; and in the'morning of the 
16th, the enemy shewed his intention to give battle, which com¬ 
menced at a quarter before seven o’clock^the Mermaid beingplaced 
on his starboard bow. Having closed to within pistol shot, the 
deliberate fire of the British frigate brought down the French¬ 
man’s fore-top-mast and i?ross.jack-yard, and neai^y silenced his 
great guns; thoqgh a trenjendous fire of musquetry was kept up 
from every part <%f the ship, byjihe numerous troops who were 
on board. At ^ past 9, his main-top-sail-yard came down, and 
Captain N. gave ordhrs to rhn athwart his hawse anc^rake him ; 
when the Merm^’s mizen-mast went by Ihe bewrd, and, fidli^ 
within, for a time, ^disabled the cabin and qoartcr.deck7 guni^ 
Immediately afterwa^'d, the roain-top-mast followed. Two of tba 
guns had been disabled in middle of (he action: the ship was 
making myucK )va(ej>^* from being greatly hulled, gad bad several 
dangcrbqs a^ots between wind and water; tlrn'lltays, backstays, 
shrouds, stacks, sheets, halliards, sails, spars, and boats, wera 
all cut to pieces; the main-y^SPd hung only by a part of the chain 
vUh»which it was slun^: the main-mast had nine .shots in tka

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head of it; ^ and both that liiid the foremast were expected to gOv 
The ship was therefore no longer in^ a condition to continue the 
battie: but she had so beaten the enemy, that, instead pf pro* 
fiting by the state of the Mermaid, ho made sail and escaped. 
Captain N. speaks in the Jiighcst 'terms of all h,is officers, for 
their conduct during a chnsc of 48 hours, every moment at quar¬ 
ters, in the severest weather; and in this long contest with a 
ship of such vastly superior force. La Loircy it afterward ap¬ 
peared, was his antagonist, and mounffed 46 guns, (pierced for 
5CO 18-poiindcrs, having on board 664 men, troops included, 
many of them artillery .men : while the hlerroaid had only 32 
12-ponndcrs, with a cumplemcnf of 215 men, but only 208 on 
board.* Though the action coiitinncd two hours and fifty mi- 
Uittes, mostly wkhin pistoi-shot, such was the judicious position 
of the Mermaid, and sucli the result of*the French system of 
firing high, thdt'Only S were killed and 1.3 wounded in the British 
frigate. 

Captain N. observed, in a le/tcr to a friend, that it was per. 
baps fortunate that the enemy did not strike to him {'for, says 
he, ‘^with every exertion, we had scarcely time to knot our 
remaining shrouds, and get a little to-rights, when a Iiurricane came 
bn; we had jusl furled the fore-top-sail, when the remains of 
our main.sail blew away; in hauling up the fore-sail, the fore, 
mast, forc.top.mast, fore-yard, and forc-top.sail yard, all fell 
in board on the forecastle; the cabin was perfectly open to the 
waves, the stern having been blow'n out, to fire the stern-phasers, 
when the ship fell off in consequence of losing i|pr masts; and we 
wcr«S at the distance of fifty leagues from land. In this condition, 
we had to steer before wind and seaVn a dreadful bight, in latitude 
56% with only main.ifiast and main.yard left, scudding undcr^this 
bare 5 )oIe, the sail being blown away. What would hav#becn 
our situation with four or hundred drunken prisoners on 
board I’* ^ 

On the 19tb, the Mermaid arrived in ihq^hdrboor of Loiigh- 
‘Switly, where Sir John Warren had anchored after his'action on 
the 12th, an^ where fhe greatest eivilitics and the utmost atten¬ 
tion were shewn to Captain Newman and his gallant crew. The 

* At this tiinr, the coni|)leni«nts of the old 3S^un-friga(ea were ito iua(« lli4ii 
S1.5 DicD. iucluding officers* Ac.ti^bul {bej bsve since been aogmeuled. 
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freedom of the city of Derry would have been couferrod on him 
at.a. public dinner, with Sir J. Warren and Sir T.*%anl: but 
duty detained him on board his sliip, which, a» he remarked ^<;o.a 
friend, was of much more consequence.’’ Having set up juv>v 
Dia&ts, on the ^28th he sailed fon^ i’lymouth, and reached (hat 
port on the 5tb of November, after a stormy and iiazardous 
passage. 

TheXofVe was captured on the 18th‘ (fwo days.aftor her action 
with the Mermaid), by the Anson of 44 guns. Captain (now Rear 
Admiral) Durham, after a spirited resistance of qiic hour,and a 
quarter. The Anson had been joined on the 17th by the Kail, 
garoo; and Captain Durham, in his public Icttdr^ mentioned hia 
obligations to Captain Brace for his services in taking pos^ 
session of La LoirCf" but without rfifeflring to Ihfi previous actiqc^ 
of the latter with the Mermaid. As to the Kangaroo, also, thu 
fact was, that Captain Durham was much more iudeb|:cd to 
Captain Brace than he stated, which will appear by the following 
;jrAtract from a journal kept on board of Cap't. B.’s ship: 

At half past 8, A. M. on the 18th, we discovered a ship to 
leeward, disabled, standing to the soutliward; got up top.gallaat 
masts, and made all sail in chase: discovered her to be an enemy. 
The Anson, being far to leeward, caide up with her first, and began 
the action. At | before noon, wo got close up with them, the Anson 
lying disabled, with her head in a line with the other’s stern. The 
frigate fired a shot at us, ^nd several volleys of musquetry, which 
the Anson, from her position, did not return. We fired our 
broadside. Immc’diately afterward, the Frenchman’s mizen mast 
went, and with it the colours, * which he did not attempt to 
hoist again. We thiyi hoisted out our boats, ^ent one to the 
Anson for oilers,, and the other boarded fnd took possession of 
tiic frigate, three quarters of an hour before any other caipe oh 
board, ^j^ext morning urc took the prize in tow, the Ansou being 
unable to do it.” *

rdly written by a person on board the Anson, and 8ignq|i 
Nautieus; which is very in<!ffi{|;ient as an explanat^n of Captaiq 
Durham’s Filence reep^cting the Mermaid; and slight notice of the 
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KftngaroO) and adds that fhe latter **did not oome np tUl fl' 
fiiihutes after La Loire struck.” The variance of this asserts 
with the jonrnal above quoted h obvious; and it received^ frtm 
1 'writer who signed Veritas^ in the same vol. p. 516) the most 
pointed and unqualified contcadictioiTj which stands nn.rcpelled* 
The Memudd having been refitted, Capt. Newman sailed again 
in her about the end of January, 1799, on a cruise off Corunna, 
Awm which he returned to Plymouth early^in April; and on th« 
13th of that month he was commissioned to the LotVe, which the 
First Lord of the Admiralty (Earl Spencer) had {/romised to biia 
as soon as she could be mado ready for a pendant, in testimony^ 
of the high sense entertained of his great gallantry in the actioa 
with her already recorded. From the prevailing want of menf 
%he hoire did not go doWn ilito the Sound till June; and it was 
not till December that she could get to sea, when she sailed on- 
a cruize. 

Jan. 7, 1800, the Atlas, of 98 guns, in turning out of the 
Sound to go up Hamoaze, with^only a temporary rodder, missed 
stays, and went ashore, just as the Loire was returning from- 
sea. Captain Newman vtas confined to his cabin by illness, but 
gave such directions to his first lieutenant, Mr. Rayner, for the 
assistance of the Atlas, as proved successful in saving that va> 
In able ship, when united with the exertions of her own officers 
and crew, and the boats of the fleet. The Loire w'as moored a» 
near the Atlas as could be done with with three anchors 

a-hcad; and a hawser was paid from her best bower on board 
the latter; the masts of which were all cut away, and she wa» 
striking very hard on the rocks. The tide, however, fortunately 
was flowing fast, and she swung off in safety. On the 30th, 
Captain N. again went to sea, having under his command the

Danac of 3f gnns. Captain Lord Proby, and the iiaiileur- of 18 
guns, Chptun Turquand, w«th express orders from the Admi¬ 
ralty, to look for the Pallas, a new'largo French frigate, and 
a corvette, which were expected round fronv^tMalpes to Brest. 

On the 3d of February, his Majesty’s sloops Fairy, Captain 
llorton, and Harpy, ’Captain Bazeley, fell in with the Pallas, 
•nd most bandiomely engaged her for pearly two hours; when 
their damages enabled her to get away from th^, on the Jf^ira 
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Iffeidg diseoTered by the enemy. Lord Proby saw him wear from 
Cbeni) and made the signal for an enemy, at 2 P.M. / The action 
wlilt the Fairy and Harpy ceased at a quarter beftye 3. Their 
rifgiog being repaired, they again chased, aad were joined soon 
afterward by the Loire and her consorts. Aftbr a pursuit of 
e^ht or nine hoars, under the heaviest press of sail, on a wind, 
l)lowing fresh, the Loire and RaiUeur came up with the Pallas^ 
close in under the Seven Islands, where *she was supported by m 
battery; and a aight^actiou ensued, for (wo hours and ten mi« 
^iites, within musqueUshot, when the enemy surrendered. It 
was a complete calm, or the battle would not have lasted so 
long, but it was impossible to get so near as Captain Newman 
wished. 

The Pallas proved to be a most ^ctfutiful ship, never before.^ 
at sea, mounting 42 guns, 18, and 36 pounders, with 350 
men, and was taken into our nary under the name of La Pique,* 
£rory effort was made by the Danac, Fairy, and Harpy, to 
come up with the chase, but thc^ had not arrived within gun* 
ehot when the action closed. The Railleur most gallantly 
and ably seconded" the Loire \ and her assistance was probably 
about as much in favour of the latter, as the battery was against 
her. The loss in the Loire was 2 kilted and 20 wounded : in the 
Rttilleurf 2 killed and 4 wounded ; that of the enemy, about 60 
killed and wounded. As Captain Horton transmitted to the Ad* 
iniraity (through the hands^of Captain Newman, sealed, and also 
e duplicate per post) his own account of the previous action, no 
detail of it was inserted by Captain Newman in bis public letter; 
the cause of which is here stated, list otherwise he should be sup* 
posed to have disregarded the spirited conduct of paptains Horton 
and Bazeley, as he himself had before bei;ii treated:*of which 
those' who knew him are satisfied that he was incapable, t In 
making for Plymouth, the Loire and Railleur were driven by a

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violent gale at !E. S. E. into Cork ; and the ^PaileUy toUlijr dls» 
masted, G warns Lake, near Penzance: but the former ai^ 

rired on the ^Oth April, and the latter in the beginning of March. 

Having rciitted, the Lotre sailed on the 1st of April for Tor- 
bay, with storc§ for the Channel fleet; returned on the 11th, an^ 
sailed again on the 18th, with French prisoners, for Portsmouth: 
whence, early in May, accompanied by the Mercury, Sd, Capt. 
Rogers, Termagant, 18, Capt. Skipsey, and the Miltbrook 
schooner, Lieut. Smil'h, she departed wiCh a large convoy for 
Oporto, Lisboa, and Gibraltar, the whole of which were carried 
in safety to their several destinations, in spite of the gun-boats 
in the bay oC Gibraltar. On the 15th the Loire captured a 
French schooner privateer of 12 guns and 42 men. Captain N. 
quitted the roc^ almost ^imencdiatuly, on a cruise off Cape St. 
Vincent; arrived again at Lisbon ^in the middle of June; departed 
for England with a convoy on the 3d of July; and, having secn^ 
the fleet safely into the Downs, anchored at Portsmouth on the 3d 
of August. At the beginning of September he sailed for tho 
Jersey station, and returned in November with the loss of anchors 
and cables in a heavy 'gale, in which the Pelican and llavick 
sloops of war (two of his squadron) wore lost in St. IFiUyer’sBay; 
llfld nothing but the determined perseverance of Captain Newman 
to get to sea saved his ship. December 1, lie again went on a 
crnisc, and returned on the 23d ; sailed again for Havre on the 
2B(h, and came in on the 3d of January. 

1801. The blockade of the port of Havre, and the watching 
of some of the enemy’s frigates^cre, now formed (he duty of 
the Loire, in'company with qlhcr ships ; and ou this station sho 
remained throughout the year ; making also an occasional tijp to 
Cherbotirg, Marcon, and Jersey, and returning to Portsmouth at 
ifiter'cals. In October, the preliminaries of peace were signed. 

At the early part of 1802, the Loire was stationed in Yar* 
mouth Roads, Isle of M'ight: but in April she came Into Ports¬ 
mouth, and was paid off on the 5th of May.,, 

'^e'ldessings of Peace being now restored to this country, 
thotigi^ they were doomed to be of short duration, Captain N. again 
partook of the comforts of domestic life; and notwithstanding that 
thesiyiguinary afld widc^^wastingconflict was renewed in May, 1803, 
he'did not obtain' a command tHl 27 June, 1804, when he vtm 
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tppofhicd to (he Veteran of 64 guns,, on the Downs station^ ' 
Here he was employed in crui^^ing off Boulogne, ani in the at¬ 
tacks on the French flotilla^at that port whu^h was/dcstined for 
(he invasion of this country j being occasionally anfcommand of 
the whole squadron, during ^he abscqec of Rear Afmiral Louis. 
In common with other officers, who had local knowledge of 
Boulogne} Captain Newman expressed to .his friends his opinion 
against any attempt omthat place, which, Jhc said, was almost as 
strong as Gibraltar: but, with regard to the flotilla, the attack 
of the 2d October, he observed, must have afforded ocular 
demonstration to the whole of the army encamped, as well as 
to that part of it which was embarked, that if only one-third of 
the vessels which must be assembled previously to making the 
threatened effort at invasion Imd been at that time in the Roads, 
they would have risked and probibly met with destruction \ and as 
such an assemblage must be made before that event takes place, 
so can the same m^ns be adopted by us with ^very prospect of 
success.’* Like most naval men, Also, Captain N. regarded thix, 
enemy’s flotilla with contempt. ^ 

In October, the Veteran was ordered to Portsmoulhj and united 
to the Channel fleet under Captain Newman’s old commander, Adj^j. 
niiral Cornwallis; with whom he continued till the 18(h February, 
180.5 : when, intelHgcnce having been received of the sailing of an 
enemy’s squadron from Kochefort, Admiral Corn\Aallis detached 
the Atlas, St. George, Ksfgle, Sparliate, and Veteran, to join 
Hear Admiral the Hon. Alcfan^r Cochrane in the Nurtliumber- 
land, off Fcrrol. This otHcer immediately proceeded in pursuit 
of the French toT^isbon, Cape St. V^incent, Madeira, Tcncrilfc, 


and St'. Jago, where th*e Sparliate got on shore, kbockod off her 
rudder, and received other damages. No intelligence of the. 
enemy being yet obtained, the squadron (leaving the Sparti^ at 
Porto Praya) sailed to Barl^adoes, where they arrived 3d April,' 
and first learnt the destination of the French and their trifling 
exploits. The Rcar..:Ulmiral stayed only two days at Barbadoes, 
and then renewed the pursuit; passing S^. Lpcic, Martinique, 
Bbminica, Guadaloupe,^ Antigua, St. Kitt’s, St. Knstatia, down . 
the north side of Porto Rico, through the Mona ^’assage, do^n 
the'south side of S4. Doiqingo, a|d thence^ to Port Royal, Va- 
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inalca^ ^rhere/ th<i' chase was abandoned.* Rear Admiral Cocii* 
rane now ^ent to his station at Barbadoes; and R^r Admiral 
JDacrcs, rctaljping with^im the Atlas, St. George, Eagle, Ceutatir^ 
(from Barbadoes) thd Veteran, to add to the Hercnle, (dag-ship) 
Vanguard, J[id Theseus, sidled on* the 36th of April for St. Bd- 
mingo, to escort the homcward<bound conroy so far to wind, 
ward; and to atail himself of any intelligence which might yef da

gained of the enemy. •None occurring, Arimiral Dacres returned 
to Jamaica. The Veteran was detached to cruise od the souBi 
side of St. Domingo, but met with no success, and caiite back ^ 
Port Royal ou the 24th July. The Vanguard was then under 
immediate orders for England, with a convoy; and Capteln 
Evans, her commander,, being as desirous.of remaining in the 

f ^ * 

West Indies as Captain Newman was of avoiding a renewal of 
attacks from the yellow fever, to which he had so nearly fallen'a 
irictim in 1796, an exchange took place between these offieeiv, 
and Captain N. sailed in the Vanguard foit^^gland, with the 
convoy. The Papillon brig whs thc'only other vessel of war sent 
on this service, and sl).c parted in a severe gale on the 26th'of 
September, and was never more seen: several of the merchatitinen 
jere also dispersed. On the 10th of October, Capt. Newman 
struck soundings, in 86 fathoms; and on the 11th, he fell in with 
k'lc Illustrious, 71, and the fleet from Tortola and the WindwiVd 
Islands. As the Vanguard, which had left Jamaica in a crazy 
condition, under partial repmr, was now making a grdat deal of 
water, Captain N. united his f^voy with that of the IHustrioii^, 
and made sail. In the afternoon, in very thick weather,' (he haze 
cleared just in time to shew breakers under the bowsj' and the 
rocks of Scitly within a mile, the ship going at the tiihe 
•10]- knots. On the I4th he anchored at Spithead^ The Vati* 
guard Avas immediately ordered to Plymouth for repairs, and was 
put out of commission on the 1st of November* 

The longest interval of retiremcat that Captain Newman had 
known, from his entrance into the service^ Ws now allotted to Mm ; 
since ho did not r«ceiyc employment, after the Vanguard was ps&d

Sit John Moore, but werO prevented by the arrival of the 
temains that unfortunate army. In the following month, the 
Hero eame to Portsmouth, and was thence ordered to reinforce 
IfOrd Gambler in the Channel Fleet. At this juncture, the Brest 
squadron bad tuadc i.tfi escape, and gone into Basque Roads ; and 
the Hero, meeting Lord Gambler, was directed *by him to jotii 
Heat-Admiral Stopford, off the Islel deRh^ and d’OlOroh.* His 
Lordship subsequently arrived and took the command ; and the 
well-kilown attaf^^on the French ships was mqdc on the i 1th ahd 
)l2th April, under the pUrticulap direction of Lord Cochrane^ 
So ample have been the details of this business, particularly in thi 
investigation of Lord Gambler’s conduct in consequence of Lord 
Cochrane’s parliamentary remarks, thit it is unnecessary to citt^ 
into any detail of it here. The Hero, believe, bore tio Other 
share in it than that of fumishing a boat or two for the attack-: 
the assistance and management of which, however, were very con¬ 
spicuous ; aiid the first liei/tchant, Mr. West, obtained promotion 
to the rank of coi^mandcr. ^ 

After this discomfiture of the JPrcnch fleet, Ldrd Gambler 
detached two squadrons, of i'eur sail of the line each, one under 
Captain Newman, I and the other under Captain Pultpney Mai- 
imlin, on separate cruises : Hit both rctuiltcd, at the expiratiop 
Of their limited periods, without any particular dccurfcnce.

and Captain N. being detained on shore as a witness on the trial of 
Tiord Gambler, Captain James Bowen was appointed to act as 
eommandcr of that ship, and proceeded in with the for¬ 
midable armament against Fbishing. In giving his evidence 
mpectitig the affair in Basque Roads, Captain Newman stated bis 
opinion to be that iiothrng more could he done than was effected : 
an opinion which was fully eoiifirmcd by the subsequent honourable 
ifcquittal of the iioble eommander.in.chicf. 

The court mailial liaving closed onihe'4th of August, Captaiii 

Newman joined the Hero off Flushing. After the surrender of 

that town, hi* brought a number of .prisoners to Spithead, and 

returned almost immediately.

We hare not heard who* 
tjter any comij^uhication respecting it was made by our govemmeoty 
pr any explpmution oj^ered tp them.—The ship bdog windohovafi 
in Wiogo Sound, off Gottenburgb, on her passage home m Sep^ 
tember, Captmn N. took the opportunity of risiting that city* 
and thus related his excursion in a letter written at the time 

After I landed, I proceetled through n very romantic ..'id picturesque 
routktry tu Gottciiburgh, which is now just rebuilt in a very handsome roan* 
tier, after huving been burnt down, and ivill be one of the flnest towns in 
Europe when finished. Few places have such nu advantageous situation, 
Or such great facilities for a trading town ; and it is rapidly increasing in 
note and wealth'. <l'hc streets are all at right angles, and broad : the prin* 
cipal one extremely so, with the river Gotha flowing in the centre, whieft 
IS passable by many convenient bridges. Tlie houses are lofty, baudsoinc, 
and uriiforiu, and arc Viuilt witii a white hricl;. Thu Exchange is a tolera* 
bib building, in the o|d part of tlin town: but the new buildings, n liicK 
form by far the largest poition of the whole, greatly excel the old ; und the 
ijiuw church, not yet quite roroplered, will be a fine structure. 1 diueil 
witli a iiiiinher of gentlemen, who associate together at a country house, in 
the centre of u very large well-stocked kiicheii garden, from which i^ a very 
<vood prospect. The river, which is deep and rather wide, skirts one side 
of the garden; and, together with shiidy gravel-walks, forms a pleasing 
rotnunUc scene. Au the vaUius are bounded by the most rugged bam 
rocks, of immense extent, constituting the leading feature in fvery viuw^ 
and udJiiig greatly to its singularity, if nut to its beauty.*'* 

As early as ‘i6th September, Captain Ncwmai? ha^ the satisfac, 
tion of arriving off Yarmouth^ with the Mars, 74, atift others, 
having under charge an immense convoy of between five and six 
hundred ships (the largest that had ever sailed from the Bafiic)^, 
besides about 00 prizes taken by the squadron.

. Again, and for the last time! appointed to thj Baltic duty, 
Gaptdn Newmati returned to Pl}finouth, March ^ 1811, sailed 
lor^tio Downs April 3, reached Wiugo Sound on the 1st of May, 
ai^ had the station of llano Bay allotted to him, under Rear* 
V^j^iral Reynolds, in the St. George. In mentioning this solection 
for service, he observed, that all which ho had to deprecate was 
the being kept out late, which ho trusted would not be the case, 
after having been so long put oif from docking : an expression 
which becomes worthy of noticCj when connected with the de* 
plorablc events that iiually occurred * dnd which is strengthened 
by his observation in a subsequent letter, that it is supposed “ the 
ships wilt be detained till November, though it might have been 
Imagined that the disaster of the last) ear would have prevented it.’* 
The disaster tp. which lip refers wgji the loss of the Minotaur, of 
74 guns, on the Ifaak Sands, olT the Tcxel, on the 22d of Decem¬ 
ber, 1810, with the greater part of the*crew. How much more 
closely ho adverted to this fatal event,*and how lamentably his 
apprehensions were realized, will soon be perceived. 

On the 16(h November, the St. George was totally dismasted, 
and nearly wrecked, in the Belt: * but by the greatest efforts, 
and the assistance of other»shI{js, she got oif the bank on which

George, Defehce, and CrCssy, were buffeted about for five 
whcn‘the latter'was forced, for self-preservation, ■ to cast off thpi 
8t. George; which, with the Defence, Was driven on the coast Of 
Jutlaaid, and Wrecked, on 'the morning Of the 34th :* but the 
Cvhssy with difficulty escaped, and reached England, f Of the 
circumstances attending the Hero, little is known. A midshipiiMii 
belonging to her, in charge df a prize, parted from her on .the 
33d^ the wind then blowing hard from the north, the Grasshopper 
brig of war and about 30 sail of the convoy in company, with 
her, and she being under closei^rcefed top-sails- and reefed fore¬ 
sail, with her top-gallant-masts on deck, steering about W.S.AV- 
It was*also stated, in the* newspapers, on the authority ^of a letter 
from an officer of (he G fassliopper, that, on the 2Sd, in the after¬ 
noon,' they were hailed by Captain Newman, and told that,; su})- 
posing himself to be near the Silver Pits^ he should alter his course 
two points to port. In the night of the 34th, however,- thb 
Ifcro struck on Ihu North Haak sand,«'off the'read,-which 
to the northward and eastward of the Silver Pi^s, and was totally 
lost; being shortly followed by the Grasshopper^ which beat over 
the sands, and was carried into the Texel.

It be considered that Captain Newman was, the senior Captam 
in.the deet (except one), and that his ship was by no means, in .a 
gdW state, it seems peculiarly hard that he shoald have been thas 
looted for the convoy^duty, at such a season, and in such a,sea; 
when tho convoy, after haring cleared the Sleeve, had not' tjie 
smalhist occasion for the protection of a Uiic.of-battlo ship; and 
when (he safety of that ship mi^ht absolutely depend on her beiu^ 
able to make every exertion in a mobicht of danger, and to beat 
off a lee->shorc by carrying a press of sail. The foreign papers, kt 
reporting the Iocs of the Hero, state that she was discovered at 
day*brcak on the 24th, totally dismasted, on the IJauks ; and we 
believe that no evidence has bcci\ produced to' prove that she dkt 
not strike in consequence of having first carried away her masts^ 
in attempting to haul off shore, on findidg her .‘•ittiation. Ju.st!co 
to those whose lives have been thus sacrideed requires us to .shew, 
by a pkun exhibition of facts, that, had that attention been paid 
by the Admiralty to the condition of the Hero, which was due to 
tiib representations made respecting it, and to the character und 
fieeiiDgs of an officer of such standing and acknowledged merit as 
her Captain, she would at least not have remained in a defective 
state in the North Seas in jjcccmbcr, 1811, and consequently not 
have been exposed to the dangers which overwhelmed her. 
r 'Wtriiliave already rcKvtcd that Captain N. was appointed to this 
ship in April, 1808. She had been paid off in 1806 by the pro- 
a«at Lord Gardner, and, being supposed to have the dry roiv was 
laid up in harbour for two years. The consequence of her lying

Nevertheless, on her arrival^from Basciue Heads at PJymbntli, 
In March, the Hero was ordered to refit immediately for (he 

Baltic, though “docking was particularly* recommended by the 
builders at that port,* as it had before been at Portiimbuth. Iti 
July,'Captain N. wrote to a friend, that the ship’s copper was 
the foulest that ever man of .>ar had, having on It a great accumu. 
lation of bairaacles ; that the St. Ccorgu, though a heavy sailer, 
ran him hulLdolVn in aTiout four hours; that theCourageux and 
Tfemendpus kept way with him under their tbp-saijs, though the 
Hero had every thing ^set which she could carry; and that there 
was scarcely a rocrchantinkn iu the cbnvoy that did. iiptbc^t bcr.’^ 
In August, he again says, “ the BriiAst gtiJi«^brig ran.md^out of 
sight under her top-soils and fbf (bQ^lcro 
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were ^^0 become |o unaaand, that H was commooly obserred 
her of^cer^y that they would probably be carried .away If severe 
wea^r occurred-. . Had she, in such a state, chasell an euemy’s 
^uadron, in company, she could hare had no sharffin tho action ; 
#r,^ if pursuit by a superior (orcc, she must hare b^n^pturetL 
^ Such were the condition, the neglect, and (he eyiplujoient, of 
this ship, for three years. 

It'was said by Mr. Yorkc, in the House of Commons, that the 
Hero was lost in consequence of an error*in reckoning ; and that 
such error prevailed seems probable from what has been already 
^stated: but that any bUkne is therefore imputable to ber officers 
may be demonstratively denied. In fact, the currents in the North 
Sea make it impossible to place any reliance on the reckoning 
and the only mo(lo of guarding against them is by observations 
for the longitude, which can seldom be obtained in the winter. 
When the Hero was coming home, the sun was not seen for 
several days, and day flight lasted not more than six hours. As fu 
soundings^ those who have been in the habit of crossing fhu North 
Sea know that soundings form 'little or no guides, except wKen 
observations can be taken, and then they arc scarcely granted, ft 
is evident that every attention was paid to the navigation of tKo 
Hero by her pilots, since they shaped a course (as appears by 
the letter from the officer of the Grasshopper) from a full convic¬ 
tion that they were in a certain situation; but they had been 
several days at sea, part of the (tine with foul winds, and with the 
disadvantage of a convoy to superintend, which makes it more 
difficult for a matt of war to keep a reckoning. One of the last acts 
of the Hero that is known, was,In faithful cxeqiition of her hard 
duty, to run to leeward to collect and close hcr^onvoy : which 
jcontributed to parry her out of her coiirs^, towalras fhc shore on 
which she was afterward wrecked, and to disturb her reckohiii>l. 

They had a good timc-piece on board of the Hero : * but it had

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'TOtion the latitude be not correct, the Idngttede will in conrse be, 
more in perfect. An unaccountable Ctti^nty in darh, btowbig 
weather, is found to set to the eastward, dr dtt;^e 'coast of Hot* 
luid : forthtt' an officer or pilot may atahasard^loW, aaditnay 
not exisi'^r f he contrary: but Ih^yare fearful of allowing lob 
much for this Uncertain current, and in consequence j|rtting too 
near the shoals on our own coast, called Smith's Knozel, and the 
Lemon and Otoer. This is the great danger in coming in from 
North Sea, the land has not been made on either coast: 
for these shoals hare no buoy or mark on them^ to warn the mm. 
riner of his situation. In a narrow part of the North Sea, therel 
fore, where currents prevail which are extremely strong, and lir- 
'comprehensibly irregular,*^where a small error in rcckonin]|^^i^' 
be fatal,*-*and -where in zcint.er it is impossible to guard 
such error,*»it is clear that ^hips (certainly large ships) Mmuld 
not be kept out late. Every ship of war that arrived at home, in 
the winter of 1811 , was greatly out in her reckoning. Sir James 
Sanroarez^s own ship, the Victory, and the squadron in company, 
which preceded the Hero, though they had no convoy, would 
have mot the same fate which that ship experienced, if the master 
of the fleet had not persisted in steering to the westward, contrary 
to the opinion of the admiral; and still they came so near the 
T^Xel, that the Desiree frigate, cruising off that island, made the 
sighal shewing her longitude, to inform them of their situation. 
They also reached that spot in daylight and clear weather, which 
proved fatal to the Hero, by her coming on it in the night.>-Iii 
180 ( 1 , the ImmortaliU^ Commodore Gwen, which had been only 
half a da^ froi^ home, was sA much out in her reckoning as to 
be within a l^r»s breadth of being wrecked on the Ilaaks; a 
inomentaiy clearing of, the tag shewing her officers the land and (he 
bteak^rs close to them. In the suiiimer of 1811 , also, the Niobe, 
though only a' few hours from EngUild, on her passage to the Texe), 
had her reckoning in like manner materially incorrect.^-It would 
be tedioujs,^however, to enumerate all the„ipstances of a similai^ 
nature which might be produced. Every year is fruitful in creating 
th«m.*-^Even in the Channel, where the tides are regular^ when 
Sl^ Jospph Yorke was taking troops to Lisbon, in 1811 , in a 
squadron of men of war, he had not been thirty hours'fk-om Tori, 
bay before a greater error occutred in the reckoning on t)oard 
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his. .shjip than woitjl^^hafe lost the Hero .(» strong proof of .t^e 
fallaejf; of deed reckpping);, and on anotheii occasion, > before £e 
hM pight.hours from Xorbaj, the squadron wfs clpse to the 
j^kcrri4»,rocks <0r the^^tart^ and some oi them pith dithcult/ 
escaped** Yet Sir Joseph. Yorkc is said to hare-cejisuHd the loss 
'of.,the sbi|^ ill ihje BjiUif) in becember, IStl !—Syrcly no epithet 
can,be too harsh for those who^ .without adequate knowledge of 
the pffrticular circumstances,^ attempt to ha blame on the suderers 
iq such catastrophes,.*aud thu» to deprive their friends and their 
(^ountry of the melancholy consolation of believing tliat (hey died 
*'w|)iiG properly discharging their duty. An unaullird cjiaraclct is 
.^m^ost tlic only reward which our naval defenders in general enjoy, 
the numberless privations and hardships to which they are 
^ed it.must embitter the I^t,mpmcntsof an offiqer’;^ liCOf 
if hpfknows that his reputation ma^ he aspersed with impunity. 

As to the ultimate wreck of the St. C^eorge, and the Defence, 
few particulars have reached us: but it .is clear that the latter wgs 
lost solely owing to her assiduous attendance on the former.. The 
Auiferings of their brave crews have been partially made public: 
but the hardships endured by tlie people of the St. George, when 
she Arst encountered the fury of the elements, in the Belt, togo^ 
thcr with the almost unparalleled fortitude, perseverance, and 
discipline which they evinced, have never received the praise that 
is so eminently their due, because they are not generally known* 
We speak from the best authority when wn state that such wits 
the' fact j and we only fepeat the sentiment of the profession, 
when we say that the merfilcss ocean could not engulph a flag* 
ulTicer, a captain, and a crew, whp possessed more general esteem, 
and whose fate excited more sincere regret.* It certainly was 
matter of surprise wifh naval men, that, after tAe grrat damage 
sustained by the St. Geprge jo the Belt, ftie continuance of bad 
weather, and the increased lateness of the season, any effort was

Reynolds,, the latter of whom fully admitted the truth of the obi 
serration. T^o allotme^^f the Defence and Cres^ 
attcndinco on her served, as the event proved, to place thosa MlmM 
in similar peril and, indeed,^ when a ship gets on a lee 
a gale of wind and a heavy se^ the whole navy of Eitglantpp^lSr 
not save either her or her crew. The conduct of th.it excellent 
A§n and officer, Captain Atkins,, of the Defence, forms an in¬ 
stance ^ rigid adht^reiice to duty and of self-devotion, which is 
i;aro]y to be paralleled; fully aware of his danger as he must have 
been, and sensible also that by quitting the St. George he might 
have provided for hia ^wn safety. When the Cressy wore and 
made sail from the St. George and the Defence, under a conviction 
of their hazardous situation, the latter was vsithoui an^ saU setf 
staying by the former'’! * ■ 

It may be observed that, though the Hero was lost, and several 
qf her convoy, yet matly others of them made their passage good 
and'it has even been stated, that the masters of'some were aware 
that the course pursued by tb(f men of war was not su/hciently 
westerly, and aljj^cd their steerage accordingly. Masters of vessels 
constantly* trai^g to, the Northmen may perhaps be better ac¬ 
quaint with the peculiarities of^fet navigation than the King's 
pilots, and. their ships are betterlmpted to the service than, those 
'of the line: a circumstance which temhi to prove the impropriety 
of keeping ships of the latter description pn that station at any 
time, but particularly in the winter. In fact, the pilots are 
averse to take charge qf lihe-of-battic ships to cruise off the ene-

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cotsi in the Noith Sea, after the month of September. 1^ 
however, a charge of incapacity can be seb«tantiated against the 
nar^r-pilots, thia^^^ matter which most imperiously demands con* 
sideration* Pemiis, indeed, it is to be ngretted that our ships 
of war are ever intrusted to these men, who are* not brought up 
in the navj^ and most of whom aie cpctVemcly ignor^t: but every 
ship is ordered to have them ; and as they are supposed to possess 
a local knowledge of the soundings of thd dificrent coasts iVe. a 
captain could not venture to ta^^ the charge of a ship out of their 
hands, unless they had shewn ciident uiaiks of incapacity (of 
which he is often not a judge until too iatc), or weic drunken, or 
cr ftrong reasons. Should thd'^ather enalde a captain to 
titnc-picce, he would then shape his course accordingly, 
t were in opposition to the p^ots, and w(^iild be iustified ; 
the Hero had no such weather, it cannot be doubted that 
the T^ulation of her course was in conformity to the opinion of 
her pilots, of whom she had two on board who weie siti^ioscd to 
be among the most skilful in the*'know ledge ofythuse seas. 

Under the impression that the fptc of Captain Newman was 
peculiarly hard, and that it was eieii s/ilt hauler that his pro¬ 
fessional fame should be subject in the la^t act ol his career to the 
shadow of blame, his sorrowing parent, who hurrueshim, took the 
liberty of writing to Sir .fames Sanniarez ; bi lefly s(a<ii g the circum¬ 
stances which iiaic already been mentioned iiere, lespccting the eoit. 
dition of the sliip, her detention in the Baltic to so iate a period, her 
appointment to the coiitoj , and the insinuations of blame attaching 
to her officers on d'ccount of*her loss : obserung, that some public 
notice of these events would probaMy occur; and dUclaiming all 
intention to take any such step without prcvious1j|r' si^mitting this 
representation to the consideratmn of Sir James, ^hnd tb his recti- 
fication of any error which iti^i^ht contain. The result of thlii 
correspondence, most poiitel/mdU feelingly expressed on the part 
of Sir James, is now to bo stated, with his consent.

be steered, without a conviction of his possessing superior knowledge. 
coast than the pilots or master.* Captain Newman, whosegreat meliitin'd 
skill ns an officer arc so generally acknowledged, cannot be supposed to 
have taken the charge upon himself, without having had very sufficient raa* 
sons for so doing. 

** With respect tp the last convoy having been detained to so late « 
period of the year, it arose from indvitable circumstances, which prevented 
their arrival in VViugo Sound till the 1st of Dcccmbei^ where tliey were de* 
taiiied by contrary winds until the latter end of that month. 

** The state of the St. George requiring the attendance of two line«of- 
battle ships, the Cressy and Defence were appointed to that service; and 
the Lords of the Admiralty having directed that the important and valuable 
convoy should sail under the protection of a ship of the lino, the Hero, 
under whose charge they arrived in Wiiigo Sound, was directed to proceed 
with them to England. 

Hud it pleased the Divine Providence to grant them a few days 
favourable weather, they would have reached the coast of England in 
safety.

Jn reply to Hits letter, Mr. Newjntn observed, that Sir James 
did not so fully advert as he could wish to the circurostancus of .the

** In the remark 1 made, that Captain Newman canjiot be supposed 
to have taken the obarge of tlic ship from the pilots without having very 
fufl^hient reason for so doing,*’ it was far fropi iny intention to convey aa 
opimortjOf his having so done; but, to the contrary, I tlfink it very impro> 
bable that the circumstance can have ocedrred." 

These letters bear strong testimony to the extreme danger of the 
Baltic and North Sea service, at all times^ and to the blameless 
conduct of the officcra who perished in it in the year 1811. How 
far they arc satisfactory on other points, or in shotting the ne* 
cessity of the alternative that the Hero should be appointed to 
attend either the St. George or the convoy, the reader shall he 
left to judge. 

It is ineontrovertibly evident, then, from the preceding state- 
ments, that the protection,of our trade to the Baltic cannot he 
effected without the greatest hazards to our navy, and ought to 
be subject to all such regulations, and guarded by all such pre¬ 
cautions, as human wisdom, attention, and ingenuity can pro¬ 
vide.* The latest pevod up to which any conyoy should be 
granted, the size of the ships of war cm^oyed on fhis duty, 
and the adoption of safeguards (a$ifar as may be) against the da^igers 
of the navigation, are, in this view, objects of distinct consideration 
and deep importance. Wc*shall offer a few remarks on each. 

1. The last convoy fiPora the Baltic has of late years been or¬ 
dered, nominally, to sail from Hano Bay, where the ships colleol,

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About the beginning or tnMdlc of November: but in 1811 a conrof 
'passed up, the Baltic so late aa the 23d of tlmt mbiith. TtejFbKra 
theti^io get out of the Baltic through the Bdty and down the 
Cattegat, a most dangerous navigation, with onl^ idioobait' hiHtrs* 
day-light; aftei*. which they assemble in Wingo Sound, the buler 
roadstead of (^otteiiburgh,* whence with the first fair wind - they 
sail for England. This supposed last convoy, however, has 
often not departed from llano till the middle of December; and 
thus aro traluable livbs, ships, s^id property, exposed to the 
merciless winds which, as the commonest mariner in the terTke 
knows, set in long before that period in those seas. Since tfie 
war with Denmark, convoys being obliged to go through the Belt 
instead of tho Sound, their passage becomes vfery tedious; and 
merchants feel disposed to ,run great risks rather than notimdte 
^ the usual number of voyages^ Under these circumstances, much 
less delay would take place if the convoys were smaller, and 
more frequent. In the present system, however, the merchants, 
not satisfied with ^hat number of voyages which may be performed 
In the proper season, reload tHcir last returned ships, and then in 
•A body sign a petition to the commanding ofliccr of tho convoy to 
, wait ten days or a fortnight longer : by which lime the fair wind 
has perhaps been lost, the weather has become dreadfully bois¬ 
terous, with snow-storms, and nothing ensues but calamity to the 
underwriters and tp his Majesty's ships. It must bo supppsed 
that, Jq granting such petition, no commanding oflicer has .acted 
without authority from the Admiralty; and to that Board, there¬ 
fore, we must look for the prevcntigiu of the aiiscbief.r^Kven the 
middle of Novcmbci'f Iiowcver, is too late a period tp risk my 
ahips of convoy in so difficult a navigation as that of Belt and 
tho Cattsgat;*'and, as line-of-battJe ships must protect the tr^^e 
*thrQugh thp Belt from the enemy’s host of gun-boats, the. latest 
day appointed for sailing should', perhaps, be the \bih of OcUtber, 
The winds are very unpertain; and the jlcet ipay then bpjiGbllged 
to wait a moon for a leading wind ihrongh the Belt.—Ships Rut

Small ships can run over the Knorstj or 
parts of it, but not such ships as we have lately lost.—Now these 
shoals being so far from land, it has been supposed that no buoy 
on them would ride through the wiiiter-alorms. A dtfiereut opi¬ 
nion, however, is'entertained by some naval men, who think that 
bttoy^ of a proper construction might be made to watch on Smith's 
Knoxel during the winter; and that, if one did brcai. adrift, ano¬ 
ther might be put down. The <(hoal is extensive, and six buoys 
instead of one might be laid down : all of which would probably 
not drift away in one season. —As ta the Lemon and Oxser^ the 
Trinity-Board hafe been of opinion that a tight-vessel on those 
shoals would break adrift: but, fb prove the question, a master 
in the navy offerqd to, live a winter in a floatingplight, properly 
secured close to them, constructed simila/ly to others on the 
coast, sbeh as at the Norc, the Gull-stream, in the Downs,<&c.— 
In a word, if we must trade to the Baltic so late, no trouble 
not expense should be spared to guard against common known

navy. It was^ justly tjjj^erVed, by some Correspondent of this 
Work (Vol. XXVII. p, lao. Feb. 1813.), that “ he was a 
friendly good-hearted man, as brave and as generous as a lion: ** 
the detail of his career, 'and the testimony of Sir James Saumarez, 
will shew his great merit and skill as an officer some passages 
interspersed in it evince his kindness of disposition and his genu** 
itte piety; to the former of which quality, in particular, everf 
officer who has served with him can bear witness; and we most 
yet add one or two traits u^hich strengthen the representation.** 
We have seen, page 379, the terms in which he spoke of the loss 
of some of his officers and men in their boats, during the year 
1810; and he lamented this unfortunate incident so sincerely that, 
on his return hom^, ho endeavoured to satisfy his feelings, by 
ordering a handsome and expensive monument to their memory to 
be erected in the churoh at Kingston, near Portsmouth, lie did 
not live to see his desig^n executed: but his widow, with thnt 
deference to his every wish, and that veneration for his virtues, 
which can alone convey any consolation to her wounded spirit,** 
has undertaken its completion .-*His regard for this amiable part- 
'ner of his bosom was unlimited ^nd unceasing ; and if, in the mo* 
moirs of a son of the ocean, we might enlarge on those softer feel¬ 
ings which shed lustre on the heart of man, the domestic and socipl 
chaxnctcr of Captidn Newman might be displayed with great effei^.

CAPTAJ}r CATHCART, OF TUB ALFXANnRIA, A^D COMMODORE ROdgeRS. 

As a late gallant attempt by Captain Cathcart, to bring to action tliis 
successful marauder, has created general admiration, we think a sliort 
sketch of his services may be acceptahfe to out leaders. 

Captain Cathcart, of.tlie Alexandria, represents a, most respectable 
family in Scotland, and entered his Majesty’s service when* only eleven 
years old. Since Uien lie hasrbeen almost constantly at sea; and was first 
brought into public notice at the evcr>ineinoral>le battle of tbe Nile^serving 
ns 4tb lieutenant of tbe Beilernphoii; which ship Wi>b laid alongside of tbe 
I/Orient, cariying the French admiral’s Bag, never quilted her till she was 
in flames, and lost mo^ me«^ tlian any other on tliat eventful day. Tbe 
eaptain and three' senior lieutenants of tbe Belleropbon being killed or 
wounded, tbe charge of the shin devolved on Mr. Cathcart, bikI hewvas 
•hortly after promoted to the rnnk ol master Aid commander. l|e was 
sdon ttppointed to an armed vessel, and for two yeais* kept actively esq* 
ployed innnnoyitig the small craft, then forming the flotilla on Uie cpssi of 
FrancA He was promuted*to tha Seagull^ which ilwp he most gjdl^Mtly 
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fooght against a fleet of brigs and guQ*boats; and althoogh semclj 
wounded in several places, did not quit the deck, or give her tip, till iM 
iiterall;^ sunk under him. He was next appointed to the Alexandria, a flr* 
Imilt frigate, and a vcrj dull sailer.—His late exploit, in chasing off her 
Station ^e President, Coinoiotlore Kodgers, is already before the public. 

When the immense superiority in rocp and guns is taken into consi- 
detation, this will appear on6 of the most determined and desperate 

efforts to fulfil t»c duty of a Britisli officer that is on record.

LisoTSNAiiT Geddes, ofll.M.S. RnmUics, who, to the deep regret of 
his family and friends, lost bis life in the act of boarding a*' American 
schooner in the Chesapeake (see p. 348), was a native of Aberdeen. Hd 
was early in life impressed into the service, in which he displayed an acti> 
yity and zeal which attracted the nttcntioii, and secured the friendbliip of 
(lie officers under whom be served, and particularly that highly distinguished 
commander, Lord Nelson, wkh^hom he was engaged in the attack on the 
Danish fleet at Copenhagen, 1801; and, in the same year, in the night 
attack on the flotilla in Boulogne.* During the short interval of peace, he 
was employed in the foreign and coasting trade from Aberdeen ; bat, on 
the renewal of the war, he joined his former commander, Captain Sir Tho¬ 
mas Hardy (who acknowledged his abilities and eminent services in various 
quarters of the globe, by the oSost friendly regard), and was in one of Lord 
Nelson's great naval actions, oqeing promoted to the rank of a lieutenant, 
he oominanded a gun^brig ih tla Tagus, and was desperately wounded in 
cannonading one of tho wings of the French army under Massena, Soon 
after bis recovery, he was appointed to the command of a body of seamen, 
employed ia laying bridges for the advance of the army under Lord Wel¬ 
lington, which arduous service lie performed to the entire satisfaction.of 
his lArdsbip, and was honoured with the thanks of the Lords of the Admi¬ 
ralty. Forly this year, he proceeded to the coast of America, in the 
families} and in the prime of lifo fell a victim to that dishonourable war¬ 
fare, which, it has been Justly said, has excited the fletestation of every 
friend to humanity, «

Mr. Nash, 
perceiving the accident, delivei-dH his watch to a byestander, and dashing , 
through a port into the sea, just es one of the females was sinking, dived 
after her in time to pro\e the means of saving hei from a watery grave. 
This brave and humane young man very lecently served ss a midshipman 
on boaid the Andromeda fiigate, m which capacity he some months siuco 
very nearly indeed became tbo vicuor of that element, from which he has 
since so nobly rescued a fellow creature. In March Inst, while the Andro- ^ 
meda was off the LiMrd, sh^ lost her rudder; and it being necessary td 
apply aq,im)anmiis*te remedy, the jolly-boat was lowered down with Mr. 
Nash, a master^ mate, and four men, for that purpose. In the act of 
loweiing, one tackle gwe way, and Mr. Nash was precipitated mto thb 
waves. After coutinun g in the water a long time, he was picked upsik 
milfs astern of tlic Andiomcda, by ilic Silvia cutter, and rostoi^ (0 the 
profession which he so much honouis. Comg an excellent swimmer, he 
owed lus eventual presetvation chiefly to floalingun bis back, ond relieving 
himself m every way be could, from the laugue incidental to his pdnlous 
situation.

The brig Sultan, Capt. Ilaine, of Calcutta, left Aeheen on the 9d of Feb. 
with 15 souls on board, and laden with betebiint. Twenty hours after 
they put to sea, nhen off Aciieen, at midnight, she foundered in a squall; 
when die Captain and all on board perislied, excef)i six of the crew, who at 
the moment die vessel was sinking, threw thnnsc-Ues dito the* boat ssiihout 
water or provisions of any kind. I'hey foiiiid in the boat, by etinnee, the 
rudder and four oars, but they had neither ina^ nor sail. Tn the morning 
svhen day-light appeared no land was to be seen; and being witluiiit tliO 
means, and even 'hoc possessed of knowledge sufficient to enable them to 
direct their course to the nearest shore, they put up one rd the oars aft h 
mast, substituting the few ciodies they had with them fur a sad, and commit¬ 
ted themselves to the will of Providence. On the fourth day aller the ship 
foundered, one of their companions died. lie had been the most healthy 
and vigorous among them; and Ais early debility and death were attributed 
to jtlie ajgint of opium, which be bad indulged in regularly and to excess, Oo ' 
tlie 9th day, another of tiie unfortdnate suiFerers, who had l.icernted his armi 
dreadfully to satisfy the cravings of bungdl*, expired in great agonies. Niue 
days longer were the remaining four survivors tossed about at the mercy 
of the winds and waves. *Oii the morning of the 17th fust, thry fouud 
themselves close in with the land; butthey were sO weak as to lie unable, 
to make any exertion to reach it—fortunately for them the wind was blowiog 
in the direction to throw tliera right upon the shore. Tn the course of,this 
dreadful voyage, althougli they»experienced frequent showers of rain,ye| 
for several days successively at di^erent times, not a drop fell upon them; 
durtog these distressing intvvals, the only means they had recourse t^for 
mitigating tbdr burning thirst, ‘was by wringing the moisture from their nm% 
and sucking their clothes wiien moistened by the dcfvs of the night. Tlieir 
leligion restrained theni from feeding upon the dtlilid bodies of tlieir com- 
panspns; but it could not prevent them from mangling themseivd. The 
two'Siost^ext^^hrdinaiy facti^attested in tlic case of these men, and

LOSS Or THE MAKGAIOKE. 

A 1 £1TER fr'>m Batavia, dated Dec, 5, contains the following meioncholjr 
particulars respecting the loss of the Mangalore, wbidi we before briefty 
ii)ct>tioned:-~** We are* concerned to state that the lose of the ship 
hlangaloro is conffrmed by tlte testimony of the liathre pf Betigal there stated 
to have been saved from the wreck. The man, who as yet appears to be 
the only survivor, is named Jan Muhumud, one of tiic luscars belonging 
to the ship. He distinctly states her to have been the lUangalore, oud 
that the Captain's name was Cook. Xu this lust ciruun^taace, however, 
he is mistaken, the cuminabdcr’s name was Bari, She sailed from Saugar 
oil the lOih of that montli. No jmssengets arc meiuiuiied in that paper > 
but the lascar states tiieic Were three and describes two of ilam as 
military officers of ruuk« Therctwere two officeis of die ship,and the ivImlS 
persons on board, including a Imvildur and l‘.S sepoys, ho thinks amounted 
to IIQ. Tiie ship, he says, wlulu out of sight of Imid, was caught in a 
whirlwind, pioccediug from a water-spout, wjiu )i buist close to them. Pro¬ 
bably ill the wates'-spout itbelr',i winch would \cry likely be broken by 
eucouutcrmg such a body as the ship. Tho ic-'Sel was whirled rpuiid with 
dreadful %clociry, when, ,at the same instant, ail the masts were cuiried 
awny, killiug in their fall the captiiiii and the two mates on the spot, and 
^rushing all tiip boats to pieces. When the lasc.ir supposed the hull to be 
sinking (which event accordingly is said to have soon followed), he seized 
a plank, tied Idmseli to it,aiids<>comiiuttcdhimsulfto the waves. Another 
account States the instrument ol ins picservatiuii to have been a mas^ on 
Vviticli 8 or 10 others mounted at ilu same time : but, exlmusted by hunger 
fuid fatigue, they dropped off one after 'another, till Jan Aluhumud was 
left alone. When ho .ippruached the surf, lie was. so exliausted|ps to be 
unable to disengage himself from the maSt or plank ; and when discovered 
among .the breakers be was quitd insensible*, so that, if the aid afforded him 
by two Malays had been delayed a few minutes, he must have been dashed 
to pieces., A large roast was said to be seen at the same time ffoating at« dis- 
tance. The man d( ckies he was ten days in Uic sea before ho was picked 
\tp ; rbnt the seventy of his sufferings would probably ma.^nify the lime ia 
jhis imagination; and, that his recollection even of the preceding course 
of tlie voyage was indistinct, up) ..‘urs from his stating that the ship had 
been Uiree inontbs from Bengal: wlierea^ the whole time, from her Icpving 
jSnnggr till bit,^being brought ashore (about *ihe 8tb of October), was npt 
puite month.’*

TBB«Ameriean armed schooner Youn^ Teaser, was Wely ^fown tjp 
when on the point of being captured by the British'frigate Za Ht^ue. The 
diabolical act appears to haye b^n perpetrated, on a sudden impulse, by 
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cHfe Lieat. Johnson. This vrretch had hoen comniander uf the Old Tenter,^ 
of New Vurk} which was taken some time since by Admiral Warren's 
•qaadroHi and Johnson was released on his parole* Without waitipg for 
an exchange, be entered as first ijeotenant on board the Young Tenzer. 

On, the vessel- being chased, the commander, Capt. pobson, called all 
rite oSicen to a consultation o<i deck. Joiinson, dreading to fall into the 
glands of the British, instead of .atrendiiig, took n live coal, and went below 
to the powder magazine. A bailor, who ol»scrveil him, loshcd forward, 
gavean alarm, ami jumped ovei Ixiard. In a iiiiinite after, the Young Tca/er 
blew up; and all ibc oilkt rs and crew, except; seven sailors, perished. 
Xhe«e stood on the forecastle: One of them has since died.

Tut Atnlftnta brig, Captain llickcy, arrived at Halifax^ on the 10th of 
August, from the Chesapeake, with the official |||f>ort from Capt. K. IJoyd, 
of the Plantngcnet, ef an attempt made by’the Americans to tiestroy that 
sliip, in Lynnliavcn Bay, by the explosion of h combustibleMnachinc, called a 
torpedo.~The horrid iiistrument fortunately went off wireu it had reached 
witiiin about half a cable’s length of the ship ; otherwise, itis apprehended, 
the effects would have been fatal both to the siiip and the whole of tiie 
crew ! II did not, however,do any injury; it threw up an immense column 
of flame and water, and excited a temporary alarm, but nothing further. 

One of these instruments has been picked up by the Victorious, 74, Capt. 
Talbot, at tlic same place, and is now onboigdthat ship. Itis a case, 
<'ontainiiig about six barrels of gunpowder, to whieli a lock is ailiaed; and 
attached to the lock is a line, reaching to the person or bout that has the 
execution of the design. It is next suspended to a stvge of pkobs, at 
eacli end of which are about 50 fathoms of small Hi c, with a buoy at 
each end. 

The machine tints pnt together, and let into tlie water, tlie combustible 
cAse sinking about 12 feet, and being kept at that depth front the surface 
of die ftigc, it has many chnnccs of success in close anciioragcs; the buoys 
being extended by the line the distance of 100 fathoms, will most probably, 
one or the other of them, convey the line, by the help of the tide, across 
the cable of any ship at anphor, which, tbc moment it touches, will causa 
the machine to swing round to the side or tbc bottom of tf>e ship; and the 
person using it, finding by the line that it lias beet? stopped, judges that il. 
has reached tlic intended object, pulls the trigger of the lock by the string, 
and the explosion takes place. Should it, thus situated not iilow the ship 
up, h must start a butf-end of^ne of her planks; Athen, from tho sadden 
rush of water, which no epbrtsof the crew could possibly subifae,'she 
wottfdInevitably founder. One reason, it is considered, why it ftirtohatefy 
did not succeed upon the Plantagcnct, was, it whi the first ekperireent'*f 
Its humane projector—‘a Mr. K. Mix, of the Ameifcan Navy. Our block* 
ading sliips on the coast hare kept the most sharp look-out, in their guar^;* 
%oats,*smcr clnf infernal attempt was made.

Fn.m the established 
skill and ability of Mr. T. it was hard to suppose any thing absurd or useless 
could emanate and upon further inquiry, and that from an officer of hbth 
science and experience, lllh not think my former informants right ^ to 
length of keel, or draught of water. If this letter should meet the of 
the ingenious architect, I trust* he will not be offended at the suggestion of. 
the utility of giving you a sket^i and description of this proposed floating 
castle, respecting w iiich the curiosity of many of his admirers, as well as 
the navy in general, is koeiity alive. You have some ingenious Correspon" 
denis, whose opiaions might be useful on a subject of sueh importance, 
Supposing, however; that site could be built withmit inconvenience as to 
draft of water, the size of roasts and yards must still be attended to. .Tiie 
sails of our large ships are already almost out of the power of men to ma-' 
nage over the immense yards. ,

I offer this anecdote to all those whom it may benefit.

In Some ships wholly fitted with S2-poun(lcr carmnadrs, except 
perhaps a chase gun or two, I havo itcen informed from undoubted autho' 
rity, that not one shot could bo found without a considerable degree'of 
windage, and that they were moreover full of holes and dcurs from rust, 
&c<i Tho consequence was obvious; their sliot could not perform half 
tbeir prefer range, and an enemy making this discovery couM have beat 
them without risk.* Carronndes being an effort of science to supersede 
/ifnin ofrengthf an explanation of their nature and use from so good an 
artiUerist its Iron Gun, might draw 'the attention of the suppliers of tbe 
shot, as welt as of those who are to use them.

H .WIMG just dommeneed reeeiiing year excellent work, I have seen 
. io the tiuitiber f<y Jidy some observations on the ountagiovs fever 
t..wbieb lately prevailed in tbe Imperial Itussian fleet at Chatham. You take 
- Qceesion very pathetically to commiscrafc the fate of thiwie English t^|rcrs 
. wbjii epfleied by that fever. As 1 was one of ahe'surgeons who hnd tbp 
honour of being appoihtcd to superintend tlw Russian sick’imfliediareljWir. 
“thriWval of their ships in tV River Medwny, f am enabled to offer you 
afeWMSBarkt, whiel^-if j||^ ihiuk war^hy'of publication jo your usetsd 
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, vtaiACf are at youf service. You say, that tiie Lords-Comittiisioneti of-the 
Admiralty have beat pleased to testify tbeir approbation of the exorskni* 
and merits displayed by the British medical odicers employed on that oe«{|4» 
sion. If their Lordships have dune so, I never before beard of it; anil 
rather believe, that,their approbation has been signified to the mediciA 
department of the Transport Bonn!, or else lo Dr. Dickson. 

It was not supposed by any of us, that cither praise or reOiuiicraitlun 
would be given, by our own government, for discharging oor duty^ 
however haxardons that might be; but certainly, from the wclUbiiowii 
generosity of the Russian government, tokens otV approbation were ex¬ 
pected. Most nsaurcdly, thanks from that quarter were highly merited by 
all the English medical oibccri employed on that service, which was pecu¬ 
liarly harassing and laborious; highly unpleasant, from the »iigularity of 
its nature; and hurtful to the feelings, from the prejudices and oppasitk>ii»> 
which were to be combated ; •difficulties, indeed, less dangerous than tha 
fever, but far more hard to be eradicated. Men wlio seldom reason, 
whose ideas on any, subject, being once received, and by habit firmly 
impressed, such reluctaiitiy yield t^eir opinions; and although they may 
by compulsion be fuiccd to yield to the knowledge of otiters, yet it rarely 
happens, but that Ignorance and obstinacy, united, lung mnintnin the 
conflict. From such causes arose numerous impediments and annoyances 
in the performance of our duty ; the iqorc painful to those English medical 
officers who, from having previously served under the Imperial Flag, 
posseslied a knowledge of the langunge, whicli, although it greatly fucilitHtedf 
tbeir duties, yet rendered theni scmsible of many unpleasant remarks which 
tyere unknown to tlicir cumpatiions. 

On my joining that division of the fleet which had been assigned tome, 
1 found some ships in a very h.id st.itc : many men were lying in heaps on 
the lower deck, notwithstniKiing two hospital ships, the Arguniuit and 
Trusty, had been filled with sick from these ships. The nature of that 
fbver, its causes, and successful ircatineiit, s,vi|l, I doubt not, bo ably 
described by tliuse whom t:i'tills and expcTicnce huie rendered capable 
of doing it. To Dr. \^'eir, the iiispeet<».' of hospitals, is duo every 
praise; pnrticniarly from the llussiaiiiguvcrnment. lie first adopted, and 
energetically pursued, those measures which stopped the contagion in tha 
ships, by rempviiig .and destroying soinc of its pcincipul sources. Those 
aufoituuates vvho were hniguishing under its dire clVects were soon restored 
to a siate^of convalescence by the Mici[iud of treatment which was laid down 
and insisted on by him; and by his representations, and the generosity 
of the IVansport Board, several extra article^, of oourishtnent^were ap¬ 
plied to the sick, ^ S 

Thu mortality was great, as wa,s to be expected,' from the number of 
sick, and the advanced stage of their complaints; and had the Russian 
(It'ct a week lunger at Ma,< one half of its sick wmild have been con* 
srgqpd to > watery grave. Dr, Dick-.on had the medical superinteiidance. 
of the Imperial Fleet a few weeks after iti arrival; lie'fcli sick duriqgtbe 
exercise of his wcihkaown exertions;, but rcc^v^d.—'to him, to Dr. 
Douglas, surgeon of the A rgouaji^,* tyiil to Mf^Dobaon, surgeon of iLe 
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Trusty, are uaexceptionably due every praise j not only lor their exertions, ^ 
but also for their laborious employments. Among the Englisli medical 
officers who became suflferers from the discharge of their duties, may be 
also enumerated Mr, Dobson, Mr. Torb'‘% myself, and Mr. Temple, 
assistanUsurgeoii; the latter, with Mr. Torbitt, a iqan of acknowledged 
talents, fell victims. By th^ assiduous and humane care and skilful treat* 
inent afforded inc by Dr. Doug'as, I now liavc the bJes^uug of existence; 
so far as the exertions of mortals arc succc 5 sra}‘^l)eoju/ffa/e, 

J recovered, but witnensed and assisted at tlic interment of my lamented 
brotlier officer, Torbitt^^ Alas ! a »ud and glpamy task; but still ea»ier to 
be aeconiplisiied thim tlic one I have assigned to myselfin rendering to 
^ merit tributes, which, although due, may be unacceptable, in standing 
forth as a witness to the exertions of others, who require not iny testimo¬

T ilK necessity of adopting the measure pointed out by yoiir inteHigcnt 
corrt spoiidcot, Albion, at page 201*ol' your last Volume, is now 
ec6(i* uiiti his plans arc adopted, as may bo perceived by tlie following 
paragraph, which lias appeared in most of the daily [>apcrs s— 

(ruvcnuiiciit has dctemimed on buihling several i.'imcnse frig.itcs, the 
first of wiiicli is to Uc laid down in nymoiith yard, and to be called the 
Java : the lenetli, breadth, and tonnage of these vcwls is then reported, 
while the acroiiiit is coiirludt^i by the bdlowing remarkable pa-«s:igc : * these 
frigfiles are nof to be what is termed scrviccabk ships ; they arc tss be built 
for the express purpose of running down the large Ainericnii frigates,’ fi<e.: 
is it really po-xible that the latter part of this sentence is correct ? huifil 
unserviceable frig.ries! no, it cannot be ; for by the term unserviceable is 
meant, I presume, that 'these frigates shall be made ol* such^inaterials, as 
shall not he of long duration ; pray, then, what are they built for ; are tha 
Americans to come out on purptise to /ight these vessels ? or is thg puissant 
Commodore ttodgers, who flew fnmi the Alexandria, of little more than half 
bia^rcc, to embraqe biie l^rst importunity of coming out to engage an 
•qwl.” , 

The truth is, the greatest attention most be paid to the building and 
equipment of ilicsu ships ; for as the American frigates will be the principal 
object of tlieir pursuit, and as these separate so much, it is impussiSle to 
say wbat weather our vessels may be exposed to: they must be equally 
fiucdi’for pursuing tlie- President' to Greenland, or the OoustitntiQa to the 
Braxils, aud be prepared for the lB;al«» which may occur bettveeo these 
n^ons. 
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Anothtr oecasiun fur uot oiilv the common but additional strength of 
these vessels is the neii>iii of masts whicii these frigates^ as I am inrormed, 
are to be equipped \'i^th, namely those of a seventy-four; this of itself^ ns 
I iinve stated, ougtit to be a suibrient reason for adding strength to these 
vessels; for every seaman knows how much, in a rolling sea, the heaviness 
of the masts increases the strain, on the hull, and unless particular atten« 
tion is paid to thit in the outfit of these vessels, we shall really find thens 
to be imiiienso, but unserviceable. 

Lastly, let them be particblarly strong, if tve would have them fight th« 
Atncricnn frigates *. the madndr in which our ships'have been cut up in the 
various cngngcmciits with them, requires and demands this; and I think 
the commanders of «ur frigates should not lie particular , 1 . having only • 
rominon balls on hoard niir ships; let similar pieces and bars of iron to 
those which Coinnjodore Rorigera was seen to load his cannon with,* when 
pursued by the Alexandria, let these be immediately adopted in our war¬ 
fare with the Anicrieaiis; the wounded on board our vessels demand re- 
parqtinn for their safftTiiigs; aun it ennnot be unjust to use against an 
enemy the means by which he liasoucrecded in annoying us; and thus we 
sh.>]l lime the hope of seeing the proud old British Union” waving over 
the colours of tlie world as it was wont. Yours, &c.

C onscious of the great contrariety of sentiment which must necessarily 
exist on the degree and «specirs of improvement of which our nayal 
laws and regulations may he susceptible, I have refrained from launching 
too deeply into a sea of opinion, so exposed to all winds, and so difficult 
to navigate : but urgeii, at least, by right motives, and with integrity for 
hullast, and hope at the helm, I am nbtiut to hazard my liark on tliis preca¬ 
rious ocean. Should I, in prosecution of theiyoyage, not be ovei-wfielmed 
by controvei sial gales (but most happy to meet with such as will guide to 
some friendly beacon, by which to correct tlie errors of my reckoning), J 
will endeavour, in a few nuinliers of^your Cukontcle, to perform it; but 
should adverse obstacles and dangers present, I shall most certainly avoid 
cleinentul contentipn, by bearing up for the silent harbour from whence 1 
came. ' ^ 

It ma^ not be unnecessary here to premise, that iioitlicr disciplinarians, 
nor tlte supporters of ancient usage, need be under apprehension of invi- 
dious attack* I am not a philosophic I ^orisf, nor mpderii innovator; nei- 
thfr considering flogging as torture, nor impressment as slat'ery: on the con¬ 
trary, I disclaim all alliance both with the fbundecs and abettors of such 
inferences.

We have had the audacity to attack and destroy a national Con'ctte 
'if 16 French 24-poundcrs, 2 long 9-pounders, 1 brass huwjt/er, 12-poun> 
dcr, 4 bra«:s 3-poundc rs, with a complement of IdO‘'men, independent of 
a detachment of the 110th i-regiment, going to relieve S.intona ; a lunst 
gi'klnulile vessel. It was a high inducen?ent for us to persevere (hink or steim 
Hwas our motto), that we fouglit her in tiie presence of both armies. The 
gave us three cheers : although not wit liiii hearing, it was the most 
gratifying sight, and T nmy say with truth the most welcome, as thousands 
were witness to it. I leave them and the world to* judge of it as they 
please. Three brigs and a cutter have been watching tiiat vessel for tw’o 
months'past; and as thcTclpgraph, not attached to that Squad, left her 
anchorage only the same night to proceed to our cruising ground, a presen¬ 
timent must have struck our gallant commander, «f the great probability of 
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tliC ior\‘«tlL'’d (locnmping t)mt night which imluccil liim td sirctcK 
by placing our h'ttie vessel in a situatioiMO fall in ultii her ; whicli we 
I hill happy to say, tu her heart’s ^unlent.

ri' is with the deepest regret, that I nin again ohligcd to announce to you 
the continuance of Ins iMajcsty's lamented indisposition. 

The great and s[>ietidid success with which it iius pleased Divine Provi¬ 
dence to bless Ills 3Iiij(Sty's arms, and those of his'Allies, in the course of 
the present campaign, baa been productive of the must iinpoitiuit couse- 
quenccs to £iiro['e. • 

In Spaiii) the glorious and decisive victot^* obtained near Viitoria, haa 
teen fuiluucd by liic advance of the' Allied forces to the Pyicnccs—by the 
repulse of the enemy in ct'cry attempt to regain tlici'oimd he bad been 
cotiipellcd to abundon—by the icdorlion ol' iTic fortress of .St. .Sebrtstian—* 
and, hnaily, by the cstabiishincnt of the Allied army, on the frontier of 
Erancc. ^ * 

111 this series of brilliant opcration%, you will have observed, with ihe 
highest satisfaction, the coiisiiinin.stc skill and ability of the grc^it com¬ 
mander, Field inarslial the Marquis of Wcllieglon, and the steadiness and 
unconquerable spirit, whieli have been e»j»ially displayed by tiie*troops of 
the three nations united pnder his command. 

The termination of the arinislicc in the North of Europe,^nd the dccla- . 
ration of war by the Emperor of Austria aguiiiit France, Ii ivc been most 
happily accompanied by a system of cnrdiul umun and concert awiuiigst the 
Allied Powers. 

The cfl'ects of lhi4 union*havo even surpassed tliosc expectations which 
(t was calculated to cxckc. * 

By the signal victories obtained over the French armies in .Silesia, at 
Guliu, and at Deimevitz, the etfurts oi the eiu iny, lo penetrate iijj.o the 
heart of the Austrian and Prussian tcrricoiics, vsL-rc"cumpktcly frustrated. 

These successes have bein follower! by a course of operations, coinbmt-d 
with BO much judgment, and cxecnlcd with such consummate prudciic**, 
vigoui^ and ability, as to lAve led in their icsult, nut only to the discomh- 
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ture of all those projects which die Kulcr of Fraoce liud so presumptuously 
fnnuunccd on the renewal of the coptest, but to the capture aod destruction 
of the greater pan of the army under his immediate cotutnaiid. 

The annals of Europe aifurd no example of victories more splendid and 
decisive than those w^ich Imivc been recently achieve<l in Saxony. 

Whilst the perseverance and gallantly 4i^play<^d by the Allied forces of 
every description pngaged in this von diet, have exalted to the highest pitch 
of glory thoir military character, you will, I am persui^ucd, agree with me 
ill rendering ilie full tribute of applause to those Sovereigns and Princes, 
who, ill this sacred cause of national ^indcpciidencf, have so eminently dis¬ 
tinguished themselves as the leaders of the armies of their respective 
nations. 

With such a prospect before you, I am satisfied that I inai rely with the 
fullest coiilideiicc on your disposition to cuabJe me to ail'ord the necessary 
assistance, in support of a system of rdiiunce, wlihh, originating oliieily in 
the magnanimous and iKsinlercsted views of the Emperor of Russia, ami 
followed up, as it has been, with j:orrr>panding energy by the other Allied 
Powers, has producc'd a change, the most inoiiientous in the affairs of the 
continent. 

I shall direct copies of the scrciai conventions, which I liarc concluded 
W'ith the Northern Poweis, to be laid before you, as soon as tbe ratifications 
of liieiu shall have been duly evehanged. 

I have further to acquaint you, that J liave concluded a Treaty of Alliance 
and Concert with the I'.inperur of Austria, and that ilic powertuj league 
already formed has received ini impoiiant addition of force, by the decla¬ 
ration of Bavai ia against IVinice. 

1 am confident yon will view with j^ailicular satisfaction the icnewal of 
the ancient eonncctit <i witli jilie Austrian Government, aud that, justly ap¬ 
preciating all the value of the accession of that great Pow, r to the common 
cause, yQU will he prepared, ns far as circumstances may permit, to cii.ihle me 
to support his Imperial Majesty in tjic vigorous proset ulion of the contest*. 

The war between this comitiy and the Ignited‘states of Ameiicn, still 
continues, but 1 have the satisfaction to inform you,'tl at the nicasuics 
adopted by the OovLTiiment <if the rnitcil .States for tlic coiupust of Ca¬ 
nada, have been frustralctl hv'tiic valour of hii Majesty's troops, and by 
the %eal and loyu4y of his Ainciican subjertc. * 

Whilst Great Britain, pi Loujuuctioii wiili her ifflics, is exciting her ut- 
mdst strerigtli against the common enemy of independant nations, it must 
be matter of deep regret, to find an'addiliunul enemy in the govc-riiinent of 
a country, whose real interest, ia : c issue of tlii'i great contest, must be 
the same as our own. * 

It is known to the world, that this country was'irot the aggressor in this 
war. 

I have not, hitherto, seen any disposition on the part of the Government 
oT the United States to cio^e it, of which I could avail myself, consistently 
with a due attention to the interests of his Majesty’s .suhject<«. 

I ttiu at all times ready to enter into disc ussiuii with that Government, 
for a eouciliatory adjustment, of the differences' between the two cduiitrics 
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Upon principles of perfect reciprocity, not ii)ron’ti»tont ilic pstiililwhud

RETROSPECTIVE AND IAISCELLANEOUS.

I N our Inst Retrospect we announced the capture of the Wese^, a 
Ficnch frigate of tfic largest class; and expressed p hope that a'‘good 
account would soon be given of another frigate or two which sailed in her 
company from tiih Te\el. »We have now the satisfaction to record the 
capture of the Travc Frcncji frigate of 41 guns, itnd MO men, which loob 
place on the S3d of October, offtJshant. She and tbc Weser had both 
sailed in company fioin the Texcl, and tvcre dismasted in the same gale., 
I’he I'ravc was first fallen in with by the Achates brig ol war, Captain 
itiorrisoii, who kept dodging and engaging her some time, when, fortu¬ 
nately, the Androbioche, Captain 'iobin, and the Pyramus, i'aptaiii Dun- 
das, were discovered under a croud of sail | the former, we understand, 
was the headmost s^iip, and to'which, it is said, she struck her colours, 
aftdr a few minutes action. Sl^' is tlic sister ship, in every respect, to 
ilie Weser; for their keels were laid down on the same day; they were 
launched the same day; sailed the same day; were dismasted on the same 
day; were brought into Plymouth on the same day; and had a similar 
number of men, and weight of metal. The capture of these two vessels 
inay perhaps be considered as doing Uuonapartc a favour, inasmuch as it 
may spare him hereafter many unpleasant recollections attached to their 
names. The Weser and the' Truve are German rivers, which, perhaps, 
he will long and sincerely rep'ent that he ever ventured to approach. 

Ilis Majesty’s scliooncr Telegraph, Captain Scriven, has hpd a very gal-

<1(1 the 1st inst. the squadron entered tiic Uiiariner Channel, and on the 
'2d, in the evening, unchured .about four nnies from Fiuinc, wlncii was de¬ 
fended by four batteries, ni'sunling fifteen heavy gnus. On tlFi’ 3d, in the 
morning, the ships nnined in the margin* weighed, with a light bioc/e 
from the S.W. with the intention r.f attacking the sea tine of battcijcs Ooi 
which the arrangement had |;iecii previousl} made and coiinuurnc.itcd}, 
leaving a detachment of boats and mJrnics with the Ilaiighiy, (o s'.oiin tl.e 
battery a’ liie Mule lleuil, as soon ns the gthis were siiciiceti; builtlic wind 
very light, shifting to tlii*S.F.. with curient from the river, broke the ships 
off, and the Kagle could only fetch the second battery, 1)pjjV/site to which 
she anchored.

Thie 
establishment also possessed an observatorj^, a rope-house, and 
a battery of two six-poudUers. 

With the adTatita^^'of.the nautical* study afforded by the aca'^ 
demy alluded to, Mr. )Ciug made his entrance into the navy* 
About the midd/e of the yeaa 1789, |ie was entered on the books 
of the Goliath, one of the guardshipsat Portsmou^i, in the nominal 
capacity of lieutenant’s servant. During th^d^anish armament, 
vre And our young officer a midshipman of his Miijesty’s late ship 
Dover, of 44 guns on two decks, Atted for the reception of troops 
anr^ ^inmanded by Lieutenant John Drummond. 

ThclJover sailed from Cork: in the autumn of 1790, in com- 
pany with the Shecrncss and Chichester, having troops for the West 
Indies. On their return to *En^ud in the spring of the ensuing 
yearf fUPy ^cre paid off at Portsmouth, and their crews drafted 
on board the ships at Spithcad, composing what was called the 
Russian armament, of thirty-six sail of the line, under the command 
of Lord Hood.’*' By this event, Mr* iving was removed into the 
Saturn, commanded‘by the late Admiral (then Captain) Linzee. 


Tn this ship, however, he served but a few days ; being, at the 
recommendation of his patron, the late Admiral Lord Shuldham,ir 
removed to the Illustrious in the same fleet, and of which the pre¬ 
sent Admiral 8|r l^harlcs Moricc Polc:|: was, at that time, captain. 

Thej|l^ vc9«wi^>3twecn the courts of London and St. Peters- 
-faTcrgn having terminated amicably, the armament, of course, was 
dismantled and paid off. As thc^llustrious was not iiicjudi^d in 
the number of the gu'brdshlps intended to be stationed in the 
diffcrfijil jiorts, Mr. King was, by Captain Pole, recommended to 
~ Tiwj ' i » g*.ice of Captain Joseph Ellison,§ commanding the Druid 
frigate on the*6hannel service; but that ship being soon after paid 
oi^and immediately re-com*missioned, and no vacancy occurring to 
give Mr. iCing his former rating, he was under the necessity of 
quitting the sefvice for a short time. V 

In the summer of 1792, a^.he inslauce of his patron, W'e And

' that of Ireland. At (he oommcncemont the late nir, tJie Trim, 
mor was ordered on the Jersey station, where she was fortunate in 
the capture of some privateers. On her feturri,. soon after, to 
Spithead, Captain Fayerman was promoted ; and, the brig rcquir- 
mg great repairs,* the whole of her petty ofticerjt and crew were 
drafted on board the late Courageux, oommanded by the Hr.n. 
^ , William Wafdogravc, now Admiral Lord Radstock,* which ship 

• was then fitting for the Mediterranean service,t under the orders 
of Lord Hood. To Captain Wahlegrave Mr. King recejVal a 
strong rcwommcndation from Lord Shuldham. *

About the latter cml of Si*pteniiber^ 1793, the Courageux sailed 
from Toulon for the Island of C||^ica, to join the squadron under 
the orders of Commodore Linzee: consisting of the Alcide, Ar¬ 
dent, Courageux, and Low'cstoffe frigate. On the 1st of October, 
tliesc ships commenced an attack on the town and forts of St. 
Fiorenzo, but without success.' After nearly four hours camion.., 
ading, the squadron was obliged to retreat, leaving behind thein.tbei( 
anchors, and were towed into Martello Bay. The loss sustained 
in this^ffair, was about twelve killed, and thirty wounded. '|jieu- 
tenant Ludlow Shiells, first of the CouiragcHX, was killed in tlia 
act of cutting out a ,red.hot sjiot from anmng the gang.way ham. 
mocks. The Ardent and Courageux suffered considerably ii: Bieir 
masts and rigging, and the latter ship was set on fire four times 
during the action by red-hot shot; the fine, however, was, each 
time, extinguished by the g;cat c'^ertions of the officers aiul crew'. 

After this affair, the Courageux wns ordered to Toulon, to 
get her damages repaired ; when, in the act of Iji^uling rouiiil 
Cape Corse, Captain Matthews diseo.vvned an enemy’s tower,' 
which he resolved to attack, as vnell as several - small xes-scls that 
were under its protection. The ship was no sooiv-t brought to 
an anchor with shrin/'s ol| her cable for that purpose, than, from

The ship 
having, at length, bceh^extricated from this perilous situation, a 
party w'as landed, wi^ destroyed the tovter, and took possession 
of the vessels, ftne of which Vvas an enemy’s i)ri\Jj,tcer. 'I'he Cou- 
rageux arrived a few' days aft r in Toulon llo.tCs; and, from the 
gfeut damage that she. had received, it was judged necessary to 
have her hove down in the basin. I’lic ficiich method of per¬ 
forming this operation has been recorded by Al». King, in VoJ. 
VHL pf onr t’hronicle, p. 307. 

While he was M tlu* (.lour.Vgeux, Mr. King was occasionally 
employed, in turn, with a division of seamen at the batteries; 

when hin leisure atrorde'd'hi|ttfiUi opportunity, he was engaged 
w'itli the pencil, in making skt«tenes of the. different parts of the 
Doi k.yard, to whicJi amusement he wa'i then ninch attached. 

On the 19th of December, the evacuation of 'roulon* took 
place. Aitliongh the repairs of >hn Courageux had been com-

plehd*by the shipwrights, her equipment was, by no means, in a 
state fit for sea. So pressing, however, was (be necessity forget¬ 
ting her’into the Iloatl.s,* that she was warped out of the basin 
without having any rudder shipped, and some sail was actually 
set on the ship »vith a view to facilitate her progress. IJy the 
cxertipi'MV'of (’apfairi JVjatthews, tlu; officers, and a great part of 
the crew, ific rudder was brought^out, shing alongside (he launch 
and other bo-ats ; alid,^ being shipped, Hie C’ourggoiix was put 
somewhat in a state for sea, although she had no powder on board, 
and gWiTdy any stores. , During this service, a shell fell close 
to the" partjs in thi; rtoi<ik-yard without exploding. Mr. Kihg 
was employed in one of, the boats during the embarkation of the 
troops and^refiigecs, and W'as vepy near one of the powder-ships 
that blew' up. 

It is not intended to follow' up in dct^I the lilinor services on 
■which the Courageux was employed, and ttrhich can have no 
reference to the officer witli whose memoirs we are now* occupied. 
Mr. K*ing, however, appears to have been jrerving on board that

^wo ships just mentioned. J^urd flotham, in his onirial despatch, 
said—“ Our van shi[>s sutfered so much by this attack, psuticA- 
larly the llhistrious and Couragctix,' that it hecarue impossible for 
any thing further to bo cffeet-id.” The Coifragoux, cominandcd 
at that time by the late Captaig^uguslus Montgomery, having 
been taken in to^v bj the lueonstani frigate, soon after'arrivctl in 
safety at Lcgliorn ; but, in appearance, very little more than a 
perfect wreck. The illustrious experienced a reverse of fortune ; 
for, in attempting to gain the port of Kspcccia, on the coast of 
Genoa, she was unhappily wrecked. It i^ not a iiltle rem;irk«i)]e, 
that these two ships, with the Frenyh jjji/es, were, within the

Mr. King was also on board th - (hiur.i-ven.'f in the attair with 

the French Heel on the‘i.kl of Jn!;, in the s.nne ve..r; when she

had tho inisfortnne to split Ift'i' maui-top-sail: a circ'ijuistance 
which prevented the gailaiu ollicer vrlto coininaudeil her*(the 
present llcur.udmiral ilallowell)*lroin enjoying that honour for 
whiih he so devoutly sti&hed. ^ ' 

About the beginning of Ihcyo'ir 179(>, on the ariivaf of thcllon. 
Vice-admiral VValdegrave, in the Carlleui*. at St. Fioreiizu,to Joiu 
the ilccl under Sir .lohii Jervis, K.IJ. (now Fari of St. (^incenl)* 
Mr. King was bcniotftcd^ with the notice of that olficer, and 
permitted to join his*"ship; .a favour wliicii he most gratefully 
accepted. He was accordingly retuovM from the Conrageux, 
in which he had served* upwards of two }cars and .a half under the 
command of five diflereut captains. 
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In the Bajflenr) Mr. King served with the same admiral at the 
evcr^memorable defeat of the Spanish fleet by Sir John JertiS, 
on the 14(h of February, 1797;*.in the transactions of which 
day, this ship bore a ivery respectable part. On the arrival of 
the fleet with the Spanish prizes in Lagos Bay, Mr. King had the 
good fortune' to be promoted by the Commander-in-chief (wC 
believe, through the kind ofliccs of Admiral \VaIdegrave) to the 
^tuation of fourth lieutenant of the San Josef, having previously 
passed tlic ordeal of examination for that purpose. This appoint, 
ment, although dated the 19th of February, wat‘ not confirmed* 
by the Admiralty till the 22d of March, 1797^ lie, however, some 
little time after, •took rank as the second lieutenant of that ship. 

The fleet under Lord St. Vincent, having arrived at Lisbon 
yflth the four Spanish prized, .^j|||j|y were immediately put into a 
state of iiCness for proceeding*to England ; but they did not quit 
the Tagus till the month of November. The great length of time 
these prizes remained at that anchorage, induced people of all 
ranks to visit them from curiosi^ as fine monuments of naval vie- 

f 

tory^ 'tand exhibiting most dreadful effects of English gunnery. 

The Spanish prizes being paid off at Plymouth, about the month 
of. Dccehibcr, Lieutcnant*King was appoioted to La Lcgere sloop 
of war, which he commissioned for the command of tho present 
Captain Joshua Rowley* Watson : and, by his seniority, he be. 
came the first lieutenant. In thb ship, however, he remained 
very few dhys being unexpectedly superseded. On more minute 
e^^imination of thd^commission, it appeared to,have been made 
out for William King, the fourth, instead of the third, altbongh 
the letter for that gppoinjtroent was addressed to the San Josef. 
Tt sfffims, however, ifiaf Lieutenant Kin^, in his servitude, 4bad 
neglected to use the middle name of Ellctson, mthcr for the sake 
of brevitj:, from mistake of hb original entry in the service, or 
from some other cause with which we arc not acquainted. Ho, 
therefore, represeuted the circumstance the Admiralty, and 
thdr -birdsbips were pleased to allow the additional name to be 
made nse of. We mention this inadvertence, though apparently 
trivial because very awkward circumstance sometimes occur to 
ofpeers and others, occiisioncd by such omissions. 
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to tho beginning of 179S, we find Lieutenant King serving on 
board his Majesty*s late ship Stheemess, under the command of the* 
late Captain James Cornwallis, who was appointed commodoro 
with, a broad pendant for the African station. This ship, of 
which Mr. King was the sdbont^ lieutenant, sailed frpm Spithead^ ' 
in company with ^ Pearl frigate, in the*month of March. These, > 
with the Serpent sl((|hp, which had orders to join the commodoro 
on that station, composed the whole of the'squadron. Before wo " 
proceed any farther, it will be proper to state, that, in the case 
of promotion, there is a pilvilegc existing, from time immemorial, 
which is not enjoyed on any other station than that of the coasf 
of Africa: it is that of the next officer giving himoelf the rank of 
his superior in the event of his decease ; and which self-appoint. 
meats have ever been held good hy{|||iVdmiralty. • Captatu Tripp,, 
on the death of Commodore Edward *Thompson (of poetical me¬ 
mory),* in June 1786, gave himself tlie rank of post captain; 
and we believe that no other death .vacancy took place between 

this and that of Commodore Cornwallis, who died of a fever, July

Kl, 1798; when Lieutenant William Ifanwell, who succeeded 
him in the command of the Shecrncss, igained two gradations of 
rank, which, on his arrival in England; was confirmed hy the 
Lords of the Admiralty (Lieutenant King, of course, became 
first lieutenant). W'c know of no other living iiisrance of such 
a fortunate advancement in the navy. The present Naval Instruc- 
.tioas,f established by his Majest'^’s order in council, dated Ja. 

A nary 25, 1806, appears to abrogate this rcgnla^on so far as con» 
cerns post rank. 

The Serpent sloop never joined the qommodorc, or Caj^tain 
Hanwell, on the African station : and heir senior l/lutenStit, 
Thomas Roberts, availing himself of the death of his captain, 
(Bnckoll) appointed himself to th^ command, although^ on the 
statien at the time. The Pearl frigate had been detached altoge¬ 
ther before the dcath*of Ihe qommodore. 

The Sheerness, havidg visited all the different settlements on the 

coast, at length sailed with a convoy from Jamaica, about the

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close of the year 1758 j and, haTlng brought hdffle a quantity of 
gold-dust on the African Company's account, was paid off at 
Shcernm in the ensuing spring ; haying lost screral men in that 
unhealthy climate during the rainy season. 

Soon after Ahe Sheerness had been paid off, Fdeatenant King 
observed that the sclf-appointment of J.ieuteirapt Roberts had not 
been conftrmt'd.by the Aduiiralty. On this subject, therefore, he, 
stithout delay, sent a memorial to their lordships, together with 
a letter to Earl Spencer, which have been given entire in N. C. 
Vol. Vf. p. 199-201. From the memorial we shall here introduce 
a'h extract:—

** That* your MenioriiiliBt, uinh’r ihe.ie ronMderatitms, tbertTore, most 
hiimhly prays,, that your Itirrisl. ps vull be pirasod to take h:s case into con¬ 
sideration ; and that, ns it evidently appeals, ll^o casualty of the Serpent’s 
not having joined the ShcLrnP'S lias almie prelintcd your Memorialist 
from holding the appointment even of post captain, according to the es¬

" As, by the non-coiitirinutioii of Lieutenant Thomas Roberts, itapponrt.- 
to me that his self-appuihtinent was iicA held good by^tlieir iurusliips be¬ 
cause the Serpent was absolutely under the cnnimaad of Cuuiuindore Corn¬ 
wallis at the time, it follows, that virtually the commodore’s intended 
appointment was that which had a clAln ; aiiri, as two vacaucii;s absolutely 
occurred, had the ships joined 1 should have filled one. 

The mennorial and letter were replied to by Karl Spencer 
through the medium of his secretary, stating, that the ebiiin could 
not be allowed, as it would be contrary to the rales of the ser^e. 

A few w'ceks after the Sheernoss was paid ofl’, we find J^ieutep^ 
ant King serving on board the Ardent^ of 61 guns, commanded 
by Captain (now Rear-admiral Sir Thomas) llerMe ; which ship 
composed one of the. North Sea Heel, ^nd was .iccasioitaliy em¬ 
ployed ill the blockade of thc>Texel squadron, airilil jthc expedition 
to Holland took place. With that expedition, the Ardent, having 
been placed under the orders oC Vice-admiral Alifchel!, proceeded ; 
and a landing of*tho troops was made good*on the ‘27th of August, 
1799 ; Lieutenant King coiniTiaading one of the Hat em¬ 

ployed ou that service^ On the 30ih, the >^hole of tbo JJutJi fleet 
near the Vlieter surrendered to Admiral iMiteheil f**but, on the 
18th of October, Holland was evacuated* by tlie Briiisli forces. 
The Ardent afterwards funned on*e of the squadron which, under 
the late Admiral ^Sir Archibald Dickion, was seni to Denmark, 
and, taking a po.sitipM fdr bombarding the capital, had the etrect, 
aided by the address of Lord Whilworlh, of adjusting, for that 
time, our dilTcrenccs with the. court of Copenhagen. , 

,0n the 28th February, 1801, Sir Hyde'{■'arker’.i Hag was hoisted 
on board the Ardent in Vannouth Hoads,'* until tim arrival of the 
Londpn; duiing which* time, Lieutenant iCiiig, 09 acwoiiut of hi# • 
Wab. idbron* dtol. XXX. • 3 .v • t • ^ 
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kntwvlcdgc of signals, was appointed to superintend that de* 
partuient. 

The Ardent soon after* formed one of the squadron uitder 
the orders of Lord Nielson at the battle oflT Copenhagen,, in 

•t 

which her coniftiauder particularly distinguished himself. Lieu¬ 
tenant King, as'thc 3d lieutenant, had the command, on that day^ 
of the ArdenTs inain.deck ; the force of which consisted of 28 
forty-two pounder carronadcs, nearly t^ whole of which were 
disabled at the close of th'c action. On this occasion, no less than 
2,^90 shot, of different descriptions, were fired from the Ardent, 
which was very severely damaged, and had 93 men killed and 
woiiiideii. 

Lieutenant King, after the Ardent had ceased firing, was sent in 
the launch, by his captain’^i, direction, to the assistance of the

Dan'iMh confmodore's ship, then.on fire, with orders to save as many 
of her crew as possible. On his approach to that ship, (ho fiames 
had made such progress, as to render it nearly impossible to get 
alongside ; notwithstanding which, however, he had the good for¬ 
tune do save twenty .‘three of licr crew. 

liieutenant King had, also, the satisfaction of repeating the ex- 
prc.ision*of thanks given Ijy thu Danish captain to Captain Bertie, 
for his attention and humanity, which was audibly delivered by him 
from the stern g. ilcry of Ms ship during (he awful calamity w'hich

then prevailed; anfl he concluded wUli observing, that he should 
make a point of acquainting his prince,with the generous assist¬ 
ance that he had received. Soon after, however, that unfortun.ile 
ship blew up, with pcl'^uns on board. Lieutenant King had, 
likewi^e^thc jdcasuro ul‘ Lrlugiti^ on b'oard the Danish commander 
.of>tlKVi.)u(.i:ind, of tiO«gun*s, with his sword, to be surrendered to 
Captain Bei'tre ; being one of the four sliips which struck to the 
Ardent on that meraorabfe, occasion, 'J'hc day after the action, 
Lord Nelson came on board (he Ardent, and honoured the cap¬ 
tain, oHIccts, and crew, with his thanks ; which compliment was 
highly cheered. •. 

Oil a. count of t!ie disa<dc(l state of the Ardent, Captain Bertie 
was removed to (he commasnl of the Bcllowa ; previous to which 
he had oliVred Lieutenaht King u vacancy in his ship whenever,one 
shourd qcciir. The Ardent, then under the command vf Captain 
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George M‘Kin!cy, proceeding for Kngland, no doubt preronted 
Lieutenant King's sailing with Captain Bertie. • 

We hare but little to record of Lieutenant King during the in¬ 
terval between the battle of Copenhagen,.aiM theprelinniiar^'treaty 
of pcacC) in OctoI)er, 1801. VVe find him cniploycil, iu that wi?i- 
tcfy as the commanding office/ of his»Alajesly’s iftip Plantagcnety 
then- lately launched from the stocks at Woolnich ; being sent 
from the Ardent with officers and seamen ffom the ships at 
thcNore, for the purpose of taking her round to Plymouth to be 
laid up in ordinary. 

Thatservicchavingbeen completed, Licutenunt King, the ofliccrj^, 
and seamen, returned to their respe'etive ships, were iinmedi- 

ately paid off on the arrival of the definitive triMty of [»>aco ; at 
which time, Captain William NovMl commanded the Ardent, 
and Licntcnant King had served in her three years. • 

During the short interval of peace, liieutenant King was not 
employed. On the com in on cement of the present hostilities, in 
May lbU3, Lieutenant King j^eceived a commission, appointing 
him to his Maje ty’s late ship the V'encrahleJ under the command 
of Captain J. C. Searle,* then in Torluy, as one of the Channel 
fleet, under the ovdt’.rs of the Hon. W'illi,'iin ('oniwallis. + • 

On the Uight /Ion. Lord Keith’s hoistinc: tiis il.ig as com- 
mandcr-iii-chi/f in the Nortii Sea, Ca|)*jiii Searlt (piittcd the Ve- 
ncrable for (he purpose of ln-ing hi-, lordship’s, captain, and wav, 
in consequence, siipers<;ide(l by ('ji{5(:nn Cleorgc Kejnolds. On 
this occasion, tbe Venerable lA’came (he llag-ship of the late Lord 
C’ollin«'vood,+ and was employed in the in-shore srpiadiV^n off 
Brest, for several months ; diiritig a pirt of which tirnc^ f«ieuten. 
ant King was appointed rignal-offieer, and was honouroti with 
wanv marks of attention from that gallant admiral.*' 

The iJreadnonght hating been fitted’ for the flag of Rear-admi. 
ral Colling wood, Captain Keynolds was .ippointed to tHc command 
of tliat ship, and*was superseded in the V'eiuwablc Uy the late C.'ip- 
tairi Banington l>a<:fes,§ in which ship .Sir Thomas Graves’s!} flag 
was ff>r a short time flying. •

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Towards the close of the summer oPlS04) t^ Yenerable beea^ 
•■private ship, and was cummaodcd by Captain (the^present Vice- 
admiral) Hunter,* and employed as one of the Channet fleet* 

On the evening of (he,S4th of Nofcpiber, 1304^ the Venerable 
was unfortunately lost on the rocks of Palngton CiiflT, in Torbay* „ 
In the afternoon of that day tlie signal was made for the fleet to 
weigh. In the act of cutting the anchor, a man was observed to 
fall overboard. * It was now dark ; but ^oat was lowered down, 
which, by some accidenf, occasioned thc^ss of a midshipman and 
one seaman, although the man was recovered. The Venerable, 
Crpm Iter sails being occasionally kept aback, andiilled at intervals 
to clear other ships, and from the picking up of the boat, iK^came- 
somewhat embayed; and the weather, at that time, being exceedingly 
thick, prevented the shore flpm being seen, although tlio soundings

gave no indication of danger. , 

Without entering too much info particulars, + it will be necessary 
to observe, that the ship struck on tlic rocks aliout 8 o’clock on 
that evening, and soon after bilged fi uni tiie viohml shocks Uiat she' 
had received. The Inasts were immediately cut away, and signals 
of distress made, by firing all the guns that were serviceable; which 
had the good ellcet of cai(sing th(> Impctuciix and Goliath to put 
back to give relief. Their boats were immediately sent, and the 
crew were orden-l to quit the wreck, and consult their safety as 
well as they could. The presence ormiud displayed in the conduct 
of Captain Hunter exceeded all praise. ^ 

About midnight the wind had increased to a perfect gale, righ^ 
in thetbay, which occasioned a tremendous surf to break between 
the wreck and the shore, although tlid distance could have been 
no mare tlian 30 yardsb X line was flung on shore, and taken 
bold of by soHie people who were there; but, most unfortunately, 
tlioso men who endeavoured to save themselves that way, wero 
drowned iii the attempt. ^ 

This was a Very awful period to the Captain, loflicers. and men, 
who remained on the wreck ; for all hopes V>f safotf were nearly 
exhausted ; the weather, a'l that juncture, making it very impro" 

bable fhat the boats could any longer approach the wreck with >

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tf |frospect' of success. The forepart of the ship vtm under water, 
«fj(d erciy moment threatened her total destrnction. Boats wefe 
now observed coming to their assistanceVith great and jieressary 
cauCton. The oiptain, officers, and afevrogen, %piounting in all to 
about 20j who had remained on the wreck from a reUgioas sense of 
duly, availed themselves of this opporftinity of quitting it. But it 
became then a snbjqetof deliberation, which should go first; at length 
the oificcrs persuaded th^ worthy captain* to take the lead, and to 
fare his life; and he was immediately followed by (hem from 
.knotted ropes over the stern and quarters, leaving behind them 
(lamentable to relate!) five or six seamen, who, in an intoyicattd* 
state, forfeited their lives through their improi>er conduct. 

On the captain and.officers getting on board the ImpetucuT, 
(which was the nearest of the two sh>ps), daylight appeari*d, and 
nothing of the wreck was to be scetf j for she hadentircliy gone to 
pieces. 

It is impossible to bestow too much praise on the conduct of 
Rear-admiral Thomas B. Martin; then captain of the Imj>c(ucux, 
or on that of Sir Charles Brisbane, then of the Goliath, for their 
activity in the assistance they gave ;• without which, all who 
were rescued must have ])crislied. • 

By the unfortunate event of the wreck of the V\‘tierabTe, the 
captain, officers, and crew, lost their cl«th*cs, books, charts, instru¬ 
ments of navigation, ^cc. Some few articles were, indeed, picked 
up along the shore among*thc wryck, bi^t in such a damaged state 
a^ to be nearly unfit for use. * ^ 

The officers, soon after, presented a petition to the lords of the 
Admiralty, praying a remuneration for t|ic loss of their property. 
This, however, could not be acceded to,; V scemcd^tJiat eiTlicr a 
want of precedent, or no regulation existmq on that subject, pre¬ 
vented their lordships from eomplyyig with the reipicst. ^ 

The impetneux andGoliatli liaving arrived at Plymouth with the 
officers and m^n cll*the Venerable, a court martial was assemblctl 
there, to enquire intd^hc loss of that ship. Of this court the late 
Vice-admiral Lord Collingwood sat as president; and, after a ma¬ 
ture deliberation, the court came to the resolution of pronouncing 
‘a sentence of acquittal an the captain, officers, and crew'. 

Thus was tost to his Alajcsty’s service the ship which bore, the 
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flag of the la(c Lord Duncan, in the memorable battle off C^«. 
jierdown ; and of which the late Lord Collingwood said, fho 
Venerable will do any thing, ^he is one of the most compact

seventy.fours in jjihe ns^vy ; and I would sooner hoist my flag on 
board her, than any two.dccked ship iif the service.” ‘ 

At Lieuteuhnt King’s re([uest, their Lordships of the Admiralty 
were pleased to appoint him to the Crescent; frigate, then com¬ 
manded by Captain Lord William Stuart, which ship he joined in 
the situation of first lieutenant. This erent occurred some tittle 
time after the commencement of the Spanish war, and the step. 
• was i;ccoDirnonded to^ Lieutenant King by Admiral Collingwood, 
who observed, •that it was a much better situation than being 
with him, although'there should be always on board his ship a 
vacancy at Mr. King’s scrvk’c. In the Crescent Lioiitenant 
had sn’vi!(l about two months^ when he was removed to the Cerbe¬ 
rus frigate,^ on the Guernsey station, bearing the flag of Rear- 
admiral Sir James Saumarez, K.B. f commandcr.in-chicf, as the 

first lieutenant. lie did not, however, remain more than six

months on board that ship ; for ho quitted her on her being 
ordered to (be >Vest Indies; a climato which, at that period^ 
w'otild fiave proved fatal to his health. ' 

ilis next a])i>oin(mcnt was to the Saturn, Captain Lord Ame¬ 
lins Beaurlerk, as second lieutenant; but as it was his wish 
always, fiotn his seniority, to endeavour To become the first 
licutc'uaiit, his Lordship pulitojy acceded to Lieutenant King's 
removal. Jn the onsinng antiimn^ we find him,commanding oifi- 
eex of the P'fightingale, a new brig fitting at Shcerness, to which 
Cap(:fin* W'ilkinson was ijppointed; but before he bad joined her, 
he was renvoved to thC |lavcn, a much finer brig, fitting at Chat-

ham, under (ho comnvmd of Captain Thomas Browne.;^ This 
brig sooq .after sailed, and formed a part of the squadron under

In the autnmn of 1800, we fiiMl’ Licuicuatit Kiiic; approinted to 
Ihe command of his Majesty’s late gun-brig the CciitMicI, tliiougli 

the favour of Admiral Sir Charles Moricc Pole, Bait, then one of 

^ * 

the Lords of th9 Admiralty. The Cenlipcl was employed on the 
Harwich station, occasionally cruising between that port and the 
Gulloper Sand for the protection of the trade. On l..ord Keith’s* 
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•triking his flag, the Cientinel was ordered to the Nore, and 
]^ced under the command of the late Vice-admiral Wdli. 

The winter of 1808 had nearly proved fatal to the Centinel and 
bar crew; for while In Aldborough 'Bay, on the coast of Shflblk, 
in the well^recoilected gale of the 13th of February, the hrig

riding with ali> her anchors ‘down, and driving towards the shore, 
the cables were obliged to be ent; and the on<v remedy appeared 
to be, to run hbr on shore on the Pye sand, near the Port of 
Harwich) at the top of high water (atiii one of the highest tides 
known olT that coast) ; otherwise (he brigmu:^ have been totally, 
iqst.* The assistance which Lieutenant King received was mnch 
to the credit of ^he commanding oHicor at Harwich, and the naval 
storekeeper. After* being on shore five .days, the Centinel was 
^ot afloat; and her guns, stores, provisions, and ballast, having 
been landed, she was fortunate enough to get into the port of 
Harwich, although without her rudder. Lieutenant King, in this 
service, had the misfortuhe to lose some of his best men by descr- 
tion at the time of low water, although he had taken every means 
in his power to prevent it. 

The Centinel soon after returned to Shcerness in a very damaged 
state; nor was she put into condition for sea for some months 
afterwards, as most of her crew were drafted to other ships. 

The Ccniiiu-1 havings at length been docked and repaired, 
Lieutenant King iVas employed, affer this evllt, in the charge of 
several Baltic and Heligoland convoys ; .n service in which he was 
always very particular (using a* part of tho article of war), 
“ without either divcrling to other ports or occasions.**

paniad by the Kdgar, had a very dillicult escape tiirongh the icc on

111 this new cloment, tlie crews of the stjuadron ^ were em¬ 
ployed in cutting their ry’spectiiesliijis througli the icoiiito safety ; 
but (he Ccutinel, biing the o4l!c•^mo.^t vessel, was never abU to 
ell'ect it, althoiigli she was near twelvellays in removing* three 
quarters of a mile from hei* forn^-r situation.

The current tiettin^ out 
during the night occasioned *tho Sound to get pretty clear of tho 
ire ; and the wind shiftnig.roimd to the eastward caused the Cen-> 
tine! to strike on the rocks -5 and, no douf)t, she would-hav©

bilged, had not- Sir Richard Kents sent out tiuiely assistance, 
which prevented her from SJitlcrhig any"*mate-iial damage.t 

In (he early part of the en^uin:; summer, the Ccntinel haring 
taken out a convoy to Heligoland, and Captain Goatc, of the 
Mosquito, the senior oflicer, having received uiMligcnco of the 
states of the enemy’s force at Cuxhavcu, ho resolved to make act 
attack‘on the battepes and town'; and accordingly, to strengthen 
tlie squadron,I Lieutenant King was placed nuder his command, 
'i'hci plan having been laid before the commanding officers of tho 
squadron, it-was approved of, and a landing was cfl’ccted the next 
morning, July 0 , about three o'clock ; the French force having 
previously evacuated the place. The batteries and town, together 
-iviih two gun.boats and utiici- stoics, were taken possession of

The Ccntincl had arrived in Kn^laitii little more than a week, 
before Licntenant Ktn;r received orilers 'from Urnr-adiniral Sir 
H. Strachon, Krl>. trt» imt liimsel^ under his rommand. Tlie 
Grand Expedition as^ainst i/olland sailed ; htit Ks pro';rcss and 
conclusion are to^a fresli in^the memory of the reader to rccjuire 
further notice in this place.*- * * 

The CentincI, during the uholc of that Expedition, was ciiu 
ploved not only in .1 veiy respectable situation, )nit in u very 
harassing one; and at the retre.tt, as well ns for >.ume littleJtiulc 
previous, she was the advanced lifig of nar ejuployed ni'lh the 
gou-boats under the orders of Capt.iins Chrteret and Janrerin ; 
and, with the gun.boats in the advai'ec, became the last retreating' 
vessel of war doun the river Scklift. 'I'he Cenliiud nas, in the 
remainder of the Expedition, em])loyed in guarding the narrow 
pass between South Beteland and Arnyimulen (.'reek, for nearly the 
Space of ten weeks, with a squadron of gniuboats under the 
orders of Captain R. P. Davies, .md under flio cumniand of Com¬ 
modore Oneii ; and occasionally ^annojed the enemy, within 
the reach of her long guns, in the eveuution of construitting (lu-ir 


batteries. 

After the Ccntinel had arriv*d fiom the E\pt..ifion, she was rc- 
phaced under the orders of V ioc-:nlniiral \N elTs, at-lJie iVorc; and 
on that olhccr resigning the C‘'»nmaiul, on .Tceount. bf ill health, 
Viee-adnilr.il Si^r Ifenry Stanhope •!■ succeeded him ; under whose 
orders the Ccntinel was cmplovcd on her former services and 
situation. * * * • 

In the middle of tlif month of Noveniicr, 1810,^aftor liaving 
taken out a convoy to Gotlenburgh,+ Licntciiant King was 
despatched by the coininander-in.chief to the island of Aiiholt, 
with a transport loaded with bricks, for the purpose of coniplcfing 
the octagon baUtry of the light.house. JIad tliepvicathor been 
moderate, two da 3 '«^vvould have been sntlicienl for that purpose. 
The tremendous, gales, however, whh h aft>ur\vards ensued, from

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the Srl^. for ef^hc lUys, nearly occasioned the loss of the Centi^ 
oel; although she was ruling with three anchors down, with het 
top-miists struck, and nearfy in an unrigged state ; having parted 
from two of her anchui*s in the course of that period, and the gar¬ 
rison had actually turned oait twice to aflbrd every assistance in 
case she came on shore.—Duiing an interval of moderate weather,

the Centini'i had the misfortune of losing Air. Richard Sawyer, a 
midshipman, and icvcii mdn, in consequence of their boat upsetting 
while asshsting a ves.sel in distress.* 

The Continel did not quit Anholt for Gol‘^''nl)urgh till the 
Itoginning of December ; when she was allowed to sail from 
that anchorage foif England without being attached to the convoy 
under the charge of the Minotaur ; but she thereby avoided, no 
doubt, the fate of that unfostunatc sliip, which was wrecked on 
the Ilaak Sa*hds ofi' the Texel a«fcw da;)« after.—faentenant King 
had formerly had a very narrow' escape fiom the above sands ; and 
therefore determined (fn*in a full conviction of a .strong easterly 
current setting by the gales on the*coa.sl of Holland, and particii. 
larly off the Texel), with the opinion of the pilots, to steer more 
to the we.stward. , 

On thef loth of April, l«6n, the Centinel was paid oil'at Sheer- 
iirss, after she had been lilted for sea, w’aitirig her sailing orders, 
without defeet, f-illy manned, and in a stale capable of proceeding 
on any service. Lieutenant King, after having coniinaiided that brig 
upwards of Vour years and a half, on viurious services, was now 
placed on liAlf pay. We are infornied, that he was advised to le. 
present the situation of his vessel to their Lordahips at the Admi- 
r.'tl(y Ebafd ; but that his reply was,‘ All statements must go 
through^ thc^ Ailmiral Co/nmanding. I cannot ask such a thing. 
He would not do it ; ojr if he should, I don’t think he would do 
right. I t is the order of the /Vdiniralty, and it is my duty to 
submit.” 

Shortly aftir, on Lieutenant King’s coming hr town, he waited 
on Mr. Yorke, the First Lord of the Admiralty, who asked him 
if be wished for tli5 command of another gun-brig, and wa» 
answctiHl in the aiiitniativc; on which ho personally made a note 
of such an appointment; stating, that the candidates were many, 
the vacancies and that a little, patience, rt as necessary. Ideiitc-

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nant King also wrote to Mr. Vorke a statomcnt of his scrutes 
and situation, with a view of strengthening his application for 
another command. * 

On the 15th of February, 181*2, Lientcna^t King had the good 
fortune to be rc-appointcd« to tlie comnonnd of l»i« old vessel, tho 
Ccntinci; a circumstance very/LratefuV to his feelings j as it had 
been supposed by many of the uiuhinking, that his dismission was 
occasioned by some acts of impropriety. * On thd contrary, the 
character of Lienteiiunt King most have stood very high at the 
Admiralty, to have had the above compliment paid him after an 
absence on shore of ten months. The Centiiicl soon after, bein^;* 
fitted, and placed under the order:! of Vicc-adipiial Sir Jaines 
Saumarez, K.I}, cominjtider.in-chief, sailed tvitli a largo convoy 
for (jotlcnburgh. Lieutenant King littl under lys orders his Ma- 
jesty’s gun-brigs Censor and Steady ;• and, after a favourable pas¬ 
sage of a ueck, joined the sipiadron under Sir James, who. from 
former recollection, treated him with much attention. 

The Centincl was occasionally emi)lt»yed in cruising off the 
Swedish and Banish shons, between the Wingoe and theSraw, and 
was consequently almost every day witliiu si^fit of the Victory, 
bearing the commander-in-chiers Hag. When the orders Tor the 
detention of American ships- were receiied on the •■''ition, Jacute* 
nant King was desired to sail in the ('en?in-‘l to the llaltic, with 
tho intelligence and despatehes ; and Sir James i’lformcd him, 
that he must proceed by tlw way of the Xtinml.^ The next even¬ 
ing, at midnight, Jhe (’entinel entered Ihc Sonn l, wi>h v> rv S/ft!*; 
wind, having all possible sail set. T«o largo hoais, .ipnan nlly Yuli 
of men, were observed rowing towards her bow ; on w’ti. h'Lhnife. 
nant King fired a volley of mn.-’ketry info niul driTjipeJ 

astern. This was soon answered by sevoraj uniis from (’ronen. 
burgh Castle, and signals of roek/'ts ami bin.; lights, it being 
nearly cdlm, Lieutenant King got out hi', bo-i ', ami sent them 
ahead to tow ; whfth at daylight his old friends the Daniah gun¬ 
boats were pulling vety fast towards him ; btP, fortunately, just 
as Ihev were about to take their situatidn for'tbe attack, a light 
.'iir of wind from the IS'.'N'. sprung up; atid, with the assisfamc 
of thuboafsj Lieutenant.King, availing himself of the [leaco -which

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ha^ ju»t been concluded with Sweden, was enabled, ftam tbal' 
Cricndly shore, to get into the Baltic that evening, though not 
without having grounded for a short time in tho Channel near 
the City of Malmoc. * In the coiirsc'of a few hours after, Lieute¬ 
nant King communicated/the intelligcyice and despatches to the 
Pyramus and Crescent frigates, and by this route was instrumen¬ 
tal in their det.iiuing of several Americans without licenses, which 
had previously'sailed with the convoy through the Belt. Lieute¬ 
nant King, with light winds, some days after joined Rear-admiral 
Morris at ilano Bay, who had detained three nr four Americans, 

^ the despatches getting to him ovcr-land. Iinus was Lieute¬ 
nant King deprived of all benefit from detained ships ; when 
every person suppoced, from his having tho first intelligence, that 
it would have been of the advantage to him. 

On the. Ulh of October, 1812, the Centiiiel accompanied the 
homeward-bound convoy of between 300 .and 100 sail to the Belt, 
under the charge of the M/halion frigate; but the very next even¬ 
ing she had the inisfortuncto be ^wrecked, under the high land of. 
the island of Rugon,^ wuliin musket-shot of the enemy, in conse¬ 
quence of extreme foggy weather, aud lire adversity of the cur¬ 
rent; many of th« convpy sharing the same fate. Jn our subse¬ 
quent pages the reader vrill find extracts from a narrative of this 
event, as drawn up by Mr. King. 

• In justice to thvi captain of the ’frigate who had the charge of 
the convoy, it must be observed, that iio olticer could have acted 
otlicrwisc than he did. We arc'lod to understand that his conduct 
had^always met with flic highest opinion ftom Lieutenant King, 
and that no blame could be im\}uted'to him. It was an accident, 
whicK as circumst^yiccs were, neither'judgiueu-i nor prudence 
could prcverfl. 

We hare been favoured with the following extract of a letter 

r 

from an oTfliccr on board the Ccntiucl at tlie time of the w^ck, 
to one of his*ffiends^— 

“ When our uiifortiiu.ite brig took the ground^ Licutenai>t Kim; ordered 
the release of two ptkoneislo their duty, aud a cciuiiiel to lie placed o>cr 
the spirit fooiii >vith a pair of londcd pistols. After tlie vessel had become 
a wreck, the enemy’s iuu.<jketry was lining about us in every direction., It

• “ On getting on board that ship, Lici^gtiaiil King orrlered her (Rostuc) 
culoiiistobe struck, and caused an Kriglidi pendaac and ensign to be 
hoisted. After iuiving eot clear nf dungev, our cumuiaiidcr culled hi| 
oiucers and men logvliter, and thanked them fur tli^ir steady conduct ;* 
at the siune time giving them to un'lcrstand, that the articles of war 
existed as much in luice on bi.M'O ihi.' 'ocptuniis n^tliey did on board the 
Ccruiiifl. \\ e iiiusti rcd iibo'.tt 1‘30 men, indndiiig our ecimpuny and the 
crews of some of tlm wictkcd les-els, 4’^anes, Swedes, Ilussiaiis, Prussians, 
liamburgtrs, Lubeckers, and 1 don’t know who ; however, almost all Ian* 
guages were in motion. In the iiioi ning it fell a calm, off an ciirniy’s shore ; 
aiiil, expecting to be attacked by gini>boat*, ^ieuieimnt King made tim 
figiial to unchur, niid fur the masU-r.^ of the convoy to coiiiu on board ; 
when he gave tlicin dirccli'ins to accompany liim to llano 13 ly. In a little 
tiiiic after, a biceze springing up^ wc wcie joined b;j the .'sheldrake brig 
and Aquilun frigate, and anchored in tho licit; but the wind bemg adverse 
for proceeding through that iVsage, gnd no person on board those ships 
having any knowledge of tho ^ialnio C’'i.nincl, I.i« utenant K'ing vi.Iuntccrtd 
the service to Ic.ad the ships and convoy through, ni a small IVciicIi lugger 
privateer taken the prcccilmg difv, .imf wc arrived at VVini'o on riic* IQlh 
October, tho convoy being*then in the oitiiig* Vk'e sliall be trieji to¬ 
morrow for the loss of our brig, and 1 have no doubt ol a cretliiablc result. 

We lost all our clothes.” * *

cannot cIo.sp our mention of this unfortunate circumstance 
better than by the insertion of e.xtracts from fhc narrative which 
Lieutenant King delivef/fd in a.s his defence on the court martial. 

He says, ** In the afternoon of t!ic saine day, the foth instmt, tlie fog 
became so thick .as to render it impossible for any of tbe convoy to he sJcii, 
the wind was then cast. A signal was made, and llie Ccntinel was broiiglit 
til. We sounded at that tim«i in twenty-seven fathom, and, by the piloi's 
coinpritation, distant from the island of Kugcii about cightteii miles, on ^ 
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toMtlMonth'weit bearing; by the chart. At balf-paat seven ftoanded-m 
|wenty-three flithom/ supposing ourselves between four and five leagaet 
from tlie land. The weatlier at this period was an extreme fog, ortd» as 
it indicated a gale of wjnd, the top-saib .were reefed. 

** 1 ought to mentiooy'tbat at noon the weather prevented an observatton 
of the Sun. Ti>e respective ^officers hod sdbt me their day’s works; the 
senior pilot shewed me the situation of the brig on the chart, ond no dan* 
ger was tlien apprehended. 

** At a few nVmutcs after nine, the senior pilot reported to me, he 
thought it would he brttcr to‘go on tlie oiher tack, which I fully consented 
to. The night was exceedingly dark, accnin[.-anic'd with a thick fo}'. 
I was induced to liavc several nuiskcis fired, that the coiivo^ near 
migiiC follow our intended cxaiii^^c. 

“As we wtrfc going to wear, wo discovered either a brig or ship very 
near us, apparently on the starboard tack, making much noise by bailing, 
, which could nut be uiidcrsloofi. iJc-ing unalile to clear licr, we filled, set 
the forr-snil, and missed btays f wc then attempted to wear; in wbidi act 
tlie Ceutiiiel unluriunatcly took the ground, iliseovering the land at the 
distance of half a cable's length from us, and apparently ns high as the 
mast hcad^, with a heavy sea bcatipg on. Tiic fog at that time had not in 
the least abated; tvti iiiiincdiately hove all a-back in the endeavour to force 
Ihc brig oir, without having any cfTect. 1 tlicri ordered the small bower t» 
be let go, ill the hope of codling bead to wind, as well as to prevent her 
thiviiig farlhcr in-sluirc among tlic breakers. 1 directed, at that instant, 
the cutter to bn lowered ; and the kedge nnd stream anchors were laid 
out on the larb./ard bow,’with the intent to heave her round; when I 
plainly saw two ships or vrsseIs on shore near us. While this was doing, 
some hanlU wrre employed in furling thctsaiIs; during which time the 
enemy commtnced a fire of musketry from tlie heights, which we took but 
JItKc notice of. A grelilt strain was hove on filo stream and kedg# han> 
ftcrsj, nnd a party employed in ihe^Liold starting the water ; the pumps were 
kep^go.'ig, and every prechution used for bgiiU'siiiiig the bug, The weather 
vMis very'ff^gy, and life wind that of a doublcrcet M topsoil hrei^e. 
Although we vicrc stnUng.v<.r> hard, 1 had formed great expectations of 
getting ii^oat. as wc had altered her bow to port nearly two fxiiiits. I heie 
think It ntec^ssary to state, t'at the sen prevented our boats fioitilhtying 
out a bower anchor; indeed, they were y>ot of “ii siitTiciciit strength or 
description to arcomphsh such nn object, evciAff the finest weatlier. 

“ As the brig appenrcd'.o be vx-ry lively forward, we* were under the 
necessity of getting up the bower anchor, to prevent her frmti linking on 
it, afte'r which, by heading a great strain on the stream and kc'dge haw-

*ers, ocr-sioiu'd the foiiuer to 1>e carried away, and thC orichof of th* 
%)tU‘r to come home 
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** Al eleven o’clock, by the above-mentioned accidents, the brig halt 
<cco8ider:il)!y kertled in niugng the breakeis, ^hestiuck so imid, nucUthc 
lea made such ri£'.\,ijent breaches over lu-r, that it was vJuh difficulty tfcc 
crew could stand the deck: (lie wind hud ^low increased, and the hold 
appeared halt'tnll ot* water. I sent the masu bploiv, w-lio conhrnied this 
atatemeiit. I notv saw with mucdi concern et. v endeuvoitr to save his 
Majesty's gun-brig had proved inofTcctual, for she was cimiplctcly bilged. 

I now destroyetj all the signals in the presence of the master. 

The enetny fro^f the shore were ut intervals tiring musketry at Ui 
svithout doing any damage. 

At half-past eleven, I began to consido'r of the providing for the safety 
of the crew, as my first care; the water at this time btiog level with the 
'between-decks, and about midnight with that of the main deck, the l^i;^ 
striking broadside on with the grcal^yt violence, I heie ihougiTt it my 
duty to recommend to all on board to f’emain on tlicj wreck, wliatever might 
be the consequence; and rtever »'> think of submitting to an enemy, nUhough 
apparently so much ui his power ; and that, in nil pifibabilitv^ nt da\light 
we might be able to seek some assistance- 

** I was fearful of cutting away the masts, and that the wreck would 
occasion the destruction of the boat alongside, the only situation she could 
He in. I ordered the weather guns, to he thrown uverhunrd, which was 
soon accomplished, in addition to the cutting away df :he larboard anciior, 
which caused (lie brig to have a more considerable heel in-shorc. 

** I trust, 1 may prove cuirect in not ordering signal guns (u lie fired ;il 
an early peiiod, because I conceived, in this partu'iil ir, ilia enemy might 
suppose tlie wreck a slnp of war, and have greatly aiMoycd ns by fithi 
pieces, or from batteries (iis there appealed at internals a signal-post near 
sis), when endeavouring to save the brig. 

** At day-break we observed throti"h ilie fsig a brig run on shore, to the 
westward of us about a quarter of’a niile ; finding no hsitti rv near, I oi - 
dered the signal of distress to be hoisted, expecting it rnijilbc lukcn notice 
of by any vessel m the ofi'mg. * * • » 

“ At about six o’clock iJio fog partly rlearerf up^ and the weathrrbecanie 
moderate. The cutter was got out witli great t/dficiilty. 1 *enL the master 
with her and the other boat, and about fifteen*lia^ids, to use every exerlii-Ti 
to get either of the vessels off which wetc ntar us; and in the o^ent of suc- 
cesi^ 1 had funned an intention of sliipping the crew fruiu 'die hands oi tlic 
enemy, and to hav€i*Joiinj^ the convoy by such mean*. 

“ I had hitherto kept up the masts, partly for the purpoic of ninkini- 
signals; and finding no prospect of assistanle, I tfrd'-icO £.!;> m t« be cut 
away, to ease the vvrecl: * •

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^ " OWrving mnny people on the eminence, we commenced a fire of 
musketry on them, which, Arith the' throwing op of rockets, caused their 
removal to othea parts of the hill: during tlieir absence two fires were laid 
to destroy the brig, and the colours spread on the stump of the foremast.' 

** The remaining guns on the starboar4 side were now fired, which had 
been reserved fur the purpose of making signals; and I hud the satisfaction 
of bearing them, answered by ^some ship or Vessel round the point to thn 
southward and eastward. I despatched the master in the small cutter, in 
that direction, to make observations: he returned ,in about three hours 
after, andptnted he had boarded the ship Neptunus (of London), one of 
the convoy under Rostock colours, which was coming to our assistance. 

** I now caused every arrangement to be made for leaving the brig, and 
to complete her destruction; and this time might be abcut four o’'clock in * 
'th£ afternoon of (he 11th. ^ 

** I instantly, on the appearant^e^f the Neptunus, sent the boats with 
a party of the officers alid men, keeping the remainder with the marines for 
t{ie last moment. Tjic weather being moderate occasioned much despatch. 
At haif past’G the brig was set on«^re in two places, and very soon after we 
found her in a total blaze ; wc then retreated to the boats without the loss 
of a man, and we were all on board tlic Neptunus by 8 o’clock. At daylight 
on the ISth, the brig was perceived from the Neptunus to be burnt to the 
water's edge ; and at iiouii 1 counted from that ship sixteen sail on shore, 
mostly to the westward of the spot where the Centincl was destroyed. 

To the officers and cjcw of his Majesty's late gun-brig under my com¬ 
mand 1 feel every credit due^ for the vigorous and prompt conduct they 
displayed in tlie execution of my orders ; nor did 1 ever witness mote 
real attention aiie delcnuiiicJ resolution to resist the grasp of a meiciless 
fnemy, than wliat tbby manifested on this trying occasion. 

** 'File conduct of the pilots Las been very exemplary for their 
caution; in which I feel satisfied.ftTo the master of the Neptunus our 
obligjiiions are of the gseatest magnitude, foi^i^e leady assistance He 
afforded us when his ship was but^Jittle^niore than out of danger. His 
saving the crew of one of hi^ Majesty’s gun-brigs, together with several out 
of four'of th^ vessclaevrdckcid on the coast, must ever hold his conduct up 
as a superior man: indeed, the kind attention he shewed us could not Itavc 
been exceeded.

** I hope and trust I shall l>c fouud to have taken every means in my 
power to pjrcve'nt the misfortune which, with pain, jpy duty obliges me to 
relate, in regard to wbat this narrative sets furthV .

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Lieutenant King, immediately on his arriTal iit Wingoe^ waited o» 
the commander.in.chicf, Sir James Saumarez^ who,was plcascQ to 
order a court-martial to be held on him for the loss of the 
tinet. Accordingly, a courts was assemlSkd for the above purpose, 
on board H. M. S. 2«ealcus, at that anchbrage, of which Captain 
Thomas Boys sat as president; afid,* after a strict itiTestigation^ 
the court came to^the following resolufion That haring heard 
the narrative rcad^*and the evidence given in corroboration of the

facts therein stated, and very maturely and,deliberately weighed and 
considered the same, tiie court is of opinion, that the loss of the said 

• gun-brig was occasioned by extreme thick weather, that prevented 
their seeing the land for thirty-six ^ours; together with the voletlcu 
of the currents, which drove thom'hhd the whole mf the convoy, as 
well as many other vessels, on the co^stof Rugen, where the said 
gun-brig was wrecked. The court i%^of opinion, that no blamf 
whatever is attached to Lieufcnanl William El!<‘tson* King, the 
rommander, the ofheers, or company of the said guntbrig Cen- 
tinel, for Iticir conduct on the occasion of her loss ; and doth 
therefore adjudge them to be fully aaputled.” 

We cannot dismiss the subject of IJeutcnant King's acquittal, 
without introducing to the notice of, our readers (he strong evit 
dence in his favour which w^as given byCaptaiu Williaiu*Bowlcs, 
a member of the court martial, in which he said, I had an op¬ 
portunity of seeing thc'Ceutinel lying completely destroyed under 
the high land of the island of Rugen ^ and 1 am of opinion, that 
great credit is due to Licatenant King for so completely destroying 
her, and bringii^ hj^^people o*lf; commanded as he was by tlic 
enemy's ransketry oii the heights, within half-muskct shot.” * 

1^0 sooner had the court martial closyd t}ieir proceedings, than 
the eommander-in-chief ordered Lieutoniint King, hi\ iatO*oi&;crs 
and crew, to take their passage on boart\thieAqullon frigate, Cap¬ 
tain Bowles, for England. , 

* By thi^ unfortunate circumstance of the wreck of the Ccntincl, 

Lieutenant Ringtbst yearly all the property he had on board; and 
for which, qycn in the most acquitted duty, the service allows of no 
pecuniary remuneration : this, to any commanding otliccr (parti¬ 
cularly to one Avith namorethao itideed a most'%crioas 

coQslderatioii. 
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\ Lieutenant King, wc have been told, has made frcqnefnt appif- 
cations to their Lordship^ of the*Admiralty Board, to be employed 
In an active colnmand, for which he has been long since noted ; 
and he probably expected, not only from the severe loss of pro¬ 
perty that he had sus^ine,d, but frofn the very peculiar situation 
in which ho was placed* witji j^espcct to^hc enemy (who, duiwg 
the distress of jthe Ccntincl,»was keeping up an almost incessant 
fire of musketry upon her),* that he should „fiavc bceni thought 
worthy of theirrLordships’ consideration. He has been nearly a 
quarter of a century in the service; has assisted at the capture 
and detention of 40 sail of the line, and has Iron concerned in 
other public exploits, which have live times obtained the Thanks 
of Parfiamcnt.+ 

We know that Lieutenant King has been often advised by his 
friends to endeavour to gel^a sigual-siation, an agency of trans¬ 
ports, or sgme other situation of case ; but such counsel he has 
always resisted ; adding, 1 will never solicit a situation infe¬ 
rior to that from which the elements liavo dismissed me.’* J 

Having great reason to believe the justice, of the First Lord to 
be very conspicuous.^ \vc hope that there m ill be no bar to Lieutc- 
naut King’s promotion, notwithstanding his being on half-pay;

T he opening of this eicgant tribute bf the gratitiiric of the town of 
Liverpool, to the memory of ours great Naval Hero, took place on 
tlie 30th $epten)hci% ^ With respect to the tnerlrs of the execution of this 
addition to the oniafucnts of the town, we shnjt uuty that the fullow'iiig 
nre the sentiments expressed by the repetrt of (l»e (Joiuiuittcc : *' that evs,ry 
eflurt hus been made by Mr. Wcstiuacott to fulfil hi.s enuagoment; and 
they think it only proper, in justice to lii’ii, to dcclaro, that Alonuinent 
* which is now submitted to the judgment of an intiiligciir public, meets, in 
point of execution, with their entire approbation ; to wliicli they ritny. ad^, 
as of much more importance, the saiwHon of a ^rcat number of distin¬ 
guished professors and .patrons of art, wijo have bad an opportunity^ 
during the progress of tlie work in the jneiropolis, <»f forming n correct 
opinion on its merit." ^ • * . 

The subscription fur the purpose of erecting this statue commenced on 
ihe^th November, 1805, and amounted to about 9,0<f0/. The first stone 
was laid 15tb .Tiily, 1S12. The whole of the design w.is planned by Mr. 
Mattliew Charles Wyatt, and selected from a variety of models by the best 
artists. The monument, which is in bronze, is cxtjcutcd by R. Westma- 
cott, Esq. 11. A. of London. 

Description of'the ^fonr/ment, • 

On a basement of Westnioriniid marble stands a circular pedestal of tlie 
same material, uiul peculiarly suitable in colour to tlie groupc wliich it sup¬ 
ports. At the btisc of tb<? pcdcstsd arc four emblematic ligures, of heroic 
size, in the character of captives, or vanqui:>hc<i «'iiciuie<]; in a'lusion to the 
four signal victories obtainet^ by Lord Nelson, r>L*. those of i 5 t.»Vincent, the 
Nile, Copenhagen, and of "lVafal"i)r< The spares hetneen these figures, 
on the sides of tho pcdi^stal, are filled by fpiirgianrJ bas-ieiicfs, executed 
in hionze, representing sonic of tlie great naval actions in wliirb the iniruor- 
tal NdnOti was engaged. Tlic rest ol the pedestal is riihly Uccofatttl with 
lion?’ leads, and festoonsbf iauiel; and, in a nmulding round tl\p upper 
part of't, is inscribed in letters of bmss, piirstiant to the Mcs^lutioji of the 
general iieeling, that must impressive charge, delivered by this illustrious 
cummaudci previous to the commencement of liia batilc of Trafalgar, 
“England exfecis every man to do in'* Durv.’’ 

Tlie figures constituting the principal design arc, Nelson, Victory, and 
Death; his Couitry mmo^oing for her loss, and her N avy eager to avenge 
jt, naturally claim a place in the groupe. 

The principal figure is the Admiral, resting one foot on a conquered 
,encmy, and the other on a cannon.—With an eye stedfasc and upraised 
to V'ictory, ho is receiving^from her a fourth na;>al crown upon his sword; 
which, to indicatd the loss of liis right arm, is lioitl iu hi^ loft Jiaad. The 
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irm^nacd limb is concealsd bjithe enemy's flag, wbicb Victory is lowering 
to iiho, and under the tbJdfl of.which Death lies in ambush for his victim; 
intimating, that lie received the reward^ of ills valour and the stroke of 
Death sX the same moment, , 

By the figure of an exasperated Brituh ocaman, is represented tlie zeal 
of the navy to wreak vengetihee on the enemies, who robbed it of its most 
gallant leader. , ^ * 

Britannia with* laurels in her hand, and icaning regardless of them on her 
spear and shield, describes the feelings of the (;ouutr^*fluctuating between 
the pride and the miguish of.a triumph so dearly purchased, but relying fur 
security on her own resources. 

In preferring an iiistorical group to a naval column, or a single statuei 
and in selecting the subject above described from a co:'«idcrable number 
of designs of great excellence, it was one principal aim of the Committee 
ift ercct^such a Monument as shonj^ not only do honour to the town of 
Liverpool, as an cflbrt of art, but snould excite in the breast of the spec* 
tator those feelings, moral and ^latriotic, which a work of the highest class 
ought always to inspire. They,•therefore, adopted that which appeared 
to them bestv'^olculated to exhibit,, in the strongest manner, the glory and. 
happiness of the hero who dies in the defence of his country ; and whn, 
in the act of grasping at another crown, which the Goddess of Victory is' 
placing on his svvord, is insensible to the stroke which terminates his glori¬ 
ous career. At 'the same time it was,their wish to contrast the exultation 
inseparnbie from such *811 event, with the sincere sorrow and deep regret 
occasioned by the death of this distinguished Commander, and to impress 
upon the minds of the present, 'and of future ages, a firm conviction, that 
life itself'cannot be better resigned than in the cause of our country.

We have-been informed (hat advantagbuns proposals have been 
made to purclKisc the whole premises; aud pruibably the gentlemen who 
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form the Committee, being well qualified to appreciate the value oftii^ 
property iu question, may, by some jedtcious«e« tension of tlicir plan, com* 
bine both objects, and unite the interests of the propricters, with tHIit of 
the duties of the department they^are so intimately connected with. We 
venture to say, from good authority, tluic„wheii the Tobacco Trade is 
estended to this port, which there is every rcaapn to expect it will be

SSripOsly regeat this advice; and canndt Itelpjthinking, that a principal causa 
Win little attention beijpg paid to the state of the naval service by those' in 
llddhr, originates, or at least is greatly occasioned by ourtipparinf neglect

VTliatcver should induce them to ^ist in the preservation of the general 
conibir.ntJon of that servieb, jn which they perform such hokipurable, though 
detached parts* If is a more material error to keep silent from respectful 
remonstrance, »licn such is absolutely requisite, than even to reraeustrate 
without a great and evident necessity, though this geriaiiily should be 
nio<!t carefuliy avoided. *, 

IVlany naval oth':ers, doubtless, remam in active cmftloj afloat, till the 
wish for the most perfect tranquility of retirement is fair and natural. 
Soule are of opinion, that their own bare routine of personal duty is suffi-* 
c'ieiit, and would sulfer tiie whole machine to go to pieces In silence, .bc- 
they have not tiic charge of it; yet we sliutild nut appHiud a boat* 
swain* or carpenter who would not inform the captain that a fire was 
rapidly approaching the i,'nnga 2 inc, and then allege as an excuse, that the 
jrunpuwder was in the charge of the gunner, and tlic captain ameuable for 
tlif safety of tlie ship.^ • 

There is another cause of inalKtuIon to public affairs among sailors 
when ashore. However succes'-ful and honoiir.able their progress may have 
been afloat, they feci tiiut :i maritime life is not a life of nature, and, when 
freed from their e^xertiens, relax entirely, and avoid all tliouglits of it. 

Some few, I fear, have activity of tifind enough, and a thorough convic> 
tioi) of the necessity ofhmeiKlr.itnf, and cither selfishly think it will last out 
j:hcir time without a trash, or !;.ivo some selfish point to gain, which will 
notftdniit^of risking advice (vvTiicIi they too naturally tiiiuk always gives 
oflence) to the powers that be. 

I must confess, also, that there does run through the service? a very 
frequent oblivion of ihc lust rtink pas rd througli*; and 1 have heard many 
captains complain, an«$^with positive jusiitc, of the vexatious delays expe¬ 
rienced at thc,N". B. and the unjust and ruinous decisions of the C* of Ap¬ 
peals, &c. &c. 5tc. t have, however, ii^vcr known tl e long list of admi- 
jrals turn out as volunteers to remedy the gi'ievniiccs they have aiinost all 
smartly felt when captains; but, in all the indolence which arises from 
security/rum future gnev’ance, beconfc quiet spectators of the storm they 
are.esCapcdJrom. In' this respect, indeed, we *forin a rope of sandf and 
justly merit csTasure, and ^Jeserve the inconveniences wliicli arise from oitc 
want of combination or adlieajon. Whilst under tlie immediate pressure 
of tlic inconvenience, a candid man wilt fear that he does not take a fair 
'view 9 f the transaction, and that h's opinion cannot be unbiassed ; but if, 
when free froni'tbaii pressure, be still sees the injustice oi* the case in tbe 
§ame iiglit in vyhlch he viewed it when labouring^hder it, it becomes his 
duty to eudcavbur to remove the evil by exposing^ it* 

1 do not at present recoired any attempt on 4ie part of the admirals of 
II.

^allowed to become a seaman; and w>heti wo oonsider the maritime situation

CAR ROCK#lIir THE FIRTH OF FORTH.

This dtinger lies about If mile eastward from Fifeness. It is direcfljr ip 

the track of vessels entering or .leaving the Fivth of Forth, in coming from 
or going to the north of Scotinpd ; and it is a fact, that on this rock no 
fewer than four vesF*l» were citlier stranded or totall^Jost between Novem¬ 
ber and Fehruarjr.last. Tbo Bell Kock * was foriaerljr the dread of the 
mariner, And to avoid it (le kept a good offing; but from the erection of 
the light'houtt on that roc^, it' has now bccumo his most certain guide 
(the coal lignt on the May Island still remaining unimproved). It is possi¬ 
ble that the confidence thus inspired by the Beil Rock light-house, may^- 
Kate led some vessels incautiously to approach Fifeness,. till they were un¬ 
expectedly ruined en the Car. However this iiuiy be, the Car Rock now 
remains the-only considerable obstruction to the . navigation of tlie Frith. 
The frequent diccurrence of aedidents at this point did not fail to attract 
the attention of the Comniissioriers for Northern Lights several yeurs ago, 

■ Htid induced them to cause a very large buoy to be moored close to it j’^bat, 
notwithstanding that a very strong iron chain and a most ponderous 
anchor were employed, the buoy was torn from its inouriiigs by 
tbcF^W stoma'., and this plan completely failed. The Commiitsiotiers, 
thdugb foiled in ihei> /irst project, have not been discouraged from anotlier 
and more important effort. Tliey have resolved to attempt the erection of 
a solid conical beacon of stone pn the bii'hcst part of the Car Rockir This 
must proVe RifaiHlitt’taking more difficult even than the eFcction of the Bell 
Rock light-hoQSo itself; on account chiefly of the small dimensions of the

Tliis island,* formerly called Diego*llays, Jies neorly E. and W. is situ- 
ateil ill latitude lO** 44' S. and longitude 63** 19' K. from (Greenwich ; i is 
inoiiutainous, and so high as to be seen 18 or ‘20 leagues in clear weather. 
It's appearance dcmoiistratcs that it has iiiidcrgoiie some uiicoiiKnon con¬ 
vulsion of haturd • the face of the country tovvards the sea presetits p^>ar- 
ren and dreary prospect: huge mosses of stone, wht^h have been tlirown 
from the heights, cover,the niiimr hills, with trees and herbage shouting 
forth between the fragments. 'I'he vallifs toward the sen, tilthough not 
extensive, are well wooded, covered ^vkli long grass, nqd have stn&U 
rivulets of excellent water running through them. On ascending the 
nearest summits, the eye is immediately relieved from barren scenerV, a 
fine fertile hilly country for several miles; part uf which has bcei; chsardd 
'and cultivated by three French families, possessing abbut ninety^slaved, 
who were the only inhabitants on the island at t&ie time of our arrival. 
Citfons, oranges, and Ijraes, grow abundantly in many parts of the island; 
and we were told that it’s soil is capable of producing both European and 
tropical plants: my own opinion corresponds with this assertion of the 
inhabitants. If once settled and cultivated, it may become a place of 
consequence to our commerce, for ships of war and tliose of the Fast 
India Company to touch at. Jt has a tolerably,good h{trb'<^r; wliicfli 
might be made more convenient at a small expense, by runnjng ou^ mote 
or pier for the purpose of ifatering, &c. In a military sense this i^ainSf is 
strong by uaiure,^beiiig almost surrounded by lecfs of coral rocks, extend¬ 
ing out three, four, and five miles on which tde sea breaks. 'Die eiut end 
alone wants this natural barri^; bui that being to witidwartl, no jimits, in 
my opinion, could land in safety; the shorcvihuut the liurbour is the only 
practicable landing place, and that may he prutected easily. Tlie shores 
abound with good fisli of diSerent descriptipas^ which arc caught with a 
suin net: our boat while fishiug iiere for several days used, in the coqrse 
of a few hours, to take as many as served 9 or 3 lb. a man to the ship’s 
company. Though some of the fish caught with aline ynd hook in-deep 
Hater ore saiil tm'be o/a poisonoub quality, w'e found no ill effects from 
several caught in

Tiie following remarks, piloted down between the ohsetvatidR^' wl^Ie 
passing the island, may a^slst,in,£^smplcting tlic idea of it already given. 
The island is composed of a very large iiioupiaiu, rising huidiy out of the 
sea, of the form of an amphitheatre, having an entrance open toN.W. b.W. 
and a volcano occupying tlic’centre. The yolcuuo is encircled by the 
mountain, and its summit can be seen only nearly level w;ich tjiu higher 
parts of the mountain, except on the N.W. ^idfe, whertf the break in the- 
mouiitain exposes its interior side, as well a:! tlTe wrliole of the volcano, to 
the view. Wlic-n seen in this directico, its appaarani-e is nmst interesthig, 
and a much better idea can be formed of it than when it has any other 
bearing. The mou^t'nin is nearly of an anifunn height, ^except the N.W. 
pnit of it, which is*lowCTthaii the rest. The interior side of it is precipi¬ 
tous, furrowed thickly lyidl iHguIflriy Irom top to ijoitom; the furroAs ap¬ 
parently filled with as|,^s or oilier vulcanic matter; and the iiitormediaie 
ridges exhibiting a parched und scanty vegetation. On the declivity of tba 
south side of the enirancp, and on the ridge aud inside of the northern 
luwpii'purt oflhcmotiotai{«,tht- volcanii^matter appears disliibuted in Ja'get-

T he close of this eventful year alfords us rather a flattering prospect 
OP Peace ; at winch, if fu he a bona fide Peace, we anxiously hope 
the nations of £urope*will speedf^^' arrive. Ail that we at present know is, 
that Buonaparte, in his S[)cech to liic liOgislative Body at Paris on the lOth 
I3ecembfr, stated, that Nr.coTiArioNs had been enteued into with 
THE Allied Powers ; and that he had adulued to the Prelimi¬ 
nary BASKS WUICH 'JIIEY HAD PRFSENTED.

An Order of Council, dated 10th No^emher, 1813, has been issued for 
UiC coDiiuuation, till 31st Deceniht-r, 1811, of the iMiunrics now paid for 
the encouragement of seamen awd liiudsiuen to enter into FI. M. na^'y. 

The pay of captains* clerks in the royal navy has been raised—to com¬ 
mence from the,1st of July last.—'J'he} have liithcrto been paid as Midship¬ 
men. The clerk of a first rate will now receive 43f. per ann. and of aAhkd 
Vate^ 2s. per day. ^ , 

Stne^our Ijst, we have received the unpleasant infonnatloii of tlie cap- 
Itire of eight salt of our South Sea Whalers, otf the Cjallipagus Islands, by 
the American frigate Essex, Capt. PoKcr; which enntipned to cruize, and 
it wivi feared would almost hnnilii'ule our trade in that .bea.

The Flibustier had been vraiting an opportunity to steal out of St. Jean 
Luz for some mnm.hs past; the near approach of the Marquess of Wel¬ 
lington’s army made it absolirtely'necessary, and a dark and stormy night 
determined her commander to risk the attempt.

In obedience to your ofdcrs, to rejiort to yon the circumstances attending 
the destruction of the French t/htinnal brig I'lihtlstier, I do myself tlie 
plcqLSure to acquaint yoi;, that the^Flibustier, having taken advantage of a 
favourable moiaeiit, sailed from Jean de Lnz, and at daylight of the 
1.3th, was discovered, attended by three trincadorcs, when she was imrae* 
diately chased by his Alajesty’s schooner under my command, the Challen¬ 
ger and Constant in the efiing, seven or eight miles distant; the enemy 
being becalmed, hed anchored under the protection of some French batte¬ 
ries close to the mouth of Biiyonne; a phrCtai breeze lasted time enough to 
enable U. M. schooner tb close and commence action, whicii after being 
maintained for three quarters of nn hour, ended t>y the corvette’s crew 
suddenly quitting her and pullingifor the shore, which from its nearness 
they u ere easily enabled to cFect, in spite of a well-directed broadside; 
for, as the corvette was perceivctl to be on fire, my endeavours were, if 
possible, to save the vessel, and boats were sent fur that purpose, but 
without success. * .

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^bilged Hhe Vrceroj lo pass the Tsonzo. ‘It was then determined to lay 
siege to the castic. % the Idtfi, in the murQing, we had t'velv^ guns in 
two batteries, Which opened their tire and continued nearly the wbf^* day '; 
towards the evening the enemy‘was driven from the Wintlmill, v^irb was 
taken possession of by tlie ^nstriaa troofts, ^nd two howiizei-s advanced 
thfre. Tl« hring was continued occasioiiidiy uMtil noon on the 33d, bv 
Which time Captain Rowley had got a thifty-two-nomider within two hun* 
dred yards of the ‘Shanza, whefe 'hereVas a strong lfiiildit)g with one gun 
niul loop holes in it, standing upon a hill/with a wall round it nearly four¬ 
teen feet high, atNifficcr and sixty inch. 

We had hiid some conunuiiication with the castle in the morning, and 
the trnce'was broke off at a very short notice by the ^iieiiir, wily opened on 
oil sides. The thirty-lwo-pounder was* fired upon rlu* Sliunza. The first 
shot the gun recoilotl, and the ground giving way, it fell backward off the 

I ilatfortri, which was six feet above the level. It was fine'to see Captain 
lowicy and his people immediately get a triangle above the work, aiyl il/b ' 
t)nrty-twu pounder with its carriage, run up to its place again, j^iidcr a 
shower of grape and musketry, wliicli occasioned s» severe loss. Towards 
cveniiig, tlie enemy in the Slianza held out the O'hite hag, and snt rendered 
to Captain Rowley. Iffaving now possissiun of the Shanza, which cuin- 
mnnried the castle and the Windmill*hill, we«get to work upon ^ume 
advanced batteries within four hundred 'yards of the ensile, but the wea- 
tiier was so wet, and the labour was so great, Hint it was nut until the 
morning of the 2Pth that they were complete, when the enemy acceded 
to our altered propositions fur surreiitleniig the castle. We were pre¬ 
pared to have opened with eleven thirty-two-poumlcps, twelve cighteeii- 
pounders, four mortars, and fourliowitzcrs. ' 

Every captain, officer, and person in the squadron has done his duty. 
Captain Rowley has been, as nsnal, most prominent on every occasion. I 
admired tlie example he sliewed at tbe attack of the Sli.inza, w'ith the 
courage and activity of Lienrenants IJothain and Moore, afid Mr. Ilib- 
bert, midshipman of the Eagle. Captain Angelo, of the Sist regiment, 
was foremost in shewing where to place fascines to protect the men, whilst • 
the gun was getting up.. * 

I beg to recommend to the Lgrds Commissioners,of the Admiralty, Cap¬ 
tain Moresby, of his Majesty's sloop Wizard. He combmnded one of the ■ 
batteries from the 16th until'the 24lh, wlien he was ordertd lo’form nbnt- 
' tery with four thirty-two-powiders, within breaching distance | in the 
course of fiftyvsix hours, unddr dll the disadvantages of weather, dec, he 
with fifty men from the Milford, and twenty from tlie Wizard, completed 
the wlioie without any nssist|ince ^/liatever. And I must also n;,entton the 
good conduct of Mr. William Watts, nctingenasier of the said sloops who , 
tvas severely wounded; Captain Dunn, of the Mermaid, w»» also very 
assiduous on every occasion. Captain Marlllaifd comieaniibd the marines, 
arid 1 have to thank him for exerting himself in every way j particuiorly in 
the arrangements of stores ROd prjivisions. We have nt times had-one 
thousand tU'O hundred men on shore, at work and in the Aiattews, and the 
getieral good conduct of the officers, seamen, and iimrines, with the liar- 
moity that has irtvariaibly subsisted between the Austria* troops and our 
jieoBlc, is ((uice gVaisfyIng to me. _ * * , 

Wlien we opened against the citadel it contained eight hundred 
men, forty-five iafgc guns, four mortars, hnd four howitzers.
